Tho work of preparing the records of the war for public um \vm 
begun, under the resolution of Congress of May 10 , 1804, by Ool. 13. 1 ). 
Townsend, assistant adjntunt-general, U. S. Army {(lion in charge of 
tbo Ad, j titan t-Goiierul’s OflUie, ami subsequently the Adjutant-General), 
who caused copies to be liuide of reports of battles on llle in his office 
and steps to be taken to colloid missing records. 

Under the provisions of joint- resolution of July 27, 180(1, Hon. Peter 
II. Watson was appointed to supervise the preparation of the records 
and to formulate a plan for their publication, but be performed no 
service under this appointment, which expired July 27, 1.8(18, by limi- 
tation. This resolution having also repealed the former one, the project 
was suspended for the time being. 

. The first deoisivo step taken was the act of Juno 28, 1874, providing 
the nceossary means “to enable the Secretary of War to begin the 
publication of the Ofllcinl Uncords of the War of the Hobellion, both 
>r the. Union and Confederate Armies,' ” and directing him “to have 
.hi pied for the Public Printer all reports, letters, telegrams, mid gen- 
ivn\ orders, not heretofore eopied or printed, and properly arranged in 
chronological order.” Appropriations have been made IVom time to 
dmo for continuing such preparation. Under this act the preliminary 
vork was resumed by (leneral Townsend. 

^Subsequently, under meager appropriations, it was prosecuted in

Tho act of Juno 23, L874-, enlarged upon die Urst scheme of pnblloa- 
ioh. On this more comprehensive basis it was determined that the

At, his death sonic twenty-six 
books only had boon issued, hub he had compiled a largo amount of 
matter for forthcoming volumes; consequently his name as compiler 
was retained in all the hooks up to and including Vol. XXXVI, 
Although his successors lmd added largely to his compilations from 
new material found after his demiso. 

The Secretary of War, May 7, 1887, assigned Lieut. Col. II. M. Lazo lie, 
Twenty- third IX. S. Infantry, to duty as the successor of Colonel Scott. 
He had continued in charge about two years, whon, in the act approved 
March 2, .1889, it was provided —

V provide for the common defense, promote the gonoral welfare, and 
^Bceuro the blessings of liberty to her oitizons and their posterity; ” and 
| when it is perverted to the destruction of the equality of the States, or 
|subtantially fails to aeeomplish these ends, it fails to achiovo the pur- 
, pesos of its creation, and ought to be dissolved. 

;i. The Federal Government results from a compact ontorod into 
(; between separate, sovereign, and independent States, called tho Con- 
stitution of the United States, and amendments thereto, by which 
these sovereign States delegated certain specific powers to be used by 
that Government for the common defense and general welfare of all 
j tho States and their citizens; and when those powers are abused, or 
| used for Urn destruction of the rights of any State or its citizens, each 

1 State has an equal right to judge for itself as well of tho violations 
faml Infractions of that instrument as of the mode and measure of 

redress; and if the interest or safety of her citizens demands it, may 
• resume tho powers she had delegated without lot or hindrance from 
the Fedora! Government or any other power on earth. 

| <l< Fneh Stale is bound in good faith to observe and keoponlior 
part all the stipulations and covenants inserted for tho benefit of other

And in the meantime African slavery lias not only become one of tho 
ilxecl domestic institutions of tlio Soufchorn States, but forms an impor- 
fjanb olemont of their political power, and constitutes tho most valuable 
spooios of their property, worth, aooording to roconb estimates, notloss 
than $'1,000,000,000; forming, in faot, tlio basis upon wliioh rosts the 
prosperity and wealth of most of thoso Statos, and supplying tho com- 
nioreo of tho world with ils richest freights, and furnishing tho 
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manufactories of two continents witli the raw material, and tliei 
operatives with bread. . It is upon this gigantic interest, this poculhi 
institution of the South, that the Northern States and their people hav 
been waging an unrelenting and fanatical war for the last quarter c 
a century; an institution with which is bound up not only the wealt 
and prosperity of the Southern pooplo, but their very existence as 
political community. This war has been waged in every way tin) 
human ingenuity, urged on by fanaticism, could suggest. They 
us through their literature, in their schools, from the hustings, in 
their legislative halls, through the public press, and even their courts 
of justice forget the purity of their judicial ermine to strike down tho 
rights of the Southern slave-holder and override every barrier which 
the Constitution has erected for his protection ; and the sacrod desk 
is desecrated to this unholy crusade against our lives, our property, 
and tho constitutional rights guaranteed to us by the compact of 
our fathers.

wasting and destroying all the resources of the country. Who can 
look upon such a picture without a shudder? What Southorn man, 
be ho slave-holder or non-slavo-lioldor, can without indignation and 
horror contemplate the triumph of negro -equality, and see his own 
sons and daughters in the not distant future associating with freo 
neo-roes upon terms of political and social equality, and tho white 
man stripped by tho heaven-daring hand of fanaticism of that title to 
superiority over the black race which God himself has bestowed? In 
the Northern States, where freo negroes are so few as to form no 
appreciable part of tlio community, in spite of all tho legislation for 
their protection, they still remain a degraded caste, excluded by tho 
ban of society from social association with all hut tho lowest and 
most degraded of tho white race. Blit in tho South, whero in many 
places the African raco largely predominates, and as a consequence 
the two races would bo continually pressing together, amalgamation 
or the extermination of the one or tho other would ho inevitable. Can 
Southern men submit to such degradation and ruin? God forbid that 
they should. 

But it is said thoi’o aro many constitutional conservative men 
at the North who sympathize with and battle for us. That is true; 
but they are utterly powerless, as the late Presidential election 
unequivocally shows, to breast the tide of fanaticism that threatens 
to roll over and crush us. With them it is a question of principle, 
and wo award to them all honor for their loyalty to tho Constitution 
of our fathers; but tlioir defeat is not their ruin. With us it is a 
question of self-presorvation. Our livos, our proporty, tho safety of 
our homes and our hoarthstouos, all that men hold dear on earth, is 
involved in tho issuo. If wo triumph, vindicate our rights, and main- 
tain our institutions, a bright and joyous future lies before us. Wo 
can clothe tho world with our staple, givo wings to lior commorco, 
and supply with bread tho starving operative in other lands, and at 
the same time preserve an institution that lias dono more to clvilizo 
and Christianize tho heathen than all human agoncios besides— an 
institution aliko beneficial to both rncos, ameliorating tho moral, 
physical, and intellectual condition of tlio ono and giving wealth and 
happiness to tho other. If wo fail, tho light of our civilization goos 
down in blood, our wivos and our little onos will bo driven from their 
homes by tho light of our own dwellings, tho dark pall of barbar- 
ism must soon gather over our sun ny land, and the scones of West 
India emancipation, with its attendant horrors and crimes (that mon- 
ument of British fanaticism and folly), ho re-enacted in their own 
land upon a more gigantic scale. 

Then, is it not time wo should ho up and doing, like men who know 
their rights and dare maintain them? To whom shall the people of 
the Southern Statos look for tho protection of their rights, interests, 
and honor? Wo answer, to their own sons and tlioir respective 
States. To tho Statos, as we have seen, under our system of govern- 
ment, is duo tho primary allegiance of tho citizen, and tho correlative 
obligation of protection devolves upon the respective Statos — a duty 
from which they cannot escape, and which they dare not nogloct 
without a violation of all the bonds of fealty that hold togotlior tho 
citizen and tho sovereign. The Northern Statos and their citizens 
nave proved recreant to their obligations under tlio Federal Consti- 
tution. They havo violated that compact and rofusod to perform 
blioir covenants in that behalf. 
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The Federal Government has failed to protect the riglits and prop- 
erty of tlie citizens of the South, and is about to pass into tho hands 
of a party pledged for the destruction not only of tlioir righto anti 
their property, but tho. equality of the States ordained by tho Consul?! 
tution, and the heaven-ordained superiority of the white over tho black 
race. "What remains, thou, for the Southern States and tho people 
of these States if they are loyal to tho great principles of civil and 
religious liberty, sanctified by the sufferings of a seven-years* war and 
baptized with tho blood of the Revolution? Can they permit tho 
rights of their citizens to be denied and spurned, their property; 
spirited away, their own sovereignty violated, and themselves dogradod 
to the position of mere dependencies instead of sovereign States; or 
shall each for itself, judging of the infractions of tho eonsbltu tin 1 1 *ul 
compact, as well as tho mode and measure of redress, declare that tho; 
covenants of that sacred instrument in their behalf, and for tho bimci* 
fit of their citizens, have been willfully, deliberately, continuously*: 
and persistently broken and violated by tho other parties to tho ctmil 
pact, and that they and tlieir citizens are therefore absolved from all 
further obligations to keep and perform the covenants thoroof ; vosuin O 
the powers delegated to the Federal Government, and, as sovoroigh 
States, form other relations for tho x>rotection of their citizons an.<§ 
the discharge of the great ends of government ? Til© union of those* 
States was one of fraternity as well as equality; but what fraternity 
now exists between the citizons of tho two sections ? Various religious 
associations, powerful in numbers and influence, have been broken 
asunder, and tho sympathies that bound together tjte people of hi KJ 
several States at the time of the formation of tho Constitution hnvo 
ceased to exist, and feelings of bitterness and oven hostility ha v<3 
sprung up in tlieir place. How can this bo reconciled and a spirit of 
fraternity established? Will the people of the North cease to iiuip» 
war upon the; institution of slavery and award to it tho protection 
guaranteed by tho Constitution? The accumulated wrongs of many; 
years, the late action of their members in Congress refusing ovovy 
measure of justice to the South, as well as the experience of all blio 
past, answers, No, never! 

"Will the South give up the institution of slavery and consent tha-ti 
her citizens bo stripped of their property, her civilization destroyed! 
the whole land laid waste by lire and sword? It is Impossible. Sligj 
cannot; she will not. Then why attempt longer to hold togelihoi' 
hostile States under tho stipulations of a violated Constitution ? It 
is impossible. Disunion is inevitable. Why, then, wait longer folj 
tho consummation of a result that must come? Why waste fiirthe* 
time in expostulations and appeals to Northern States and their oil: 1- 
zens, only to bo met, as wo have been for years past, by renew o cl 
insults and repeated injuries? Will the South bo better prepjifM bej 
meet the emergency wlion tho North shall bo strengthened by hUc 
admission of the new Territories of Kansas, Nebraska, Washington 
Jefferson, Nevada, Idaho, Chippewa, and Arizona as non-slavo-hokdJ 
ing States, as wo are warned from high sourcos will bo done wi^jM 
the next four years, under the administration of Mr. Lincoln? 
the true men at tho North over make a more powerful or successful! 
rally for the preservation of our rights and tho Constitution than tflioyl 
did in the last Presidential contest? Thore is nothing to inspiro -fi 
hope that they can. ijjf 

Shall wo wait until our enemies shall possoss thomselvcs of all tljo 
powers of the Government; until abolition judgos are on tho SuprdJ£pJ 
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Court boneh, abolition collectors ab every port, an<l abolition post- 
masters in ovory town; soorob mail agents traversing tho whole land, 
and a subsidized proas established in our midst to demoralize our peo- 
ple v Wil l wo bo stronger Hum or better pro pared to moot tho struggle, 
if a struggle must come V Mo, verily. When that time shall come, well 
may our advoimrios laugh at our folly and dorido our impotence. Tho 
deliberate judgment of Alabama, as indicated by tho joint ro solutions 
of her General Assembly, approved February 24, 18(10, is that prudoneo, 
patriotism, and loyally to all the groat principles of civil liberty, incor- 
porated in our Constitution and eonsooratod by the luemorios of tho 
past, demand that all tho Southern States should now resume tlunr 
delegated powers, maintain the rights, interests, and honor of their 
citizens, and vindicate their own sovereignty. And Hhoimmt earnestly 
but respectfully invites her sister sovereign State, Kentucky, who so 
gallantly vindicated the sovereignty of tho States in 1708, to tho con- 
sideration of those grave and vital questions, hoping she may concur 
with the State of Alabama in tho conclusions to which slio has boon 
driven by the impending dangers that now surround the Southern 
States. But if, on mature deliberation, she dissents on any point from 
the conclusions to which the State of Alabama 1ms arrived, on behalf 
of that State I most respectfully ask a declaration by this venerable 
Commonwealth of hor conclusions and position on all tho issues dis- 
cussed in this communication; and Alabama most respectfully urges 
upon the people and authorities of Kentucky the startling truth that 
submission or acquiescence on the part of tho Southern States at this 
perilous hour will enable Black Republicanism to redeem all its nefari- 
ous pledges and accomplish all its ilngitioUH ends; and that hesitation 
or delay in their action will he misconceived and misconstrued by 
their adversaries and ascribed not to that elevated patriotism that 
would saerillee all hut their honor to save the Union of their fathers, 
hut to division and dissension among themselves and their consequent 
weakness; Mint prompt, bold, and decided action is demanded alike 
by prudoneo, patriotism, and the safety of their citizens. 

Permit me, in conclusion, on behalf of the State of Alabama, to 
express my high gratification at tho.oordial manner in which I have 
boon received as her commissioner by tho authorities of the State of 
Kentucky, as well us tho profound personal gratification which, us a 
son of Kentucky, born and reared within hor borders, I fool at tho 
manner in which I, as tho commissioner from tho State of my adoption, 
have been received and treated by tho authorities of the Stato of my 
birth. Please accept assurances of tho high consideration and esteem of,

Commiwioner from the Stale of A labama : 

Your communication of the 27th instant, addressod to mo by author- 
ity of the State of Alabama, lias boon attentively road. I concur with 
you in tho opinion that tho grave political issues yet ponding and unde- 
termined between the slave-holding and non-slavo-holding .States of 
the Confederacy are of a character to render eminently proper and 
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highly important a full and frank conforoneo on the part of the Sent 
orn members, identified, as they undoubtedly are, by a cominim inU 
est, hound togothor by mutual sympathies, and with the whole soel 
fabric resting on homogeneous institutions. And coming as you i 
in a spirit of fraternity, by virtue of a commission from a sist 
Southern State, to confer with the authorities of this State in rof( 
ence to the measures necessary to bo adopted to protect the hit, ores 
and maintain the honor and safety of the States and their citizens, 
extend you a cordial welcome to Kentucky. 

You have not exaggerated the grievous wrongs, injuries, and hull 
nities to which the slave-holding States and their citizens have loi 
submitted with a degree of patience and forbearance justly attrib 
table alone to that ole vated patriotism and devotion to the Union whii 
would lead thorn to sacrifice well-nigh all save honor to recover tl 
Government to its original integrity of administration and povpotua 
the Union upon the .basis of equality established by the founders 
the Republic. I may oven add that the people of Kentucky, by rouse 
of their geographical position and nearer proximity to those \vl 
seem so madly bent upon the destruction of our constitutional gun 
antoos, realize yot more fully than our friends farther south tl 
intolerable wrongs and menacing dangers you have so elaborate 
recounted. Nor are you, in my opinion, more keenly alive than a 
tho people of this State to the importance of arresting the insane or 
Bade so long waged against our institutions and our society by moa 
Tires which shall bo certainly effective. The rights of African slavei 
in tho United States and tho relations of tho Federal Government 
it, as an institution in tho States and Territories, most assured 
demand at this time explicit definition and filial recognition by tl 
North. The slave-holding* States are now impelled by tho very lug 
est law of self-preservation to demand that this settlement should 1 
concluded upon such a basis as shall not only conserve tho instit 
tion in localities whore it is now recognized, but secure its expansio 
under no other restrictions than those which the laws of nature mi 
throw around it. That unnecessary conflict between free labor at 
slave labor, but recently inaugurated by tho Republican party as i 
element in our political struggles, must end, and tho influence of so 
of climate, and local interests left unaided and unrestricted save 1 
constitutional limitations to control the extension of slavery over tl 
public domain. The war upon our social institutions and their gun 
antced immunities waged through the Northern press, roliglcms ai 
secular, and now threatened to bo conducted by a dominant politic 
organization through the agency of State Legislatures and the Fodox 
Government must bo ended. Our safety, our honor, and our sol 
preservation alike demand that our interests be placed beyond tl 
reach of further assault. 

Tho people of Kentucky may differ variously touching the natu 
and theory of our complex system of government, but whim 
upon to pass upon those questions at tho polls X think such an oxpre 
sion would develop no material variance ot sentiment touching tl 
wrongs you recite and the necessity of their prompt adjustment. Tl| 
fully realize the fatal result of longer forbearance, and appreciate tl 
peril, of submission at this juncture. Kentucky would leave no ofi'o: 
untried to preserve the union of the States upon tho basis of tho Co) 
stitution as we construe it, but Kentucky will never submit to wroii 
and dishonor, let resistance cost what it may. Unqualified aeqtil 
esGonce in tho administration of the Government upon the Ohiea| 
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platform, in view of tho movements already inaugurated at tho South 
and tlio avowed pnu'posos of tlio representative men of tlio Republican 
party, would, I fool assured, receive no favor in this State, 'Whether 
her citizens shall, in the last resort, throw thonisolves upon the right 
of revolution as the inherent right of a free people never surrendered, 
or shall assort tlio doctrine of secession, can ho of little practical 
import. When tlio time of action comes (and it is now fearfully noar 
at hand) our pooplo will be found rallied as a unit under tho flag of 
resistance to intolerable wrong, and being thus consolidated in fooling 
and action, I may well forego any discussion of tho abstract theories 
to which one party or another may hold to cover their resistance. 

It is truo that as sovereign political communities tho States must 
dotormino, each for itself, the gravo issues now presented; and it may 
bo that, when driven to the dire extremity of sovoring tlioir relations 
with the Federal Government, formal, independent, separate State 
action will bo proper and necessary, But resting, as do those polit- 
ical communities, upon a common social organization, constituting the 
solo object of attack and invasion, confronted by a common onomy, 
encompassed by a common peril — in a word, involved in one common 
cause, it does seem to mo that tlio niodo and manner of dofonso and 
redress should bo determined in a full and free conference of all tlio 
Southern States, and that their mutual safoty requires full eo-opor- 
ation in carrying out tlio nioasuros thoro agreed upon. Tho source 
whence oppression is now to be apprehended is an organized power, 
a political government in operation, to which resistance, though ulti- 
mately success fill (and I do not for a momont question the issue), 
might bo costly and destructive. We should look those facts in the 
face, nor close our eyes to what we may reasonably expect to oncoun- 
ter. I have thevoforo thought that a duo regard to the opinions of all 
the slavo-holding States would require that those measures which 
ooncorn all alike and must ultimately involve all should bo agrood 
upon in common convention and sustained by united action. 

I liavo boforo expressed the belief and conAdonco, and do 21 ot now 
totally yiold the liopo, that if such a convention of dologatos from tho 
slave-holding States ho assembled, and, after calm deliberation, pro- 
sent to tho political party now holding tlio dominance of powor in tho 
Northern States and soon to assume tho reins of national powor, tho 
firm alternative of ample guarantees to all our rights and security for 
future immunity or resistance, our just demands would ho conceded 
and tho Union ho porpotnatod stronger than boforo, Suoli an issue, so 
presented to tho Congress of tho United States and to tlio Legislatures 
and people of tlio Northern States (and it is practicable, in abundant 
time boforo tho Government 1ms passed into othor hands) would como 
witli a moral force which, if not potent to control tlio votes of tho 
representative moil, might produce a voice from tlioir constituents 
which would influence thorn. But If it fail, our enuso would omorgo, if 
possible, stronger fortified by tho approbation of tho wliolo conserva- 
tive sentiment of the country and supported by a host of Nor thorn 
friends who would prove, in tho ultimate issuo, most valuable allies. 
After such an effort ovary man in the slavo-holding States would fool 
satisfied that all had boon dono which could ho done to presorvo tho 
legacy bequeathed us by tho patriots of J 70 and tlio statesmen of *89, 
and the South would stand in sol id, unbroken phalanx a unit. In the 
briof time loft it sooins to mo impracticable to oifoct this objoct through 
the agoncy of commissioners sont to tlio different States. A conven- 
tion of authorized dologatos is tho truo niodo of bringing about 
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co-operation among tlie Southern States, and to that movement 
would respectfully ask your attention, and through you solicit 11) 
co-operation of Alabama. 

There is yet another subject upon which the very highest considoi 
ations appeal for a united Southern expression. On the 4th of Maid 
next the Federal Government, unless contingencies now unlookod fo 
occur, will pass into the control of the Republican party. So far fj 
the policy of the incoming administration is foreshadowed in the ante 
cedents of the President elect, in the enunciations of its roprosonta 
tivo men and the avowals of the press, it will bo to ignore tho acts o 
sovereignty thus proclaimed by Southern States, and of coercing Cli< 
continuance of tho Union. Its inevitable rosult will ho civil war o 
tho most fearful and revolting character. Row, however the poopli 
of tho South may differ as to the mode and measure of redress, t taki 
it that tho fifteen slave holding States arc united in opposition to suoj 
a policy, and would stand in solid column to resist tho application 0 
force by the Federal authority to coerce the seceding States. But f 
is of the utmost importance that before such a policy is attempted j 
bo inaugurated tho voice of tho South should be heard in pot on tiki 
official, and united protest. Possibly tho incoming AdmihiatratiOj 
would not be so dead to reason as after such an expression to porsil 
in throwing the country into civil war, and wo may therefore avof 
the calamity. An attempt “ to enforce the laws” by blockading Lwi 
or three Southern States would bo regarded as quit© a different aMj 
from a declaration of war against 13,000,000 of freemen; and if! Mr 
Lincoln and his advisers be made to realize that sqch, woiild bo tit 
issue of the “ force policy,” it will be abandoned. Should wo not real 
izo to our enemies that consequence and avert the disastrous results 
But if our enemies be crazed by viotory and power and maclly porsiu 
in their purpose, the South will be better prepared to resist, 

You ask the co-operation of the Southern States in order to rodvos 
our wrongs. So do we. You have no hope of a redress in the Union 
Wo yet look hopefully to assurances that a powerful reaction is go In] 
on at the North. You seek a remedy in secession from the Union; 
We wish the united action of the slave States, assembled in convert! 
tionwithm the Union. You would act separately; Wo unitedly, j 
Alabama and the other slave States would meet us in convention, sav 
at Nashville or elsewhere, as early as tho 5th day of February, I M 
not doubt that wo would agree in forty-eight hours upon such reason!

lAf j ore & oin g» I have tho honor to refer you to * 
lettm ot the J 6th ultimo to tho editor of Tho Yeoman and to mv ° 
to the Governors of the slave States, dated tho 0th of December, 
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Tvitli transmitted to yon ,' H which, together with wlmt I have said in 
this communication, embodies, with all duo deference to tho opinions 
of others, in my judgment, the principles, policy, and position which 
tho slave States ought to maintain. Tho Legislature of Kentucky 
will assemble on tho 17th of January, whon tlio sontunont of tho Stato 
wilL doubtless find official expression. Meantime, if the action of 
Alabama shall be arrested until tho conference she has sought can bo 
concluded by communication with that department of tho govern- 
ment, I shall bo plonsod to transmit to tho Legislature yonr viows. I 
regret to have soon in tho recent messages of two or tliroo of our 
Southern sister States a recommendation of tho passago of laws pro- 
hibiting tho purchase by the citizons of those States of tho slaves of 
tho border shivo-holding States. Such a course is not only liablo to 
tho objection so often urged by us against tho abolitionists of tho 
North of an ondoavor to prohibit the slave -trado between tho States, 
but it is likowiso wanting in that fraternal feeling which should bo 
common to Statos which arc Identified in their institutions and inter- 
ests. It affords mo pleasure, however, to add, as an act of justice to 
yonr Stato, that I have soon no indication of such a purposo on tho 
part of Alabama. It would certainly bo considered an act of injus- 
tice for tho border slavo-holding States to prohibit, by tludr legisla- 
tion, tho purchase of tho products of tho cotton-growing States, oven 
though it bo founded upon tho mistaken policy of protection to thoir 
own interests. I cannot close this correspondence without again 
oxpressing to yon my gratification in rocoiving you as the honored 
commissioner from your proud and chivalrous State, and at your 
courteous, able, dignified, and manly bearing in discharging tho 
solemn and important duties which have been assigned to you.

Governor of the State of Georgia: 

Sir: I beg leave to hand you herewith a commission from Ells 
Excellency Andrew B. Moore, Governor of the sovereign St a to o] 
Alabama, and attested by the great seal of the State, under date Q| 
December 21, 1860, by which I have the honor to bo constituted and 
appointed a commissioner to the sovereign State of G-oorgia, wi| 
authority to consult and advise with Your Excellency as to what is 
best to be done to protect the rights, interests, and honor of the slave- 
holding States. No duty more agreeable to my feelings could Have 
been laid upon mo at this trying hour in the history of our county 
than that of a delegate from Alabama, the beloved State of my adop- 
tion, to Georgia, the beloved and honored Stato of my nativity. T)w 
unnatural warfare which, in violation of the Federal compact and for 
a long series of years, lias been unceasingly waged by the n-utkslavevj 
States upon the institutions, rights, and domestic tranquillity of tli| 
slave-holding States, lias finally culminated in the oloofeion of ail open 
and avowed enemy to our section of the Union; and tho great anil 
powerful party who have produced this result calmly awaits the 4{j 
day of March next; when, under the forms of tho Constitution and tl| 
laws, they will usurp the machinery of the Federal Government and 
madly attempt to rule, if not to subjugate, and ruin tho South.- Ij 
anticipation of such a contingency and in advance of any of her sistdj 
States, the General Assembly of Alabama on tlie 24tli day of Feb- 
ruary, 1860, solemnly declared that— 

To permit a seizure of the Federal Government by those whoso munis talcahli 
aim is to pervert its whole machinery to the destruction of a portion of its inoiff 
hers would he au act of suicidal folly and madness almost without a parallel {§ 
history; and that the General Assembly of Alabama, representing a people lei 
ally devoted to the Union of the Constitution, but scorning tho Union whiq| 
fanaticism would erect upon its ruins, deem it their solemn duty to provide in 
advance the means by which they may esoape such peril and dishonor , and devil 
new securities for perpetuating the blessings of liberty to themsolvos and Limit 
posterity.

1. Resolved, That the State of Alabama, fully concurring with the Staffll 
South Carolina in affirming the right of any Stato to socedo from tho enn/Jl 
eracy whenever, in her own judgment, such a stop is demanded by the ho# 
interests, and safety of her people, is not unmindful of the fact Unit the assniil 
upon the institution of slavery and upon the rights and oqimlity of the South” 
States, unceasingly continued with increasing violence and in new and n 
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i,1 arming forms, may constrain her to a reluctant hut early exercise of that inval- 
lablo right. 

2. Be it f urther resolved, That in the absence of any preparation for a sya- 
lematic co-operation of tho Southern States in roaisting the aggros sions of her 
memies, Alabama, acting for herself, has solemnly declared that under no cir- 
imnatancos will slio submit to tho foul domination of a sectional Northern party; 
ins provided for tho call of a convention in the ovonfc of the triumph of such a 
action in tho approaching Presidential election, and, to maintain tho position 
,1ms deliberately assumed, has appropriated tho sum of $300,000 for the military 
lontingencies which such a course may involvo. 

8. Be it further resolved , That tlio State of Alabama, having endeavored to pro- 
iare for tho oxigoncics of tho future, lias not deemed it necessary to propose a 
ueoting of doputies from tho slave-holding Sfcatos, hut, anxiously desiring their 
10-operation in a struggle which perils all they hold most dear, luoreby pledges 
lersolf to a cordial participation in any and ovory effort ■which, in hor judgment, 
vill protect tho common safoty, advance the common interest, and servo tho 
lommon cause. 

In obedience to tho instructions of tlio General Assembly, and in 
iccordanco with hisown loyal heart and manly purpose, Ills Excolloncy 
Vndrew B. Mooro, Governor of Alabama, ordered an election of dele- 
gates by tho pooplo on tho 24th day of Doeoinbor last. ’These dele- 
gates, 100 in n limber, will assomblo in convention at Montgomery on 
donday next, the 7th instant, and there and then will speak tho sov- 
ireign voice of Alabama.

>anm sonds grootings to her mother, glorious old Goorgia, tho Empire 
Itato of tho South, ono of tho immortal thirteen which suffered and 
ndurod and triumphed in tlio Revolution of 1776, and Alabama 
nvokos hor counsol and advico, her encouragement and co-operation, 
laving similar institutions, kindred sympathies, and honor alike 
rnporilod, will not Goorgia unite with Alabama and sistor States in 
hrowing off tho insolent despotism of tho North, and in tho ostablish- 
nont of a Southern confederacy, a government of homogonoous pooplo, 
rhioh shall endure through all coming timo, tlio proudost and grand- 
st monumont on the faco of tho earth ? I shall procood lionco to the 
apitalof Alabama to roport the result of my interview with Your 
ixcollonoy to the Governor of Alabama in time for him to lay tho 
amo boforo the convention on Monday noxt; and I shall fool grate- 
ul for tho honor of being made tlio medium of boaring any commu 
lication which Your Excolleney may bo pleased to malco.

In view of the throats of coercion which aro nmdo by Nor thorn 
Senators and ltoprosontativos, and the probabilities that the like 
policy now moots with tho sanction of a majority of tho Cabinet, tlio 
South can look in futuro only to lior own strongth, the justice of her 
cause, and tho protection of tho Almighty Ruler of the IJnivorso for 
her safety and independence. Prompted by thoso considerations, I 
have seized and occupied Port Pulaski, the stronghold in this Stale, 
with a sufficient number of troops and other ample provision to secure 
it against successful assault. Till tho convention of this State has 
acted and docidod the question of Georgia’s future dependence or 
independence, I shall hold the fort at all hazards, and by force if nec- 
essary. I am glad to learn 1 >y a telegram just received from If is Excel- 
lency the Governor of your State that he has taken tlio same procau- 
tions for the protection of the people of Alabama against tho assaults 
of our common enemy, and I sincerely trust tho Executive of each 
and every Southern State in tho Union will at once adopt tho samo 
policy, and lot us all co-operate in a common dofonso. So far as the 
returns have been received at this ofiloo they indicate beyond a doubt 
that the people of Georgia have* determined by an overwhelming 
majority to socodo from the Union so soon as our convention moots 
and has time to consummate this important stop, which can alone 
• preserve tho honor, tho rights, and the dignity of this State in tho 
future. I trust that Alabama will not hesitate, but will aet promptly 
and independently, relying, as I know she may, upon tlio cordial co- 
operation of Georgia in every hour of trial. Tho pooplo of tho pro- 
: : slavery States havo common institutions, common interests, common 
sympathies, and a common destiny. Let oaoh State, as soon ns its 
; convention moots, soeodo promptly from tlio Union, and lot all then 
i unite upon a common platform, co-operate togothor, and “form amove 
perfect union.” Our cause is just, and I doubt not, should wo bo 
attackod, that the God of Battles will protect tho right and drive far 
from us tlio scattered hosts of an invading foo. I regret tlio necessity 
which compels mo to prepare this rospoiiso in so short a period. I 
havo no time to revise it. You will, please say to Ills Excellency 
Governor Mooro that it will afford mo much pleasure to roooivo 
intelligence at tho earliest moment after tlio convention has placed 
Alabama In the high position which Georgia, by a vote of her pooplo, 
f has determined to occupy so soon ns her convention 1ms time to assom- 
bio and deliberate.

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in the possession of the Government of the United States in the harbor 
of Charleston, and that no re-enforcements were to be sent to those 
fortresses by the Federal Government nor the position of the troops 
in those fortresses changed until the question of their occupation or 
surrender had been attempted to be settled by negotiation between 
the State and Federal authorities. While the Executive of the United 
States pretends to disavow the act of Major Anderson in this change 
of position of the troops, lie sanctions the act by permitting this 
officer to remain in his new position. Casuists will find it difficult to 
distinguish between the previous order and subsequent sanction in a 
question of good faith. 

On the morning of the 21st [27tli] of December, as soon as tile 
removal of tlio Federal troops from the one fort to the other was 
known in the city, the Governor sent a dispatch to Major Anderson, 
asking an explanation of his conduct, which being unsatisfactory, 
the troops of the State were ordered at once to occupy Fort Moultrie 
and Castle Pinckney, which was done on the same day, and these 
fortresses are still in the possession of the State, and will be defended 
to the last extremity. From the observations made by men in South 
Carolina, I am satisfied that the people of that State are prepared to 
undergo the utmost horrors that war can bring upon a people, to have 
their lands ravaged and their homes made desolate, before they will 
submit to subjugation by the Federal Government or the forces of 
the abolition States.

seek redress for their wrongs and full security and indemnity for their 
rights. At the same time they aro, so far as I am advised, equally 
opposed to separate or immediate action upon a subject of so gravo 
importance. The pooplo of Missouri will still seek for the acknowl- 
edgment and vindication of their rights within the Union rather than 
“ fly from present evils to those wo know not of,” and when the terms 
of a fair adjustment are refused will bo prepared to join with tlio 
slave-holding States in united measures for tlio redress of our com- 
mon grievances. For a further exposition of my views on this sub- 
ject I beg to refer you to my forthcoming annual message to tlio 
General Assembly of Missouri, which you will doubtless roeoivo 
before the meeting of your State convention on the 7th proximo, as 
also that of my successor, of whoso opinions I am not specially 
advised.

The General Assembly at its last session passed unanimously, with two oxcop 
tions, resolutions requiring tho Governor, in tho event of tho olootioil of a BsllCi 
Republican, to order elections to be held for delegates to a convention of th 
State.

“Strong 1 appeals have boon made to mo l»y many oibizons from did’oront sections 
of the State to convene the Legislature for tho purpose of providing tho ways and 
moans of protecting the interests and honor of the Stato in tho impending crisis, 
and for the further purpose of authorizing the hanks to suspend spociopaymonts, 
to enable them to furnish greater facilities for moving the cotton crop, and thus 
relievo, to some extent, the embarrassed condition of tho cotton market and tho 
poople. Those appeals were made by these whoso opinions are ontitlod to tho high- 
ost rospoct, and are disconnected \> * till the banks, either as directors or stockholders. 
After giving to tho subject the fullest consideration, and viewing it in all its 
hearings, I determined not to convene the Legislature, for masons which I will 
new give. X did not doubt, and do not now, (mat the convention to meet on tho 
7th of .1 anbury will determine that Alabama shall withdraw from tlio prosont 
Union at an early day. , Should this contingency occur it will bo necessary forth- 
with to convene the Legislature to provide for whatever tho action of tho con- 
vention may render necessary in tho way of legislation. Tho imposition upon 
tho State of tho expenses of the convention and two oxtra sessions of tho Legis- 
lature at this time, when economy is a matter of tho highest consideration, ought 
to be avoided if it could be done consistently with the publio interests. If tho 
Legislature could anticipate the action of the convention and provido for it, it 
would supersede the necessity of convening after tho convention shall liavoaotodj 
but this would lie impossible. 

“It was my opinion that if I issued a proclamation calling an oxtra sossion of 
the Legislature every one would believe that the object, in part, was to authorize 
tho banks to suspend specie payments. This would, liavo oausod an iiumocliato 
run upon them, and would fn a great monsuro have exhausted thoir spooio, and 
thus rendered them unable to aid tho Stato in hor emergency or relievo the peo- 
ple. It appeared to mo that these difficulties could he avoidod by tho banks and 
myself assuming rospensibilitlos which never should bo done under any other cir- 
cumstances. I considered it a matter of tho utmost importance that tho spooio 
in the vaults of tlm hanks should he kept there, so far as it could bo done, in 
ordor to aid the State in providing the means to sustain liorsolf in tlio approach- 
ing crisis. It would lie inexpedient at such a time to tax tlio people, and State 
bonds could not now be sold except at a groat saorl/lco. I considered it tho duty 
of banks, upon whom extraordinary prlvilogos lmd boon conferred, to como to 
tlio aid of tlio State in her hour of nood, and thoroforo detonniuod to roquest 
thorn at tho same time to suapond spooio payments and retain thoir spooio for tho 
bonodt and security of tho Stato so far as .might ho noooasary. In this way a run 
upon tho banks would bo avoidod, and tlioy would romain in a condition to 
roliovo tlio Stato from immediately taxing hor pooplo, or selling bonds at a hoavy 
discount, and render unnecessary an oxtra sossion of tlio Legislature before 
tho mooting of tlio convention. Tlio extension of roliof to tho pooplo m soiling 
thoir cotton crops would follow as an inoidont, In consideration of tlio promises,

1859- 00 adopted joint resolutions by which it was made tho duty of 
the Governor, upon tho election of its candidates for tho Presidency 
and Vico-Presidoney, to call a convention of tho pooplo to “consider, 
determine, and do whatever, in the opinion of said convention, tho 
rights, interests, and honor of tho State of Alabama roquiro to bodono 
for their protection.” Tho Governor, by authority of said joint reso- 
lutions, and with tho full concurrence of his own opinion, did, on the 
6lh day of this month, issue a proclamation calling said convention to 
assemble on tho 7lh day of January next. Commissioned to advise 
and consult with Your Excellency, it would bo improper to doclaro at 
this time and in this communication what, in my opinion, will bo tho 
action of that convention. I will simply suggost that tho hope of 
obtaining now and sufficient guaranties, by way of constitutional 
amendments or otherwise, has abandoned the hearts of all, oven tho 
most moderate Soutliom men. Tho expressions of Republican presses 
and the representative men in and out of Congress, tho futile efforts 
of tho Senate and House eommittoos, and the persistent silonco of 
Mr. Lincoln havo extinguished tho last ray of such hope. But ovon 
if new guaranties could bo obtained, they can bring no senso of 
security to the Southern mind; thoy would provo a temporary and 
delusive truce, a broken rood to pierce hereafter. The slavo-holding 
Statos havo novor complainod of the insufficiency of tho Constitution 
or of the want of additional and further guaranties. Thoy havo 
asked no more than the faithful observance of those which are con- 
tained in the present Constitution. Now guaranties will bo utterly 
valueless without an entire revolution in tho public temper, prejudices, 
opinions, sentiments, and education of tho pooplo of tho non-slave- 
holding Statos. Laws passed In compliance with such now guaran- 
ties for tho security and protection of property in slaves will avail 
nothing where their execution depends upon tho Republican appointees 
of a Republican President. 

Speaking from what I am assured is tho determination of tho pooplo 
of the State of Alabama and from what I know to be tho opinion of 
her Governor, they do not propose to violate any section or clause of 
tho Constitution in this movement. Whilst Alabama continues a mem- 
ber of tho Union the people and Chief Executive intend, as it is their 
proud boast to have over done, to regard and observe that instrument 
as a sacred eompaot. Ilonco tho Stato of Alabama, being in the 
Union and prohibited by tho third clause of tho tenth section of tho 
first article of tho Constitution, does not propose co-operation in 
the senso of entering into any agreement or compact with another 
Stato or Statos to abolish the Federal Government or to secede from 
the Union. After tho Stato has seceded by separate State action, 
this prohibition of the Constitution no longer restrains or operates 
upon the sovereign right “to contract alliances, and do all tho other 
acts and things which independent Statos may of right do.” This 
sufficiently answers the objection, so constantly urged, that several of 
the cotton States are determined to precipitate tho act of secession, 
and disregard tho situation and interests of their sister slavo-holding 
Statos by refusing to moot thorn in convention. The pooplo of Ala- 
bama recognize tho right of tho pooplo of oaoli other Stato to docido 
upon any infraction of their rights by tho Federal Government, find 
to dotormino tho mode and measure of redress. 

Tho pooplo of Alabama, however, also understand and will observe 
tho comity which should exist botwoon sovereign Statos, and especially 
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between the slave-holding States. They fully appreciate tho pos| 
wicl condition of tho border slavo-holding States, and are willing 
ready to engage with them in a defense of common rights and sal 
Identity of interest is a bond of sympathy. Similar dangers sug 
the propriety of similar and simultanoous action, as far as pvj 
cable. The withdrawal of all tho slave-holding States and tho org 
nation of a Southern confederacy would possess amoral, political* 
physical power which no government would clave to oppose. Yoi 
people of Alabama will not assume or pretend to dictate to the ij 
ligent, bravo, and patriotic pooplo of the State of Delaware \ 
course tlieir safety, interests, and lionor rotpiiro them to adopt, be 
ing that they are competent and have the right to decide by an<j 
themselves.

Sir: Tlie Governor of tlie sovereign State of Alabama has appo 
me a commissioner to tho sovereign State of Maryland “to co 
and advise” with tho Governor and Legislature thereof “ as d$| ; 
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is best to bo dono to protoot tho rights, interests, and honor of tho 
slnvo-holding States,” menaced and endangered by recent political 
events. Having watched with painful anxiety tho growth, power, and 
encroachments of anti-slavery ism, and anticipating for tho party held 
togothor by tliis Bontiment of hostility to tho rights and institutions 
of tho Southern people a probable success, too fatally realized, in tho 
recent Presidential election, the General Assembly of Alabama, on 
tho 24th of February, .1800, adopted joint resolutions providing, on 
tho happening of such a contingency, for a convention of tho State 
“to consider, determine, and do whatever tho rights, interests, and 
honor of Alabama require to bo done for their protection. ” In accord- 
ance with this authority the Governor has (Milled a convention to moot 
on tho 7th day of January, 18(11, and on the 241, li instant delegates 
wore olootod to that body. Not content with this simple but signifi- 
cant act of convoking the sovereignly of the people, the State affirmed 
hor reserved and undologatcd right of secession from the confederacy 
and intimated thateontimiod and unceasingly violent assaults upon her 
rights and equality might “constrain hor to a reluctant but early exor- 
cise of that Invaluable right.” IRooogniziug the common interests 
and destiny of all the States holding property in tho labor of Afri- 
cans, anil “anxiously desiring their co-operation in a struggle which 
perils all they hold most dear,” Alabama pledged herself to a “ cordial 
participation in any and every effort which, in her judgment, will 
protect tho common safety, advance the common interest, and sorvo 
tho common cause.” 

To soouro concert and effective co-operation botwoon Maryland and 
Alabama is in a great degree tho object of my mission, 'tinder our 
fedorativo system each State, being necessarily tho sole judge of tho 
extent of powers delegated to tho general agent and controlling tho 
allegiance of her citizens, m ust decide for 1101*801 L’ in case of wrong upon 
tho mode and measure of redress. Within tho Union the States have 
absolutely prohibited themselves from entering into treaties, alliances, 
and confederations, and have made tho assent of Congress a condi- 
tion precedent to their entering into agreements or compacts with 
othor States. This constitutional inhibition has boon construed to 
include “every agreement, written or verbal, formal or informal, 
positive or implied, by the mutual understanding of tho parties.” 
Without indorsing tliis sweeping judicial dictum, it will bo concodod 
that if tho grievance or apprehension of danger bo so great as to ren- 
der nocossary or advisable a withdrawal from the confederacy thoro 
can ho between tho States similarly imperiled, prior to separation, 
only an informal understanding for prospective concert and fodora- 
I’o outer into a binding “agreement or compact” would violate 
the Constitution, and the .South should bo careful not to part with 
hor distinguishing glory of having never, under tho most aggravating 
provocations, departed from the strictest requirements of the Fedora), 
covenant nor suggested any proposition infringing upon tho essential 
equality of the co-Statos. It is, nevertheless, the highest dictate of 
wisdom and patriotism to soouro, so far as can bo constitutionally 
done, “a mutual league, united thoughts and counsels,” between 
thoso whose hopes and hazards are alike joined In the enterprise of 
accomplishing clollvoraneo from Abolition domination. To Your 
Fxcollonoy or so intelligent a body ns tho Logislaturo of Maryland it 
would bo suporlluous to outer into an olaborato statement of tho 
policy and purposos of tho party which, by tho rocont election, will 
soon havo tho control of tho General Govornmont. Tho baro fact 
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that the party is sectional and hostile to tho South is a full justifica- 
tion for tho precautionary steps taken by Alabama to provide for tlio 
escape of her citizens from tho peril and dishonor of submission to its 
rule. Superadded to tho sectional hostility tho fanaticism of a sonti- 
ment which has become a controlling political force, giving ascend- 
ancy in every Northern State, and tho avowed purpose, as disclosed 
in party creeds, declarations of editors, and utterances of representa- 
tive men, of securing the diminution of slavery in tho States and 
placing it in the courso of ultimato extinction, and tho South would 
merit the punishment of tho simple if she passed on and provided no 
security against tho imminent dangor. 

When Mr. Lincoln is inaugurated it will not bo simply a change of 
administration— tho installation of a now President — but a rovorsal 
of the former practice and policy of tho Government, so thorough m 
to amount to a revolution. Cover over its offonsivoness with the 
most artful disguises, and tho fact stands out in its torriblo reality 
that the Government, within the amplitude of its jurisdiction, real or 
assumed, becomes foreign to the South, and is not to recognize tho 
right of the Southern citizen to property in tho labor of African 
slaves. Heretofore Congress, tlio Executive, and tho judiciary have 
considered themselves, in their proper sphoros, as under a constitu- 
tional obligation to recognize and protect as property whatever tho 
States ascertained and determined to bo such. Now, tho opinion of, 
nearly every Republican is, that tho slave of a citizen of Maryland, j : 
in possession of and in company with Ills master, on a vessel sail-',, 
ing from Baltimore to Mobile, is as free as his master, entitled to, 
the same rights, iwivileges, and immunities, as soon as a vessel lias ; { 
reached a marine league boyond tho shoros of a State and is outsido 
the jurisdiction of State laws. • Tho same is hold if a slave bo carried '; :] 
on tho territory or other property belonging to tho United States, and ?) 
it is denied by all Republicans that Congress or a Territorial Lcgisla-,.', J 
ture or any individuals can give legal existence to slavery in any Ter- ;: • 
ritory of the United States. Thus, under the new Government; ; 
property which existed in every ono of the States save one when the ' : 
Government was formed, and is rocognizod and protected in the Con-ir 
stitution, is to bo proscribed and outlawed. It requires no argument I; 
to show that Statos whoso property is thus condemned are reduced to’?..' 
inferiority and inequality. .^ \ 

Such being the principles and purposes of tho now Government and, 
its supporters, every Southern Stato is deeply interested in the protoe- 
tion of the honor and equality of her citizens. Recent events occur-, • , 
ring at the Federal capital and in tho North must demonstrate to tho'ff 
most incredulous and hopeful that tlioro is no intention on tho part of';., 
tho Republicans to make concessions to our just and reasonable 
demands or furnish any securities against their wrongdoing. If thohtflf 
purposes were right and harmless, how oasy to give satisfactory assuc-, 
ances and guaranties. If no intention to harm exists, it can bo neither, k 
unmanly nor unwise to put it out of their power to commit harm/x 
The minority section must havo some other protection than tho disffl 
crction or sense of justice of tho majority, for the Constitution 
interpreted, with a denial of tho right of secession or State intorposk j 
tion, affords no security or moans of redress against a hostile and 
fanatical majority. Tho action of tho two committees in the Senate 
•and House of Congress shows an unalterable purpose on tho parfc^M 
the Republicans to reap tho fruits of their recent viotory, and to abater] 
not a jot or tittle of their Abolition principles. They refuse to recog* I 
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nize our rights of property in slaves, to make a division of tho terri- 
tory to deprive themselves of their assumed constitutional power to 
abolish slavery in tho Territories or District of Columbia, to increaso 
the efficiency of the fugitive slave law, or make provision for tho 
compensation of the owners of runaway or stolen slaves, or plaeo in 
the hands of tho South any protection against tho rapacity of an 
unscrupulous majority. 

If our present undoubted constitutional rights woro reaffirmed in, 
if possible, more explicit language, it is questionable whofclior they 
would moot with more successful execution. Anti-slavery fanaticism 
would probably soon render them nugatory. Tho sontimonl; of tho 
sinfulness of slavery seems to ho embedded in thoNorthom conscience. 
An infidel theory has corrupted the Northern heart. A French orator 
said tho people of England once changed their religion by act of Par- 
liament. Whether true or not, it is not probable that the settled con- 
victions at the North, intensely adverso to slavery, can bo ohangod 
by Congressional resolutions or constitutional amendments. Under 
Republican rule the revol ution will not be confined to slavery and its 
adjuncts, Tho features of our political system which constitute its 
chiof oxcollonco and distinguish it from absolute governments aro to 
boaltovod. The radical idea of this confederacy is tho equality ol! 
the sovovoign States and their voluntary assent to tho constitutional 
compact. This, from raoont indications, is to be elmngod, so that to 
a groat extent power is to bo centralized at Washington, Congress is 
to be the final judge of its powers, States are to bo doprlvod of a 
reciprocity and equality of rights, and a common government, kept in 
being by force, will discriminate offensively and injuriously against 
the property of a particular geographical section. 

■ With Alabama, after patient endurance for years and oarnostoxpos- 
tulation with the Northern States, tho reluctant conviction lias booomo 
fixed that there Is no safety for her in a hostile Union governed by an 
interested sectional majority. As a sovereign State, vitally interested 
in the preservation and security of African slavery, sho will oxoroiso 
tho right of withdrawing from tlio compact of union. Most earnestly 
does - sho desire tho co-operation of sister Southern SOatos in anew 
confederacy, based on the same principles ns tho present. Having no 
ulterior or unavowed purposes to accomplish, seeking poaoo and 
friendship with all people, determined that her slavo population, not 
to bo increased by importations from Africa, shall not bo localized and 
become redundant by excess of growth beyond liberty of expansion, 
she most cordially invites tho concurrent action of all States with 
common sympathies and common interests. Under an abolition Gov- 
ernment the slave-holding States will be placed under a common ban 
Vof proscription, and an institution, interwoven, in the vory frame-work 
of their sooial and political being, must perish gradually or speedily 
with tho Government in active hostility to it. Instead of tho culture 
and development of the boundless capacities and productive resources 
of their sooial sys tern , it is to be assaulted, hum bled, dwarfed , degraded, 
and finally crushed out. 

To some of tho States delaying action for new securities tho ques- 
tion ;of submission to a dominant abolition majority is presented 
in a different form from what it was a few weeks ago, Ono State 
has socodod; otliors will soon follow. Without discussing tho pro- 
priety of such action, the remaining Statos must act on the facts as 
llioy oxist, whether of their own creation or approval or not. To 
unite with the soeoding States is to be their poors as confederates and 
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havo an identity of interests, protection of property, and Bimorlor 
advantages in tlio contest for the markets, a nionopol.v ot whurliljns 
b on enioyod by the North. To refuse union with lh« hwh«1iii« States 
is to accent inferiority, t«) bo deprived of an outlet tor surplus slaves, 
ana to Sftta iTft lM.sl.ilo Goion.m«nt iu .y 1 ;owI.wh iimi«ntv m 
vomediless denendoii(!e.

It is duo to the minority to state that no voice in the convention^ 
raised in favor of submission 1;o Black Republican rule, and that theii 
whole aim seemed to bo to make the secession oi! Florida follow instead 
of procoding that of Alabama and Georgia. If there was a man in 
Florida who, with thoso two States out of the Union, desired hov(i 
remain in it, his opinions certainly found no organ in the convention. 
The main facts heroin stated in respect to the action, ol' the State oi 
Florida were immediately communicated to Your F-xcol loncy by tolo 
graph, in order that they might at once be made known to tho con. 
volition. It only remains to add that the warmth and cordiality witt 
which I was greeted by tho Governor, the con volition of Florida, mid 
the people whom they represented, as the commissioner of Alabama 
afforded the most gratifying proof that the strong ties of a commor! 
causo, a common danger, and a common destiny wore deeply foltmul 
appreciated, and the best reasons for hoping that the two States 
divided by but a single day in their exodus from a union of “inn 
prossiblo conflict,” will soon bo closely .joined in that now union of 
brotherly love in which a homogeneous people, taking their destiny 
into their own hands, shall exhibit to the world Iho noblest plinso of 
free government and tho highest development of true civilisation.

Sir- By authority of Your Excellency’s commission 1 proceeded to 
Nashville, Term., whore, on tlio !)th instant, 1 addressed, by invita- 
tion both branches of: tlio Legislature of that State. I bog to report 
as the result of my mission that there is, in my opinion, no doubt that 
Tennessee will imito with the Gulf Stales in forming a Southern eon- 
fedoracy. Tlio right or wrong of secession is noli the question sub- 
mitted for tlioir determination. That may very well bo protormitlcd 
in that State. The Union is dissolved without their action, and tlio 
practical question for them to decide is, Shall they go with the North 
or with the South? And in deciding this question Uio result is obvious. 
There is a geographical necessity that Tennessee shall unite with tlio 
South. Her trade, like the waters of her boauti ful ri vers, (lows south- 
ward, and being homogeneous in opinion, in character, and in civili- 
zation, her natural sympathies are stimulated by her commercial 
necessities and make' her drift quietly ami surely into the union of 
tlio Southern States. I consider this result ns absolutely certain. I 
cannot close this communication without acknowledging in. behalf of 
my State the marked and cordial courtesy with which .1. was received 
by all parties in Tennessee.

Tim Mississippi Legislature, 
being duly impressed with a sense of her insecurity and aroused by 
tho action of John Brown and his confederates at Harper’s Ferry in 
their attempt to stain and drench the soil of Virginia in innocent 
blood, made an appropriation in December, 1850, of $150,000 for tho 
purchase of arms in order to prepare her to resist offoetually such a 
fanatical mid, should an attempt be made to perpetrate such an act 
within her borders. So soon as the passage of tho aot appropriating 
tho sum of $150,000 for arms was known throughout tho State military 
organizations commenced springing up from her northern borders to 
tho sou-coast. These organizations of volunteer companies progressed 
steadily, though slowly, during Mm spring and summer months, 
organizing at the rate of some two companies per month, tho military 
ardor aroused by tho John Brown raid abating to some extent.

Tho law requir- 
ing these parades was revived Mourn eleven months ago, itnd not one 
report' lias boon received from any company, regimental, or battalion 
parade. The ln\v as it exists is impracticable, and requires to lus 
remodeled before it can be effectual.

spring an election was ordered by the colonel of the Ninth Regiment; 
of the hirst Division for an election of company o Ulcers, which lie 
reports to this ultimo ns follows: “The qualified electors were present, 

I, lie polls opened, and the men refused lo vote,” .llo desired to know 
what was to be done. Tim only reply was that the framers of tlio bill 
anticipated no such gross disrespect to military authority and made 
n» provisions relative thereto. Legislative action is recommended on 
this point. To show the impracticability of the law it is necessary to 
state that a regiment is composed of ten companies, or 1,000 mon, Hy 
the law each county constitutes a regiment. In' numerous counties 
the number of men subject to duty does not exceed f>0(), and in some 
the number exceeds Klill further, the companies are limited to 

sixty-four men, and by tho law not more than eight companion in a 
regiment; therefore it is impossible to effect ail organization undor 
this law, I recommend ils repeal and suggest Mutt a per capita tax 
be collected in lieu of this militia duty and be deposited in tho State 
Ireusury for gone ml military purposes. 

On the llrst Monday in October last the regular biennial oloolion for 
militia olllcers was hidden, and from tho returns not more than two- 
thirds of the requisite officers were elected. The mnnbor of commis- 
sions issued amounts to 25)51; of general ollleoi'S, 12; of Hold, 104; of 
staff, i)H; of line, Tlio Issuing and distribution of commissions 

to the olllcers enta ils expense upon the State and infinite unnecessary 
labor in lliisofllco, and produces no good whatever. Should it be 
deemed luuulvisable to repeal this law I recommend a convention of 
the general olllcers and their staffs for (he purpose of adopting a sys- 
tem of regulations and a uniform, Ac, Tho amount ol. the expendi- 
tures of the department lor arum and military purposes is about 
$2(1,1100, 42. The apportionment of the expenditures will bo found m 
the appendix. The receipts have been small. A sale ot old and 
worthless muskets was effected with a house in Now York, iho 
amount received was $21)2, which 1ms boon dopositeu to tlio credit, ot 
the department. The volunteer companion nro recommended in their 
elections of olllcors to select always men of military qualifications, ns 
it is impossible for an ollleer to impart to his subalterns knowledge 
which he does not possess. The creation of the office of nispeetor- 
gonoral of volunteers, and the consolidation of the duties of said oflico 
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and thoso of quartonimstor-gcmornl also with tho <lu|-,ioH of adiuln 
gonoral, rondor 1;lio total duties too onerous for a single officer to 1 !. 
form, wore ho able l;o perform thorn, which is impossible from th 
variety. Tlio duties of quartermaster, at l.liis Id mo being sufficient f '' 
ono officer to perform, rondor it impossible for tho duties of adiutaiT 
general to be discharged properly, which are equally aw important, 
and the duty of inspector-general of volunteers while fids duty 1 
being performed remlers it impossible to tiunsaet tho business f 
cither of the otlmr offices. I therefore roeommond that a' elm'lclv 
allowed this office and that the duties of quartermaster devolve U JJ 
the proper olUeor for midi compensation as I, lie Legislature mavVr 
lit to allow. 

The law requiring- tho adjulant-gonoml to inspoet tho various vot 
un tern* companies throughout the State once in two years has bemi 
but partially complied wit h, owing- to protracted illness occasioned in 
tlio prosecution of those dul ies. Only four companies were insnootort 
toAvit, Port Gibson Riflemen, Adams big-lit Guard llattalion (Natohod' 
Volunteer Southrons, and Viidcsburg Sharpshooters ( Warren). Ordow 
wove issued for tlio inspection of the Quitman Guards, at liohnosvillp 
l ike County; Gainesville Volunteers, Hancock County; Uiloxi Rifle 
Guards, in Harrison County; Quitman bight Infantry, in Noxubee 
County; Noxubee Riflemen, at Macon, and Columbus Riflomon 
Colmuluis; and other orders would have been issued but for the 
cause abovo mentioned. 

In regard to the companies inspected, will remark, that each mani- 
tested niuch, zeal and military proficiency, the captains being- ollleors 
of military bearing, «&o. I would recommend to tlio captains of vol- 
unteer companies a regular system of instruction. Kor infantry 
commencing with tho school of the soldier and continuing through 
the so 100 of. the company to the school of tho battalion: for cavalry 
the school of the trooper, &o. ; for the artillery, light artillery tactics! 
Owing to the probability ol a war between the two sections of tho

I would recommend that a siiMeuml. sum to supply tho oflleors of 
volunteer companies with tactics be appropriated, and would suggest 
tho purchase for (.his purpose of Gilliam's Manual for Volunteers and 
Militia, a work recently published by authority of the State oil Vir- 
ginia, comprising the tactics for each arm of tho service as compiled 
by officers of tho infantry, artillery, and cavalry of the regular 
service. 

Tho duties of quartermaster-general devolving upon this depart- 
ment, a passing notice relative to tho business of the department is 
necessary. In tho month of March last tho old arms and nocoutor- 
jnonts (a pile of rubbish) in tho arsenal wore overhauled and exam- 
ined, elonnod, ami stored away for an emergency, but it is hoped that 
an omorgoncy that would bring them into requisition may never arise. 
Should, however, such take place, then we might truly exclaim, with 
tho Latin poet, that “Man is never conscious of the danger ho lias 
ovory moment to avoid.” A list of those arms and accouterments is 
on lllo in this o nice, but is unnecessary to bo made in tills report. 
Tho following is a list of the arms, it c., exam i nod at tho general over- 
hauling that are in tolerable order and (it for use, viv,: 

Bayonet scabbards, 221), 75 of which wore issued to tho Enterprise 
Guards; eartridge-boxes, pistol and musket, 915; rillo pouch and 
dusk belts, yj.'t; waist bolts, 6(1; saber belts, 10(1; saber knots, 107; 
gun slings, 11.8; dragoon shoulder bolts, 27(1; holsters, (50; rifle 
pouches, 11(1; powder flasks, 88; Hint-look muskofcs, browned barrel, 
ICO; flint-lock muskets, bright barrel, 72; sabers, 100. Most of the 
cartridge-boxes, sabers, belts, holsters, pouches, flasks, &c., have been 
distributed. The arsenal is in bad condition, tho floor being worth- 
less from dry rot, and the building totally insecure. 

On tire (5 th of .Tune closed a contract with the Amos Manufacturing 
Company, of Massachusetts, for 1,700 sets of accouterments, 600 of 
which have boon received. Oil the 16th of December, in compliance 
with verbal instructions, proceeded to the Baton Rouge Arsenal to 
examino a lot of altered U. S. percussion muskets with a view to the 
pinch ns o of 6,000 stand. Tho arms were examined and proved sat- 
isfactory, and on the 91st of Rooombor tho final arrangements wore 
closed In New Orleans between tho United States Government and 
the State of Mississippi. Thoso arms have all boon received and are 
now storod, awaiting orders relative to their distribution. 

Tho Secretary of War in November last addressed a eonnminiisa- 
tion to Ills Excellency relative to tho distribution of a lot of books 
(Revised Instructions for Field Artillery), which were stored by tho 
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U. S. quartermaster at Philadelphia awaiting orders. The c .uof 
amounting to forty-throe volumes, was ordered l.o ho forwarded t 
thin department, and has boon received. There are about; JfiOsti i 
of jmroussion rifles in tho Stain that are not included in tlio nlxsli- 1 ”!

His Excellency Governor A. U. Moore : 

Dear Sir: Ah soon ns possible after receiving your commission to 
me to confor with the authorities of Texas, I visited Austin, 1,1 10 seat 
of government. I did not find either the Legislature or convention in 
session and the Governor was absent, lfor his return 1 waited, and 
with him I had a short conference, being kindly and hospitably 
received by him and the citizens of Texas generally. The Governor 
being the only public authority with whom 1 could confer, I addressed 
to him a short communication in writing, which I now inclose, and 
from him received to-day by mail a reply, for which 1 could not wait 
for a personal delivery. This ! also inclose. The citizens of Texas 
seemed everywhere to be alive to the grave issues which wore forced 
upon them for consideration. I do not doom it proper* to give the 
impression which was made on my mind as to their future action from 
what I saw and hoard in my hurried trip from Galveston to Austin 
and back. This, however, is the loss important, as her Legislature 
meets on the 21st instant, and a convention, called by her citizons 
themselves, meets on the 28th instant; and from those wo shall soon 
have an authoritative expression of views and course of action. How- 
ever unsatisfactory (.lie meager results of my mission may ho, I trust, 
Your Excellency Avill think that I have done all I could do under the 
circumstances and in the short time allowed me.

His Excellency Governor Sam. Houston: 

Dear Sir: I comeastho accredited commissioner of the State of 
Alabama to consult and advise with yoursolf and tho members of the 
State Legislature and of tho convention of Texas as to what is best 
to bo done to protect the rights, the interests, and the honor of the 
slave-holding States. Neither tho Legislature of Texas nor any con- 
vention being now in session, and my speedy return to Alabama being 
required, my conference must be of necessity confined to yourself, 
with a request that my communication to you may bo communicated 
to the Legislature of Texas when it shall assemblo, as I am pleased to 
learn it will at no very distant day. In tho performance of this my 
duty, under all the surrounding circumstances, I havo only simply 
to say that Alabama, through her Legislature, boing the first to move 
in the direction which may probably rosult in the severance of all con- 
nection with the Federal Government as tho only moans of saving 
hor citizens from tho utter ruin and degradation which must follow 
from tho administration of that Government by a sectional, hostile 
majority, desires 1.o assure hor sister slave-holding States that she feels 
that hor interests are tho same with thoirs, and that a common destiny 
must he the same to all ; that, therefore, whatever may be tho courso 
which she may deem it proper to take to meet the dangers by which 
she as well as they aro surrounded, she will do so with an earnest 
desire that there may bo in tho present and in tho future an unbroken 
bond of brotherhood and union between herself and Texas and every 
other slave-holding State; that she will not act with rashness or 
thoughtlessness, but with mature and deliberate consideration; that 
she will, by all means, endeavor to avoid tho doing of any act which 
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nifty shake the confidence or alienate tho friendly feelings of her sister 
slave-holding States; that whatever may bo the determination of her 
people, to bo assembled in their sovereign character in convention on 
tho 7th instant, they will still cover themselves and posterity under 
the folds of the old Constitution of tho United States in its purity 
and truth. y 

It is perhaps my duty to givo Your Excellency my individual 
opinion that the action of tho convention to assemble on the 7th 
instant will bo to withdraw tho State from tho present Union, and In 
take her position as a sovereign and independent State, seeking anil 
desiring a near and perfect union with all the other States of tho 
South as speedily as possible. This will, however, have boon decided 
ouo way or tho other, and be made known to the Legislature of y 01u . 
State by tho time it shall assemble. 

( Hoping and trusting that there may ho no discord botwoon tho 
States of the South; that unanimity, conlidouce, wisdom, prudence 
and firmness may mark tho eourso of all, and that a kind Providence

Dear Sir: Your communication of tho fith instant, informing mo 
of the objects of your mission on the part of the State of Alabama is 
boforo me. As a citizen of a sister State, bearing an appointment as 
commissioner to Texas from her Chief Executive, I welcome you lioro 
and trust that whatever ideas you may adopt in reference to Vlie polit- 
ical opinions of the people of Texas you may bear back with you the 
evidences of their kindness, hospitality, and friendship. ‘Having 
convened the Legislature of tho State with a view to its providing a 
mode by which 1.ho will of the people of Texas may be declared 
touching their relations with the Eederal Government and the States 
I cannot authoritatively speak as to the course they will pursue. A 
fair and legitimate expression of their will through tho ballot box 
is yet to lie made known, therefore, were tho Legislature in session 
or wore ft legally authorized convention in session, until the action 
taken is ratified by the people at the ballot box, none can speak for 
lexas. Hor people have ever been .jealous of their rights, and have 
licen careful how they parted with tho attributes of their sovereignty. 

I hoy will reserve to themselves the right to finally pass upon tho act 
involving so closely their liberties, fortunes, peace, and happiness; 
and when, through the free exorcise of that sacred privilege which 
has over until now boon deemed the host security for the liberties of 
the pooplo and the surest means of remedying encroachments upon 
their rights thoy liavo declared their will, then, and then only, can 
any speak for Loxas. Until then nothing but individual opinions can 
bo expressed, and mine are entitled to no more weight than a long 
acquaintance with tho people and a continued intercourse and com- 
munication with them would justify. 
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TJmt them is a difference of opinion existing in Texas in relation to 
(]io course necessary to pursue at this period none can deny. Citizens 
alike distinguished for thoir worth and public services hold opposito 
views > and while all are united in the determination to maintain our 
constitutional rights, they differ as to the mode of accomplishing the 
same. In this I do not include that reckless and selfish class who, 
moved by personal ambition or a desire for office or spoil, desire a 
change of government in the hope that aggrandizement will attend 
them. X believe, however, that a largo majority of the people, recog- 
nizing the obligations they owe to the Border States, who have so long ■ 
stood as barriers against; the assaults of Abolitionism, desire to concert 
such measures as will not only conduce to their safety but the benefit 
of the entire {South. As Executive of the State T have doomed it my 
duty to present to the other Southern .States a proposition for a con- 
sultation having that object in view. Alabama has not yet responded 
lo the same, ami although the tenor of your letter indicates that she 
will pursue a different course, I trust that when the great interests at 
stake are duly considered by her people they will dotorminoto join 
with Texas and a majority of the Southern States in an honest and 
determined effort to obtain redress for tho grievances which the North 

has put upon us ore they take the fatal step, which, in my opinion, 
ultimately involves civil war and the ruin of our institutions, if not 


of liberty itself. ... 

If Alabama has been the IVrst to move in the direction which may 
possibly result in the severance of all connection with the Federal 
Government, it is a matter of pride to mo that Texas has, in the time 
of peril, been the first to move in that direction calculated to secure 
Southern unity and eo-opomtiou. Texas is the only one of the States 
which possessed, ore her connection with the Union, full and complete 
sovereignty. Though she brought an ompiro into tlio Union and 
added vastly to the aroa of slavery, sho arrogates to herself no especial 
privileges, nor has sho yet consulted her own safety or interest, save 
in common with that of the entire South. Knowing tlio obligations 
which sho took upon herself wlion she came into the Union, sho has 
thus far shown no desire to relievo herself of those obligations until 
it is manifest that the compact made wttli her will not bo observed. 
Having made an effort, in concert with lior sister slavo-h olding btatos, 
to secure the observance of that compact and failed in that oirort, it 
would then bo her pride to sink all considerations prompted by her 
own ambition and share a common fate with them; but it, on the 
contrary, they, consulting thoir own interests and their own inclina-

Mr. Nisbet, from tho committeo of soventeon to report tho ordinance 
d secession, after stating that it was written by Mr. Toombs, made

Tho people of Georgia having dissolved thoir political connection with the Gov- 
irnmont of tho United States of America, present to thoir confederates and tho 
vorld tho causes which have led to tho sopnrntion. For tho last ton years we 
lavo hud numerous anil sovious causes of complaint against our non-slave-holding 
on federate States with reference to tho subject of African slavory. They have 
ndeuvorod to weaken our security, to disturb our domestic pence and tranquillity, 
ad persistently refused to comply with thoir express constitutional obligations 
o us in reference to that property, and by tho use of thoir power in tho .Federal 
ovornmonl; hnvo striven to doprivo us of an equal enjoyment of tho common 
om terms of the Republic. This liostilo policy of our confederates bus been 
ursuod with every circmnstanco of aggravation which could avouso tho passions 
nd excite the hatred of our peoplo, and lias placed tho two sections of tho Union 
f many years past in tho condition of virtual civil war. Our peoplo, still 
ttachod to tho Union from lmhit and national traditions, and avorso to ehnngo, 
oped that time, reason, and argument would bring, if not redress, at least 
xoinption from further insults, injuries, and dangers, Recent events lmvo fully 
issipoted all such hopes and demonstrated the necessity of separation.

While the subordinni ion and tho political 
and social inequality of tho African men was fully conceded by all, it \y, ls 
plainly apparent that slavery would noon disappear from wlial; aro now 
tho uon-slavo-holding Staten of Hin original thirteen. The opposit ion to slavery 
whh thou, an now, general in those Stales and tho t'onslilulion was mado with 
direct roforonco to that fact. But a distinct ulnditiou party wan not formed in 
tho United States for more than half a century after the ( cnvernmonb wont into 
operation. Tho main mason was that tho North, even if united, could uoteoutvol 
both branches of tho Login la taro during any portion of (hat I ime. Therefore such 
an organization must have resulted either in idler failure or iu Hie lolal overthrow 


of tho Government. Tho material prosperity of I lie North was greatly dependent; 
on tlio Federal Government; that of the Sou 111 not at all. In I ho llrst yearHof tho 
Ropublic the navigating, commercial, and niamifael uring interests ol’ the North 
began to seek profit and aggrandizement at tho expense of the agricultural inter- 
oats. Even the owners of fishing smacks sought and obtained bounties for 
pursuing their own business (which yet continue) , and $.')()i),(li)i) in now paid thorn 
annually out of the Treasury.

gross granted both’ requests, and by prohibitory acta gave an absolute mononojy 
of this business to each of their interests, which they enjoy without diminution to 
this day. Net content with these grout and unjust advantages, they have sought 
to throw the legitimato burdens of their business us much us possible upon tho 
public; they lmvo succeeded In throwing the rust of light -houses, buoys, aiui tho 
maintenance of their seamen upon the Treasury, and I he Government now pays 
above $13,000,000 annually ler the support of these objeels. These interests, in 
connection with tho commercial and manufacturing classes, have also succeeded 
by means of subventions to mail steamers and the redaction of postage, hi. 
relieving their business from the payment of about $7,0110,(1110 annually, throwing 
it upon tho public Treasury under the name of postal dollcicne.y. ’The mama 
factoring interests entered into the same struggle early, and' bus clamored 
steadily for Government bounties and special favors. This inleresl was confined 
mainly to the Eastern and Middle mm-slavo-liolding Slates. Wielding those 
groat States it held great power and influence, ami its demands were in full pro- 
portion to its power. The manufacturers and minors wisely based | heir demands 
upon special facts and reasons rather than upon general principles, and I, hereby 
mollified much of the opposition of Mm opposing interest. They pleaded in their 
favor tho infancy of their business in this country, the eeurclly of labor and capi- 
tal, tho hostile legislation of other countries toward them, the great necessity of 
thou* fabrics in the time of war, and tho necessity of high duties to pay the debt 
incurred in our war for independence. These reasons prevailed, and they 
received for many years enormous bounties bv Ihe general acquiescenee of tho 
whole country. Hut when those reasons ceased they were no less clamorous for 
Government protection, but their clamors were less heeded t he country had put 
the principle of protection upon trial and condemned il. After having enjoyed 
protection to the extent of from Ifi to 130(1 per emit, upon their entire business for 
above thirty yours, tlio act of lHlllwas passed. I t avoided sudden change, but 
tho principle was settled, and Iren trade, low duties, mid economy in puhiio 
expenditures was tho.vordict of the American people. The South and the North- 
western States sustained this policy. Thorn was but small hope of i(s reversal ;

To avoid 
these evils wo resume tho powers which our fathers delegated to tho Government 
of the United States, and henceforth will seek new safeguards for our liberty,

Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives: 

Tho peoplo of tho State having declared thomsolvos a sovereign and 
independent nation, tho duty of providing by law proper measures 
for tho defense of that sovereignty and independence is, by the consti- 
tution, cast upon tho executive and legislative branches of the govern- 
ment of tho State, and it is particularly my duty to call your attention 
to such matters as may seem to mo to justify the belief that tho Statois 
in danger from any foe, and to call on you to unite with me in defend- 
ing her from injury. Tho occurrences of the last two months suffi- 
ciently indicate that this State and any others of tho slavo-liolding 
States which liavo or yet may decide to separate from any political con- 
nection with the non-slave-holding States of tho late American Union 
will not bo permitted to accomplish such separation in a peaceable 
manner, and that they must maintain tho independence which thoy 
assert and claim to have the right to assume by a show of force, per- 
haps by an actual resort to arms, however powerful may be the argu- 
ment on which we rely to justify our separation.

An Chief IVlngistmto of tlio Stale of Alabama, I oxtoiul to you a 
cordial welcome to 11 us Koitiiof gnvm nimmt us «>nniiiHHioner from the Common- 
wealth of Virginia. From your letter and tlio resolutions rof erred to, I under- 
stand that oN-l.’reMUicsnlv John Tyler has been appointed a commissioner to tlio 
President of the United States and youmdf to ■' South Carolina and the other 
States that have seceded or hIiiiII Hocode, with instructions respectfully to request 
tho President of the United States and the authorities of mien States to agree to 
abstain, ponding tlio proceedings contemplated hy tlio action of the General 
Assembly, from any and nl 1 nets calculated to produce o. collision of arms between 
tlio States and tlio Government of tlio United States.” After tondering to the State 
of Virginia, through you, my thanks for tlio friendly mediation contemplated by 
tlio resolutions of her' General Assembly, it gives mo pleasure to state that Ala- 
bama in her act of secession and in occupying the forts and arsenals within her 
limits intended no hostility to tlio Federal Government. Her solo object lias 
beam to protect her rights, intorimt, and honor without disturbing (if possible) her 
peaceful relations with the Go von uncut of tlio United States. TIusIfeol assured 
will continue to ho the policy of tlio State unless tlio Federal authorities should 
by Homo hostile) act or demonstration malm ilr necessary to adopt a different course 
for lieu protection and t he protection of the other States that lmve seceded or 
may secede. Whilst; l fool authorized to assure you [that Alabama will] do noth- 
ing intended to produce a collision of arms between the Federal Government and 
herself, I am equally certain that it is hor firm determination to resist at all and 
any hazard any attempt at coercion. Having no power to appoint delegates to 
the proposed convention at Washington, tho resolutions of the General Assembly 
of Virginia will ho immediately transmitted to the Legislature of tins State, 
where, 1 have no doubt, they wilt reeoivo that respectful consideration tho high 
and friendly source from which they come entitles them to.

Sec. 4. Tho members of Congress shall receive a compensation for 
their sorvices, to bn ascertained by law, and paid out of tho Treasury 
of tho Confederacy. They shall in all cases, except treason, felony 
and breach of: tho peace, bo privileged from arrest during their 
attondnneo at tho session of the Congress, and in going to and return- 
ing from tho same; and for any speech or debate they shall not be 
questioned in any other place. 

Sec. />. 1. Every bill which shall lmvo passed tho Congress shall, 
before it become a law, bo presented to the Prosidont of tho Con- 
federacy; if ho approvo, ho shall sign it; but if not, ho shall return 
it with his objections to tho Congress, who shall enter tho objections 
at largo on their journal, and proceed to reconsider it. If, after such 
reconsideration, two-thirds of tlio Congress shall agrees to pass the 
bill, it shall bocomo a law. But in all such cases, tho vote shall be 
determined by yeas and nays; and the names of the persons voting 
for ami against tho bill shall bo entered on tho journal. If any bill 
sluill not bo returned by tho Prosidont within ten days (Sundays 
excepted) after it shall have boon presented to him, tho same shall be 
a law, in like manner as if ho had signed it, unless the Congress, by 
their adjournment, prevent its return; in which case it shall not bo a 
law. Tho President may veto any appropriation or appropriations 
and approvo any other appropriation or ai>propriatious in the same 
bill. 

2. Every order, resolution or vote, intended to have the force and 
effect of a law, shall bo presented to tho President, and before the 
same shall take effect, shall bo approved by him, or being disapproved 
by him, shall bo ropassed by two-thirds of the Congress, according to 
tho rules and limitations prescribed in tho case of ft bill. 

9. Until tho inauguration of the President, all bills, orders, reso- 
lutions and votes adopted by the Congress shall bo of full force with- 
out approval by him. 

Sica C. 1. Tho Congress shall have power to lay and collect taxes, 
duties, imposts and excises, for tho revenue necessary to pay the 
debts and carry on the Government of the Confederacy; ana all 
duties, imposts and excises shall bo uniform throughout the States ol 
tlio Confederacy.

ioi irmehmeiy and munitions, or for the manufacture of arms and 
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munitions of war. Of (,ho proprietor of j.hn Hazard Powder Company, 
in Connecticut, yon will probably bo able to obtain cannon and mus- 
kot powder, f>ho former to bo of the coarsest grain, and also to ongago 
with him for the establishment of a powder mill at some point in the 
limits of our territory. 'I’lie ([Uantity of powder to bo supplied imme- 
diately will oxeeed his stock on hand, and the arrangement for fur- 
ther supply should, if possible, bo by manufacture in our own terri- 
tory. If this is not practicable, means must be .sought for further 
shipments -from any and all sources which are reliable. At the arse- 
nal at Washington you will iiml an artificer named Wright, whelms 
brought the cap-making machine to its present state of efficiency, and 
who might furnish a cap machine and accompany it to direct its oper- 
ations. If not in this, I hope you may in some way be able to obtain 
a cap machine with little delay, and have it sent to the Mount Vernon 
Arsenal, Ala. Wo shall require a manufactory of friction-primers, 
and will, if possible, induce some capable person to establish one in 
our country. The domain! of the Confederate States will be the 
inducement in this as in the ease of the powder mill proposed. A 
short time since the most improved machinery for the manufacture 
of rilles, intended for the Harper's Ferry Arsenal, was, it was said, 
for sale by the manufacturer. If it bo so at this time, you will pro- 
cure it for fill is Government, and use the needful precaution in rela- 
tion to its transportation. Mr. Harbour, the .superintendent of the 
Harper’s Ferry Armory, can give you all the information in that con- 
nection which you may require. Mr. .Ball, the master armorer at 
Harper's Ferry, is willing to accept service under our Government, 
and could probably bring with him some skilled workmen. If we get 
the machinery this will be important. Machinery for grooving mus- 
kets and heavy guns, with persons skilled in their use, is, I hope, 
to bo purchased ready-made. If not, you will contract for. their 
manufacture and delivery. You will endeavor to obtain the most 
improved shot for rifled cannon, and persons skilled in the prepara- 
tion of shot and other fixed ammunition. Capt. G. W. Smith and 
Captain Lovell, late of the U. S. Army, and now of New York City, 
may aid you in your task; and you will please say to them that we 
would bo happy to have their services in our army. You will make 
such inquiries as your variod knowledge will suggest in relation to 
the supply of guns of different calibers, especially the largest. I sug- 
gest the advantage, if to bo obtained, of having a few of the lfi-ineli 
guns like tho one cast at Pittsburg. I have not sought to prescribe 
so ns to limit your inquiries, either as to object or place, but only to 
suggest for your reflection and consideration the points which have 
chanced to come under my observation. You will use your discre- 
tion in visiting places whore information of persons or things is to lie 
obtained for tho furtherance of the object in view. Any contracts 
made will be sent to tlie Hon. L. P. Walker, Secretary of War, for 
his approval, and the contractor need not fear that delay will bo 
encountered in tho action of this Government.

at the earl lost practicable moment a vigorous and efficient government 
to meet the exigencies of the times, and to supply tho place of the one 
from which wo had lately withdrawn. 

In addressing itself l«> this task tho convention (or congress, as it 
is calk'd, here) encountered no diilleulfcy in agreoing upon a basis for 
the new govemmmit. For that basis tho Constitution of tho United 
States lmd been already designated by the respectivo States. No 
alteration in tho main fundamental principles contained in that 
instrument was doomed either necessary or desirable. Only such 
modi Mentions as would best suit it to the present condition of the 
seceded Stales was resorted to; but how far these modifications should 
extend, and of what they should consist, along with very many col- 
lateral qiiOHtioiiH involving to a greater or less extent matters vital to 
our present condition, constituted subjects of inquiry which were mot

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which I hart just passed, I suggested that perhaps much had been 
gained to tho causo of the South by the necessary postponement of 
that question in his State until tho mooting of tho Legislature, as by 
that timo, perhaps, thoso who had been sent to Washington by tho 
border slave States would probably learn that tho elomonts of secu- 
rity, if not of peace, were to be found within and not without their 
own borders. Tho more recent action of Missouri and Arkansas has 
not tended to impair my con/idonce in this suggestion. ITis Excel- 
lency informed mo that ho would make known to tho Legislature, 
when reassembled on the 20tli of March next, my mission and its 
purpose. I remained in tho seat of government — Frankfort — four 
days, during which I was admitted to free intercommunications with 
Governor Magoffin, and he has placed mo under acknowledgments 
for many courtesies and civilities during my sojourn at Frankfort. 
1 reached this [place | on my return from Kentucky on tho 23d instant.

My Dear Sir: Your eadot friends (Mossrs, Olivier, Frost, and 
myself), whom you wore kind enough to advise while at tho Point not 
long since, have resolved, relying upon your kindly consideration, to 
impose a still greater tax upon your kinclnoss by endeavoring to 
induce you to favor us with more advice. Tho avowed policy of Mr. 
Lincoln’s Administration is to collect the revenues as formerly and to 
dony the sovereignty of tho Southorn Confederacy, which will doubt- 
less lead to immediate war. Now, my dear sir, would it bo better for 
us to wait for this contingency and apply to tho Southern Congress 
for duty and orders, or to apply directly and immediately to tho Gov- 
ernor of our State, offering ourselves for duty? Your opinion on this 
matter would be gratefully received by us, and your impressions 
respecting tho chances of a war, tho probabilities of our being able to 
secure good positions in tho service, either of the State or the 
Southorn Confederacy, and any information as to tlio present status 
of our State army, its organization, <&c., would relievo us of much 
inquietude and place us under lasting obligations.

Gentlemen of Conohess: 

With sincere deference to the judgment of Congress, I have care- 
fully considered the bill in relation to the slave-trade, and to punish 
persons offending therein, but have not been able to approve it, and 
therefore (lo return it with a statement of my objections. I ho Con- 
stitution (section 7, article I) provides that the importation of African 
negroes from any foreign country other than slave-holding States oL 
the United States is hereby forbidden, and Congress is required to 
pass such laws as shall effectually prevent the same. 1 ho rule herein 
given is emphatic, and distinctly directs tho legislation which shall 
effectually prevent the importation of African negroes. 1 he bill 
before me denounces as high misdemeanor tho importation of African 
negroes or other persons of color, either to bo sold as slaves or to be 
held to service or labor, affixing heavy, degrading penalties on the 
act, if done with such intent. To that extent it accords with tho

having reference to or connection with questions botwoon said States, 
or any of them, and powers foreign to them. 

And be it farther enacted , That tho President is hereby 
authorized to receive from the several States the arms and munitions 
of war which have boon acquired from tho United States, and which 
are now in the forts, araonals, and navy-yards of the said States, and 
all other arms and munitions which they may desire to turn over and 
make chargeable to this Government. 

SEC. 3. Be, it further enacted , That tho President bo authorized to 
receive into tho service of this Government such forces now in tho 
service of said Statos as may be tendered, or who may volunteer, by 
consent of their State, in such numbers as ho may require, for any 
time not loss than twelve months, unless sooner discharged. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted , That such forces may bo received, 
with their officers, by companies, battalions, or regiments, and when 
so received shall form a part of tho Provisional Army of tho Confed- 
erate Statos, according to the terms of tlieir onlistinont ; and tho 
President shall appoint, by and with the advice and consent of Con- 
gress, such general oflicor or officers for said forces as may bo neces- 
sary for tho service.

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Governor promptly transmitted my communication to 1.1m Legislature 
without any comment, except that in his message accompanying it ho 
renewed a previous recommendation for a call of a convention of iho 
poople to take into consideration the questions then agitating the 
country. Tim Senate immediately took up tho message for eonsidor- 
tion and adopted a rosolution in substance affirming that Delaware 
appreciated the courtesy of Georgia in sending a commissioner to her; 
that in viow of hor location and the state of things existing in Iho 
States around her, the time for action on hor part had not arrived, 
and that when it did ooino Delaware would pursue that course that 
would host promote her interests. The House postponed for the 
present any action on the message of the Governor, and I have not 
yet learned what, if any, has been its action on the subject. II, was 
expected the Legislature would continue its session till after tho 4th 
of March, that it might mark out its future course by the events of 
that day. Hence if may be that the iinal action of the Legislature 
has not yet been forwarded to me. 

I cannot conclude this report without, giving it as my docided 
opinion, formed from the declarations made to mo by a largo mimbor 
of tho prominent and leading men of Delaware, including some who 
havo heretofore idled her executive chair and represented her in both 
lmiuch os of the Congress of tho United States, members of all parties 
into which tlie country has heretofore boon divided, that whonovor 
Virginia and Maryland shall withdraw from tho Union, Delaware 
would follow in their footsteps. She will not consent to unite her 
destinies with a Northern confederacy while she can form an alliance 
with one at the South, with which she is inoro identified by interest 
and to which she is drawn by sentiment and sympathy. 

It is duo to the State of Delaware and to myself that 1 should grate- 
fully acknowledge, as I here do, the kindness and courtesy extended 
to me as your humble representative by tho Executive and other 
officers and citizens of Delaware with whom during my visit I was 
thrown in contact. A copy of my communication to Governor Burton 
accompanies th is report.

Dover, Del., February 12, 1861. 
His Excellency Governor Burton: 

Dear Sir: I have already had the honor to placo in your hand my 
credentials accrediting mo as a commissioner to the State of Delaware 
from a convention of the people of the State of Georgia, recently 
assembled at her capital. The object of my mission is twofold. First, 
to lay beforo tho constituted authorities of your State the ordinance 
of secession by which the State of Georgia has repealed tho ordinance 
by virtue of which she became a member of tho late confederacy 
known as the United States of America, has withdrawn from that 
confederacy, and has declared herself a free, sovereign, and independ- 
ent State. The second object of my mission is, in the name of my 
State, to invite the co-operation of Delaware with Georgia and the 
other seceding States in the formation of a Southern confederacy. 

In obedience to my instructions I bog leave to lay before you the 
following documents, all of which are inclosed: First, a resolution or 
the Goorgia convention declaring it the right and duty of Georgia to 
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secede from the Union;* second, an authenticated copy of the ordi- 
nance of secession;! third, a resolution of the convention uniting 
witli Alabama in the invitation to the State of Delaware to send com- 
missioners to represent her at Montgomery, Ala-. fourth, a resolu- 
tion of the convention appointing commissioners to Delaware and 
other States and defining- their duties. ,!i I hog* leave respectfully In 
ask you to take into consideration these documents exhibiting (ho 
objects of my mission, and if you approve the measure to lay the 
same before the Legislature. 

You will perceive that the prominent object of my mission is to 
invite the co-operation of Delaware in the formation of a (Southern 
confederacy. Georgia, in the movement she 1ms made, has not acted 
in haste or with precipitancy, nor without calm deliberation and after 
having counted the cost. She did not withdraw from the Union till 


she had lost all hope of being able to maintain the rights and equality 
guaranteed to her by the compact into which she bail entered and to 
enjoy the domestic tranquillity which was one of the prom incut objects 
of that compact to secure to her. She 1ms now passed the Rubicon 
and with no intention of taking any stops backward. Already in. 
alliance with other of her sister and neighboring States who have 
formed a provisional government and intend speedily to organizes 
permanent government upon the basis of the Constitution of the 
United States, she looks with interest; to those of the slave-holding 
States who have not yet east in their lot with her and from whom she 
has been compelled to separate not without feelings of deep and 
poignant regret. They have heretofore battled with her for the same 
rights, triumphed with her in the same successes, and mourned with 
her under the same reverses. Although it is wall known in Georgia 
that Delaware, in proportion to her population, lias not us deep an 
interest in the institution of slavery us the other border slave-holding 
States, yot it is well known that she is identified with Georgia, in 
interest, more so in sentiment, in principle, and in sympathy, and, it 
1S confidently believed, is destined ore long, under tlie force of events 
rapidly crowding upon her, to bo idea tilled with her in action and in 
her future destiny. 

It. is no part of my duty to indicate to the State of Delaware what 
courso it may comport with her honor or her interest to pursue, V et 
pardon me in making the suggestion that the cotton States are agri- 
cultural m the pursuits of their people and have heretofore been 
dependent on tho Northern States mainly for the produclH of manu-

AN ORDINANCE in rotation to u union of tho Stato of Texas with tho Con- 
fedomto States of America. 


Whereas, the convention of this Stato has receivod information that 
the Congress of the Confederate States of America, now in session at 
tho city of Montgomery, in the State of Alabama, has adopted a Con- 
stitution for a Provisional Government, which Constitution is modeled 
on that of the United. States of America; and whereas, as a seceded 
State, it becomes expedient, and proper that. Texas should join said 
Confederacy and share its destinies; and whereas, a delegation con- 
sisting of seven members has already been elected by tho convention 
to the Congress of the Confederacy aforesaid: Therefore, 

Section t. The people of Texan in convention assembled have 
ordained ami declared, and do hereby ordain and declare , That tho 
delegation aforesaid, to the Congress aforesaid be, and they are hereby, 
.instructed, and we do accordingly instruct thorn in behalf of the 
State, and as representing its sovereign authority, to apply for tho 
admission of this State into tho said Confederacy, and to that end 
and for that purpose to give in the adhesion of Texas to tho Pro- 
visional Constitution of said Confederate States; and which said 
Constitution this convention hereby approves, ratifies, and accepts. 

Sec. 2. Be it. further ordained. That the delegation appointed by 
this convention’ to the Congress of the Confederate States he, and 
they are hereby, authorized to net in said Congress as the duly 
accredited representatives of tho Stato of Texas: Provided, however, 
That any permanent constitution which may be formed by said Con- 
gress shall not become obligatory on this State until approved by tho 
people in such a way as shall be determined upon.

The corps of artillery, which shall also bo charged with 
ordnance duties, shall consist of one colonel, one .Uoutenant-colonol, 
ten majors, and forty companies of artillerists and artificers; and 
each company shall consist of one captain, two first lieutenants, one 
second lieutenant, four sergeants, four corporals, two musicians, and 
seventy privates. Thera shall also be one adjutant, to bo selected by 
the colonel from the first lieutenants, and ono sergeant-major, to bo 
selected from the enlisted mon of the corps. The President may equip 
as light batteries, of six pieces each, such of these companies as ho 
may deem expedient, not exceeding four in time of poaco. 

Sec. G. Each regiment of infantry shall consist of ono colonel, one 
lieutenant-colonel, one major, and ten companies; each company shall 
consist of one captain, one first lieutenant, two second lieutenants, 
four sergeants, four corporals, two musicians, and ninety privates ; 
and to each regiment there shall be attached ono adjutant, to be 
selected from the lieutenants, and one sergeant-major, to bo selected 
from tlio enlisted men of the regiment.

There shall be four brigadier-generals, who shall be assigned 
to such commands and duties as the President may specially direct, 
and shall he entitled to one aide-de-camp each, to be selected from 
the subalterns of the line of tlio Army, who, in addition to their d uties 
as aides-de-camp, may perform the duties of assistant adiutanls- 
general. 

All offleors of the Army shall be appointed by the President, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Congress, and the rank and 
file shall be enlisted for a term not less than three nor more than five 
years, under such regulations as may bo established. 

Sec. 10. No officer shall be appointed in tlio Army until ho shall 
have passed an examination satisfactory to tlio President, and in such 
manner as ho may prescribe, as to his character and Illness for the 
service. The President, however, shall have power to postpone th is 
examination for one year after appointment, if in his judgment neces- 
sary for the public interest. 

■ ® B0 ,\ All vacancies in established regiments and corps, to and 
including the rank of colonel, shall be filled by promotion according 
to seniority, except in case of disability or other incompetonby. Pro- 
motions to and including the rank of colonel shall be made regimen-

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engineers and artillery, according to corps. Appointments to the 
rank of brigadier- general, after the Army is organized, shall be made 
by selection from the Army.

The aide-de-camp of a brigadier- general, in addition to his pay as 
lieutenant, shall receive $35 per month. 

Sec. 14. The monthly pay of the officers of the corps of engineers 
shall be as follows: Of the colonel, $210; of a major, $102; of a cap- 
tain, $140; lieutenants serving with the company of sappers and 
minors shall receive the pay of cavalry officers of the same grade. 

Sec. 15. The monthly pay of the colonel of the corps of artillery 
shall bo $210; of a lieutenant-colonel, $185; of a major, $150, and 
when serving on ordnance duty, $102; of a captain, 8130; of a first 
lieutenant, 890; of a second lieutenant, $80; and tho adjutant shall 
receive, in addition to his pay as lieutenant, $10 per month.

Sec. 18. The pay of the officers of the goneral staff, except thoso of 
tho Medical Department, shall be tho same as that of officors of cav- 
alry of the same grade. The Surgeon-General shall receive an annual 
salary of $3,000, which shall be in full of all pay and allowances, 
except fuel and quarters. Tho monthly pay of a surgeon, of ten 
years’ service in that grade, shall be $200; a surgeon of loss than ten 
years’ service in that grade, $162; an assistant surgeon of ton years’ 
service in that grade, $150; an assistant surgeon of five years’ service 
in that grade, $130; and an assistant surgeon of less than five years’ 
service, $110. 

Sec. 19. There shall bo allowed, in addition to the pay horembefore 
provided, to every commissioned officer except the Surgeon-General, 
$9 per month for every five years’ service; and to the officers of the 
Army of the United States, who have resigned or may resign to bo 
received into tho service of tlio Confederate States, this additional pay 
shall be allowed from the date of their entrance into the former serv- 
ice. There shall also be an additional monthly allowance to every 
general officer commanding in chief a separate army actually in the 
field, [of] $100. 

Seo. 20. The pay of officors, as hereinbefore established, shall be m 
full of all allowances, except forage, fuel, quarters, and traveling

expenses while traveling under orders. The allowance of fori 
fuel, and quarters shall bo fixed by regulations and shall be furnis 
in kind, except when officers are serving at stations without trc 
where public quarters cannot be had, in which case there may 
allowed, in lieu of forage, $8 per month for each horse to which t 
may bo entitled, provided they are actually kept in service and n 
tered; and quarters may be commuted at a rate to bo fixed by 
Secretary of War, and fuel at the market price delivered. An off 
when traveling under orders shall bo allowed mileage at the rat 
10 cents per mile. 

Sec. 21. In time of war officers of the Army shall be ontitlec 
draw forage for horses, according to grade, as follows: A brigarl 
general, four; the adjutant and inspector general, quarter inns 
general, commissary-general, and the colonels of engineers, artilt 
infantry and cavalry, three each; all lieutenant-colonels and maj 
and captains of the general staff, engineer corps, light artillery, 
cavalry, three each; lieutenants serving in the corps of engine 
lieutenants of light artillery and of cavalry, two each. In timt 
peace: General and field officers, three; officers below the rani 
field officers, in the general staff, corps of engineers, light artill 
and cavalry, two; provided in all cases that the horses are actu 
kept in service and mustered. No enlisted man in the service of 
Confederate States shall bo employed as a servant by any office 
the Army. 

Sec. 22. The monthly pay of the enlisted men of tho Army of 
Confederate States shall be as follows: That of a sergeant or inn 
workman of the onginecr corps, $84; that of a corporal or overs 
$20; privates of the first class, or artificers, $17; and privates of 
second class, or laborers, and musicians, $13. The sorgeant-inajc 
cavalry, $21; first sergeants, $20; sergeants, $17; corporals, farri 
and blacksmiths, $13; musicians, $13, and privates, $12. Sorgo 
majors of artillery and infantry, $21; first sergeants, $20 oacli; 
geants, $17; corporals and artificers, $13; musicians, $12, andprivn 
$11 each. The non-commissioned officers, artificers, musicians, 
privates serving in light batteries, shall receive the same pay as tl 
of cavalry. 

Sec. 23. Tho President shall bo authorized to enlist as many mil 
armorers, master carriago-makors, master blacksmiths, armorers, 
riage-makers, blacksmiths, artificers, and laborers, for ordm 
service, as ho may deem necessary, not exceeding in all 100 men, 
shall be attached to the corps of artillery. The pay of a ma 
armorer, master carriage-maker, master blacksmith, shall be $34 
month; armorers, carriage-makers, and blacksmiths, $20 per moj 
artificers, 817, and laborers, $13 per month. 

Sec. 24. Each enlisted man of the Army of the Confederate St 
shall receive one ration per day and a yearly allowance of cloth 
the quantity and kind of each to bo established by regulations f 
the War Department, to he approved by the President. 

Sec. 25. Eations shall generally bo issued in kind, but under 
cumstances rendering a commutation necessary; tho commute 
value of tho ration shall be fixed by regulations of the W ar D'ep 
ment, to be approved by tho President. 

Sec. 26. The officers appointed in the Army of the Confede 
States by virtue of this act shall perform all military duties to w- 
they may be severally assigned by authority of the President, ar 
shall bo the duty of tho Secretary of War to prepare and publish 
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illations prescribing the details of! every department in the service 
for the general government of the Army, which regulations shall bo 
approved by the President, and. when so approved shall be binding. 

Sec. 27. All officers of the Quartermaster’s and Commissary Depart- 
ments shall, previous to entering on the duties of their respective 
offices, give bonds, with good, and sufficient sureties, to the Confed- 
erate States, in such sum as the Secretary of War shall direct, fully 
to account for all moneys and public property which they may receive, 

Sec. 28. Neither the Quartermaster-General, the Commissary-Gen- 
eral, nor any or either of their assistants shall he concerned, directly 
or indirectly, in the purchase or saloof any articles intended for, making 
a part of, or appertaining to public supplies, excoxib for and onaecoimt 
of (ho Confederate States; nor shalL they, or oither of them, take or 
apply to his or their own use any gain or emolument for negotiating 
any business in their respective departments other than what is or 
may bo allowed by law. 

Sec. 20. The Rules and Articles of War established by the laws of 
the United States of America for the government of the Army are 
hereby declared to be of force, except that wherever the words “United 
States” occur the words “Confederate States” shall be substituted 
therefor; and except that the Articles of War Nos. 01 and 02 are hereby 
abrogated and the following articles substituted therefor: . 

Art, (11. Officers having brevets or commissions of a prior date to those of the 
corps in which they servo will fcako place on courts-inartinl or of inquiry, and on 
boards detailed for military purposes, when composed of different corps, accord- 
ing to the ranks givon them in tlioir brevet or former commissions ; but in tho 
rogimont, corps, or company to which such officers belong thoy shall do duty and 
take rank, both in courts and on boards as aforesaid which shall bo composed of 
tlioir own corps, according to tho commissions by which thoy are thoro mustered. 

Art, C2. If upon marches, guards, or in quai-tors different corps shall happen 
to join or do duty together, the officer highest in rank, according to tho commis- 
sion by which las is mustered in tho Army, Navy, Marino Corps, or militia, thoro 
on duty by orders from competent authority, shall command the whole and give 
orders for what is needful for tho sorvico, unless otliorwise directed by the Presi- 
dent of tho Confederate States in orders of special assignment providing for tho 
ease. 

SEC. 30. Tho Prosidont shall call into tho service of tho Confederate 
Status only .so many of tho troops heroin provided for as ho may doom 
tho safety of tho Confederacy may require). 

Sec. 31. All laws or parts of laws of tho United States, which havo 
boon adopted by tho Congress of fclio Coufodorato Slates, repugnant to 
or inconsistent with thin act arc hereby repealed.

Constitution of the. Confederate States of America. 

Wo, the people of the Confederate States, each State acting in its 
sovereign and independent oharacter, in order to form a permanent 
federal government, establish justice, insure domestic tranquillity, 
and secure the blessings of liberty to ourselves and our posterity — 
invoking the favor and guidance of Almighty God— do ordain and 
establish this Constitution for the Confederate States of America. 

Article I. 


Section 1. All legislative powers heroin delegated shall bo vested 
m a Congress of the Confederate States, which shall consist of a Sen- 
ate and Houso of Representatives. 

Sec. 2. 1. The House of Representatives shall lie composed of 
members choson every second year by the people of the sevoral States: 
and the electors in each State shall bo citizens of the Confederate 
States, and have the qualifications requisite for electors of the most 
numerous branch of the State Legislature; but no person of ' foreign 
birth, not a citizen of the Confederate States, shall be allowed to vote 
for any officer, civil or political, State or Federal. 

2. No person shall be a Representative who shall not hnvo attained 
the age of twenty-five years, and bo a citizen of the Confederate 
States, and who shall not, when elected, be an inhabitant of that 
Stato m which lie shall be choson. 

3. Representatives and direct taxes shall be apportioned among 
the several States, which may be included within this Confederacy, 
according to their respective numbers, which shall be determined by 
adding to the whole number of free persons, including those bound 
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to service for a form of years, and ox cl inline Indiana not. taxed, three- 
(H'Uih of ail slaves. Tho actual enumeration shall ho made within 
t.hroo years after the first mooting of the Congress of the Confeder- 
ate SI-.jil.oa, and within every subsequent form of ten yours, in auoh 
linimior ns they kIwi.

2. Immediately after they shall he assembled, in consequence of

oil leers of the Confederate States whose appointments are not Heroin 
otherwise provided for, and which shall he os ta bis bed by law; .but 
the Congress may, by law, vest the appointment of such mloiioi oil! 
eors. as they think proper, in the President alone, m the courts of lav , 
or in the heads of departments* 
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3. The principal officer in each of the Executive Departments, and 
all persons connected with the diplomatic service, may be removed 
from office at the pleasure of the President. All other civil officers of 
the Executive Departments may be removed at any time by the Presi- 
dent, or other appointing power, when their services arc unnecessary, 
or for dishonesty, incapacity, inefficieney, misconduct, or neglect of 
duty; and when so removed, the removal shall be reported to the 
Senate, together with the reasons therefor. 

4, The President shall have power to fill all vacancies that may 
happen during the recess of the Senate, by granting commissions which 
shall expire at the end of their next session; but no person rojocted 
by the Senate shall bo reappointed to the same office during their 
ensuing recess. 

Sec. 3. 1. The President shall, from time to time, give to the Con- 
gress information of the state of the Confederacy, and recommend to 
their consideration such measures as ho shall judge necessary and 
expedient; he may, on extraordinary occasions, convene both Houses, 
or either of them; and in case of disagreement between them, with 
respect to the time of adjournment, he may adjourn them to such time 
as he shall think proper; lie shall receive ambassadors and oilier 
public ministers; heshalltake oarethattho laws bo faithfully executed, 
and shall commission all the officers of the Confederate States. 

Sec. 4. I. The President, Vice-President, and all civil officers of 
tho Confederate States, shall be removed from office on impeachment, 
for and conviction of treason, bribery, or other high crimos and mis- 
demeanors. 

Article III. 


Section 1 . 1 . The judicial power of tho Confederate Staton shall 
be vested in one Supreme Court, and in such inferior courts as the 
Congress may, from time to time, ordain and establish. The judges, 
both of the Supreme and inferior courts, shall hold their offices tlur- 
ing good behavior, and shall, at stated times, receive for their serv- 
ices a compensation which shall not be diminished during their con- 
tinuance in office.

Seo. 2. 1. Tim citizens of each State shall be entitled to all the 
privileges and immunities of citizens in the several States; and shall 
have the right of transit and sojourn in any State of this Confed- 
eracy, with their slaves and other property; and the right of property 
in said slaves shall not he thereby impaired.

Sir: IJiulor youv appointinont of mysolf as oonnuiHsionoi* to Mary- 
land, T visited llinl; Stato on 11 hi 1.8th ultimo and found in Hussion on 
that day, in fho o.ity of Balllmnro, a convention of hor people assem- 
bled to take advisory action upon the condition of the country. 

This convention, I learned, was not a legally eonstitutod body, 
nuthomod to take delinite and binding- action, but was a voluntary 
assemblage of the people, which had no power to commit their State 
to any line of policy, i did not, therefore, feel authorized under the 
ordinance of your body prescribing the duties of your commissioner 
to lay before thorn the action of our State, or to hold any intercourse 
with them of an oflielal (diameter. 1 visited the eonvention, nnofli- 
cinlly, and, being invited to a seat on their Moor, attended the meet- 
ings of the same during the two days of their session. I found the 
members of that convention, comprising, as it did, a number of the 
best men and highest talent of the State, while they thought the 
cotton States had acted with undue haste and precipitancy, almost 
u nan i moils for resistance to Black Republican rule, and determined 
to co-operate with the seceding States in the event that Virginia 
should determine to withdraw from the Federal Government. The 
situation of Maryland geographically is such that, however mortify- 
ing it may be to tier gallant sons, she is compelled to direct her action 
in concert with Virginia, that State and North Carolina lying imme- 
diately between her and the cotton States. 

Pile convention, after a session of two days, adjourned to reassem- 
ble on the 111 th instant, unless in the interval Virginia should take 
decided' action, in which event they were to immediately reassemble 
for binding and definite action. Before adjourning, however, that 
body puHHod the following resolutions: 


The committed on resolutions, through tlioir chairman, Hon. Robert MoLiino, 
submitted to tlio convention the following resolutions ; 

“ Whereas, it is the opinion of this meeting that in’ tlio present alarming crisis 
in the history of our country it is desirable that the State of Maryland should bo 
represented by judicious, intelligent, and patriotic agents, fully authorized to 
cun for and act with our sister States of the Mouth, and particularly wit) i the 
Slate of Virginia: 

“And whereas, such authority can ho conferral solely by a convention of tlio 
people of tlio Htato; 

“And whereas, in the opinion of tlio meeting, the Legislature not' lining in 
session, a full and fair expression of the popular will inmost likely to be hoard 
by a convention called by a recommendation of the Executive ; 

“And whereas, it in alleged that the Governor now lias it in contemplation to 
recommend by proclamation such a movement in the event of a failure by the 
Peace Conference and Congress to effect any satisfactory solution of thovoxod 
question now agitating the country: Be it therefore 

"limilmly That we shall approach such a proceeding on the part of tlio Gov- 
ernor, and add the voice of this convention to urge the voters of this State to 
regard such proclamation. And with a view to allow time for the action of the 
Governor in the matter, the convention will adjourn until the tilth day of March 
next, unless intermediately the State of Virginia should by her sovereign con- 
vention secede from tlio Union ; in which event, and in case the Governor of the 
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State shall not have then called a sovereign convention of tlio people o 
State, this convention shall at once assemblo at tlio call of the president, a 
view of recommending to the people of this State the election of delegates t( 
a sovereign convention. 

“ Resolved f urther, As the sense of this convention that the secession » 
several slave-holding States from the Fedor al Union was induced by the aj 
sion of the non-slave-holding States, in violation of the Constitution of tlio t 
States. 

“ Resolved further, That the moral and material interest and the geogra] 
position of this State demand that it should act with Virginia in this i 
co-operating with that State in nil honorable efforts to maintain and do fen 
constitutional rights of its citizens in the Union, and failing in that, to ns® 
with her in confederation with our sister States of tlio Union. 

“ Resolved further, That the honor of this Stato requires that it should no 
mit its soil to be made a highway for Federal troops sent to make war upo 
sister States of the South, and it is tlio opinion of this convention that an atl 
on the part of the Federal Government to coerce tlio States which have sc 
would necessarily result in civil war and the destruction of tlio Govern 
itself.”

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many sacrifices, both of rights and of honor, to avoid the dire nec 
sity of resistance to Federal encroachments and Northern insults n 
injuries. This pacific and yielding policy of her people has been 
ceived at the North as merely increasing evidence of our woakn 
and utter dependence upon the Federal Union for protection a 
happiness. 

It cannot be denied that for more than thirty years the North' 
people have been waging a violent, inflammatory, and wholly unj 
tillable war upon the institution of domestic slavery as it exists in 1 
Southern States— an institution which underlies our whole social s, 
tom, and upon the perpetuity of which depends in a large degree i 
wealth, prosperity, and general welfare of the entire South. 

First commencing their attacks upon slavery in the States, they c< 
tinned their assaults until the united South, assisted by a largo a 
respectable portion of the people of the non-slave-holding States, w: 
common intent, met at the ballot boxes of the country and ov 
whelmed them with defeat and shame. The old Abolitionist pai 
proper never commanded the respect nor received the support of a 
considerable number of the Northern people; and hence their attac] 
although highly insulting and highly aggravating in their eharaet 
and clearly violative of their constitutional obligations, were liar 
less, except so far as they tended to inflame the passions, arouse t 
jealousies, and excite the hatred of the Southern mind. 

The people of Georgia, while they have over abhorred the can ti 
philanthropy and tho religious intolerance and treasonable machir 
tions of tlio Abolitionists, have heretofore cherished a kindly and fi 
ternal regard, and on all suitable occasions have manifested a wai 
and cordial appreciation, of the intelligence, virtue, and patriotism 
the great body of the Northern people who have in the past so nol 
breasted the popular clamor and blind fanaticism of their own s< 
tion m defense of tho constitutional rights of the South. 

The increase of our public domain acquirod by our contest wi 
Mexico a contest in which, without disparagement to any, it may 
said that the South contributed as much of men and of means, ai 
shared as much of the common glory won upon those ensanguim 
battle-fields, as any other portion of the Confederacy — gave birth 
new organization, which sprang from the dead body of Abolitionisi 
having for its avowed object tho preservation of this acquisition fro 
what they wore pleased to term the “blasting effects of invoiimta: 
sorvitudo.” 

Disappointed office hunters, ambitious politicians, and corru 
demagogues found here a common ground from which to make the 
assaults upon the Constitution and tho Union, and by which till 
were borne into importance and power.

it is true that her people have perhaps sufilorod less in some respects 
than the people of Maryland and the entire border Southern States, 
she no less makes thoirwrongs her wrongs and their cause her cause, 
and is prepared to take common action with her sister States for the 
preservation of their common liberties and the defense of their common 
rights at all hazards and to the last extremity. 

The right, of Georgia to secede from the Federal Union for existing 
causes she does not admit to be a debatable question. As a sovereign 
State she throw oil! her allegiance to Groat Britain in 177(i. As a 
sovereign independent State, in 1788, she ratified and adopted the 
Federal Constitution; and as a sovereign State she has now repealed 
and annulled her former adoption and ratification of that Constitu- 
tion and has sot up for herself an independence and equality among 
the nations of the earth which she expects and demands shall be 
clearly and explicitly recognized and admitted. Still, recalling the 
blessings enjoyed, the wealth, power, and happiness conferred upon 
her people in the earlier days of the Republic under the operation of 
the Federal Union and the Constitution as expounded and enforced 
by tho patriot fathers of those days, she is anxious to associate her- 
self with the slave-holding States in a new confederated republic upon 
the basis of the old Union, and has elected delegates to represent her 
people in a Southern convention now assembled at tho city of Mont- 
gomery, in tho State of Alabama, for the purpose of organizing a 
provisional government for the seceding States and the adoption of a 
constitution and the establishment, of a more perfect union among 
her several sistor'Soulhom States. . 

In this great work of reorganization she cordially •invites the co-op- 
oration and assistance of the State of Maryland. She is not unmind- 
ful of the past history of your noble State, neither Ims she forgotten 
the proud names that cluster in undying glory upon tho broad pages 
of your State’s history. The people of Georgia feel a just and proper 
pride in the fame, th.e virtue, the intelligence, and patriotism of your 
statesmen, while the courage and bravery of your sons in (ho Held 
have .made their names as familiar to her people ns “household 
words.” The past of' Maryland gives strong encouragement to 
Georgia to hope (hat, in the present trying exigency in which she, 
with her Southern sisters, from no fault of their own, find themselves 
placed, your gallant. State will, though slowly it may be, yet surely, 
be found side by side with tho firmest in determined resistance to 
Black Republican rule. Maryland owes this to herself no less than 
to the other Southern States. The wealth, population, and commer- 
cial importance of her great metropolis, Baltimore, point out that city 
as tho great commercial and Jinan rial center of the Southern Republic. 
Under the oppression ami unequal, administration of the present Fed- 
eral Government she 1ms maintained the third rank in the list of 
American cities. That she has natural and artificial advantages 
equal, if not superior, to New York and Philadelphia is plain to the 
commonest observer. Under a, friendly, or oven a fair, system of 
government, she would soon take rank among the first cities of the 
world. As long as Maryland continues a dependency upon tho 
Northern Federal Government restrictions, limitations, and discrim- 
inations will continue to bo made against Inn* commercial interests- 
and prosperity.

With the experi- 
ence of the then recent; past the statesmen of 17HK-’H!) looked with 
far-seeing sagacity to the possibility of the loss of their liberties so 
dearly won, unless the new government; about to be adopted for their 
protection should be so limited and conllned in its powers and so 
arranged in its details as to receive its entire force, efilcncy, and 
power from the enlightened public sentiment of the country; the full, 
free, and cordial assent of the governed. This has always been the 
view entertained at the South in regard to the powers of (he .Federal 
Government. Indeed, one of the New England States, one which now 
denies the sovereignty of the several States, and is urging the Gov- 
ernment at Washington to use the power of the Army and Navy to 
reduce to subjection the seceding Southern States, on no loss than two 
occasions in its past history has claimed for itself the right to judge 
of the infractions of the Federal Constitution, and to assort its right 
and duty to dissolve all further connection with the Federal Union. 
The doctrine of State rights and State sovereignly, as enunciated 
and declared in the“ Virginia-Kentucky ” resolutions of ’7U, we have 
held to bo the chief safeguards of the liberties of the American 
people. For the 11 rat time in our national, history this doctrine has 
been ignored and denied by a commanding majority of the States of 
the Union. 

Our safety requires that we should look now alone to our own 
efforts and resources for the protection of our liberties and property 
so emphatically denied, to us by our Northern associates.

I fcako tlio liberty of transmitting, through you, to tho convention a 
copy of tho remarks I had tho honor to submit on the occasion.* 

What scorned to me the greatest obstacle to the immediate oo-opor- 
ation of North Carolina with the Confederate States was the belief 
entertained by tho larger number of her citizens that the Peace Con- 
ference (so called), then in session at Washington City, would grant 
the donunuls for new guaranties in tho Constitution made by Virginia 
and North Carolina; that their recommendation would lie sanctioned 
by the Congress of tho United States and adopted by the requisite 
majority of the States remaining in the old confederacy to make it 
a part of tho Constitution, and that upon this basis an entire recon- 
struction of! the Union would be offoetod. 

In combating this view I ventured the opinion that, so far as the 
action of tho Peace Conforonoo and Congress was concerned, this 
confidence would be disappoint od; but oven if it. was fully mot and 
sustained it would not be acceptable to the States that had seceded; 
that they had no objection to tho old Constitution, which, when prop- 
erly interpreted and fairly carried out, was adequate to secure all. tho 
objects for which it was formed; that there could be no more solemn 
or binding covenants than those contained in that instrument. Tho 
fault was not in the law, but in its execution. W e could not expect 
tlie Northern people to observo now compacts better than they had 
observed tho old; that thoy would have to be re-educated; their 
morals would havo to bo reformed and thoir very natures changed 
boforo we could again givo them our confidence. That ho far as we 
wero concerned tlie separation was “ final and irrevocable,” and tho 
pooplo of North Carolina wore therefore reduced, to the necessity of 
choosing botwoon an alliance with tlio North or witli tho Confederate 
States of America. I was fully justified in my statement as to tho dis- 
position of our pooplo to reconstruct by the declaration made by tho

Hon. L. P. Walker: 

Dear Sir: Your tologram about a disbursing dork duly roeoived 
and attended to without delay.* X have not yet boon al)lo to find ono 
who is properly recommended. Major Bolgov, of tho (Jnartornmstor’H 
Department, in tho Wav Office, is in search of wlmt is wanted, and 
believes ho can succeed in a day or two. Wo are feeling our way hero 
cautiously. We am playing' a gtnno in which time is our best advo- 
cate, and if our Government (mu hi afford the time I fool confident of 
winning. There is a terrific light in the Cabinet. Our policy is to 
encourage tho peace dement in the light, and at least blowup the 
Cabinet on the question. The outside pressure in favor of peace 
grows stronger every hour. Lincoln inclines to poace, and I have now 
no doubt that General Scott is Seward’s anxious and laborious coad- 
jutor in tho same direction. If Seward were not a coward, and would 
havo lmd an unofficial conference with us, we could have strengthened 
Ids hands. His refusal forced us to precipitate the official bombshell 
into tho Cabinet before lie was ready for it. Ho lias already had to 
bog for time. I repeat that I fool tho strongest conviction that if 
time would allow we could make our mission a success. Seward 
wantod time as much as we did, but his lack of nerve has lost it to 
him and to us. Nover was administration in Hindi a dilemma. The 
only question is with them which of Us two horns had it better be 
impaled over. Since the 4.-th of March two of the Republican illu- 
sions havo exploded — first, that it was very easy to re-en force the 
forts, and second, that they could collect the rovonuo on floating cus- 
tom-houses at sou. The great danger is that from Ignorance of the 
true state of things in tho .South they may blunder us into a war 
when they roally do not mean it. X think the great problem with the 
Administration is how to get out of a light without blowing up the 
Republican party. They believe, and wo encourage the pleasant 
thought, that in case of war their precious poisons would not ho safe 
In Washington. With prudence, wisdom, and brumous wo have the 
rascals “on the hip.”

Tho commit too appointed to examine into the condition of tho defenses of the 
ei i;y ol! Savannah and itn approaches, and to inquire wlmt addil.ioiml do Ponses, if 
any, may bo necessary, having ho far hr in their power porfornied. tho duty assigned 
thimi, report as follows: 

Having examined into tho condition of tho dofonsosof tho city of Savnnnuh 
and its approaches, and having taken tho opinions ol; persons skilled in Hindi mat- 
ters an to tho suflltiiomty of thoHO dofonsos, your committee report that tin? 
defenses of tho city of Savannah and its approaches, in lltoir proHout condition, 
aro entirely inadequate to itn protection, and could not resist a strong hostile 
attack, Thin bmdoquacy of these defenses arises mainly from a want of cannon, 
and especially from tho want of {funs of largo caliber and long raugo. Wo are 
assured iiy those skilled in tho Rcionco of dofonaivo operations that with usuili- 
oienoy of guns of tlio right kind tho dofonsos could soon he rendered complete. 
The groat difficulty 1ms boon, and continues to he, in procuring such guns us are 
needed for tlio defenses. Wo learn from His Excellency tho Governor of tho 
State that lie had a contract with an iron company in Pittsburg, Pa., for a mnu- 
bor of tmeli guns as aro most needed, Imfc that wlum the guns were made, an oh 
was tho prejudice of tlio people of that city agniiiHt the seceding SI tutus tlmt tlio 
contractors declined delivering tho guns and abandoned tho contract. This 
dolayod tho obtaining tho needed supply of guns, Tho Governor informs your 
commit too that hois now procuring a supply of such guns as are most needed 
from iron-works in the State of Virginia as fast as tho same can bo manufactured 
and forwarded. Tlio Government of tlio Confederacy lmving given notice to tho 
States of tho Uonfodormiy that it will take charge of all forts, arsenals, &c,, and 
of all military operations, il; might Hoom to bo tho duty of tlmt Government to 
provide for the defense of Savannah and of all oxposeil points of our Statu. 
When, however, worooolloot tlmt tho Government of the Confederacy is as yet 
only a provisional government, that it 1ms just been organised, uml is as yet with- 
out inonoy or tho moans of providing for tho common defense of all tho States, 
except as the money is furnished to it by tho States, and tlmt tho State of Georgia 
must, therefore, from tlio necessity of the case, furnish tlio money to provide for her 
own defense, your coimnittoo tblnlc that the surest and best, way of doing ho will 
bo for tho Btato to continue to purchase all the gnus tlmt may ho needed for tho 
defense of tho State, These guns will then lm the property of the State, and if 
at any time heroaftor it should l>n deemed advisable that tho hiumo should ho 
turned over to tho Government of tho Confederacy, after a permanent govern- 
ment is formed, and that the Government can receive and account for the guns 
on such terms as may ho agreed cm between this State and the Confederate Gov- 
ernment. your committee would therefore roeommond the passage of an ordinance 
authorizing and instructing thn Governor of this Btato to continue to pu relume, 
ns fast as tho same can bo procured, all such guns us aro or may bo necessary for 
tho dofonso of Savannah and itn approaches, os well us for tho defense of any 
other points on our Hoa-hourd where tho same may lie needed, It in of the first 
importance tlmt we make sure the dofonso of our own State. Such moneys, 
therefore, as aro intended for that purpose liadhost ho applied directly to that 
purpose by our Btuto. In commotion with tho foregoing, your committee further 
state that tho proHout want of cannon for our defenses, and the (lilltoulty of pro- 
curing thorn, led your oommlbtoo into tlio consideration of tho propriety of the 
adoption by the Btato of soiuo measure by which an curly and sure supply of arms 
may bo obtained by tho State. At present tho State is, us above mentioned, pro- 
curing cannon from iron-works in tho State of Virginia. The present indications 
aro that Virginia will at least for Homo time remain in the United .States. If hos- 
tilities should ocouv between tho United States and this Confederacy, tho owner 
of thoso works in Virginia could not continue to furnish us with guns without a 
violation of tho laws of tho Unitod States. There would, therefore, bo groat 
danger, incase war should occur botwoon tho United States and this Confederacy, 
that our supply of guns would bo cut oil at tho very time when wo might liuod 
thorn most. Wo could nob thon supply oursolvos from Europe, because guns 
would thon bocomo contraband articles. It is therefore a matter of tho greatest 
hnportanoo tlmt wo adopt moaBuvos to soouro a supply of largo guns (and tho 
satno may boHatd of all munitions of war) by having tho samo manufactured in 
our own Btato. To accomplish thiH object, good policy as well as economy 
dictates tho importance of our encouraging any poison or persons who may bo 
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disposed to do bo te oroot works for tho mamifmituro of camion, 
tion of such works would mjniro capital, and mon of capital will 
ombarkmg their capital in what would ho in this Stale a now bus 
some way soouvod against i,lio probability of loss. For these roat 
others which wo could urge, your committee recommend that one 
tnvoik to the erection of works in this .State for the nmnui'uofiirt 
tbo oiler oi a bonus to any person or company who shall at ( ho oai 
works in tins Slate lor tho nmmifuoturo and casting of cannon 
agree to furnish tho State at reasonable prices such number of e< 
other cannon as the State may require.

The powder was made by Du Pont & Co., of 
Wilmington, Dob, whose reputation is not unknown to you, and wo 
are satisfied of superior quality, and purchased at as low price, wo 
presume, as any of similar quality for some time past. The inclosed 
bill of it is actual cost, except the freight, which was advanced by our 
city. I would respectfully ask if it would suit you to take it. I am' 
not prepared just now to furnish statement of freight, but will, if 
desired. I have not yet seen the freight bills. I presume William 
Lb Johnston, esq., of this city, is mow in Montgomery on business Cor 
the Government, and to whom I would respectfully refer. He is well 
known to Mr. Momminger, Secretary of the Treasury. If Mr. John- 
ston has left I would refer to Sterling Lanier, esq., of tho Exchange 
Hotel, or Cob C. T. Pollard, president of the Montgomery and West 
Point Railroad.

Aild'irsa to the people- of Texas. 

Austin, March <W, 18(11. 

FlCLLOAV-OlTT/dCNS: 

’riie undersigned are a committee of tho convention to prepare a 
brief exposition of its proceedings, with reasons therefor, as an 
address to tho people for general information. Tho political crisis 
arose from an irreconcilable diversity of opinion between the North- 
ern and Southern portions of the United States of America as to rela- 
tive rights. Separation of Southern from Northern States was the 
leading object of the popular movement with a view to a consequent 
confederacy of seceded States as the best means, if not the only mode, 
of securing essential and inalienable rights. In this State the public 
mi ml was exorcised, by the question, of. our filial separation from all 
other States, Imt the idea of such a result had no favor and tho appre- 
hension of it was used as an argument against secession, Avlule the 
objection was met by the assured policy of a seceded confederacy. 
Hence, wit h rare exceptions the advocates and opponents of immedi- 
ate and separate secession of this State commenced, and prosecuted 
the can vass, differing on the leading proposition of secession, but unit- 
ing in opinion that, consummated secession should result in eonled- 
oration as an incident. Ho the decision was on secession. Early m 
tho canvass public sentiment was entitled to prompt facility lor its 
authoritative expression, and a call of the Legislature was earnestly 
claimed as the ordinary means. It is needless to recite any of the 
known particulars of executive opposition to the secession movement, 
but the substance of that opposition must always lie in mind in order 
to understand the popular action of this State. As a remedy against 
executive dictation in our State government and against a ruinous 
administration of the Federal Government the people had but one 
mode of action that was prescribed by and for themselves in the dec- 
laration of rights in our State constitution, as follows: 

Section I, All political power in inherent; in U»o liooplo, and all Ji'oo govorn- 
montu arc founded on their authority anil instituted for tlioir lionollt, and l hoy 
lmvo at all times tho inalienable right to alter, reform, or abolish then 1mm oL 
government in such manner as they may think expedient. 

To attain the objects, and under the necessity before stated, the peo- 
ple rose in tlioir sovereignty and constituted a convention to be the 
representation and instrumentality of their will. At tho oloetion o! 
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1,1)0 public necessities which caused l.lm convention demanded it H con- 
tinuance Cor imnmdinie and essential action. Kvon willing l<^isla(i v<i 
and executive fuimtionarios could not do wha t was necessary in many 
respects lor waul; of authority, and another con void, ion could not lm 
constituted in Mnm lor emergencies whieh did not, admit, of dolav 
Tim convention, as (,lio. authorized agency of intelligent public wiil 
proceeded to do whatever Mm occasion required, but, no morn. The 
ordinance of secession involved Mm public safely, which could not, be 
secured by means of Mm ordinary govern meal,, and a commit, I, eo of 
safety was constituted wit h adequate powers l.o provide means and to 
control (.lie II. S. military force with its incidents within this .State 
and to substitute indispensable temporary protection. Further to 
secure the public safely and l.o obtain other inestimable advantages 
from immediate connection with the Stales which had finally .seceded 
and were then in convention n't Montgomery, Ala., delegates to that 
convention wore elected, to be advisory ns to interests of this Stale, 
until the consummation of its separation, and then to partielpute on 
terms of equality in administration of a provisional government and 
in preparation of a constitution for a permanent confederacy. Mein- 
over, to promote security and other manifest benetits from’ Mm con- 
templated confederacy, commissioners were delegated to Arizona and 
New Mexico to procure their co-operation, and other commissioners 
wore sent, l.o the Ohoclaw, Ohiokasaw, Creek, and Cherokee Nations 
to aid in preparing them for alliance with such confederacy. Also 
other corresponding measures of minor importance were adopted. 

Having made such arrangements for parts of the great popular 
enterprise, the eonvention adjourned on the fith of February to meet 
utfain on the Bd of March, as a continued agency to execute the pub- 
lic will. On the day for ratification or rejection of the ordinance for 
separation I, lie whole subject was before the voters — (, 1 m stale of the 
general crisis; what the convention itself had done; wlmt its commit- 
tee of safely was doing during Mm rooms; what commissioners were to 
do, and wlmt was the incipient relation and prospect of permanent 
connection of this .State wit, 1 1 the confederacy. The convention acted 
and proposed, l.o net as the authorized agent of the people, and they had 
an opportunity to allirm or disaffirm such agency by ratifying or 
rejecting its principal act. The result of the election on the secession 
ordinance shows more than 1 . 1 1 mo in favor of it, to one against it, and 
an aggregate of oyer (»(),()()() votes — some additions to the regular 
announcements being made by subsequent ollieial returns— and the 
returns of I BO counties being included, while only three small eouii- 
ties are not included of all that have been organized. The conven- 
tion reassembled on the Bd of March, and soon found that the election 
had reindorsod it as the public agency for Mm political reformation 
which was in progress. During the recess the committee of safety 
by its agents, with Mm spontaneous and patriotic, co-operation of citi- 
zen soldiery, had made arrangements for removing from Texas by the 
safe, coast route the whole military force within Texas pertaining to 
the Union and for Mm surrender of all property and possessions (with 
small honorary exceptions) hold in Texas by the Federal Govern- 
ment. Tim execution of such arrangements has progressed nearly to 
completion ami so as to leave no doubt of full accomplishment at an 
early date without any violent collision, although the just apprehen- 
sion of it, caused indispensable preparation. The troops thus caliod 
into Mm Held and some others have supplied the place of those sent 
away, as well as circumstances would allow, and will continue to do 
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so unt.il superseded by regular forces. Details of the proceedings of 
til ni Committee of Public, Safety cannot, bo hem admitted, but, l, hoy are 
otherwise published, and they do honor to the committee and (dioir 
agents, while sustaining' the convention for constituting such power 
as a temporary necessity. The convention found that the Constitu- 
tion for tlio Provisional Government of the Confederacy was well 
adapted to tho emergency without departing from any essential prin- 
ciple of tho Union Constitution, and the measures of the Provisional 
Government appeared to be well adapted to circumstances. The 
selection of persons for the Presidency and Vice-Presidency seemed 
to be entirely appropriate. The convention had no hesitation in 
expressing a formal approval of the Constitution and administration 
of tho Provisional Government, which was not to continue longer than 
one year, and was to bo superseded within that time by a permanent 
government. It would bo out of place hero to state what tho Provis- 
ional Government has clono, unless in connection with some action of 
the convention. But it is proper to say that the measures of that 
Government have superseded tho action of this State on postal affairs 
and on revenue by customs. Under that, temporary Government also 
tho judicial jurisdiction is similar to that of the Federal Government, 
but with one judge to each State. As to military and naval affairs tho 
Provisional Government has provided so that, the convention did not 
deem its action necessary, except as before slated, and to raise ono 
regiment of mounted volunteers to servo twelvemonths, unless sooner 
discharged. That Government is raising in Texas another similar 
regiment and will doubtless accept the former. 

A law of the last session of the present Legislature provided another 
mode of defense by small companies of citizens as minuiemon along 
the whole line of frontier from the Rio G ramie to Red River. All 
these forces aro considered more available for protection against 
Indians and other marauders than any previous forces in Texas since 
its annexation to tho Union Government. Rut there is a deficiency 
in artillery, infantry, and engineering forces for which the Provisional 
Government is making provision. So there is a bettor prospect and 
assurance of protection than lias heretofore boon given with reference 
to the interior frontier, and the change of circumstances must super- 
induce hotter preparations for defense along the coast. Moreover, 
tho Legislature is in session and has power to provide further against 
insurrection or invasion if occasion should require. Secession from 
tho Union and connection with tho Confederacy caused a necessity 
fora change in tho State constitution, so that tho oath of office should 
have the “Confederate States of America” substituted for the “ United 
States of America.” One ordinance made this change and another 
prescribed tho times and modes for taking the oath by all present ami 
future officers of tho State, declaring a vacancy in ease of any failure 
to take the oath as required. The manner of requirement followed tho 
examples of other States where willing officials were not captious. 
The lieutenant-governor, commissioner of tho general land office (who 
was opposed to secession), comptroller, State treasurer, attorney- 
general, all of tho supreme and district judges who were in Austin, 
every member of the State Senate, every member of the House of Rep- 
resentatives except one, and many county officers wlm were in Austin, 
promptly took tlio oath proscribed by the amended constitution. Of 
those who thus took tho oath a considerable proportion had opposed 
secession, but tho Governor and secretary of state declined to take 
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without; delay would give to it additional st-vongl.li and promote early 
success in it s iiogot.ijif.ionH as to peace with the old Government, ns to 
the procurement; of money, as to recognition l>y oilier nations, mid 
as to commercial relations. Moreover, the prompt ami permanent 
connection of Texas with the Confederacy could not fail to have a 
favorable influence on the border States as inducement; for them to 
abandon their equivocal positions and connect themselves with tludr 
more Southern sisters and natural associations. A like in II nonce 
would materially affect immigration from those States, conducing to 
the advantage of the immigrants and to the growth of this State, hi 
view of such considerations the convention promptly and finally on 
the 23d of March ratified, accepted, and adopted the Const itut ion by 
a vote of 128 alliri natives to 2 negatives. A copy of this guaranty 
for our future liberty is annexed to this address as a part of it, so 
that the public may have a connected view of the progress and result 
of the recent, wonderful political enterprise of the people of this 
State. The people will see that the Constitution of the Coufederato 
States of America is copied almost entirely from the Constitution of 
tho United States. The few changes made aro admitted by all. to bo 
improvements. Lot every man compare the new with the old and. see 
for himself that west-ill cling to tho old Constitution made by our 
fathers. 

But the connection of Texas with the Confederacy involved a 
necessity for modifications of our State constitution so that it- should 
be in conformity with our new relation, and another consequent 
necessity requires that the Legislature should have some extension 
of power to raise funds within bounds and on terms that would be 
safe and beneficial for the Stale. Such modifications were made. 
The convention realized that, other changes of tho State constitution 
were desirable, but its amendments wore confined to particulars which 
were considered to bo necessary parts of the great; political change, 
Many other interesting incidents might be stated, but; they would 
eauso this address to be tedious, and the foregoing outline may 
enable the pooplo to take a connected and orderly view of tho sub- 
stance of proceedings by which there has been accomplished a polit- 
ical reformation which lias no parallel, considering the opposing 
circumstances and tho triumphant successes. The pooplo of Texas 
have assorted their sovereignty. They have dissolved their connec- 
tion with a Government whoso administrative power had been aug- 
mented and directed so that it would procure their ruin. They have 
connected themselves with another Government whose foundations 
give tho most hopeful assurance of permanent const, itutioim! liberty. 
By two general elections ami two meet ings of tho convention in a 
State of vast area within .seventy-eight days the whole change of 
government lias boon completed. The popular demonstrations’ have 
overcome thousands of tho Uogulnr Army of the old Government, ami 
an opposing minority of citizens without; bloodshed. 1C very citizen, 
if lie will, may look with patriotic pride on the consummated refor- 
mation whose progress caused no vital interruption in public or private 
business and whoso result; is an nssumuco of the Best, security ami 
enjoyment which human government can alTord. W lieu permanently 
successful such a remodeling of government, embracing our compli- 
cated system of reserved .State rights ami delegated confederate 
authority, may give a better guaranty than all history that our 
pooplo at least are capable of instituting and maintaining free govern- 
ment. Tho convention having linislied its work in harmony with the 
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lor tho best places,” bul, only to say that the rule adopted seemed to 
bo different from what wns adopted by mysoll', and so far as it Imd 
transferred orehanged Uio relative rank the oflieors had borne lo each 
other in the South Carolina service, it might produce some “tempo- 
mry complaint,” and 1 only nimitionod it ns an excuse for wlmt you 
might hoar, and T did not think it — tlio ooinplaint — would last long. 
You say there was “ nooomity requiring this I lepartmont to appoint in 
l,ho Army of tho Confederate States fho oflieors of tlio army of South 
Carolina. Your oritioism, thorol'oro, in this particular strikes mo as 
being untenable.” I regret you should lutvo so understood my 
remarks no i mooted with tlio appoi n talents. 1 certainly never moaut 
to urge that there was any comity requiring the appoiutmont of 
o minors in tho forces of this State, but only stated the circumstances 
to' apologize for any complaints that might he made from our officers 
because tlioir relative, <fce., rank had boon changed. You say also, 
“Now, if wo adopted tho rule to incorporate into the Army of this 
Government all the ol'lioors of tho regular armies of the several States, 
every olVicor resigned from the service of tho United States would be 
excluded, for there are more o dicers in the armies of Mississippi and 
South Carolina than thorn will Im in the Army of tho Confederate 
States.” T did not moan to urge tho appointment of all our ol’lioors 
into the Regular Army of the Confederate Government, lmt desired to 
present their claims, so far as our regular force was concerned, to bo 
retained for their term of service — one year — as a regular local or gar- 
rison force on the coast of South Carolina; but if I had urged the 
appointment of all the oflieors Into the lingular Army, that would not 
“have excluded every olHeor resigned from the service of the United 
States,” for out of fifteen captains 1 appointed twelve were actually 
officers in tho U. S. Army, resigned, and none below rank, of: first 
lieutenant. A colonel, lieutenant-colonel, and major of infantry 
were also officers resigned from the U. S. Army. The lieutenant- 
colonel of artillery was also originally in the U. S. Army. The major 
of our dragoons was also captain in the 1J7 S. dragoons; so, too, 
many of our lieutenants wore graduates of West Point and in the 
Army. I merely write to explain that I in reality had no intention 
to do anything more in my last communication than to explain the 
position of the oflieors in the force we have raised, in order that 
everything might be understood if any temporary excitement (par- 
ticularly from the first list of appointments published, which turned 
out to be incorrect) or ooinplaint might bo made. I hope everything 
will bo arranged with perfect satisfaction, as the convention is now 
to decide upon what will he definitely done with all our forces.

applicable at all to any “provisional forces.” I see no complication 
in Mm law. Hut the fuels as stated in your letter give rise to a d i (11- 
cnlfy in Mm application of the law. From the very force ol circum- 
stances, from the exigency of public affairs, you. have not been able 
to keep your “provisional forces” distinct from your volunteers. 
You have not had the men raised by the Stales transferred to you in 
Mm manner anticipated by the Congress. Stale troops and volim oor 
companies and battalions are all fused into one force that is called 
the Provisional Army. It is thus impossible to apply the nppropna- 
fions in strict accordance with tlm letter of tlm law. 1 cannot answer 
your (luestion otherwise than to say that under the law neither of the 
appropriations is applicable fo your whole I’rov.s.ona Army ns nmv 
constituted; that Mm only course that seems practicable is to make a 
calculation us nearly exact as possible of the relative proportions or 
volunteers and provisional forces that now compose your I rovisional 
Army, according fo Mm distinction between these two classes of forces 
above set foM.li, and to draw from Mm $5,000, (Mil) appropriation such 
proportion ns is applicable to tlm volunteers, and Iron) thiuipjwiipria- 
(ion for the Regular Army the remainder ol the sum.

A large force will probably, and if at all, almost 
immediately, be needed to resist the coercive measures. of the Wash- 
ington Administration. To meet this condition of affairs this Depart- 
ment, acting with reference to the power vested in the Executive by 
the act of the Congress entitled “An net to provide for tho public 
dofense,” suggests to Your Excellency the necessity of calling at once 
for 11,000 volunteers, to be drilled, equipped, and hold in instant readi- 
ness to meet any requisition from this Department. Those troops 
will, of course, not be receiving pay until they shall be mustered into 
service, but the emergency is so pressing that Your Excellency will 
fully appreciate the great importance of thorough preparation, espe- 
cially in regard to instant capacity to move. A similar request has 
been addressed to the Executive of each of the Confederate States. 
Asking an early reply to the suggestion above made,

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to |:ako lie r place. For tho same purposes the road should bo fully 
supplied with light pole-ears at short and convenient distances along 
its length. Those are lighter and more easily operated than hand- 
ears, which are also useful. Tar barrels or other materials for beacon 
(ires might also be advantageously placed at eon veil ioiit stations oil 
the road, to give warning to the neighborhoods, to lie (i rod only by 
the subaltern oflieers of the Army or of the railroad when ordered. 

Third. Every bridge, and important culvert on the road should be 
guarded day ami night by at least two well-armed watchmen, to pro- 
tect them from being tired or blown up or otherwise injured by emis- 
saries of the enemy. Those watchmen should also be furnished with 
means of obstructing or breaking up the track at a short distance 
from their bridge or culvert when they have received orders to do so 
through the alarm engine or polo-ear, so as to give them time, after 
the enemy is certainly and actually near at hand, to destroy or weaken, 
by burning, blowing up, or sawing timbers, their bridge or culvert, 
under orders of their superior railroad o nicer or of the military com- 
mander for the district. But without such order no injury should in 
any event, bo done, or permitted to bo done, by such watchmen to any 
such bridge or culvert. Any disregard of (his last regulation might be 
most disastrous to the State and should he severely punished. There 
is great danger of such disaster from the violence oJ! excited or panic- 
stricken persons or bodies of men, and a strong guard may bo needed 
to prevent it. 

Fourth. Engineers and machinists should ho instructed on the cer- 
tain, but only ou the certain, and near approach of an overpowering 
force of the enemy to remove and carry away or effectually conceal the 
main connecting rods of their engines, whether on tho road or in any 
engine-house or workshop, thus thoroughly and to the enemy irrep- 
arably disabling, without permanently injuring, tho engines. 

Fifth. All burden, box, or house cars should at once have eloats 
of wood, fastened at suitable heights and distances to their inner 
sides, with strong planks, cut to the exact inner width of tho ear, to 
place on them as seats for troops, when more arc to l)e transported 
than can be carried in the passenger-cars. Whon not used for this 
purpose these planks should ho laid flat on tho floor of tho ear, so as 
at once to bo in place whon needed, and when not needed to leavo it 
free to bo used for freight. 

Sixth. Every railroad company should at once strengthen all its 
open flat-cars, and, as far as it can conveniently do so, build others 
of the strongest practicable pattern and material, for the transporta- 
tion of heavy ordnance. 

Seventh. Safety to lives and the protection both of trains and roads 
from destruction by collisions make it imperatively necessary that all 
trains should bo regulated in their speed and movements by no one 
except the conductors or engineers of such trains, in accordance with 
tho regulations and time-tables of the company. Disregard of this 
regulation will iuovitably result in collisions, with all their conse- 
quent injuries to persons, to tho road, and to the State, and obstruc- 
tion and privation. of the use of the road and machinery for an 
indefinite period of time. It cannot ho too rigorously observed and 
enforced.

A P.ROOFjAMATK>N MY JOHEIMt R. r.UOVVN, GOVERNOR OF GEORGIA. 

Whereas, by the oppressive and wicked conduct of the Government 
and people of that pari, of the late United States of America known 
aa tlio anti-slavery Si.al.oH, war aoi.ua.lly exists between thorn and tlio 
people of tlio Southern Staton; and 
Whereas, tlio President of tlio Uni tod Staton has iwmiod his procla- 
mation declaring Ida dotormination to blockade the ports of the 
Southern States ami is now col looting Federal troops upon Sou thorn 
Hoil for the purpose of subjugating and enslaving us; and 
Whereas, property belonging to citizens of the State of Goorgia, 
whenever found within the anti-slavery States, is seized and forcibly 
taken from its owners; and 

Whereas, all contracts made with the enemy during tlio existence of 
hostilities are, by the law of nations, illegal and void, and all remedies 
for the enforcement of contracts in our courts between citizens of 
this State and citizens of tlio States now making war upon us, which 
were made prior to the commencement of hostilities, are suspended 
till the termination of the war; and 
Whereas, in the language of the law of nations, * ‘ tlio purchase of 
bills on the enemy’s country, or the remission and deposit of funds 
there, is a dangerous and illegal act, because it may be cherishing tlio 
resources and relieving the wants of the enemy; and the remission of 
funds in money or bills to subjects of the enemy is unlawful;” and 
'Whereas, sound policy, as well as international law, absolutely for- 
bids that any citizen of' this State shall, under any pretext whatever, 
assist the enemy by remitting, paying, or furnishing any money or 
other thing of value, during the continuance of hostilities, to the 
Govern incut or people of the States which have waged and arc main- 
taining a most unnatural and wicked war against us; and 
Whereas, justice requires that all sums due from citizens of this 
State to individuals in such hostile States who do not uphold and sus- 
tain the savage and cruel warfare inaugurated by their Government 
should be promptly paid so soon as hostilities have ceased and the 
independence of tlie Confederate States is recognized by the Govern- 
ment of the United States: 

Therefore, in view of tlieso considerations, I, Joseph K Brown, 
Governor and commander-in-chief of the army and navy of the State 
of Goorgia, do issue this my proclamation, commanding and enjoin- 
ing upon each citizen or inhabitant of this State that lie abstain 
absolutely from all violations of the law above recited, and that ho 
do not, under any pretext whatever, remit, transfer, or pay to tlio 
Government of the United States, or any one of the States composing 
said Government which is known as a froo-soil State, including among 
others the States of Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, and Ohio, or to any citizen or 
inhabitant of any 'such State, any money, bills, drafts, or other things 
of value, either in payment of any debt due or hereafter to become 
due, of, for, or on account of any other cause whatever, until the ter- 
mination of hostilities.

I refer you especially to that report, and commend to your consider- 
ation and approval i.lm suggestions made to render Mm sendee more 
efllcienti by increasing both the number of regiments in the Regular 
Army and Mm number of otlieers in llm different slatV corps now 
authorized bylaw. It will be seen that, In addition to tlm regular 
troops and tlm provisional forces of South Carolina, (*0,000 volunteers 
have been conditionally called for under your requisitions of March 
and April; and tlmt because of new emergencies arising since the Kith 
of April, an additional force of 15,000 has been asked lor. Under 
these calls ‘JO, 000 men have been placed under the control of the Con- 
federate Government, and are now in position on our sea-board, 
while 1(1,000 and more ha ve been accepted and are being forwarded 1:o 
their destination. It, is more than probable that existing circum- 
stances will require that, a, II of those conditional demands of the Gov- 
ernnmut, upon the States Khali he made absolute, and our immense 
frontier lines, north, south, and west, either now existing or soon to 
be acquired, without regard to other considerations scarcely loss 
exacting, demand Mm increase asked for in the Regular Army. 

The Quart, ermast or-( JeneraPs Department has been placed in charge 
of Lieut, Col. A. C. Myors, as Acting Quartermaster-General, and that 
officer has prepared under my instructions Mm estimates pertaining to 
his department, ineluding the pay of officers and soldiers lor a force 
in tlm field of 100,001) men Cor nine months and twenty- live days, to 
complete the lineal year terminating the I.NMi day of February, 

TJm estimates of appropriations for the Commissary-General s Depart- 
ment, under charge of Lieut. Col. L. lb Northrop, for tlm subsistence 
of tlm same forces, are made for the same period. I hewn estimates 
call for large appropriations, l.mt I am convinced that they cannot be 
reduced with any proper regard for efiieient operations. I he reports 
of the Quart, or mastor-t Jeimral and tlm Commissary-Gonoval, respec- 
tively, marked li and C,* will furnish Mm details on which tlmso esti- 
mates a, re based.

Tho eorrospondeneo liomwil.1i submil, toil, marked (4,* 
discloses the bad faith of the Government at Washington and reveals 
the circumstances under which tho instant, reduction of Fort Sumtor 
was rendered imperative. Next in importance to Fort Sumtor tho 
attention of the Government has beam claimed by Fort Pickens. Tho 
command of tho harbor of Pensacola was assigned at an early day to 
15 ,. j„. (j 011i Hraxtou Bragg, who is still in charge of the operations 
a-'aTnst Fort Pickens. That skillful officer has boon strengthening 
Ids works and augmenting his ability lor tho reduction of this for- 
midable stronghold, wlii«h was powerfully re-eu forced by thoGovem- 
ment at Washington in violation of the agreement between its 
authorities and those of the government of Florida, and renewed 
between General Bragg, in behalf of tho Confederate States, and tho 
XJ S oflloer in coininaml at the post, as well as the officer in command 
of tlie IT. B. Hoot, as will appear from tho correspondence hereto 

appended, marked II. t . ..... 

The defenses of the mouths of the Mississippi have received that 
attention their importance demanded. Tho armaments of Forts Jack- 
son and Saint Philip have been strengthened, and they lutvo also boon 
garrisoned by a force which is believed to bo sufficient for tho protec- 
tion of tho city of New ( irlonns. Fort Morgan, in Mobile Harbor, has 
boon placed bum elUeiout condition. It is fully manned and possesses 
o,i ample armament. Tho command of Colonel Hardee, in charge of 
the fort, 1ms boon extended to Grant’s Pass, and tho supervision of all- 
other approaches to tho harbor of Mobile. Tim cut tor Morgan, belong- 
ing to tho Government, Ims been placed at his disposal, and ho has 
l,oon instructed to erect batteries at such points as he may doom nec- 
essary for perfect defense and security. Fort .Pulaski, at the mouth of 
the Savannah River, 1ms been quite recently transferred to this Gov- 
ernmontby the State of Georgia, but it now has an (dl.ootivo arnnunoiit 
and isfullygarrisoiiod, and is in command of Brig. tioii. A. R. Lawton, 
of tlfo provisional forces. Certain points on the Mississippi River m 
the States of Tennessee and Arkansas, although without the limits of 
the Confederacy, have assumed no little importance m connection with 
current events. Among these are Memphis and Ilolona, at each ot 
which it is believed that batteries can booroctod that would efl'octual Ly 
command tho river. These places being within the territory of States 
entirely friendly to this Government, tho Department had no hesita- 
tion iii detailing an officer to make- examinations, with tho view ot 
erecting such works as might be judged expedient to prevent a descent 
of the Mississippi by an invading force from the North, loxas in. 
exercised tho solicitude of this Department to no inconsiderable extent. 
Constant importunities have been received from tho Governor and 
other prominent citizens of that State, urging upon this Government 
the care of the lino of the Rio Grande, the coast line embracing the 
harbor of Galveston and her immense extent of Indian frontier. Y\ ltn 
a sincere wish to afford tho desired protection, ( Lieutenant bnyro, of 
the Confederate Navy, was dispatched to Texas in March last to i mus- 
ter into service a regiment of mounted riflemen, under commanc j . 
Col. Henry 1«. .McCulloch, and since then an additional regime it < i f 
cavalry Inis been authorial.

Mr. President, 
there arc many in here that have served in the Florida war, and also 
served with distinction in Urn I tattles of (.Jerro Uordo, Ohapultepoo, 
and Monterey. I am a true Southerner hy hirth and can assure you, 
Mr. President, that the same military spirit that pervades my country- 
men outside exists also amongst uswilhin these prison walls. Mr. 
President, there are enough of hrave men within the prison walls of 
the South to form several full regiments, and lam fully con lident that 
not an oflieor in tho (.Jon federate Stales that would object to command 
them. During the ( Vmioan war a. similar plan was submitted to the 
llritish Admiralty, emanating from prisoners, who at once laid the 
matter he fore some of the most experienced officers in England. It 
immediately met their approbation, and, in fact, they offered to com- 
mand them, hut the fall of Sebastopol and with it peace being consum- 
mated put an cud to the scheme. II. is true, Mr, President, we iiave 
committed overt aels, hut I am convinced that if you, together with 
the several (tovernors of the seeeded States, will hut give us a. chance 
in this coining campaign, I am confident that wo will prove to tho 
South by many a well-eon tested battle that we were worthy of the 
gonorosity of those who raised us from a degrading position to light 
the battles for (he land we hive and revere.

national government, set lip nhoiu’ ami over (lie Stab's. An organ i- 
xalJoii created by tlm States to secure the blessings of liberty and 
independence against forc.iyit- aggression, has been gradually per- 
verted into a. machine for their control in their (lomcmc allairs. I ho 
ar.ulmr has been exalted above its errainr. s; the privripal . n have 
boon made subordinate to tlm tufml- appointed by themselves. I ho 
people of the Southern States, whose almost exclusive occupation was 
agriculture, early perceived a tendency in the Northern States to 
render the coni inon government subservient to tlmir own purposes by 
imposing burdens on commerce ns a protection to tlmir manufactur- 
ing and shipping interesls. Long and angry controversies grow out 
of those attempts, often successful, to benefit one section of the 
country at the expense of the other. And tlm danger of disruption 
arising from this cause was enhanced by tlm I act Mult tlm Northern 
population was increasing, by immigration and other causes, m a 
greater ratio than the population of Mm South. jiy degrees, as tlm 
Northern States gained preponderance in the National Congress, sell' 
interest taught tlmir people to yield ready assent to any plausible 
advocacy of tlmir right as a majority to govern tlm minority without 
control. They learned lo listen with impatience to the suggestion ol.

Kinadly a, great parly was organized for the purpose of 
obtaining Mm administration of 1dm ( iovoriuimiit, with the avowed 
object of using its power for flm total exclusion of tlm slave Slates 
from all participation in l.lm Imnelits of Mm public, domain acquired 
bv adl tlm States in common, wild, her by conquest or purchase; ol 
surrounding them entirely by States in which slavery should be pro- 
hibited; of thus rendering Mm property in slaves so insecure as to be 
comparatively worthless, mid thereby annihilating in effect property 
worth thousands of millions of dollars. 'Plus party, thus organized, 
succeeded in the month of November last in the election ol its candi- 
date for Mm Presidency of the United States. 

In the meantime, under Mm mild and genial climate ol tlm South- 
ern States and 1dm increasing cure and attention lor Mm well-being 
and comfort of Mm laboring class, dictated alike by interest and 
humanity, tin' African slaves bad augmented in number from about 
(100,0110, at tile date of Mm adoption of Mm constitutional compact, 
to upward of 4, 000, 000. In moral and social condition limy had been 
elevated from brutal savages into docile, intelligent, and civilized agri- 
cultural laborers, and supplied not only with bodily coin torts but with 
careful religious instruction. . Under the supervision of a superior 
race their labor lmd boon so directed as not only to uIIoav a gradual 
and marked amelioration of their own condition, but to convert hun- 
dreds of thousands of square miles of tlm wilderness into cultivated 
lands covered with a prosperous people; towns and cities had. sprang 
into existence, and had rapidly increased in wealth and population 
under tlm social system of Mm South; the while popu it.ion of Mm 
Southern slave-holding States had augmented from about 
the date of Mm adoption of the Constitution to more than 
in 18(50; and the productions of Mm South in cotton, rice, sugar, and 
tobacco, for the full development and continuance of which Mm labor 
of African slaves was and is indispensable, had swollen to an amount, 
which formed nearly time-fourths of tlm exports of Mm whole United 
States and had become absolutely necessary to tlm wants of civilized 
man. With interests of such overwhelming magnitude imperiled, 
the people of the Southern States were driven by the conduct ot the 
North to the adoption of sonm course of action to avert tlm danger 
with which they wore openly menaced. With tins view the Legisla- 
tures of the several States invited tlm people to select delegates to 
conventions to be held for the purpose of determining tor themselves

Aided by 
tlioir cordial cooperation and that of thn Secretary of State, every 
olt’orh compatible with solf-rospool. and tho dignity of I, ho (Jonfederaey 
was exhausted boforo I allowed inysolf to yiold to tho conviction that 
tlio Uovernmeiit of tho 'Ifni tod States was determined to attempt tho 
conquest of this pooplu and that our cherished hopos of peace worn 
unattainable. 

On tho arrival of our o.onimissionors in Washington on tho fith of 
March thoy postponed, at tho suggestion of a friendly intermediary, 
doing more than giving informal notion ol! thoir arrival. This was 
done with avlow to afford thno to tho I’rosident, who had jus!, boon 
inaugurated, for tho discharge of other pressing official duties in the 
organization of his Administration boforo engaging Ids attention in 
the object of their mission. It was not until tho 13th of the month 
that they officially addressed the Secretary of State, informing him of 
file purpose of their arrival, and stating, in Mio language of their 
instructions, thoir wish “to make to the < loviummonl. of the United 
States overturns for tho opening id' negotiations, assuring the (lovcrn- 
inont of the United Slates that tho President, (.'engross, and people 
of the Confederate States earnestly desire a peaceful solution of these 
great questions; that if is neither their interest nor thoir wish to 
make any demand which is not founded on strictest justice, nor do 
any net to injure thoir late confederates.” 

To this communication no formal reply was received until the Hth 
of April. During tlie interval the commissioners had consented to 
waive all questions of form. With the linn resolve to avoid war if 
possible, they went so far even as to hold during that long period 
unofficial intercourse through an intermediary, whose high position 
ami character inspired the hope of success, and through whom con- 
stant assurances were received from tho Government of the United 
States of peaceful intentions; of the determination to evacuate Port 
Sumter; and further, that no measure changing the existing status 
prejudicially Id the Confederate States, especially at Port Pickens, 
was in contemplation, bu t I hat in the event of any change of intention 
on the subject, notice would he given to the commissioners. The 
crooked paths of diplomacy can scarcely furnish an example so want- 
ing in courtesy, in candor, and directness as was the course of the 
United States Government toward our commissioners in Washington. 
For proof of this f refer to the annexed documents marked—,"' taken 
in connection with further facts, which 1 now proceed to relate. 

Early in April the attention of the whole country, as well as that of 
our commissioners, was attracted, to extraordinary preparations for 
an extensive military and naval expedition in New York and other 
Northern ports. These preparations commenced in secrecy, for an 
expedition whose destination was concealed, only became known wlion 
nearly completed, and on the fitli, hth, anil 7th. of April, transports 
and vessels of war with troops, munitions, and military supplies sailed 
from Northern ports bound southward. Alarmed by so extra ord inary

Sir: I wrote you on the 2(»th ol! April, requesting the appointment 
of a paymaster-general for (.ho forces (lull, am now lioro in l;ho Con- 
federate service, and also a commissary-general, ho as (.o have every- 
thing reduced to ouo system, and as soon ns these affinors am appointed 
by you I will withdraw those T have appointed from sendee. In all 
tins General 1 lean regard eoneurs. The regiments that have been 
called into sendee were so nailed, under requisitions from your. Dopart- 
mont and also under express orders from General I loan regard. I 
consider them as volunteers from South Carolina, and if two or more 
regiments are brought together (.hey are subjoet to the command, of a 
general nppoi tiled by the President, particularly if called out of the 
State. I consider these volunteer regiments as volunteers from South 
Carolina, and not tech ideally wlmt may be called provisional forces 
or the Provisional Army, for our enlisted and regular troops are con- 
stituting a part of the' Provisional Army. Tf I understand it, the 
Confederate Government propose to have a regular standing army, 
enlisted for a term not shorter than three years, and our regular 
enlisted battalion of artillery and part of a regiment of infantry 
could not bo received into the Regular Army of the Confederate Gov- 
ernment, because its time of enlistment was too short and the officers 
woro not appointed by the President; but tlmro is no difficulty in 
their being’ transform! over to the Con fed crate forces as part of the 
Provisional Army, as is done from Georgia aad other States. Then 
thoreis in contemplation a volunteer force, to be formed of regiments, 
battalions, and companies besides, which in like manner, when two 
or more regiments are together, maybe commanded by a general, from 
tho Confederate States, appointed by the President, or, if ho chooses, 
designated, from one of our generals appointed over our volunteer 
organization, but. just as the President orders. 

There are, then, three distinct services: First, a Rogular Army of 
tho Confederate Government, then a Provisional Army, and then a 
force composed of volunteer regiments from the States, but still 
known as volunteers for a. year’s service, composed of men not enlisted 
or drafted. Our volunteer regiments are of this kind, ready for serv- 
ice, and ready to obey any generals appointed or designated by the 
President of 'the Confederate Government. If I am understood in 
this, please lot me know ill I am right, so there may be no misunder- 
standing. Our organization of 10,000 men into rogimonts was made 
under an act passed when we wore a State by ourselves and before 
any provisional government had been formed, and therefore might 
sooin to have been formed for the State alone; but the convention of 
the Stato, through our representatives, formed a Provisional Govern- 
ment, which I consider as binding upon us as our own State govern- 
ment, and have therefore considered tho defense oi those Confederate 
States as tho defense of South Carolina, and the organization of our 
volunteer regiments is the most efficient that can bo made at present. 
I therefore think the conditions abovo indicated as just to thorn, and 
not at all impairing the efficiency of tho forces that may be required 
for tho Confederate .Government.

AN ACT to provide for tho uppoiiitmnnl. of olmplainH in tho Army. 

Section I. The. Oonyrenn of the. Confederate Staten of America, do 
enact, That thorn shall bo appointed by tlio President snob number of 
chaplains, to servo with tho armios of tho Confederate States during' 
tho existing - war, as ho may doom expedient; and tho President shall 
assign them to such regiments, brigades, or posts as ho may doom 
necessary ; and the appointments made as aforesaid shall expire when- 
ever tho existing war shall terminate. , . 

SEC. 2. The monthly pay of said chaplains shall bo $8fi; and said 
pay shall be in full of all allowances whatever.

Sec. 14. That on all goods, wares, and merehandiso captured and 
imulo good and lawful prizes of war by any private armed ship having 
commission or letters of mart] no and reprisal under this act, and 
brought into Ihe Confederate States, there shall bo allowed a deduc- 
tion of per cent, on the amount of duties imposed by law. 

Sec. Ifi. That per centum on the net amount (after deducting all 
charges and expenditures) of tho prize money arising from captured 
vessels ami cargoes, and on the not amount of the salvage of vessels 
and cargoes recaptured by the private armed vessels of tho Confeder- 
ate States, shall he secured and paid over to the collector pr other 
cliiof ollieer of tho customs, at the port or placo In tho Confederate 
Slates at. which such captured or recaptured vessels may arrive, or to 
tho consul or other public, agent of the Confederate States residing at 
the port or place not within tho Confederate States at which such 
captured or recaptured vessel may arrive. And the moneys arising 
therefrom shall bo held, and are hereby pledged by tho Government 
of tho Confederate States as a fund for the support and maintenance 
of the widows and orphans of such persons as may bo slain, and for 
the support and maintenance of such persons as maybe wounded and 
disabled on board of the private armed vessels com missioned as afore- 
said, in any engagement with the enemy, to be assigned and dis- 
tributed in such manner as shall hereafter be provided by law.

Presidents instructions to private armed vessels. 

1. The tenor of your commission, under the act of Congress entitled 
"An act recognizing the existence of war between tho United States 
and the Confederate States, and concerning lottors of marque, prizes, 
and prize goods,” a copy of which is hereto annexed, will bo kept 
constantly in your view. Tho high seas, referred to in your com- 
missions, you will understand generally to refer to low water mark, 
but with the exception of the space within one league or throe 
miles from the shore of countries at peace both with tho United States 
and the Confederate Stales. You may, nevertheless, execute your 
commission within that distance of tho shore of a nation at war with 
tho United States, and even on the waters within the jurisdiction of 
such nation, if permitted to do so. 

2. You are to pay the strictest regard to the rights of neutral 
powers and tho usages of civilized nations; and in all your proceed- 
ings toward neutral vessols you are to give thorn as little molestation 
or interruption as will consist with the right o:I: ascertaining their 
neutral character and of detaining and bringing them in for regular

It was not known to the I )opartnioti1. that powder-works existed 
anywlan'o within tlio limits of tho Oonfodorato States until recently. 
A lina ol! pow< lor mniinl'neturors, whoso mill is situated twenty-three 
miles I’m in Nashville, on tho south hank of tho (himborhmd River, 
have within a low days past o lie rod l.hoir sorvioos. They state that 
tltoir in ill (am, in thirty or forty days, ho arranged so as to enable 
tlioni to produce I, ooo pounds of powder per day. They liavo a small 
stock of brimstone on hand, but no saltputor. As soon as tho saltpeter 
ftiul sulphur now understood to bo in possession of tho State of! Georgia 
shall bo turned over to the ( km federate States, it is proposed to employ 
this mill at onee. ’I’lio proprietors of these nulls, .Messrs, Cheatham, 
Watson <fc Go., slate that, from examinations made by themselves 
during tho Oi mean war, they are satisfied that an abundant supply 
of saltpeter ea n be obtained from tho oaves of Middle Tennessee bor- 
dering on the (Juiiiborland Mountains. I have requested them to 
solid an agent at onee to oxamino these Idealities at the expense, if 
need be, of tliis ( Jovernnienl. 

Other mills are said to exist in Tennessee and also in South Caro- 
lina. '.rin' Department will endeavor to emu mil nieate with them as 
soon as if can ascertain Mini r Idealities. In reference to tho manufac- 
ture of small-anus the prospect is not so satisfactory, and it is prob- 
able that tho Government will bo obliged to initiate stops toward tho 
immediate establishment of a nin mi factory of this kind of arms. In a 
matter of this sort, in which prom [it action is vital, I recommend, in 
answer to the latter part of the resolution of Congress asking my 
opinion as to the action deemed necessary to promote tho manufac- 
ture of arms and powder, that a competent agent be selected, and 
sent without delay to Kngland. At lamdon a complete set of 
machinery exists, which was made in this country, after tho pat- 
tern of tho machines at Springfield, in the United. States. It 
would, I think, bo no difficult matter to get these machines copied 
and executed on the spot with, rapidity. Triplicate machines 
should, lie ordered to insure the chalices of delivery of at least one 
sot. For this purpose an additional appropriation of §300,000 
may be needed, under tho appropriation of ordnance and ordnance 
•stores and. supplies, for the three sets of machinery. Should they 
all arrive they will, even if not required by tho Government, bo 
easily disposed of. Tho amount already asked for under the head of 
armories and arsenals would also require to bo increased by ail 
item of $75,01)0 for a suitable building in which to place this machin- 
ery atone of our arsenals, or the machinery, when so procured, might 
bo placed, if thought desirable, in tho hands of parties having manu- 
facturing facilities, who could give ample security for its application 
to the sole uses of this Government. .No further action is deemed 
necessary to stimulate the production of powder than, perhaps, to 
make advances to parties who oiler to engage in its production, to 
onablo them to prosecute researches after saltpeter in remote districts 
difficult of access. It .might bo advisable to offer a bonus of, say, $5 



per barrel of 100 pounds mi every barrel produced am! 
the Government within the current year.

Tlioy have passed 
resolutions aul homing Mio raising of a iniimto company in each 
county in flit' two nations, to bo drilled for actual service when neces- 
sary. ' 'I’hoir con volition was highly respectable in numbers and 
intelligence, and the business of the eonvention was dispatched with 
sudi admirable decorum and promptnesses is rarely met with insimi- 
, lar deliberative bodies within the States. 

On the morning of tho Ulfli, hearing that the Creeks (or Maslcokys) 
mid Cherokee, s were in council at the Creek agency, on the Arkansas 
River, 140 miles distant, wo ini mediately set out for that point, hoping 
to rouoh them I a* fore 'their adjourn men t. I n this we wore disappointed. 
Tlioy bad adjourned two days before our arrival. Wo reached that 
point on. .Saturday evening. On Sunday morning, hearing that there 
was a religious meeting live miles north of the Arkansas River, in the 
1 Creek Ration, Mr. .lames K. .Harrison attended, which proved to be 
ol: the utmost importance to our mission. Tho Reverend Mr. H. 3. 
Buckner was present, with Chilly McIntosh, I). N. McIntosh, .fudge 
Marshall, and others, examining a translation of a portion of the 
Scriptures, hymn book, and Creek grammar by Mr. Buck nor into tho 
Greek language. Mr. Buckner showed us great kindness, and did us 
eminent service, as did also Klder Yandiven, at whoso house we spent 
tho night and portion of the next day with these gentlemen of tho 
Creek. Nation, and through them succeeded in having a convention of 
the live nations called by Covernor Motey Kimiaird, of the Creeks, to 
meet at North Fork (Creek Nation) on tho 8th of April. 

In the intermediate time we visited tho Cherokee Nation, calling on 
tlioir principal men and citizens, conversing with them freely until wo 
reached Tuhloquah, the seat of government. Near this place Mr. 
John Ross resides, the Covernor of the nation. Wo called on him 
officially. W o were not unexpected, and wore received with courtesy, 
but not with cordiality. A long conference was hud with him, con- 
ducted by Mr. Harrison on tho part of the commissioners, without, 
wo fear, any good result. Ho was very diplomatic and cautious. Ilis 
position, is the same as that hold by Mr. Lincoln in his inaugural; 
declares the Union not dissolved; ignores the Southern Government. 
The intelligence of the nation is not with him. Four-fifths, at least, 
aro against his views, as we learned from observation and good authori- 
ties. He, as wo learned, had been urged by his pooploto call a council 
of the nation (lie having the only constitutional authority to do so), to 
tnko into consideration 'tlm embarrassed condition of political affairs 
in tho States, and to give some expression of their sentiments and 
sympathies. This ho 1ms persistently refused to do. His position in 
this is that of Sum. Houston in Texas, and in all probability will share 
tho same fate, if not a worse one. His people aro already oppressed 
hy a Northern population lotting a portion of territory purchased by 
them from the United States, to the exclusion of natives, and we aro 
creditably informed that tho Governors of some two or more of the 
Western froo-soil States have recommended their people emigrating 
to sottlo the Chorokeo country. It is duo Mr. John Ross, in this 
connection, to say that during our conference with him ho frequently 
avowed his sympathy for tho South, and that, if Virginia and the other 
Border States seceded from the Government of the United States, his

They lmd proposed by the ballot box to abolition izo at least 
that portion' of tlm State. Failing in this, wo suppose at least 600 
voters have returned whence they came.

t Rielimnnd , Va . , May 15, 1861. 

Discharges from, or substitutions or transfers in, the volunteer 
service of the State can only be made by the authority of the Governor 
or the commanding general of the Virginia forces. In all such cases 
the application for discharge either with or without a substitute, and 
from whatever cause or for transfer, must first be approved by the 
company commander, and will be forwarded by him through his 
Immediate commander to the headquarters of the Virginia forces, 
whcii.ce the order for the discharge will emanate, and be returned 
through, the same channel to the company officer. Substitutes or 
recruits in a company after it 1ms been once regularly mustered in 
can lie duly mustered into the service at the first subsequent period- 
ical muster, the pay commencing from the dato of joining the com- 
pany.

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of paying a very large sum of 11101103' without having received negotiable 
paper for one dollar of the amount, it would be ail act of ingratitude 
on the part of the Confederate Government, which I am sure it will 
never be guilty of, to allow any more time to elapse than is absolutely 
necessary before sending forward the entire amount. Besides this 
amount for meeting the payments for the muskets, it will bo necessary 
for me to have a further remittance of a considerable amount. I do not 
til ink $100,000 would be any too largo a sum. 

I hope the Department will entirety understand how it happens that 
I have so violated my instructions, r found it impossible to purchase 
immediately. There is no other com[mny in all Europo so fair in its 
dealings and so able to do good work as the one with which I hope to 
contract. The price is as low as the muskets can bo had, for no other 
company is able to furnish muskets that .are interchangeable in their 
parts. The pattern is the most approved Enfield, actually inter- 
changeable with those made at Enfield. Before acting I consulted the 
commissioners from the Confederacy, and received their full approval 
of my course in the matter. 

The agent sent by the United States Government to purchase arms 
is the best man for the duty that could have been selected, namely, Mr. 
McFarland, who was the superintending engineer of the London 
Armory during its erection and until it was in complete working order. 
His instructions to make a similar contract with that company for the 
United States Government will come too late. I11 my contract I spe- 
cify that I shall ho the preferred purchaser for from 0,000 to 10,000 in 
addition to the number now ordered. If I could contract for the 
entire 20,000 I think I could secure them at 70 shillings, and if the 
Confederate Government intends to purchase a further suppty, I would 
respectfully suggest that the great importance of interchange of parts, 
in a country where repairs of arms will be for many' years a great 
expense, should be full}' considered. Even in England, a nation of 
workers in metals, this principle is considered invaluable. In the 
present condition of affairs I do not think it possible to send a sample 
to Montgomery. I shall avail 1113'self of the first opportunity to do so. 

In the matter of artillery, I have no money to purchase, and if I had 
it would be impossible to ship in British vessels. If I had the entiro 
order of muskets and artillery' ready for shipment I could arrange 
everything. It will be, howover, for some time to come impossible to 
send any small lot of anything contraband of war. Whenever I have 
anything to ship I shall have the able assistance of Messrs. Eraser, 
Trenholm & Co. Their experience and enthusiasm will enable them 
to do wliat no other house in' England would undertake. Already 
their assistance has been invaluable to me. Without them I could 
have done nothing. 

I have in my possession detailed drawings of the Armstrong gun, 
which I shall copy and forward by the first opportunity. I shall also 
be able to send with these full descriptions of the mode of manufac- 
ture, as given by Sir William himself, and drawings of Iris fuse. These 
bit ter are not yet in iny possession. Owing to my time having been 
entirely taken up in making arrangements for small-arms I have not 
been able to do much in artillery. There seems to bo no doubt, how- 
ever, from the inquiries I have made, that the British Government has 
entire confidence in the Armstrong gun. To the large guns there 
appears to be some objection. I shall soon be able to inform myself 
fully concerning the Armstrong and the several other guns that are 
now before .the “select committee.”

Sir: Desirous of contributing by ovory moans in my power to tlio

I also have some 
oxporioueo witli gulf and sound navigation, and basing my eJUcidations 
u non experience and not upon theory, I assure you that I am satishod 
of the success of what I propose. Wo have no time, place, or means 
to build an efllootivo navy. Our ports aro, or soon will bo, all block- 
aded. (in land wo do not fear Lincoln, but what shall wo do to cripple 
him at HoaV In this omorgency, and seeing that lie is aiming many 
poorly adapted vessols, I have for two months past boon entirely 
engaged in perfecting plans by which I could so alter and adapt some 
of our heavy and powerful tow-boats on tho Mississippi as to make

The idea of a dolermina 
to accept twelve-months’ troops, with a variety of ipmliJleatio 
ditions, An., is now prevalent among our troops and people, 
ai’e the facts, all the facts, the whole truth, I am not advised, 
this uncertainty you will perceive that the drill that was going 
our present companies has stopped, h’urtlier enlistments, sj. 
and public i gatherings have stoppl'd. The making of unifor 
the Hiihsoribing of money have stopped. In a word, all thocoi 
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in this county volunteered for twelve months, and if no other call for 
volunteers upon the States for I, Imt length of time will ho made, then 
is our past labor in vain. The companies will have to bo disbanded 
and reorganized upon the basis decided by the Government. 1 pre- 
sume that the action of the Department relates simply 1;o such volun- 
teers as shall bo tendered directly to tho General Government, leaving 
such requisitions as may be made upon the States to bo filled upon 
such terms as may be obtained. If I am apparently criminally igno- 
rant of facts, for information in regard to which lam now trespassing 
upon you, my almost constant absonco from homo and inability to 
obtain on my return even the newspapers of tho day must ploacl in 
extenuation of my offense. I am clearly in favor of obtaining volun- 
teers for the war, but it is now a most delicate stop. After so long a 
peace, and in view of the sacrifices made by so largo a portion of our 
volunteers in leaving home at all, the idea of an indefinite absence or 
a protracted absence is not eagerly embraced by the comparatively 
lethargic masses of our rural population. The pride of intellect, 
position, and education will only acutely feel its necessity and spring 
with alacrity to a post of such danger and sacrifice. Again, the honor 
of the position will bo vastly dimmed and depressed by its contrast 
with the higher post of a soldier for tho war. It might be that but. 
few would enlist for the war and none fora loss term of service, but 
the incalculable advantage of such an organization over tho gathering 
and dissolving scenes which take place in an army under limited and 
short enlistments of its soldiery, 1 believe justify an attempt to reor- 
ganize companies already formed for twelve months’ service upon the 
more permanent basis. But I am writing too much and about matters 
with regard to which I have little knowledge. Give mo tho informa- 
tion sought, advise what is beat, and at your earliest convenience. 
Governor Pottos, it is stated, Ims doclared his determination not to 
accept any more twelve-months’ volunteers. If that be so, then twel ve- 
months’ volunteers are at an end. It seems to mo this was not an 
advisable step unless ho has full and certain Information that ho can 
got all you may over want of another description. My information in 
this section of the State is not of that character. I may not rely as 
implieity upon tho ardor and enthusiasm of the masses as others; and 
let the loaders in tho States whoso breasts are charged with the elec- 
tricity of tho war cloud not make thoir own maddened pulses the 
standard by which to estimate the temperament and emotions of the 
vast masses of the peaceful peasantry of the country. But enough.

amendatory mils of Congress investing this Department with the 
discretionary power to rccoivo volunteers for the war enabled us to do. 
You will readily perceive that while the enemy by their movement 
were yearly increasing the effectiveness of their forces by changing 
their character more and more from that of raw recruits and militia 
into that of regulars and veterans, wo should have boon maintaining 
throughout the war, without this ohango of policy, an inexperienced 
and undisciplined army.

Fort Smith, Ark., May 20, 1861. 

Hon. Robert Toombs, 

Secretary of Slate, Confederate States of America: 

Sir- I leave this morning for Tahlequuh, the seat of government of 
the Ohorokoo Nation, and Park Hill, the residence of Governor Ross, 
the principal chief. Since 1835 there liavo always been two parties 
in tho Ohorokoo Nation, bitterly hostile to each other. 1 lie treaty of 
that year was made by unauthorized persons, against tho 1 will of tho 
largo majority of the nation and against that ot the chief, Mr. Ross. 
Several years ago Ridge, Boudinot, and others, principal men of the 
treaty party, were killed, with, it was alleged, the sanction of Mr. 
Ross, and the fond is to-day as bitter as it was twenty years ago. 
Tho f ull-blooded Indians are mostly adherents of Ross, -and many ot 
them — 1,000 to 1,500 it is alleged— are on the side of the North. I 
think that number is exaggerated. Tho half-breecls or white Indians 
(as they eall themselves) arc to a man with us. It, lias all alou» bee 
supposed, or at least suspected, that Mr. Ross would side until the 
North. Ills declarations are m favor of noutiality. But 1 am 
inclined to believe that ho is acting upon the policy (surely a w so 
onol of not permitting liis peoplo to commit themselves until helms 
formal guarantees from an authorized agent of tllo Confertor^B States. 
These I shall give him if he will accept thorn. General McCulloch 
will bo with me, and I strongly hope that wo shall satisfy him, and 
effect a formal and iinn treaty. If so, wo shall have neaiiytho whole 
nation with us, and those who are not will bo unimportant. If ho 
refuses ho will learn that his country will bo occupied; and I shall 
then negotiate with the loaders of tlio half-breeds whp are now rais- 
ing troops, and who will moot me at tho Creek Agency on Frida) ol 
next week.

They are all citizens ol’ Arkansas and Texas a 
have readily consented to do so. 

If we have declared a protectorate over these trilms and extend 
our laws over them we have, I suppose, continued in force there l 
whole system. ID veil if we have not wo cannot dispense with I 
superintendent and agents. 1 shall also hoc Mr. Crawford, agent J 
the Chorokces, ami request him to continue to act, as I have request 
Colonel Cooper to do as agent for the Choctaws and Chieknsay 
Unless all this were done there would ho vast discontent and e< 
fusion, and I therefore earnestly request that my action may 
immediately confirmed and these oiHccrs assured that they shall i 
continued, and Unit their compensation shall be the same as ink 
the United States and date from the day of tlm resignation of each 
of his acceptance of oHlce under the Confederate States. And I a 
strenuously urge that no changes be made in these offieoa. 1 
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incumbonts am all good inou and true, com potent, and honest, and 
arc, or will bo, very acceptable to the Indians. To make changes 
will bo to make mischief. 

Mr. Charles II. Johnson is feeding the Wioliitas and other Reserve 
Indians under a contract which ends on the 30th of Juno. I have 
instructed him to continue feeding them during the present season 
under the same contract, i. e., on the same terms, which I know to 
be reasonable. 

It is very important that some funds should be at my disposition. 
The State of Arkansas has furnished me an escort of a company and 
General McCulloch has procured mo transportation. To meet con- 
tingent expenses it is necessary that at least $1,000 should ho placed 
here subject to my draft; and, as I have several times urged, money 
should be placed in the proper hands to pay a bounty to each Indian 
that enlists. 

] wish I had more definite instructions and powor more distinctly 
expressed, especially powor in so many words to make treaties and 
give all necessary guarantees. For without giving them nothing can 
be done, and I ain [not] sure that John Ross will bo satisfied with my 
statement or assurance that I have the powor, or with anything less 
than a formal authority from the Congress. He is very shrewd. If 
I fail with him it will not be my fault.

AN ORDINANCE to provide for the roliof of the families of volunteers in actual 

sorvieo in certain cases. 

Section 1. Be U ordained by the people of the State of Arkansan 
in conventwn assembled , That the county courts of this State bo, and 
thoy are hereby, empowered to sot apart and appropriate as a fund 
for the relief and support of tho families of volunteers whilo in. actual' 
service, when from affiiction or indigence such roliof may ho neces- 
sary, so much of tho special tax which tho said courts are authorized 
to levy by an ordinance adopted by this convention on the 11th day 
of May, A. I). 1801, entitled “An ordinance to levy a tax for military 
nnd other purposes,” as in the judgment of either of said courts may 
Lo necessary to constitute the roliof fund herein contemplated: Pro- 
vided , That the fund raised and appropriated shall, in all cases, bo 
expended for tho benefit of the families of volunteers residing in tho 
county where tho same is raised; and the collector of revenue shall 
receive no compensation for collecting tho tax provided for by said 
ordinance above referred to. 

Sec. 2. Be it further ordained. , That tho county courts be author- 
ized to issue county scrip anticipating the tax necessary to ofi'oet the 
objects of the preceding section. 

Seo, 3. Be -it further ordained , That tho county courts of this State 
be, and they are hereby, authorized and empowered to appoint and 
raise semi-annually a homo guard of minute mon, whoso term of 
service shall he for three months in their rospoctivo limits, to consist 
of companies of not less than ton for each township, whose officers', 
when elected by tho companies respectively, shall be commissioned by 
the county courts, and whose duty it shall be to soo that all. slavos are 
disarmed, to provont, the assemblage of slaves in unusual numbers, to 
keep the slave population in proper subjection, and to soo that pcaeo 
and order are observed; and said guard are authorized to arrest all 
suspected persons and bring thorn before some justice of the peace 
without warrant for trial by tho civil authorities. The homo guard 
of minute men shall be armed and equipped by each county at its own 
oxponso out of the tax provided for by said ordinance “ to levy a tax 
for military and other purposes,” and compensation may be made to 
said guard out of said tax, if, in the discretion of tho county court, 
such compensation should bo made. Tho homo guard shall assemble 
in their respective townships to take precautionary -measures at least 
once in each week, at the call of tho commanding officer, and shall bo 
momentarily ready for service at his call. Persons engaged in this 
branch of duty shall, upon failuro to obey the call to duty by the com- 
mander, forfeit not less than $1 nor more than $5 for each offonse, to 
be collected in the name of the presiding judge of tho county court 
before any justico of the peaco, to bo applied by the county court in 
defraying the expenses of this branch of the public service, unless it 
shall bo shown that sueli failuro was tho result of sickness or other 
good cause. A gonoral commandor shall bo appointed for oaoh county 
by tho sovoral county courts, whoso duty it shall be, when necessary, 
to take charge of all the homo guard minute men in his county and 
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divoeli their operations; and tlm county court is authorized to issue 
county bonds or scrip for tho purpose of raising money immediately 
to mooli the expenses contemplated by MiIh section.

I am further 
instructed to say that any volunteers from Georgia now in Virginia 
without arms have not been sent under tho requisitions upon this 
department, and will have to look for their supply to tho Confederate 
States. I am also instructed to say that, it is impossible for Georgia to 
furnish tho cavalry arms desired, not having them at her disposal.

Sir: In relation to tho legion proposed to be raised by you, I am 
instructed to state that, it should have tho most prompt formation by 
companies, the companies to bo reported, with tlioir officers, in order 
that tho latter in ay bo duly commissioned. When ton companies are 
raised they will be organized into a rogiment and tho field officers 
appointed. To this end your recommendations and the recommenda- 
tions of those associated with you are desired. When tho two regi- 
ments are completed they will bo organized into a brigade, of which 
it is designed to appoint you a brigadier-general. Your recommenda- 
tion of competent and reliable men as assistant quartermaster, assist- 
ant commissary, surgeon, and assistant surgeon, ono of each per 
rogimont, is requested, tho several staff officers to bo appointed by tho 
President, in accordance with law. Conceding to you tho legionary 
formation proposed, it is to be understood that the number of mounted 
men shall not exceed 500, equal to six companies or three squadrons; 
that tlioro shall be ono battery of field artillery, to consist of six 
pieces, and that all tho troops are to arm and equip thomselvos 
thoroughly, and to aid in this you are authorized to purchase private 
arms for the purpose. The following is the organization of a regi- 
ment under existing laws, viz: One colonel, 1 lieutenant-colonel, 1 
major, 1 surgeon, 1 assistant surgeon, 1 adjutant (to be taken from 
tlie lieutenants of tho regiment), 1 sergeant-major, 1 quartermaster- 
sergeant, and 10 companies, each company to consist of 1 captain, 1 
first nontenant, 2 second lieutenants, 4 sergeants, 4 corporals, 2 musi- 
cians, and from G4 to 100 privates (not under G4 or over 100). *

Sir: During the past winter I purchased and had shipped to Savan- 
nah a largo lot of powder for the use of the State of Georgia. Subse- 
quently a part of it was forwarded to Augusta, and, under the direc- 
tion of Mr, Butt, of that city, was stored in the magazine in which 
was deposited the powder seized at the capture of the arsenal. The 
powder owned by the State is now claimed by the officers of the Con- 
federate States in charge of the arsenal and magazine as the property 
of the Confederacy, supposing it to be the powder transferred with 
the arsenal, &e. , to that Government. The powder specified in the 
receipt given under my directions to the IX. S. officer in command at 
the time of the surrender of the arsenal is as follows: Four hundred 
pounds canister powder, 7,932 pounds musket powder, and 10,877 
pounds riflo powder. Mr. Butt can unquestionably identify that as 
the powder claimed by me, which is about 39,000 pounds. I bog you 
will cause an order to bo issued to the proper officers authorizing the 
delivery to me of the powder belonging to the State.

Sm: In reply to tlio request of Ilis Exeolloney the President to tlio 
Adjutant-General, “Learn what the views of tlio gentlemen as to 
position, duty, «fcc., may be,” I bog leave to inform you that our ideas 
of position are simply to find a similar rank in your sorvieo during the 
Avar to that we command at our professions and trades in the general 
labor market, such us the engineer to instruct or plan the work and 
locate the position and dimensions, the master mechanic to ovorsoo 
and carry on the construction, and the operative mechanic to perform 
the necessary labor. As to what wo would consider our du ty, we had 
presumed that would ho assigned us hy your military engineers, 
under whoso instructions and control we expected to serve. Yet, to 
convey our impressions as to what the duty would bo, I will mention 
that wo are prepared to construct all military works, oHfensive or 
defensive, and, if need he, to work at the same under lire; to remove 
without destroying structures likely to fall into the hands of the 
..enemy and replace tlio same on command, and such other work as is 
' likely to occur with your trestle-work on railroads, &»., pontoon 
bridging, and all other work requiring mechanism. With regard to 
the clause in our tender respecting “compensation other than that 
paid the soldiery,” I would respectfully call your attention to the fact 
that the men composing the 100 are of that stamp who have families 
entirely dependent on their skill and exertions for maintenance. 
Now, they naturally think, if serving you to light when necessary, 
and do every mechanical work you may require, that they would be 
entitled to extra for their mechanism , and thereby support their 
families and servo their country at the same time.

, such service at once, wo, with all our instruments and tools, wif

Both Governor Magoffin and General Buckner have entire cotui- 
deneo in the pledges of General McClellan.

his pledge. It is proper to remark in this connection that General 
McClellan was absent upon the occasion when troops were landed at 
FI lie til’s Mill, which act he promptly and publicly disapproved, and 
was not expected to return to Oniro until about this tune, from which 
I infer that he was absent on yesterday whon the outrage upon Colum- 
bus, referred to, was perpetrated, 

Tim agreement between the Federal Government and the State ol: 
Kentucky being as stated above, you see at once that oitlior party 
attempting to quarter troops within that State provokes the opposition 
and antagonism of Kentucky. Every consideration of justice to that 
people as well as sound policy for ourselves, it seems to me, should 
teach us to avoid, this result as long as it is possible to do so. 

But if at any time the Federal Government should quarter a force 
there, and Kentucky submits to it, or the force so quartered shall bo 
too powerful, for her to dislodge, t.lum I should not hesitate to send a 
force large enough to drive back the invader. 

In other words, T would not violate her neutrality, but to the extent, 
of my ability aid her in maintaining it by driving back those who 
would violate ami disregard it.

If we have declared a protectorate over these trilms and extend 
our laws over them we have, I suppose, continued in force there l 
whole system. ID veil if we have not wo cannot dispense with I 
superintendent and agents. 1 shall also hoc Mr. Crawford, agent J 
the Chorokces, ami request him to continue to act, as I have request 
Colonel Cooper to do as agent for the Choctaws and Chieknsay 
Unless all this were done there would ho vast discontent and e< 
fusion, and I therefore earnestly request that my action may 
immediately confirmed and these oiHccrs assured that they shall i 
continued, and Unit their compensation shall be the same as ink 
the United States and date from the day of tlm resignation of each 
of his acceptance of oHlce under the Confederate States. And I a 
strenuously urge that no changes be made in these offieoa. 1 
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incumbonts am all good inou and true, com potent, and honest, and 
arc, or will bo, very acceptable to the Indians. To make changes 
will bo to make mischief. 

Mr. Charles II. Johnson is feeding the Wioliitas and other Reserve 
Indians under a contract which ends on the 30th of Juno. I have 
instructed him to continue feeding them during the present season 
under the same contract, i. e., on the same terms, which I know to 
be reasonable. 

It is very important that some funds should be at my disposition. 
The State of Arkansas has furnished me an escort of a company and 
General McCulloch has procured mo transportation. To meet con- 
tingent expenses it is necessary that at least $1,000 should ho placed 
here subject to my draft; and, as I have several times urged, money 
should be placed in the proper hands to pay a bounty to each Indian 
that enlists. 

] wish I had more definite instructions and powor more distinctly 
expressed, especially powor in so many words to make treaties and 
give all necessary guarantees. For without giving them nothing can 
be done, and I ain [not] sure that John Ross will bo satisfied with my 
statement or assurance that I have the powor, or with anything less 
than a formal authority from the Congress. He is very shrewd. If 
I fail with him it will not be my fault.

AN ORDINANCE to provide for the roliof of the families of volunteers in actual 

sorvieo in certain cases. 

Section 1. Be U ordained by the people of the State of Arkansan 
in conventwn assembled , That the county courts of this State bo, and 
thoy are hereby, empowered to sot apart and appropriate as a fund 
for the relief and support of tho families of volunteers whilo in. actual' 
service, when from affiiction or indigence such roliof may ho neces- 
sary, so much of tho special tax which tho said courts are authorized 
to levy by an ordinance adopted by this convention on the 11th day 
of May, A. I). 1801, entitled “An ordinance to levy a tax for military 
nnd other purposes,” as in the judgment of either of said courts may 
Lo necessary to constitute the roliof fund herein contemplated: Pro- 
vided , That the fund raised and appropriated shall, in all cases, bo 
expended for tho benefit of the families of volunteers residing in tho 
county where tho same is raised; and the collector of revenue shall 
receive no compensation for collecting tho tax provided for by said 
ordinance above referred to. 

Sec. 2. Be it further ordained. , That tho county courts be author- 
ized to issue county scrip anticipating the tax necessary to ofi'oet the 
objects of the preceding section. 

Seo, 3. Be -it further ordained , That tho county courts of this State 
be, and they are hereby, authorized and empowered to appoint and 
raise semi-annually a homo guard of minute mon, whoso term of 
service shall he for three months in their rospoctivo limits, to consist 
of companies of not less than ton for each township, whose officers', 
when elected by tho companies respectively, shall be commissioned by 
the county courts, and whose duty it shall be to soo that all. slavos are 
disarmed, to provont, the assemblage of slaves in unusual numbers, to 
keep the slave population in proper subjection, and to soo that pcaeo 
and order are observed; and said guard are authorized to arrest all 
suspected persons and bring thorn before some justice of the peace 
without warrant for trial by tho civil authorities. The homo guard 
of minute men shall be armed and equipped by each county at its own 
oxponso out of the tax provided for by said ordinance “ to levy a tax 
for military and other purposes,” and compensation may be made to 
said guard out of said tax, if, in the discretion of tho county court, 
such compensation should bo made. Tho homo guard shall assemble 
in their respective townships to take precautionary -measures at least 
once in each week, at the call of tho commanding officer, and shall bo 
momentarily ready for service at his call. Persons engaged in this 
branch of duty shall, upon failuro to obey the call to duty by the com- 
mander, forfeit not less than $1 nor more than $5 for each offonse, to 
be collected in the name of the presiding judge of tho county court 
before any justico of the peaco, to bo applied by the county court in 
defraying the expenses of this branch of the public service, unless it 
shall bo shown that sueli failuro was tho result of sickness or other 
good cause. A gonoral commandor shall bo appointed for oaoh county 
by tho sovoral county courts, whoso duty it shall be, when necessary, 
to take charge of all the homo guard minute men in his county and 
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divoeli their operations; and tlm county court is authorized to issue 
county bonds or scrip for tho purpose of raising money immediately 
to mooli the expenses contemplated by MiIh section.

Cavalry, — Twenty-four troops have been armed with sabers and 
pistols; twenty-six with sabers only. 

Artillery . — Elovon companies with G-poundcr field guns, mounted 
all twenty-four pieces), with implements and artillery swords ; one 
company. with six 12-pounder howitzers, mounted, and with liorso 
artillery sabers. 

ZAcfld infantry.— Six companies with rifled muskets; fifty-six com- 
panies with smootli-boro percussion muskets; twenty-six companies

Riflemen .— Throe companies with long-range rifles and sword bayo- 
nets; twenty-throe companies with percussion rifles; so von companies 

with flint-lock rifles. - 

Some of tho companies of light infantry and nflomon are still defi- 
cient in accouterments, but these are being supplied as rapidly as 
possible under contracts of tho commissioners appointed under the 
act of January 21, 1860. Tlio commissioners have purchased since 
,1st of October last thirteen rifled 6-pounder field guns and 6,000 
excellent percussion muskets. Although the State lias not a largo 
stock of modern arms, sho has enough arms of all descriptions fit 
for effective sorvico to arm a considerable military force, and is in 
this respect in a much better condition than many others. It is within 
your own knowledge that every possible exertion has boon modo to 
meet tho provisions and tho intent of tho aet of January 21, I860, and 
that tho volunteer corps, as fast as they came up to the requirements 
of tho law, have been armed and equipped as well as, with tho stock 
in the arsonals of tho Stato, could possibly be done, lot, notwith- 
standing this notorious fact, discontent, sometimes most unreasona- 
ble, lias been manifested occasionally, and not a few misrepresenta- 
tions and gross porvorsions of truth have appeared in some of tho

Company A, Washington Volunteers (formerly National Volun- 
teers), is a military company formed in Washington City, I ). 0., for the 
purpose of delivering that city from (he hands of the .Black Repub- 
licans into those of the South in the event of the secession of Virginia 
or Maryland. “Rebels,” however, were scarce in Washington, and 
150 men wore all that, could bo found to aid In the glorious cause of 
freedom. Those were at the point of the bayonet compelled to leave 
tlioir homes. They are now at Gamp Pickens, in the service of Vir- 
ginia, and are willing and anxious to do hard service. Yet they lack 
accouterments and camp equipage. They are entirely without car- 
tridge and cap boxes and bayonet scabbards. Touts are being pro- 
vided by the patriotic ladies of Charlottesville, thus adding one move 
to the many acts of kindness extended to us by them. 

This company numbors sixty men, and (hoy earnestly desire for this 
number those accouterments without which they cannot be very effect- 
ive upon the battle- Hold, viz, cap and cartridge boxes, bayonet scab- 
bards, and, if it were not asking too much, rillcs or minio muskets in 
placo of the old muskets they now have, and they fear that for want 
of these they may not be witli the advance. Wo know personally the 
most active of our enemy, mid with improved arms wo will promise to 
nmko havoc among them. The muster-rolls of this company have long 
since been furnished, yet the ollieors are still uncommissioned. These 
memoranda are made in no spirit of complaint, but only to draw atten- 
tion to our need of those things that will enable us to do good sorvico 
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to the cause to which, with all wo have of mind and soul and energy, 
we are so truly devoted.

and declared of no effect. 

8. Be it further ordained, That tho act of tho General Assembly 
entitled “An act to create a military board” be, and tho same is 
hereby, ropoalcd from and after the 20tli day of August next: Pro- 
vided, That the office of military secretary shall be continued until 
tho 20 tli day of September next for tlie purpose of settling the military

shall, as it is practicable, report tlie same in writing to the Governor. 

4. Tlmt a failure or refusal of the sheriffs, or anyone or more of 
them, to perform the duties required shall be doomed an offense, and 
on conviction thereof shall be punished as a misdemeanor. 

C). That in the event a sufficient number of free persons of color to 
meet the wants of the State shall not tender their services, the Gov- 
ernor is empowered, through the sheriffs of the different counties, to.

I have to' remark that I have hail an interview with .tones, Melfilwain 
& Co manufacturers, of this place, in rc.l'erence to manufacturing 
arms for the Cion Cede rale States. They are making machinery tor 
the construction <>f the Belgian or Mississippi rifle, and in one week 
from this time will be prepared to make the lock. In thirty days 
they will have their machinery ready to roll the barrel. In about the 
same time will have the machinery ready to boro and rifle it. In 
sixty days they say they can commence the delivery of rifles, with 
bayonets and all complete, and in ninety days can turn out 100 per 
( | a y. They can procure the best of Tennessee charcoal iron for 
the barrel and seasoned lumber for the stock. They are willing to 
(iul. 01 * into a contract for the manufacture and delivery of from 20,000 
to 50 000 rifles, with sword bayonet complete, for about §20 each. It 
a contract should be made for a large number it would require a large 
increase of force, and they would need some pecuniary aid to facili- 
tate the delivery of the arms. They assure me (hey can procure sea- 
soned material’ for the stocks and the best iron for the barrel. It m 
probable they would require an advance of about §20,000 or § 2 , >,000 
to enable them to procure materials and machinery. 'I hey have sulil- 
eienl, motive power to drive nil necessary machinery, and have now 
in their shops many of the tools necessary to commence ami prosecute 
the work, and are engaged in making more, Mr. Me. 10 1 wain informs 
me be will soon have in' readiness a machine of his own make lor bor- 
ing and rifling barrels, and can readily change old rifles to a larger 
caliber. Could lie obtain one of the rilling machines that Meneral 
Polk informed me he had procured he could greatly facilitate the 
t'-oneral’s desire to (dm nge the country rifle Into one suitable for the 
Army. Mr. McKlwain is one of the best mechanics in the South. Mo 
has few equals so fur as he has had experience. Me possesses indus- 
try and energy, with, I believe, sufficient ability to comply with any 
agreement he may make. At my solicitation he visits Richmond, 
that ho may have a personal interview with you and thus perhaps 
enable you to form an opinion as to his means of complying with 

your wishes. • ...

Richmond, I 'a., July 0, 18(11 . 

The following decisions of the Secretary of War are published for 
the information of: all concerned: 

Olficm-Hof the C. S. Army holding commissions in the volunteer service of a. 
higher grade than those held in the (Jon federate Army are permitted, at then’ 
option, to receive the pay exclusively of either rank. Nmo dollars per month lor 
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other power or .sovereign whatever; and doth hereby .stipulate and 
a<,reo with them that it will not hereafter, nor shall any of its towns 
or individuals, contract any alliance or enter into any compact, troaty, 
or agreement with any individual State or with a foreign power: Pro- 
vided, That it may make such compacts and agreements with neigh- 
boring nations and tribes of Indians for their mutual welfare and the 
prevention of difficulties as may not bo contrary to this treaty, or 
inconsistent with its obligations to the Confedorato States; and the 
said Confederate States do hereby assume and accept the said protect- 
orate, and recognize the said Creek Nation as tlioir ward; and by the 
consent of the said Creek Nation, now hero freely given, the country 
whereof it is proprietor in fee, as the same is hereinafter defined, is 
annexed to the Confederate States, in the same manner and to tho 
samo oxtont as it was annexed to the United States of America before 
that Government was dissolved, with such modifications, however, of 
the terms of annexation, and upon such conditions as are hereinafter 
expressed, in addition to all tho rights, privileges, immunities, titlos, 
and guaranties with or in favor of tho said nation, under treaties made 
with it, and under the statutes of the United States of Aniorioa. 

Art. III. The following shall constitute and remain the boundaries 
of tho Creek country, viz: Beginning at tho mouth of the North Fork 
of the Canadian River and running northerly four miles; thence run- 
ning a straight line so as to moot a lino drawn from tho south bank of 
the Arkansas River, opposite tho oast or lower bank of Grand Rivor, 
at its junction with the Arkansas, and which runs a course south 44 
degrees west, one mile, to a post placed in tho ground; thoneo along 
said line to the Arkansas and up tho samo to tho Verdigris Rivor, to" 
whore tho old Territorial lino crosses it; thoneo along said lino north 
to a point twenty-five miles from tho Arkansas Rivor, whore tho old 
Territorial lino crosses tho same; thence running west with tho south- 
ern lino of the Cherokee country to the North Fork of tho Canadian 
River, where tho boundary of tho cession to the Seminole Nation 
defined in tho first article of tho treaty botwoon tho United States of 
America and the Creek and Seminole Nations, of August sovonth, 
A. I). one thousand oiglit hundred and fifty-six, first strikos said 
Cherokee lino; thoneo down said North Fork to wlioro tho eastern 
boundary lino of tho said cession to the Sominolo Nation strikes tho 
same; thoneo witli that lino duo south to the Canadian Rivor, at tho 
mouth of the Ok-hai-up-po, or Pond Crook, and thence down said 
Canadian River to tho plaeo of beginning. 

Art. IV. Tho Crook Nation lioroby gives its full, free, and unquali- 
fied assent to those provisions of tho act of Congress of tho Confederate 
States of America entitled “An act for tho protection of certain Indian 
bribes,” approved tho twenty-first day of May, A. D. one thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-one, whereby it was declared that all rever- 
sionary and other interest, right, title, and proprietorship of tho 
United States in, unto, and over the Indian country in which that of 
said nation is included should pass to and vest in tho Confedorato 
Statos; and whereby the President of tho Confederate States was 
authorized to take military possession of all said country ; and 
wlioreby all tho laws of the United States, with the exception herein- 
after made, applicable to and in foreo in said country, and not incon- 
sistent with the letter or spirit of any treaty stipulations entered into 
with tho Crook Nation among others wore re-enacted, continued in 
foreo, and declared to bo in force in said country as laws and statutos 
of tho Confederate Statos : Provided , however , And it is lioroby agreed 
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vavine married a Crook or Seminole woman, resides in the said Crook 
witvy or who, without intermarrying', is permanently domiciled 
therein with the consent of the authorities of the nation, and votes at 
alections, is to he deemed and taken to he a member of the said nation 
within the true intent and meaning of this article ; and that the excep- 
tion contained in the laws for the punishment of offonses committed 
in the Indian country, to the effect that they shall not extend or apply 
to offenses committed by one Indian against the person or property 
of another Indian, shall bo so extended and enlarged by virtue of tins 
article when ratified, and without further legislation, as that none 
of said laws shall extend or apply to any offense committed by any 
Indian, or negro, or mulatto, or by any such white person, so by birth, 
adoption, or otherwise a member of such Crook or Sominolo Nation, 
against the person or property of any Indian, negro, mulatto, or any 
such white person, when the same shall he committed within the 
limits of the said Creek Nation as hereinbefore defined; hut all such 
persons shall bo subject to the laws of the Creek Nation, and to pros- 
ecution and trial boforo its tribunals, and to punishment according 
to such laws, in all respects like nativo members of the smd Crock 

^ Art. X. All persons who are not members of either the Creek or 
Semin olo Nation found in the Creek country, as herein! )o loro limited, 
shall be considered as intruders, ami be removed and kept out ol the 
same, either by the civil officers of the nation under the direction of 
the executive or the general council, or by the agent of the Confed- 
erate States for the nation, who shall be authorized to demand, if 
necessary, the aid of the military for that purpose, with the following 
exceptions only, that is to say: Such individuals with their families 
as may be in the employment of the (lovernment of the Con fed crate 
States: all persons peaceably traveling or temporarily sojourning m 
the country or trading therein under a lieenso from the proper 
authority; and such persons as may be permitted by the Creeks or 
Sominolos, with the assent of the agent of the Confederate States, to 
reside within their respective limits without becoming members of 

Am*. XL Tho tract of two sections of land, selected by the 1 resi- 
dent of the United States, under the treaty with the Creek Nation 
concluded on tho twenty-fourth day of January, A. I>. one thousand 
eight hundred and twenty-six, at which the Creek Agency is now 
maintained, and whereon the public buildings of that agency have 
been erected, is hereby reserved to the Confederate States in the same 
mannor as the same was by that treaty reserved to tho United 
States, and is not included in the guarantee of lands aforesaid, but 
shall bo within the solo and exclusive jurisdiction of the Confed- 
erate States, except us to members of tho Creek or Seminole Nation 
as above defined; all offenses committed by whom thereon shall bo 
punished by the laws and courts of tho said nation whenever they 
would be so punished if committed elsewhere in tho nation : Provided , 
That whenever the agency for the said nation shall bo discontinued 
by tho Confederate States, and an agent no longer appointed, tho said

,y liavo created. 

Vrt. XIX. An agent of the Confederate States and an interpreter 
ill be continued to ho appointed for the Creek Nation, both of whom 
ill resido at tho agency; and whenever a vacancy shall occur in 
her of tho said offices the authorities of the nation shall ho con- 
ted as to the person to be appointed to fill the same, and no one 
ill bo appointed against whom they in good faith protest; and tho 
nit may bo removed on petition and formal charges preferred by 
j constituted authorities of tho nation, the President being satisfied, 
on full investigation, that tlioro is sufficient cause shown for such 
a oval.

Art. XXVII. In addition to ho much and such parts of tho act of 
Congress of tho United States enacted to regulate trade and inter- 
course with Indian tribes and to preserve peace on tho frontiers as 
have been re-enacted and continued in force by the Confederate States, 
and as are not inconsistent with tho provisions of this treaty, so much 
of the laws of the Confederate States as provides for the punishment 
of crimes amounting to felony at common law or by statute against 
the laws, authority, or treaties of the Confederate States, and over 
which tho courts of the Confederate Statos have jurisdiction, including 
the counterfeiting tho coin or securities of the Confederate States or 
uttering counterfeit coin or securities, and so much of such laws as 
provides for punishing violators of the neutrality laws, and resistance 
lio the process of tho Confederate States, and all tho acts of tho Provis- 
ional Congress providing for tho common defense and wolfare, so far 
as the same are not locally inapplicable, shall hereafter bo in force 
in the Creek country. 

Art. XXVIII, Whenever any person who is a member of: tho Crook 
Nation shal 1 be indicted for any offense in any court of tho Confederate 
States or in a Stale court he shall be entitled as of common Tight to 
hu lipoma and, if necessary, compulsory process for all such witnesses 
in iris behalf as his counsel may think necessary for his dofonso; and 
tho costs of process for such witnesses, and of service thereof, and 
tho fees and mileage of such witnesses shall be paid by the Confed- 
erate. States, being af tor ward made, if practicable, in case of convic- 
tion, of the property of tho accused. And whenever the accused is 
not able to employ counsel tho court shall assign him one experienced 
counsel, for his defense, who shall be paid by tho Confederate States a 
reasonable compensation for his services, to be fixed by the court and 
paid upon the cortiiicate of the judge. 

Art. XXIX, The provisions of all such acts of Congress of tho 
Con federate States as may now be in force, or may hereafter be enacted, 
for the purpose of carrying into effect the provision of the Constitu- 
tion in regard to the redelivery or return of fugitive slaves, or fugi- 
tives from labor and service, shall extend to and be in full force within 
the said Creek. Nation, and shall also apply to all eases of escape of 
fugitive slaves from the said Creek Nation into any other Indian 
nation or into one of the Confederate States, tho obligation upon each 
such nation or State to redeliver such slaves being in every ease as 
complete as if they had escaped from another State, and the mode of 
procedure the same. 

Art. XXX. Persons belonging to tho Creek Nation shall horeaftor 
bo com potent ns witnesses in all cases, civil and criminal, in the courts 
of the Confederate States, unless rendered incompetent from some 
other cause than their Indian bleed or descent. 

Art. XXXI. The official acts of all judicial officers in the said 
nation shall have the same effect and be entitled to the like faith and 
credit everywhere as the like acts of judicial officers of the same grade 
and jurisdiction in any of the Con fed era to States; and the proceed- 
ings of the courts and tribunals of the said nation and copies of tho 
laws and j udicial and other records of the said nation shall be authen- 
ticated like similar proceedings of the courts of the Confederate Statos 
and the laws and oflleo rocords of tho same, and be entitled to like 
faith and credit. 

Art. XXXI I. It is hereby declared and agreed that the institution 
of slavery in the said nation is legal and has existed from time imme- 
morial; that slaves are taken and deemed to bo personal property;

States of America; and the Choctaw ami Chickasaw Nations l of Indians 
having each assented thereto, upon certain terms and conditionH: 

Now, therefore, the said ( km federate States icf Amoiiut, _by Albeit 
Pike their commissioner, constituted by. tho I resident, under authoi- 
ity o’f tho not of Congress in their behalf, with plenary powers for 
these purposes, and the Choctaw and Chickasaw Nations, by tlioh 
respective commissioners aforenamed, have agreed to tho following 

JU Article I ^rliereVlmll be perpetual peace and friendship and an 
alliance, offensive ami defensive, between 

America and all of their States and people and the Choctaw and 
Chickasaw Nations and all the people thereof. . , 

Art II Tho Choetaw and Chickasaw Nations of Indiana acknowl- 
edge tiieinsolves to be under tlm protection of 

ol Amoriai, imd (it no uthor jiowor or sovoroign whatever, ivnddo 
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ihonco south to Rod River, and thence down Rod Rivoi* to tho begin- 
ning: Provided, however, IP tho lino running duo north from the 
eastorn souroo of Island Bayou to tho main Canadian shall not 
includo Allon’s or Wa-pa-naeka Academy within tho Chickasaw 
district, then an offset shall ho made from same line so as to leavo 
said academy two miles within tho Chickasaw district, north, west, 
and south Prom tho lines of houndary. 

Art. VI. The remainder ol: the country held in common by tho 
Choctaws and Chickasaws, including the leasod district, shall consti- 
tute the Choctaw district, ami their officers and people shall at all 
times have the right oP safe conduct and free passage through tho 
Chickasaw district. 

Art. VII. Tho Choctaw and Chickasaw Nations lioroby give their 
full, free, and unqualified assent to those provisions of tho act of Con- 
gress oP tho Confederate States op America entitled “An act for the 
protection of certain Indian tribes,” approved the twenty-first day of 
May, A. 1). one thousand eight hundred and sixty -one, whoroby it was 
declared that all reversionary and other interest, right, title, and pro- 
prietorship of the United States in, unto, and over the Indian country 
in which that oP the said nations is included, should pass to and vest 
in the Confederate States; and whereby the President of the Confed- 
erate States was authorized to take military possession and occupation 
of all said country; and whoroby all the laws of tho United States, 
with, the exception thereinafter made, applicable to and in force in 
said country, ami not inconsistent with the letter or spirit of any treaty 
stipulations entered into with the Choctaw and Chickasaw Nations, 
among others wore re-enacted, continued in force, and declared to be 
in force in said country, as laws and statutes of the said Confederate 
States: Provided , however , And it is hereby agreed between the said 
parties that whatever in the said laws of the United States contained 
is or may lie contrary to or inconsistent with any article or provision 
of this treaty is to bo of: none effect henceforward, and shall, upon the 
ratification hereof, be deemed and taken to have been repealed and 
annulled as of the present date, and this assent, as thus qualified 
and conditioned, shall relate to and he taken to have been given upon 
tho said day of the approval of the said act of Congress. 

Art. VIII. Tho Confederate States of America do lioroby solemnly 
guarantee to the Choctaw and Chickasaw Nations, to he held by thorn 
to their own use and behoof in fee simple forever, the lands included 
within, the boundaries defined in Article IV of this treaty; to be hold 
by the people of both the sai<l nations in common, as they have here- 
tofore been held, so long as grass shall grow and water run, if the 
said nations shall so please, but with power to survey tho same, and 
divido it into sections and other legal subdivisions when it shall be so 
voted by a majority of the legal voters of each nation, respectively; 
and of making partition thereof and disposition of parcels ol! the same 
by virtue of the laws of both said nations, duly enacted; by which 
partition or sale title in fee simple absolute shall vest in parceners 
and. purchasers whenever it shall please both nations of their ownfroo 
will and accord ami without solicitation from any quarter to do so; 
which solicitation tlio Confederate States hereby solemnly agroo never 
to use; and tlio title and tenure hereby guaranteed to the said nations 
is and. shall bo subject to no other conditions, reservations, or restric- 
tions whatever than such as are hereinafter specially expressed. 

Art. IN. None of the lands hereby guaranteed to tho Choctaw and 
Chickasaw Nations shall bo sold, ceded, or otherwise disposed of to

He further says 
that as' the injunction of secrecy was not removod from tho resolu- 
tions to which you refer, he had not hoard and did not know of those 
proceedings until ho was informed of the action of tho War Depart- 
ment in respect to them, lie says that he will approve what I may 
do ami will carry it out upon his return to the city. Acting undor 
this authority, in tho name of tho Governor of Virginia, and for him, 
I have the honor to turn over and lmnsfor to the Government of tho 
Confederate Slates, for use during the war, all tho machinery and 
stores captured by the Virginia forces at Harper’s Ferry, now in pos- 
session of the Stale, reserving the right of proporty therein. Tho 
Governor is directed by one of the resolutions to preserve an inven- 
tory of all property thus turned over, «tc. In order to do this it will 
ho my pleasure on his behalf to direct the colonel of ordnaneo of Vir- 
ginia, in conjunction with any o nicer to bo dotailod by your orders, 
to take the necessary steps for a correct and fair inventory, as 
required. Tho Governor of Virginia believes it was the dosiro and 
purpose of tho convention to have the machinery put up in tho 
armory at Richmond; hence in the third resolution it provided “that 
the Governor of Virginia be authorised to allow tho Confederate Gov- 
ernment, on such terms ns he may deem just and reasonable, tho use 
of the Armory buildings at Richmond for tho operation of said 
machinery.” In accordance with this authority vested in tho Gov- 
ernor, I beg leave in his name to tender the use of the Armory build- 
ings for operating said machinery, and to express the desire that tho 
tender may be accepted. Tho armory has boon in operation in this 
city to a certain extent since the memorable year of 1800, and was 
thou established with a view to tho great crisis of that period. Vir- 
ginia is anxious to continue it with the enlarged facility afforded by 
the machinery in question, and while sho cheerfully yields its use to 
the Oonfodorato Government for the common cause of all the States, 
I may add the expression of the opinion and fooling of tho Governor 
that it was the intention of the convention that the machinery should 


be used in the buildings now lendered to your sorvico, unless its 
safety would thereby be Imperiled or its value to tho Confederacy bo 
seriously impaired.

Art. XVI. No person shall hereafter bo licensed to trade with the 
Semi noles except by the agent and with tho advice and consent of the 
National Council, which advice and consent, however, shall not bo nec- 
essary in tho case of traders now trading under license until the expi- 
ration of the year one thousand eight hundred and sixty-two. Every 
licensed trader shall execute bond to the Confederate States in such 
form and manner as was required by tho United States or as may bo 
required by the Bureau ol! Indian Affairs; and no appeal shall Jiore- 
al:ter lie to any olTlcer whatever from the decision of tho agent refusing 
license to any applicant. 

Art. X VI 1. All persons licensed by tho Confederate States to trade 
with the Semi miles shall bo required to pay to tho authorities of tho 
Seminole Nation a moderate annual compensation for the land and 
timber used by them, the amount of such compensation in each case 
l,o be assessed by the proper authorities of tho said Seminole Nation, 
subject to the approval of the Confederate States agent therefor. 

Aut. XVI 11. It is further hereby agreed that no license shall here- 
after he granted to any trader who is in arrear on account of any 
amount legally assessed to be paid by him as compensation for land 
and timber used, and that any license hereafter granted shall bo 
revoked, on tail lire or refusal to pay in due time tho amount that may 
he therefor legally assessed in any years. And when a renewal of 
intense is refused any trader he shall, nevertheless, bo entitled, if ho 
he not a dangerous or improper person, to remain in the Seminole 
country such reasonable length of time as may, in the opinion of tho 
agent, be necessary for tint purpose of collecting such debts as may 
be due him, being during hiic.1i time under the protection of tho laws 
of the Confederate States as a person peaceably sojourning in the 
country. 

Art. XTX. All vestric.tious or limitations heretofore imposed or 
existing by treaty, law, or regulation upon tho right of any membor 
of the Seminole Nation freely to sell ainl dispose of to any person 
whatever any chattel or article of personal property whatever are 
hereby removed and annulled, except , such as tho laws of tho nation 
itself may have created. 

Art'. XX. An agent of the Confederate States and an interpreter 
shall continue to he appointed for the Seminole Nation, both of whom 
shall reside at the agency; and whenever a vacancy shall, occur in 
either of tho said offices the authorities of tho nation shall be con- 
sul led ns to the person to be appointed to till tho same, and no one 
shall be appointed against whom they in good faith protest; and tho 
agent may bo removed on petition and formal charges preferred by the 
constituted authorities of tho nation, the President being satisfied 
upon investigation that there is sufficient cause for such removal.

And it being alleged by them that fifty of said negroes belonged to 
Oar-pit-eha- Micro, now deceased; seven to Ohilfco, forty to Nelly 
Factor, and thirty to Klim Ohopeo, daughter of Billy Bowlegs; 

And it being also alleged by the Heminoles that they could never 
obtain any consideration or hearing of or for these claims from the 
Government of the United States, not even at the time of making the 
treaty of the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and fifty- 
six, im account of the determination of Northern members of tho 
Cabinet and of Congress not to admit any right of property in slaves 
or pay any claim on account of the seizure or detention of slaves, 
oven to foreign governments; 

And the said negroes being alleged to have been illegally seized 
and detained without warrant of law or color of right, of war, or 
otherwise:

Confederate States of America do anad, That 
the third section of the act entitled “An act to mako further provis- 
ion for the public defense,” approved eleventh May, one thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-one, bo amended by striking out of said sec- 
tion the words, “detailed from tho Regular Army;” and further, that 
the ninth section of tho act entitled “An act to increase tho military 
establishment of the Confederate States,” and to amend tho “Act for 
tho establishment and organization of the Army of tho Confederate 
Stales of America,” approved sixteenth May, one thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-one, be amended, by adding thereto the following 
clauHO, “and that tho President, may, in his discretion, upon tho 
application and recommendation of a major-gonoral or brigadier- 
gonoral, appoint from civil life persons to the staff of such ollieer, who 
shall have the same rank and pay as if appointed from tho Army of 
tho Confederate Staton.”

in order to provide additional forces to repel invasion, maintain the 
rightful possession of the Confederate States of America, and to secure 
the independence of the Con federate States, the President ho, and hois 
hereby, au thorized to employ the militia, military, and naval forces of 
the Confederate States of America, and to ask for and accopt the serv- 
ices of any number of volunteers, not exceeding’ 400,000, who may offer 
Iheirsorvices, citherns cavalry, mounted riflemen, artillery, orinfantry, 
in such proportions of these several arms as he may deem expedient, 
to serve for a period of not less than twolvo months, nor move than 
three years alter they shall he mustered into service, unless sooner 
discharged. 

St’d. ih That whenever the militia or volunteers are called and 
received into (he service of the Confederate States, under tho pro- 
visions of this act, they shall be organized under the act of the sixth 
of March, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-one, ontitled “An 
act t,o provide fertile public, defense,” with the samo pay ami allow- 
ances of said act, and the same time lor the service of tho militia.

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Art. XVIII. Tho saitl bands and tribes agree to remain upon their 
reserves, and not at- any time to leave them in order to make crops 
elsewhere. And if they should leave them the Confederate States 
shall not be bound any longer to feed them or make them presents or 
give them any assistance. 

Art. XIX. The Confederate States also agree to furnish each war- 
rior of the said tribes and bands who has not a gun with a flint-look 
viflo and ammunition, which he agrees never to sell or give away; and 
the Confederate States will punish any trader or other white man who 
may purchase one from them.

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A rtICL'E SUPPLEMENTARY to tho convention between the Conlodonito 
States of America and the Pon-c-tegh-ca band of Ne-nm or Coinanchos, A\ lch- 
itas, Cado-Ha-da-ehoH, and other bands settled noon resoles, made and con- 
cluded at the Wichita Agency, near the False Washita River, on tho twelfth 
day of August, A. D. one thousand eight hundred and sixty-ono, 


Article, It being well known to all surrounding tribes and uni- 
versally acknowledged that., from time immemorial, tlio Ta-wa-i- 
liasli people of Indians, now called by whito men the Wichitas, and 
of whom the H ue-cos and Ta-hua-ca-ros aro offshoots, possessed aim 
inhabited, to the exclusion of all other tribes and bands of Indians, 
tho whole country lying between the Red River and tho False Washita, 
from their junction to the west of the Wichita Mountains, and with 
tho aid of the Ta-ne-i-woh band of the Ne-um hold all that country 
against all coiners, and had their villages and lields in the valleys of 
the Wichita Mountains and upon the creeks, and there cultivated the 
soil raised stock, and led an industrious life;' all of which facts were 
known to the commissioner of tho Confederate States twenty-nine 


3 And Hie United States of America, having, in tho year eighteen 
hundred and twenty, ami by subsequent renewals of the grant, ceded 
the whole of that country to tho Choctaws, and haying afterward, 
hy patent', conveyed and assured the same to them in fee, and they 
having made the’ Chickasaws joint and equal owners ol! tho samo 
with themselves, whereby the same has been wholly lost to the Ta-

ThoNo-eo-ni, Ta-ne-i-weh, Ya-pa-rih-ca, and Co-cho-tih-ca 
bands of the Ne-um shall be allowed to choose their own homes iu any 
unoccupied part of the said leased country on or near the Canadian 
or False Washita Rivers, or near the Wichita Mountains, as may best 
suit, them, with the concurrence and assent of the agent of the Con-' 
federate States for the reserve Indians. Each reserve shall bo of 
sufficient extent of arable and grazing lands amply to supply tlioir 
needs; and the bands may have one reserve together or four separate 
reserves, as they may choose. The reserve or reserves shall, as far 
as practicable, bo dolbied by the natural boundaries that may be 
described, and so Jar as this is not practicable, by permanent monu- 
ments and definite courses and distances; and full and authentic 
descriptions ot the reserves shall be made out and reserved by the 
Confederate States. 

Art. V. The said No-co-ni, Ta-ne-i-weh, Ya-pa-rih-ca, and Co-cho- 
tih-ca bands of the Ne-um shall have the right to possess, occupy, 
and use the reserve or reserves allotted to them as long as grass shall 
grow or water run; and the reserves shall be their own property, like 
tlioir horses and cattle.

In ease either of the bands of the Nc-um, with whom 
this convention is made, should not consent to come in and settle, and 
should prefer to continue to live as they have heretofore, then there 
shall still be peace and friendship between them and the people of the 
Confederate States and the Cherokoos, Mus-ko-kis, Seminoles, Choc- 
taws, and Chiekasaws, and all the tribes and bands settled upon 
reserves in the country aforesaid ; and all of the same shall travel, 
without injury or molestation, through the hunting-grounds of the 
No-uin, and shall be treated with kindness and friendship. 

Art. X X VII. It is further hereby agreed by the Confederate States 
that all the Texan troops now within the limits of said leased country 
shall be withdrawn across Red River, and that no Texan troops shall 
horoattor be stationed in forts or garrisons in the said country, or be 
sent into tlm same, except in the service of the Confederate States and 
when on t\\o warpath against the Cai-a-was or other hostile Indians. 

'Art. XXVIII. It Is further agreed by the chiefs and headmen of 
the bands of the Ne-um who have signed this convention that upon 
their return to thoir bands they will take this talk and the wampum 
of peace from the Confederate States and from tlio Mus-ko-kis, Semi- 
noles, Choctaws, and Chiekasaws to the bands of the No-um, and toll 
them wlmt they have seen and hoard, and persuade them also, if they 
<‘an, to come in and settle upon reserves in the leased country, and 
at any rate to make peace by the time when the leaves fall before the 
next snows. 

Art. XXIX. It is agreed by the parties that the making of this 
convention shall in nowise interrupt the friendly relations between 
the Ne-um and the people <>f Mexico, and that the Confederate States 
desire that perfect peace should exist between the Nc-um and all the 
Mexicans. 

Art. XXX. 'Phis convention shall he obligatory on the bands 
whose chiefs and headmen sign the same from the day of its date, 
and on. the Confederate States from and after its ratification by the 
proper authority. 

In perpetual testimony whereof the said Albert Pike, as commis- 
sioner with plenary powers of the Confederate States of America to 
the Indian nations and tribes west of Arkansas, for and on behalf of 
the said Confederate States, doth now hereunto set his hand and affix 
the seal of his arms; and Qui-na-lii-wi, or the Drinking Eagle, chief 
of the No-eo-ni band of the Ne-um, and the undersigned headmen of 
the same, for and in behalf of that band; and the same Qui-na-hi-wi, 
chief of the No-co-nis, by special authorization and direction of Po-ho- 
wi-ti-quas-so, or Iron Shirt, the chief of the Ta-ne-i-weh band of the 
Ne-um, who has been present, but is now absent mourning for a 
relative deceased, with Ke-e-na-toh-pa, a headman of the Ta-ne-i- 
woh band, for and on behalf of the same; and Te-hi-a-quah, chief of 
the Yn-pa-rih-ea band of the Ne-um, with the undersigned headmen

25, 1801 : 

Mnj. J. Gohuas : 

In -rotation to tho Government I'ae fairy !' have to Hfafcn that tho drawings nl‘ ( ho 
machinery arc now being made at Nashville, and on my rotnni tho work will a 6 
onoo ho commenced. I liavo visited (;In» iron-works and machine-shops at Niish- 
villo, Chattanooga. Atlanta, Augusta, and on my return will do no at Romo, 
I found that I could procure wano of tho lighter work at Nushvillo, and at Chat- 
tanooga a portion of tho heavy oustings can ho mado; but an (hoy will liavo to 
comploto first tho work of tho Manchester Powder dVlilla, it will lm'simto twonty- 
ftvo or forty days before being able to conuuunco tho Government work. At 
Augusta some of tho lighter work can also ho constructed, and perhaps hIho at 
Homo, At Atlanta a portion of tho heavy eastings can ho mado, having about 
tho same capacity hh at Chattanooga for Hindi work. Thun these two are tho only 
ones which liavo the necessary tools to do large work. Having to wait for tho 
latter iron- works to complete their present job, it will take over four months to 
get tlio rolling cylinders for tho mills made at these places for making two tons 
of powder per day; lionco I shall bo compelled to get the Tredegar Works to 
assist in thoiv manufacture, as it will take not less than forty rolling cylinders 
(or twenty mills) to lmumfnofcuro five tons of powder each twenty-four hours, 
and this is the desired capacity for tho factory, if 1 understand you correctly. 
Of course tho making of powder would commoneo an aoon as one set of nmehinory 
could bo completed without waiting for the rest, lint all tho apparatus necessary 
for the whole, such us making charcoal, refining niter, refining sulphur, breaking 
oako, pressing, granulating, dusting, pulverizing, glazing, «&<•„, with drying-houses 
for wood and powder, as also all tho buildings to contain the same, and maga- 
zines would have to bo constructed before tho manufacture could commence, 
Thus, with all the facilities which can bo had, oven with the aid of tho Tredegar 
Works, and working night and day, it will take at least throe months boforo any 
of the machinery can Ho put.iuto eporation. I was fortunate enough to find two 
good steam onginon, of 80-horse power ouch, with boilers and fixtures complete, 
at Atlanta (second hand), which can be had for tho motive power should water- 
power not bo procured. This will supply force sufficient to make two and a half 
tons of powder ouch twenty-four hours, as it will require over 800-horso power 
for the factory complete. In four months, if fortunate, I may bo able to make 
two and a half tons of powder per day, and this, .-joined to tho amount fabricated 
by tho private mills above referred to, will givo a probable supply of three and a 
half to four tons por twenty-four hours at that time.

In 
add i (.ion to all of those the regiments called into service by proclama- 
tion of the Governor, eight in mimber, have recently by agreement 
been transferred to the Confederate Government, together with a con- 
siderable force drawn to McCulloch by his invitation, the number of 
which js unknown to the Executive. Although His Excellency has 
every confidence in the ilrm and unwavering patriotism of the people 
of Arkansas, and in the strong Southorn sentiment that prevails 
throughout the country, he nevertheless inclines to the opinion that 
it will prove difficult to obtain the 11,000 men for tho war by the plan 
indicated, by the War Department, and for several reasons: That tho 
people of th is State are generally averse to long or Indefinite terms of 
service; that nearly if not quite one-third of the number of tho voting 
population are already in the hold; that no incentive is left to officers 
to exert themselves to raise companies, the appointment of field and 
staff officers being retained by the President, and that few men could 
now be induced to enlist for the war with the knowledge that they 
were to* bo retained in a camp of instruction while battles were being 
fought and won and honor and glory acquired by more fortunate indi- 
viduals. l l is Excellency by no moans intends to induce tho impres- 
sion that the number of men required may not bo obtained, but 
desires merely to intimate that by tho plan indicated much delay 
might bo occasioned. Ho is of opinion that there are two judicious 
inodes by which the object of tho President may bo readily attained— 
either by tho recruiting system, or inducements offered to gentlemen 
and men of means in tho country to raise companies, with the pros- 
pect of obtaining promotion to held and staff officers. Ho recommends 
that ono or other of these modes ho adopted by the War Department. 

In the event of the recruiting system being determined upon, he 
recommends that agents bo sent not only to the two places of rendez- 
vous named by himself, to wit, Clarksville aijd Batosvillo, but to 
other accessible points in tho State, to receive, muster into service, 
subsist, and take charge of all the volunteers who may offer them- 
selves. The two companies of cavalry required by the President have 
already been received, fully armed and equipped, mustered into serv- 
ice and ordered to report themselves to Brigadier-General Hardee. 
Ills Kxcolloney directs mo to assure tho President that every effort 
will bo exerted by himself at any and all times to render what assist- 
ance maybe in his power to sustain tlio Confederate Government ami 
Southern independence.

then such surplus shall be deposited, in the Treasury of the Confederate 
States, to be there held for the use of the owner or Ids legal represent- 
atives, until he or they shall make application therefor to tlio Secretary 
of the Treasury, who, upon such application, shall, by warrant on the 
Treasury, cause the same to be paid to the applicant. And if the 
property offered for sale as aforesaid cannot be sold for the amount 
of the tax due thereon, with the said additional 20 per cent, thereto, 
the collector shall purchase the same in behalf of the Confederate 
States for the amount aforesaid: Provided , That the owner or super- 
intendent of the property aforesaid, before the same shall have been 
actually sold, shall be allowed to pay the amount of the tax thereon, 
with an addition of 10 per cent, on the same, on the payment of which

said Provisional Constitution; upon the receipt whereof the President, 
by proclamation, shall announce tho fact; whereupon and without, 
any further proceedings upon tho part of Congress tho admission of 
said State of Missouri into this Confederacy under said Constitution 
for the Provisional Government, of tho Confederate States shall ho 
considered ns complete; and the laws of this Confederacy shall ho 
thereby extended over said State of Missouri as fully and completely 
as over other States now composing the same. 

SiflO. ii. That the Congress of the Confederate States recognize the 
government of which Claiborne F. Jackson is tho Chief Magistrate to 
be tho legally elected and regularly constituted government, of tho 
pooplo and State of Missouri; and that the President of tho Con fed- 
erate St ates be, and he is hereby, empowered, at his discretion, at any 
time prior to the admission of said State as a member of this Confed- 
eracy, to perfect and proclaim an alliance, offensive and defensive, with 
the said government, limited to the period of the existing war between 
this Confederacy and tho United States; the said treaty or alliance to 
be in force from the date thoroof, and until tho same shall be dis- 
affirmed or rejected by this Congress.

The suggestions contained in your 
report with regard to modilioaMons in 1.1m mode of raising troops in 
Arkansas, under the call of jiOMi of , I line, havo been respectfully con- 
sidered; but as l.liey would, if adopted, involve a departure from the 
whole policy of Mie Government, which was adopted upon mature 
consideration and has been applied equally to all Mm States of Mm 
Confederacy, they must bo respectfully declined. 

On two points, however, here involved, I lis 'Excellency tlm Governor 
ami yourself scorn to he laboring under a misunderstanding which it 
is important to correct. The provision of 1.1m call of JiOMi of .hum 
referred to, that the Held olllcers of the troops so raised should be 
appointed by Mm President, has been subsequently meddled, by a dis- 
patch which Mis Excellency can hardly have failed to receive, so as 
to apply only to troops accepted by companies, to bo afterward 
organized into regiments, &e. , while to troops offered and accepted 
by regiments, the right of electing their own Held ollleors still 
belongs, as a matter of 00111 * 80 . Even where the Held oilieors are 
appointed by the President Mm particular interests of the State in 
question ami Mm known wishes of the body of tlm troops, though not 
necessarily followed in every ease, would certainly not be disregarded 
by him where the parties were qualified. The objection, therefore, 
that the plan of the Government removes all motive for personal 
exertion, and sacrilleu in raising troops, &e., is, it is hoped, entirely 
obviated; and 1.1 m fact that under the plan adopted by tlm Govern- 
ment the troops are to be raised by those to whom no com missions 
have yet boon promised, and whose positions are yet to be won, 
instead of by already commissioned recruiting olllcers, as His Excel- 
lency proposes, would, it is thought, certainly stimulate rather than 
impair such individual exertions. 

in the second place, the provision for ordering the new troops into 
camps of instruction is designed to apply, beyond the actual need of 
immediate instruction, only to unarmed troops, who yet then receive 
all the privileges of troops in actual service, and this condition is 
intended to be prolonged only until Mm Govemmont shall he aide to 
furnish tlm necessary arms. The delay thus arising it is hoped may 
not now 1m long protracted, but the Department would certainly bo 
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glad to adopt any suggestions whereby such delay might be si, ill fur- 
ther shortened or its necessity entirely obviated. Troops already 
armed, however, are still received for twelve months, but those 
unarmed are not, for the reason that the Government cannot umler- 

taice to arm such troops while so many for the war arc still awaiting

Sir: J have the honor to inclose herewith appointments of captains 
for the several officers named in your communication of the .'hi 
instant, and for the object contemplated by the act of iiOth of August, 
to authorize the establishment of recruiting stations for volunteers 
from the States of Kentucky, Missouri, Maryland, and Delaware, in 
so far as relates to the State of Maryland, as the act doos not authorize 
the appointment of the grade of lieutenants in advance of the organi- 
zation of companies yet to be raised, the appointment of the officers 
of that grade as recommended by you cannot now bo made, but this 
case will receive duo consideration at the proper timo. Two points 
have been suggested for assembling the recruits after they shall pass 
beyond the State of Maryland, viz, one at or near Fredericksburg, for 
such as may cross the Potomac at or near Mathias Point, and the 
other at Winchester, for those who may approach by the Upper 
1 otomac. I he commanding officers at these points will ho instructed 
to make suitable arrangements at each to carry out the provisions of 
the law m respect to dothing and rations to tho recruits until they 
shall be duly organized into companies. Other places of assembly 
maj hereafter suggest themselves according to circumstances and the 
success which may attend the recruiting.

When (he Virginia regiments, organized anterior to the issue of this

service. The number of officers proscribed by law wore assigned |,c 
on (ill regiment, and if from any cause their servic.es were dispensed 
with I surely had a right to expect, and they had an equal right to 
expect, that they would have received notification and would have 
been regularly discharged. But instead of this they have been 
allowed to remain in the performance of their duties for nearly three 
months, and it is not until they ask for their pay that they are given 
to understand that they havo not been in the sendee of the (Ion fed- 
erate Government.. 

There are reasons why I, as the Executive of the State, feeling the 
deepest interest in the preservation of tho health and the promotion 
of the comfort of the Virginia Volunteers, should desire that our sol- 
diers should be attended by medical men selected from our midst,

That tlio five general officers provided by existing laws for the Confer 
States shall have the rank and denomination of “general” instead of “ brig" 
general,” which shall be the highest military grade known to the Confer 
States. They shall bo assigned to such commands and duties as tlie Fret 
may specially direct, and shall be entitled to the same pay, &c. 

I conceive, and I submit it to the careful consideration of the 
eminent, that this section of the act last cited operated in two v 
First. It. abolished the grade of brigadier-general in tlio Confedi 
Army.

I remained two months in the Valley, too earn 
engaged in the public service to busy myself with my own per} 
interests. But when the emergencies of the campaign require! 
to march to Manassas, and to act with another general, 1 app 
sited the importance and the indispensable necessity of not lea 
the question of rank open between us. With this view I ti 
mil, ted a telegraphic dispatch to the President on the 20th of , 
inquiring in the simplest and most direct terms what my rank 
lie replied that 1 was a general. * The battle of Manassas P 
ensued on the next day. The President came in person to partici 
in it, but reached the scene of action soon after the close of the st 
gle. Tlio morning after the battle bo announced his purpose to 
vato General Beauregard to the rank of general. Ho returne 
Richmond on the ensuing day. The nomination was made inm 
atelyon his return, and was promptly confirmed by Congress. Gei 
Beauregard then became a general, and ranked me unless I was , 
by virtue of the act of Congress on the Kith of May already refe 
to. Yet from the time of General Beauregard’s appointmon 
the day of tlio renewed nomination I continued to act as the < 
manding general of the Army of the Potomac under the authoril 
the President and of the Department of War. Thus it appears 
I have the sanction of the President to my claim of rank under

'Tho lino of domarkation is drawn in reference 
to l.lio question ns to whether tho State intervenes or has not boon rec- 
ognized. Tho modilioation of tho general principle on which this 
Department Inis acted grows out of tho amendatory acts of Congress, 
passed during its second session, giving to the President the discre- 
tionary power of receiving volunteer tenders direct, without tho intor- 
vontion of State Executives. 

Second. After volunteers have boon inusl.ered into service their offi- 
cers should resign both to the Confederate and State authorities — to 
the first, because they have passed under its authority and receive Us 
pay and are in its service; to the second, because the commissions of 
all voliintoorofneors belonging to corps tendered through State author- 
ities emanate from tho State Executives. It is necessary for the first 
to know the fact that an officer has resigned in order to accept the 
resignation, and (he resignation must have been accepted beforo the 
State Executive cun issue a commission to supply the vacancy. .As 
the law stands it is required that information as to resignations should 
be imparted simultaneously to the State government and the Confed- 
erate (lovornment. A vacancy existing, Ihe election is called to (ill it 
as the law of the particular Stale affected shall require, and the elec- 
tion is conducted and its returns made according to that law; but it 
is necessary that returns shall not only he made to tho State authori- 
ties, but to the Confederate authorities, as the newly selected officer 
hits to be paid by the Confederate (lovornmont, being in their service; 
and how could it be known to whom payment was to bo made if tho 
person was not designated to whom payment should be duo? 

This Department Ims recently endeavored to avoid all encroach- 
ments upon the rights and authority of the States in respect to tho 
volunteers in its service, claiming to exorcise over them no power 
other than that plainly imparted by tho Constitution and the laws in 
obedience to that great charter.

Dear Sir: I have arrived safely, as you see, in Canada, after vari- 
ous jumoyanees, not, indeed, of thonutnrol approhoudod, hut scarcely 
less important, considering how valuable time is to me. Though I 
imrt a through ticket to Detroit, and the route on the map appears 
the most direct, I found that in leaving the great thorough faro 
between East ami 'West I had also loft tho route of close connections. 
You can imagine how it taxed my patience to wait in Indianapolis 
six hours for a train, and eight hours more in Peru, a wretched, 
straggling village In tho same State; hut this was by no means tho 
worst. A few miles beyond Wabash some obstructions placed on the 
track threw ns off, smashing engine and half a doswn cars ami tearing 
up I, lie mils for a distance of over thirty foot. The passengers were 
saved only by the fact that there wore nearly twenty freight cars to 
bear the main brunt of this terrific catastrophe. What I most cared 
for was the further detention of fourteen hours. Arriving at last in 
Toledo (yesterday evening), I found that I would have to wait until 
next morning for a train to Detroit, Preferring the cars to an Ohio 
hotel, I changed my route, and without further accident arrived this 
morning at Hull’alo, whence I immediately proceeded to this side, and 
here I am, fired, worried, mid out of all patience, having lost all hope 
of getting lo Quebec in time for the steamer which sails to-day. I 
am nowwriting in full view of the Palls, lmt am In no humor to enjoy 
thorn, for the loss of this whole week is a partial failure of tho object 
of my journey. There is a Poston steamer touching at Halifax on 
Friday, but I do not think I would gain a single day by making the 
long circuit necessary to take it. Under tho circumstances I have 
thought it needless to telegraph. You will, however, oblige me by 
communicating this letter to the person I named as being kind enough 
to lake an interest in my movements. At the different places who ro 
I was compelled to stop, and necessarily more or less to mix with tlu> 
people, the Avar was, of course, tho exclusive topic. The unanimous 
opinion every where was that the Fort oval forces in each encounter had 
to meet heavy odds.

An eMtiiimtn has boon made of the probablo tax of these 
districts by the chief collector, and the aggregate for the whole State, 
including these districts, will amount to about $2,700,000, from which 
deduct 10 percent., $270,000; nob tux, §2,430,000; the State of Loui- 
siana has paid into Mm Treasury $2, 500,000; excess, $70,000. Assum- 
ing this statement to he nearly correct, the Stato has overpaid to this

Art. XIYLV. The Confederate States of America hereby tender to 
the Little Osage tribe the same protection and guaranties as are 
hereby extended and given to the Great Osage tribe, and the other 
benefits offered them specifically by this treaty; and if the said Little 
Osage tribe shall give no aid to the enemies of the Confederate States, 
and shall, within one year from the day of the signing of this troaty, 
outer into a convention whereby they shall unite in this troaty and 
accept and agree to all the terms and conditions of the same, then it 
shall, to ail intonls and purposes, be regarded as having been made 
with them originally, and they be doomed and taken to bo parties 
thereto, as if they were now to sign the same. 

Art. XLV. This convention shall be obligatory on tho Groat Osage 
tribe of Indians from the day of its date, and on tho Confodorato 
States from and after its ratification by the Senate or Provisional

Uis Excellency President Davis, 

Richmond, Va.: 

Mr. Phissident: I bog leave to call your attention to a largo field 
for operation for the system of signaling on which I have been 
oil gaged. It is in our harbors along the wliolo threatened coast, in 
putting our forts, cities, and lookouts in communication with each 
other, what we are now unable to do for want of insulated wire I 
have instructed in the system my two brothors, Maj. W. F. Alexan- 
der and Private .fames 11. Alexander, Ninth Georgia Volunteers, the 
latter ol. whom is now one of my assistants. Besides these, I have 
here about ten well-instructed privates and one lieutenant (Barker, 
of the First Virginia Volunteers), and I could send several of tho 
former (three or four) to any places you might wish. It would, of 
course, be much bettor to send commissioned officers, and in this con- 
nection I may say that Major Alexander, I am sure, would like this 
service. I have applied for a commission for Private Alexander to 
associate him move fully with me and to bo able to send him on some 
detached service with (.lie Maryland shorn. Several other privates in 
my employ are in every way suitable for commissions should you over 
desire such officers. The Mr. Bryan of whom I spoke to you has 
returned safely and iH about going back for another plan of commu- 
nication, which we are perfecting with the aid of a most promising 
female accomplice, t will inform you of tho plan whou arranged.

TIlO COMMISSIONERS Al'L'OINTEl) TO RECEIVE SUBSCRIPTION TO THE 

Produce .Loan: 

Genti.emen : Inquiries have boon made from various quarters — 
li whether during; the continuance of the blockade effort should 
bo made to procure further subscriptions; second, whether tho Gov- 
ernment will authorize promises to be holdout of aid to planters 
as an inducement to such further subscriptions. The first inquiry 
seems to imply a. misunderstanding of the scheme of the subscrip- 
tions. Many persons have supposed that the Government was to 
have some control of the produce itself; others, that the time of sale 
appointed by the subscription was to be absolute and unconditional. 
Tho caption at tho head ol the lists when examined will correct both 
these errors. Tho subscription is conlincd to the proceeds of sales, 
and contains an order on the commission merchant or factor of 
the planter to pay over to the Treasurer the amount subscribed 
in exchange for Confederate bonds. The transaction is simply an 
agreement by (lie pla.nl.er to lend the Government so much money, 
and in order to complete the transaction a time and plaoo are 
appointed when ami where the parties may meet to carry it out. 
Tho important point is that it shall certainly bo completed at some 
time, and that is secured by Mm engagement of thoplantor. Whether 
that time be December or. I line is simply a question of convenience, 
and works no injury to either party. The Government is sure of the 
eventual payment, and derives from that certainty so much credit; 
and il' loses nothing because il. gives its bond only when tho money is 
paid. 1 1- is obvious, therefore, that the subscriptions are quite as 
valuable to the Government during the blockade as after it. Tho 
blockade simply suspends the completion of the engagement. It 
becomes the interest of both parties to wait for a good price, and the 
Government will readily consent to a postponement of the sale. You 
perceive, therefore, that it is desirable to continue your exertions to 
increase the subscriptions, and you are authorized to say that the 
Government will consent t.o a reasonable extension oil the time 
appointed for sales. .Second. Tho next inquiry is as to a promise of 
material aid from the Government to the planters. In answering 
this inquiry I am to speak in advance of any action of Congress. 
What that 'body may see lit to do it is not for mo to determine. I 
can ox press merely the views of this Department, and those m ust 
govern your action until reversed by a higher authority. It would 
be a siillieieiit answer to the inquiry to say that the action of the Gov- 
ernment is settled by the Constitution. No power is granted to any 
department to lend money for the relief of any interest. Even the 
power of Congress in relation to money is con (in oil to borrowing, and 
no clause can be found which would sanction so stupendous a scheme 
as purchasing the entire crops with a view to aid its owners. But 
it may lie said that the Constitution of the Provisional Government 
may lie altered by Congress, ami that it is the duty of this Depart- 
ment to prepare the way for each alteration if, in its judgment, tho 
(innueiul necessities of the country demand the change. I am not 
disposed, then, to close the inquiry with the abrupt answer thus 
made by the Constitution, and will proceed to consider the subject 
upon its intrinsic merits. Two plans of relief have been proposed.

On tho 12th day of September last the Bank of Mobile, the South- 
ern Bank of Alabama, and the Northern Bank of Alabama, at my 
suggestion and request, suspended specio payments, which subjected 
them to tlio provisions of the seventh section of the act referred to. 
Tiioy promptly complied with said provisions, so far as required, 
and placed to the credit of the treasurer of tho Stale the following- 
amounts: 

Tho Bank of Mobile $210,150 

Tho Southern Bank of Alabama 112,800 

Tho Northern Bank of Alabama 81,400 

Making a total of 418, 850 

Those hanks in February last purchased bonds of tho State, and 
paid thorofor in specio funds the following amounts: 

Tho Bank of Mobile $100,438.34 

The Southern Bank of Alabama 100, 433. 84 

Tho Northern Bank of Alabama 25,000.00 

As these banks have with great promptness responded to my request . 
to purchase tlio bonds of the State, I doomed it but just to them to 
deduct tho amount of bonds purchased by thorn from the amount tho 
suspension act required them to pay into the treasury. I therefore 
recommend that the amount so taken by each of these banks bo con- 
sidered ns so much paid under the suspension act, and that they be 
required, to exchange the bonds purchased by thorn, and upon whicl 
tho interest is payable semi-annnally, for the bonds provided for ii 
said net, upon which the interest is payable annually. I also recom- 
mend that interest be allowed to all the banks from tho date of tho 
payments by them, respectively, of the amounts required by the act 
legalising their suspension, and that the time for the resumption of 
specie payments by them lie extended. It is manifest that the assist- 
ance of the banks iH indispensable in furnishing means to aid the 
State and the Confederacy in the great contest in which they are now 
engaged, and it is equally clear that they cannot, continue to extend

Ah il. is impossible to foresee wlmt i.s (.0 bo l.ho duration, or wind; the 
expenses of the present war, i (• i.s of Mio utmost importance (hat 
ovoiy preparation and provision possible bo made for its vigorous and 
hik'/OOhhI'i 1 1 prosecution, 1 »o il. Ion# or short. 1 therefore, Avii.li groat 
reluctance, am compelled to recommend that, tho appropriation for 
educational purposes bo suspended until tlio termination of tho war 
and tho money bo applied to tho defense of tho country. 1 also sug- 
goHt that tho fund ariaing from tho military tax, undor tho provisions 
of an not appro vod February :IS, :i S(i(), lie applied to tho purposo. If 
I believed it to bo in tho power of tho Legislature to give the same 
direction to the interest of the sixteenth section fund I would recom- 
mend it. Talcing it for granted that the Legislature 1ms not the 
right to change the application of this fund, I respectfully suggest 
that an appeal be made in some form by tho Legislature to tho citizens 
of (ho several townships in this State to appropriate tho interest of 
fbe sixteenth section fund to tho support of tlio war. Most of tho 
townships in which tho sixteenth sections are valuable are inhabited 
by persons <>f wealth, who can afford to make this sacrifice; a sacri- 
fice which is ns nothing compared with tho great end to bo effected. 
Having had so many evidences of tho patriotism of our people, and 
of the unexampled, alacrity with which they respond to every call in 
behalf of the country, l cannot doubt that tho citizens of the town- 
ships will willingly consent that the interest of this fund may bo 
applied during the war to its support. This interest, with tho appro- 
priation for common schools, amounts to §1500,000. Under no other 
circumstances than those which now surround us would I recommend 
a change in the application of these educational funds; but every 
appropriation not necessary in conducting tho State government 
should bo made to yield to tlio support of our struggle for deliver- 
ance and liberty.

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These t-rnops, maintained nl< ji small oxponso to tho State, woll armed, 
mid prepared l.o act as emergency might require, constituted a valu- 
able auxiliary to our coast defenses. They wore retained in the State 
service untiL very recently, when, with t.ho understanding that they 
would ho accepted by the Confederate Government, to which thoir 
services had boon tondorod, 1-hoy wore discharged. 

I Mreotly connected with thin subjooi. is tho disposition mado by mo of 
tho arms and. munitions of war belonging to tho State. On tho oom- 
inonoomont of hostilitios botwoon tho two governments I oonsidorod 
that my duty as tho Executive of Ala]>ama required of mo to afford to 
tho Confederate Government a ready and efficient support to tho utmost 
of my ability. Tho oauso of tho Confederacy was tho can so of Ala- 
bama, and tlio resources of tho State which wovo at my command and 
essential to a vigorous and successful prosecution of tho war I freely 
placed at the d isposal of tho Confoderato Government. Tiio arms, up- 
ward of 20,000 stand, and other munitions of war ne<pi ivod by tho State 
in taking possession of the arsenal at Mount Vernon and Fort Morgan 
were, under tho direction of tho ordinance of 9th of March, J.8G1, turned 
over to tho Confederacy, while those which the wisdom and foresight 
of the Legislature of 1859-00, in anticipation of the events which 
subso([iiently transpired, had enabled me to provide, wore liberally 
supplied to the volunteer force of Alabama in tho Confederate sorvice. 
Your State has given to tho defense of tho Confederacy full 27,000 of 
her men. She has organized and in the Hold twenty-three regiments, 
two battalions, at least ton companies of horse and as many of foot, 
while live other regiments are in process of formation, thoir ranks 
nearly full. Of these troops Alabama has armed more than 14,000 
and equipped nearly half that number, besides furnishing largo sup- 
plies of powder, heavy and light artillery, and other munitions of war, 
independent of those which resulted from tho occupation of Mount 
Vernon. Tho expenditures which have boon mado by the State in 
acquisitions which the Confederacy has roceivod, the supplies which 
have been furnished at the expense of your treasury to arm, equip, 
and subsist her troops, the expenses of tho State In defending and 
protecting the gulf-coast in Alabama and Florida after tho formation 
of the Con fedemte Government, as they resulted to the common good, 
constitute a- just claim upon the common treasury, which will doubt- 
less be acknowledged and paid by that Government. In this connec- 
tion 1 would also bring to the notice of your honorablo body that I 
have taken the responsibility of anticipating to a considerable extent 
the payment of the clothing commutation money to be mado by the 
Confederate Government to the troops from this Stato in her sorvice, 
and investing the amount in clothing for their bonolit. I assumed 
this responsibility only under the conviction that the largo amount of 
clothing required could not otherwise be supplied, and that tho com- 
fort and health of the troops, as well as thoir efficiency in tho Held, 
imperatively demanded it. The provision made by law to tho volun- 
teer to supply him with clothing was originally 821, since increased 
to $25, which 'is paid him on the lirst pay-day, and every six months 
afterward during his continuance in the service. A large proportion 
of the volunteer force from this State have no other means to furnish 
themselves with clothing than the provision thus made, and of those 
who entered the service during tho last spring and summer not one 
Ims received more than the lowest sum I have named to provido him- 
self with both summer and winter clothing, including blankets.

HOSPITAL FOR SOLDIERS.

These men will have to 1 >o provided with good hospital accommodations speedily 
or many of them will die for tho want of them, for after all tlio eitorts I rear 
many oi 1 them will he thinly dad and wanting in overcoats, hlankots, and gloves. 
Were they well dad, still the hospital accommodations are indispensable. Now, 
I mu satisfied our Government, through its proper departments, is making all the 
eiforts to meet this great want, it can, and that muoli will ho accomplished, yet 
there is reason to fear tho Government will not he able to provide m time accom- 
modations for such a largo number of men as will need them. Of tho magnitude 
of this enterprise you may form an idea when I tell you that in our single brigade 
nearly 1 ,500 moil lire unable to march.

seized and transported to distant places and thoro incarcerated, and 
even women, without the forms of law, liavo boon dragged from the 
domestic, altars into imprisonment. ... .

The oneampuiont of XT. K. forces noar Tiulianohi became early hi tiro 
administration an object of nttontion. Those troops wore departing 
from tho State by virtue of an agreement between General Twiggs 
m d the commissioners of the convention. In conformity with these 
•stipulations they were to retain a full complement of arms and ammu- 
nition. Thus provided, they had collected to tho extent of several 
companies ai> Green Lake under tho protenso of awaiting transporta- 
tion from our shores. From tho threatening aspect which affairs lmd 
assumed it was not Improbable that the Federal Government would 
order these GOO or 700 well-appointed troops to take possession of and 
hold tii is sea-port, to our very serious disadvantage. Therefore it was 
doomed a matter of policy, if not of absolute necessity, to require 
their immediate embarkation in compliance with the terms of tho 
agreement before mentioned. Accordingly a commission under tho 
immediate control of the adjutant-general was authorized to make 
Ibis demand, and if it was not complied with to call out a force suf- 
ficient to capture and disarm them. This commission was proceed- 
ing promptly to the discharge of its duty when tho opportune arrival 
of General Van Dorn, with full authority to effect this same purpose, 
superseded the necessity of further action on its part. 

The vulnerability of the son-const was now an object of earnest 
solicitude, and it was tho duty of the Kxocutivo of Texas to urge its 
defense upon the Con fed crate Government. This was done and the 
I ’resident requested to send ini mediately a competent engineer to make 
an examination and report upon thoso fortifications which wore nec- 
essary. hi the meantime the precautionary measures were takon of 
solid ingscvoral hundred stand of arms from those seized at San Antonio, 
to be used in the defense of Matagorda Bay and Galveston Island. 
Steps wore taken at the same time to have the heavy guns which had 
been captured at Fort Clark conveyed to the coast. About this tune 
the able Confederate officer who had been designated to command the 
military department arrived. Thus rested an important subject m 
appropriate hands and relieved the State of that which she had not the 
power to accomplish. As an ollicicut step to secure themilitary defenses 
of our northern border, Col. W. 0. Young was authorized to raise a 
regiment of cavalry.

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In February last the Coumlitteo on Public Safety, acting with full 
power under an ordinance of the convention, sent some troops to Fort 
Brown and other points on the Lower Rio Grande. These companies 
were mustered into the service of the State for six months. An oppor- 
tunity was subsequently extended to them of being received into the 
Confederate Army. This they refused to do and were therefore State 
troops to the time of the expiration of their term of service. Just 
before the time of their enlistment was completed Col. Charles Lovcn- 
s Id old was sent as a special agent to the Rio Grande to ascertain their 
condition, investigate the causes of certain disaffection which was said 
to exist muster them out of service, and have them transported to Vic- 
toria. This agent has thus far discharged his duty with signal prompt- 
itude and ability. The business, however, has proved one of such 
extent that lie has not yet completed it sufficiently to make his final 
report These troops, which have undergone many hardships and 
privations, could not be paid oven in treasury warrants. There was 
only the power to issue to them certificates of debt, and their payment 
is a subject to which the early attention of the Legislature is invited. 
Some complaints have reached the Executive to the effect that this 
command has suffered from the negligence of tlie authorities of the 
State. These troops had been sent out on a suddenly conceived expe- 
dition and without that thorough organization of the quartermaster s 
and commissary departments so essential for a lengthy station in an 
isolated locality. They were under the. management of an accom- 
plished commander, who doubtless adopted every possible means to 
insure their comfort. The reports from this officer indicate occasion- 
ally an approaching want of supplies, but in many of them lie announces 
having made temporary arrangements, and upon the 30tli of Juno lie 
says: “ Wo have supplies enough on hand for two months to come,” 
which time would complete the period for which the troops were 
enlisted. These facts, in addition to the one that the Legislature had 
made no provision for the purchase and transportation of supplies to 
this command, will permit nothing reprehensible to attach to the 
authorities of the State in regard to it. 

By act of the last Legislature the Governor was required to negotiate 
a loan of 81,000,000 by having tho bonds of the State to that amount 
executed and placed in the hands of an agent to be sold from time to 
time, and the proceeds of sale deposited in some bank in the city of 
New Orleans. It was attempted promptly to carryout the requirements 
of this law by the appointment, as agent of the Slato to negotiate the 
loan, of General E. 13. Nichols, of Galveston. Ho was, as will bo seen by 
documents (Doc. B) herewith submitted,* properly accredited for the 
purposes of his mission and fully instructed as to his powers and duties. 
IIo has only partially succeeded. Tho bonds to be procured have 
reached this department and are now deposited in the treasurer s office. 
He, however, did not succeed in negotiating the loan or any portion of 
the same. Ilis report shows tho causes— consequent upon the financial 
depression of the country— which operated against the accomplishment 
of the desired object. This matter is commended to the consideration 
of your honorable body for such action as you limy deem necessary. 
The law is still in force and the authority to the agent imrevokctl. 
Whether or not the existing condition of affairs will justify the con- 
tinuance of the effort to carry out the intention of the Legislature m 
this respect is a question which addresses itself forcibly to your deter- 
mination. In obedience to this same law there is now being collected

Gentlemen of the Senate and 1-Iouse of Representatives: 

You have assembled at the capitol at a time when it will require all 
ol. your ability and patriotism to sustain the State in her present proud 
position, givo protection and security to the people, place her financial 
affairs on a sound basis, and give that strength to the Government of 
the Confederate States as may reasonably be expected from a State so 
powerful as Texas. From the inception of the present troubles to 
this period Texas has been keenly alive to her own security and fully 
up to the expectations of her sister States in her efforts for the gen- 
eral welfare. As was natural, the people of this State determined 
that they never would submit to have their own rights or tin; rights 
of the State government absorbed by a fanatical Government, fast 
drifting to centralism and all the evils incident to a system based on 
laws higher than the Constitution. So soon as it was ascertained that 
our once prosperous country had been placed under the administra- 
tion of the Black Republican party, it was, at once decided by the 
almost unanimous voice of the country that’ secession from the 'Gov- 
ernment of the United States was not onlj r a right possessed, but a 
great political necessity. The separation of the two Governments 
was effected by the resumption on the part of Texas of the powers 
she had delegated to the Federal Government. The people of the 
Northern States, who had time and again asserted that the States of 
the South could not bo driven from the Union, declaring that if they 
desired to socode they should be permitted to do so, when secession 
became an established fact, wore suddenly seized with the conviction 
that the Union was a perpetual one; the right of secession was denied, 
and the policy adopted that the Southern States should be forced to 
remain and continue to pay tribute to the North, as they had been 
doing since the formation of the Government, or else be 'subjugated

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are not alone able, bub disposed, to cliastise thorn when they commit 
depredations. A.civilizod government could not bo expected to ma ke 
treaties with those with whom it is at war so long as success attended 
its arms. Much less can it bo hoped of a savage foe, who believe that 
they are superior in the mode of warfare pursued. It is my do liberate 
opinion that we will never have treaties with the Indians on our bor- 
der on which we can rely, until they are made to feel the blighting 
effects of war visited upon them at their own homes and around their 
own firesides. I am very loath at this time to express any dissatisfac- 
tion at what the Confederate States Government is attempting' in the 
way of defending and protecting our frontier, knowing as 1 do that 
its every desire is to accomplish good for our Confederacy; yet I must 
be permitted to say that I have no faith in the policy heretofore 
pursued with what are called reserve Indians. If the Government 
is settled in its policy to retain those Indians on reserves for the pur- 
pose of protecting, civilizing, and supporting them, they should be 
confined strictly to the territory provided for them, and on it clothed, 
fed, civilized, and protected. While they are permitted to leave the 
boundaries of the reserves to engage in hunting and to war with other 
tribes, just so long will they continue to visit our soil and come in 
conflict with our citizens. They should not be permitted under any 
guise whatever to visit our State, and I invoke you to declare by 
positive enactment that whenever and wherever found on our soil 
they will be deemed and treated as enemies. They have been the 
source of so many troubles on our frontier that it will require years 
for the people to forget their numerous atrocities. It is not hazard- 
ing too much to say that the citizens of Texas are better acquainted 
with the Indian diameter than those living in the more eastern 
States, and are, therefore, better qualified to suggest an efficient 
plan of defense against the hostile tribes. 

In consequence of this fact I most respectfully suggest that you 
adopt some system for frontier protection best suited to our situation 
and the requirements of the country, and urge its immediate adop- 
tion, through our members of Congress, by the Government of the 
Confederate States. Under the existing state of the country in case 
of an invasion wo must rely almost entirely on the militia of the 
State. I have no doubt that the great mass of the people would 
promptly respond to any call made upon thorn to defend the soil on 
which they live, but in order that their patriotism and valor may be 
efficient, to successfully defend the State the men must be disciplined 
and fitted for actual war. Hence it becomes imperatively necessary 
that the revising of the militia law should engage your early atten- 
tion. It has been clearly demonstrated in the last few months that 
the existing law does not meet the emergency; it is in many instances 
unwieldy and defective. A law, simple in form and easy of execu- 
tion, is demanded under which every able-bodied man in the State 
liable to do military duty shall bo enrolled, disciplined, and placed 
under tlio command of good and efficient officers. To effect this the 
law must bo a stringent one that will bear heavily on those who fail 
to discharge their duties, ns well officers as men. Through the 
efforts of tlio late adjutant-general a partial organization of tlio 
militia has already been effected, and I would suggest that in fram- 
ing a new law or in amending the present one you will preserve 
the i) rose nt organization as far as is practicable with the public 
interest. I would also suggest that you subject to militia duty every 
able-bodied man in the State between tlio ages of seventeen and fifty

parties, under an adequate iionalty, to return all such property to tho 
ellice of tho ndjutant-gonoral or deposit it in tho hands of tho chief 
justices of their respective counties, subject to tho order of tho adju- 
tant-go no ml. Thoro remains in tho hands of tho adjutant-gonoral 
property of a porishablo nature, including principally a number of 
horses and mules which arc not now, nor are thoy likely to bo, of any 
immediate uso to tho State. This property if retained will become 
a heavy charge. It would ho well that all of said property bo sold by 
the adjutant-general at public sale, tho proceods received in treasury 
warrants and paid into the treasury. By an act of tho Congress of 
the Confederate States that Government assumes to pay all the debts 
incurred by the soveral States incident to their secession from tho 
Government of the United States. Texas, as one of tho seceding 
States, will have a large claim against the Confederate Government 
under that law. Prudence demands that you adopt such measures as 
will speedily collect the testimony necessary to establish our claim, in 
order that it may ho promptly examined and audited by that Govern* 
mont. You will see by referring to the report of the secretary of stato 
that there remain on deposit in that office some 1,(500 or 1,800 volumes 
of Oldham White’s Digests over and above the number requisite to 
furnish all those entitled to them by law. In view of tho fact that 
the constitution requires a new digest of all tho laws, civil and crimi- 
nal, to be published within three years from the 2d day of March, 
18(11, these Digests are likely to become valueless to tho State. It is 
therefore suggested that tho secretary of stato be authorized, after 
reserving a sufllciont number for the uso of tho Stato, to soli tho 
remainder at a price not less than cost. 

Tho committee on public printing reports that, notwithstanding 
tljey complied with the law authorizing tho giving of contracts to do 
tho' public printing, they have boon unable to socuro tho services of a 
public printer, tho partios making tho bids failing to exoouto bond 
and give security. It will therefore dovolvo on you to take such 
action as tho public interest requiros. Permit me to suggest, how- 
ever, that an amendment bo made to tho law regulating tho public 
printing, requiring parties who bid for the contract to do the work to 
accompany their bids with approved guarantees that if their bids are 
accepted thoy will exoouto bond ns tho law requires. I would call 
your attention to the roport of tho commissioner of tho general land 
office, tho condition of tho public domain, and tho suggestions made 
relative thereto. Tho institution for tho insane, blind, and doaf and 
dumb merit your attention. They have doubtless accomplished much 
good, and if properly managed in tho future will confer great benefits 
on a large number of our unfortunate people and rolled; great credit 
on the State. Should any legislation bo doomed necessary to placo 
them on a better footing, I will cheerfully co-oporato with you and 
give any such measure my most cordial approval. 

If rum tho failure of tlio crops for a series of years past, together 
with the pressure of the money market consequent upon tho oxisting.

In order to meet tho deficit manifested 
on the report of tho comptroller, ho advises an increase of taxation to 
25 cents on $100 worth of taxable property in tho State, and a reduc- 
tion in tho price of public hinds to 50 cents an acre. I hero call your 
special attention to this portion of tho roporfc, and urgo upon you to 
give it mature and deliberate consideration, bolievingas I do that tho 
salos of public lands, ovon at tho reduced price proposed, will fall far 
short of tho amount estimated by the comptroller, and that we must 
rely almost entirely on taxation. .No ono regrets more than I do the 
necessity of increased taxation at this timo of peculiar hardship upon 
tho pooplo, particularly when I am so well awaro that for tho past 
eight months our eitizons, with some exceptions, have responded so 
generously and liborally to tho support and comfort of the gallant 
spirits in the Hold. But wo must boar in mind that wo are engaged 
in a contest for liberty, equality, and tho right of self-government. 
To secure these our homo and General Government must bo sustained 
at every Hacriliee. Under these circumstances I deem it imperatively 
necessary that at least the rate of taxation proposed by the comptroller 
should be levied for the relief of tho treasury during the next two 
years. The presold tax for county purposes is doomed sufficient, 
’inasmuch as they are generally supplied with their public buildings, 
and the contingent expenses of tho courts being greatly reduced by 
their partial suspension. Should, however, any of the counties, from 
their spirit of liberality in making advances toward the equipment of 
troops and otherwise aiding in the strugglo, find it necessary to ask 
permission to lovy a further tax than that allowed bylaw, I would 
advise a generous consideration of such application. The treasury at 
this time having no gold or silver in its vaults, it; bocomos necessary 
for you by legislation to provide means for carrying on the civil gov- 
ernment until such time as the treasury shall bo in receipt of its usual 
revenues. 

For this puiqiGso, from tho limited information nowin my possession, 

I can point you to no bettor mode than the issue of treasury warrants 
payable at the treasurer's office out of any moneys not otherwise 
appropriated. I would suggest, however, that hereafter tho warrants 
should be so issued as to boar no interest. _ Tho treasury warrants, 
now outstanding and bearing 10 per cent, interest, are soiling at a 
most ruinous discount, and I can safely say that tho civil government 
cannot be supported by the issue of treasury warrants unless you by 
Home legislation shall cause them to appreciate to at least near their 
face value. To accomplish so desirable a result I would suggest to 
you to take into consideration the propriety of making all the warrants 
heretofore issued, as well as those which may be hereafter issued, 
receivable in payment of taxes and for all other public dues of what- 
ever nature or kind. Esteeming it as I do the duty of our State, as 
well as the duty of every citizen, to sustain by every means in their 
power the credit of the Confederate States, I cannot but recommend 
that, the treasury notes issued by that Government be by an act of tho 
Legislature placed on the same footing as the warrants issued by our 
State treasury, and that they also be made receivable in paymont of 

all public dues. . , 

l am pleased to inform you that it appeal’s from tho record in tho 
executive department that the Legislature of the State of Louisiana 
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caused to l)o placed in good order and presented to the State of Texas 
tlio two beautiful guns known as the Twin Sisters, so famous in our 
history for services derived from them on the Held of San Jacinto. I 
trust that tho Legislature will acknowledge the kind and complimen- 
tary act in an appropriate maimer. 

Gentlemen, tho very able manner in which my immediate predecessor 
has detailed to you tho many important matters that have' ‘transpired 
during tho late eventful times leaves me nothing more to say. ['can-., 
not conclude, however, without expressing the hope that you will dur- 
ing the present session of the Legislature coniine your action, as far as 
may comport with your ideas of propriety, to' matters of general 
interest and those laws of pressing necessity. That ovory endeavor 
will be used by you to bear the standard of Texas aloft; that you will 
struggle by ovory moans in your power to strengthen the arm of (he 
Confederate States I feel fully satisfied. And permit me, gentlemen, 
to assure you that you shall have my hearty co-operation in all mat- 
tors tending toward the general welfare. Let us do our duty, and 
with the aid of an all-wise and all-seeing Providence our country will 
omorgo from this unholy war with a fame world wide and her honor 
untarnished.

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character have boon perpetrated upon her people ; some of her most ■ 
eminent citizens have been seized and borne away to languish in for- 
eign prisons, without knowing who were their accusers or the specific 
charges made against them, while others have been forced to abandon 
their homes, families, and property, and seek a refuge in distant 
lands. 

Finding that the Confederate States wore about to be invaded 
through Kentucky, and that her peoplo, after being docoived into a 
mistaken security, wore unarmed and in danger of being subjugated 
by the Federal forces, our armies were marched into that State to 
repel the enemy and prevent tlieir occupation of certain strategic 
points which would have given them groat advantages in the contest — 
a step which was justified not only by the necessities of self-defense 
on the part of the Confederate States, but also by a desire to aid the 
peoplo of Kentucky. It was never intended by the Confederate Gov- 
ernment to conquer or coerce the peoplo of that Stato; but, on the 
contrary, it was declared by our generals that they would withdraw 
their troops if the Federal Government would do likewise. Procla- 
mation was also made of the desire to respect the neutrality of Ken- 
tucky and the intention to abide by the wishes of her people as soon 
as they were free to express their opinions. These declarations wore 
approved by mo, and I should regard it as ono of the best effects of 
the march of our troops into Kentucky if it should end in giving to 
her peoplo liberty of choice and a free opportunity to decide thoir own- - ' 
destiny according to their own will. 

Tho Army has been chiefly instrumental in prosecuting the groat 
contest in which we are engaged, but the Navy has also boon effective 
in full proportion to its means. The naval officers, deprived to a 
groat ox lout of an opportunity to make thoir professional skill avail- 
able at sea, have served with commendable zeal and gallantry on , 
shore and upon inland waters, further detail of which will be found 
in the reports of the Secretaries of tho Navy and War. In tho trans- 
portation of tho mails many difficulties have arisen, which will bo 
found fully developed in tho report of tho Postmaster-General. Tho 
absorption of tho ordinary means of transportation for tho movements 
of troops and military supplies; tho insufficiency of tho rolling-stock 
of railroads for tho accumulation of business resulting both from 
military operations and the obstruction of water communication by 
tho presence of the enemy’s fleet; tho failure, and oven refusal, of 
contractors to comply with the terms of thoir agreements; tho diffi- 
culties inherent in inaugurating so vast and complicated a systom as 
that which requires postal facilities for every town and village in a 
territory so extended as ours, have all combined to impede tho best- ‘ 
directed efforts of tho Postmaster-General, whose zeal, industry, and 
ability have boon taxed to the utmost extent. Some of these diffi- 
culties can only bo overcome by time and an improved condition of 
the country upon tho restoration of peaco, but others may be remedied 
by legislation, and your attention is invited to tho recommendations 
contained in the report of tho head of that Department. 

Tho condition of the Treasury will doubtless bo a subject of anxious 
inquiry on your part. I am happy to say that the financial systom 
already adopted has worked well so far, and promises good results 
for the future. To tho extent that Treasury notes may be issued tho 
Government is enabled to borrow money without interest, and thus 
facilitate tho conduct of the war. This extent is measured by tho 
portion of the field of circulation which these notes can bo made to 
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OWIIDV. The proportion of tlio field thus occupied depends again 
iiDOii tl l.o ftinoii nf of the dobts for wlilcli they arc receivable ; and when

highest forms of national liberty and constitutional govornmont u central despo- 
tism founded upon the ignorant prejudices of the masses of Nor thorn socioty, 
and instead of giving protection with the Constitution to tho people of httoon 
Htates of this Union have turned looso upon them the unrestrained and raging 
passions of mobs and fanatics, and because wo new sonic to lndd our liberties, our 
property, our homes, and our families under the protection of tho reserved pow- 
ers of tiie States, have blockaded our ports, invaded our soil, mid waged war upon

I have the honor herewith to transmit a communication.* from the 
Provisional. Governor of Kentucky informing me of the appointment 
of commissioners on the part of that State to treat with the Govern- 
ment of tlm Confederate States of America for the recognition of said 
State and its admission into the Confederacy. Also a communication 
from tile president and members of the convention which declared the / 
separation of Kentucky from the United States and adopted the Jr 
provisional government as therein recited. Two of the three com- 
missioners thus appointed have presented their credentials and sub- 
mitted. a proposition to enter upon negotiations for the admission of 
the State of Kentucky into the Confederacy. Before entering upon 
such negotiation X have deemed it proper to lay the ease before Con- P 
gross and ask its advice. The history of this controversy involving r 
the State of Kentucky is so well known to the Congress that it is ;; 
deemed unnecessary to enter here into a statement of the various • 
stages through which it has passed. It may, however, be proper to 
advert to the fact that in every form in which the question has been 
presented to the people of Kentucky we have sufficient evidence to 
assure us that by a largo majority tlioir will has been manifested to 
unite their destinies with the Southern States whenever, despairing of 
the preservation of the Union, thoy should be required to choose 
between association with tlio North or tho South. In both, the commu- 
nications presented will be found a powerful exposition of the misrep- 
resentation of tho people by the government of Ken tucky, and it has

This imposes the necessity for oxninin 
ing the evidence to establish the fact tiiat the popular will is in I'avo 
of admission of the Stato into the Confederacy. To this end I mini 
the Congress to the commissioners who have presented to me many 
facts which (if opportunity be afforded them) they will no doubt mi 
freely communicate to the Congross. Tho conclusion at which I have 
arrived is that there is enough of merit in the application to warrant i 
disregard of its irregularity; that it is the people— that is to say, tin 
State — who seek to confederate with us; that though embarrassed they 
cannot rightfully be controlled by a Government which violates ip 
obligations and usurps powers in derogation of tho liberty which il 
was instituted to preserve; and that, tlieroforo, wo may' rightfully 
recognize tho provisional government of Kentucky and under iU 
auspices admit tho State into tho Confederacy. In reaching this con- 
clusion I have endeavored to divest myself of the sentiments wluVIi 
strongly attract me toward that State, and to regard considerations, 
military and political, subordinate to propriety and justice in the 
determination of the question. I now invito the early attention of 
Congress that I may be guided by its advice in my action.

Congress of Confederate States : 

Silt: In answer to your communication of the 27th instant, asking 
my opinion upon the expediency and practicability of a proposed 
increase of the pay of privates in tlie Confederate service, I haio the 
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honor to state that according to existing laws the monthly pay of a 
private of cavalry is $12, of artillery' and infantry $11. This is 
believed to be the highest rate of pay for those grades known in any 
service, and is exclusive of allowance for clothing, subsistence, or 
other items usually furnished to troops. The act of August 30, 1801, i 
authorizes commutation for clothing not furnished by the Government , 
at the rate of $25 per man for overy six months. It appears to me I 
that instead of an increase of pay proper, it would be much better to i 
increase the commutation allowance of clothing to $30 Cor every six 
months, which would enable the soldier to make hotter provision for 
his comfort in that essential article than he is enabled to do at the 
present rate. This increased expense for clothing for a regiment of 
1,000 men for one year would be 810,000; for 200,000 men it would bo 
$2,000,000 per annum. The increase of army appropriation conse- 
quent on the increase of $5 pay per month to eacli private would for 
a regiment of 1,000 men bo 800,000 for one year, and for 200,000 men 
for the same time it would bo $12,000,000. I avail myself of this 
occasion to bring to your notice, respectfully, the fact that it does not 
appear, so far as I have examined the acts of the Congress of the 
Confederate States, that any provision lias been made for wounded 
and disabled soldiers in tlio line of their duty or for the families of ■' 
such as have been killed in battle, and to suggest whether something 
should not he done by the present Congress to provide for such cases.

Eil'l.li. The act of Congress in relation to cadets con fines fcho appoint- 
ments to persons so Looted from the Confederate States. There are 
several instances of meritorious youths, citizens of what are known 
as the P»o rderStal.es, who have resigned their positions at the Military 
Academy at West Point and are now serving as privates in our ranks. 
Ought not these eases to lie provided for by permitting the President 
to commission such young men as cadets in our service t 

Sixth. The act “to provide for the public defense” allows to a bat- 
talion (section S) a chief bugler or principal musician, according to 
corps, hut omits a like provision for regiments. Tins is supposed l:o 
be an unintentional omission and attention is invited to it. 

Seventh. The act of Congress establishing the Regular Army pro- 
vides for a corps of artillery with certain oflleers and does not; seem 
to contemplate the organization of field batteries into battalions or 
regiments. In actual service it is known that it rarely if ever occurs 
flint field batteries are used in organized battalions or regiments. 
The act “to provide for the public defense,” while it authorizes the 
acceptance of volunteers as artillerists in companies, battalions, and 
regiments, and empowers the President to unite them in such organi- 
zations when tendered in separate companies, does not require that 
lie should do so, nor would the good of the service be at all promoted 
by such action on his pa rt. If, thou, the battery or single company be 
the best organization for artillery, ns seems to bo unquestionable, it 
results that under the present legislation the Executive is without 
power to reward eminent services in that arm by promotion. If we 
take for example the battalion of Washington Artillery which (being 
mustered into service as a battalion) happens to be commanded by a 
major, it is found that Major Walton, whose services have been con- 
spicuous in that arm and whose promotion lias been recommended by 
liis generals and is desired by the President-, is deprived of that sub 
stanj-ial mark of approval for eminent service which is the chorishr 
hope of the true soldier. 

The remedy seems to be to authorize the appointment of officers 
artillery of higher rank than is now permissible, and I would rospei 
fully suggest that Congress permit the appointment of! oflleers u 
artillery in the Provisional Army and in the volunteer corps, not 1/ 
exceed 'in number one brigadier-general for every twenty batter i( 
one colonel for every ton batteries, one lioulonant.-eolonol for eve 
six batteries, and one major Cor every four batteries, without reforon 
to the number of batteries under the actual command of the oflltier 
so appointed. 

Eighth. The act of Congress of 2J.st of May, 1801, authorizes the 
President to confer temporary rank and com maud for service with 
volunteer troops on oflleers of the Confederate Army. According to 
the terms of this act such temporary rank is adm issible only when the 
officers of the Army are on actual duty in the field with troops. Put 
there is in the different bureaus a number of meritorious officers whose 
duties, onerous and irksome, are performed under my personal 
observation with universal assiduity and fidelity. They are debarred 
by tiie necessities of the sendee from active duty against the enemy, 
and I have been compelled in repeated instances to refuse their urgont 
appeals for permission to take the field.

It in proper to say that under the belief that entire wind or and 
conlideneo should mark, all eonumt mentions between tho executive 
and legislative departments of the Government, I have abstained 
from the not uncommon practice of presenting exaggerated estimates 
in anticipation of a reduction by Congress in the amount appropri- 
ated. I have therefore reduced the estimates made by chiefs of 
bureaus to the amounts deemed by me sufficient, after full examina- 
tion, as will appear to a striking extent in the annexed letter of the 
Quartermaster-General, dated ilOth of November. I trust, therefore, 
that Congress will appreciate tho motive which has dictated this 
course, and will so far honor mo with its confidence as lo feel satis- 
fied that the estimates cannot be further reduced without danger to 
the public defense. Tho appropriations heretofore made being now 
nearly exhausted in some branches of the service and entirely so in 
others, the estimates now presented cover tho four months of Decem- 
ber, Jan .nary, February, and March, and amount to a fraction over 
$1)0,000, 000. Thenceforward it is not to bo hoped that the expendi- 
tures of this Department can fall short of $24,000,000 per month 
until tho restoration of peace, oral, all events until the renewal of 
commerce with foreign nations, which would greatly reduce the cast 
of all military supplies.

II. Impressments must not he resorted to, except, when absolutely 
demanded by the public necessities, and their harden must 1)0 appor- 
tioned among the community, so far as may he possible, equally and 
impartially, having due regard to the means and ability oi. owners of

Sir: I wrote you a short time ago that no vessels wore to bo per- 
mitted to leave the ports of North Carolina laden with naval stores 
whilst those ports wore blockaded. This order was dictated by the 
plainest necessity of self-defense. We could not permit the enemy’s 
licet to seize those supplies which tho enemy most required in prose- 
cuting the war. 

It seems, however, that the two vessels to which you referred were 
j laden under the faith of a permit from the Secretary of the Treasury, 

« on assurances deemed by him reliable, that they would go across tho 
Atlantic. Under these circumstances tho Government, of course, fools 
bound not to disappoint the just expectations of the neutral owners, 
whilst it feels compelled to spare no effort to provent the enemy taking 
advantage of the shipment of these stores. 

* You are therefore instructed to permit those two vessels to depart 
J with their cargoes whenever you shall feel satisfied that they can 
leave the port without risk, of capture by the blockading fleet.

Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Uiumikbenvativeb: 

According to I, he legally expressed will of the people, I am present 
to-day to take the oath and assume the duties prescribed for the Chief 
Kxocutivo of the State of Alabama. Diffident as I well might be at 
any time to undertake a trust of such largo responsibility, now that we 
are in the midst of momentous events requiring vigilance, fortitude, 
labor, and skill beyond the ordinary demands of our internal adminis- 
tration, the stoutest heart and. wisest intellect might hesitate in view of 
all the just expectations of the country. But with an unwavering 
faith in the Cod of Providence, and humbly invoking His sustaining 
power and guidance, I shall earnestly address myself to the work before 
me; and the cheering prospect of a great people, well knowing the 
inestimable value of liberty, cordially uni toil as brothers in its defense, 
alloi'ds the gratifying assurance that an entire self-consecration to the 
common cause will at least merit their approbation. In response to 
many partial friends whose generous proposals induced me to announeo 
myself as a candidate for Governor, I declared that, should their 
preference for mo be indorsed by the people, I should enter upon the 
executive office uutrammelod by personal or party combinations, and 
wit h no other purpose than to gain the esteem and oonlUlonco of the 
State by the diligence with which I. should strive for the maintenance 
ol her every rigid; and the advancement of her every interest. And 
here on this solemn occasion I renew this declaration and those assur- 
ances to you, and the sovereign people of Alabama whom you have 
the honor to represent in the General Assembly. And I am persuaded 
that the same spirit and purpose animate you, and that amid the 
clangor of arms, the thunder of artillery, the divisions which sprang 
out of our former federal relations are ignored, and from those legis- 
lative hulls shall go forth to rejoice the hearts of a oonllding constitu- 
ency the assured fact that their trusted public, servants are emulous 
only for the achievement of that which will most surely promote tho 
public weal and protect the honor of Alabama.

meet when the Hoard Is in session, Unit they may examine the grad- 
uating classes and report to the President the names of such ns are 
recommended for commissions in the Army, the arm of service for 
which they are fitted, «fcc.

EXECUTIVE Re pautment, 

.Richmond, December 12, 1801. 
To the Congress oe the Confederate States: 

I submit for your constitutional action treaties roeontly made with 
the Chickasaw and Choctaw, Creek, Seminole, and Chorokeo tribes of 
Indians.* In pursuance of a resolution passed by Congress tho 5th 
day of March, IHIil, I appointed Albert Pike, a citizen of Arkansas, 
commissioner of this Government to all the Indian tribes west of 
Arkansas and south of Kansas. Ilis powers and duties were not 
deilued in that resolution, but on the 21st of May, 1801, Congress 
passed “An net for the protection of certain Indian tribes,” by which 
the go ne ml policy of Congress in reference to those bribes was moro 
fully declared. ’Considering this act as a declaration by Congress of 
our future policy in relation to those Indians, a copy of that act was 
transmitted to the commissioner and lie was directed to consider it as 
his instructions in the contemplated negotiation. 

The general policy of that act is tlm basis of: the treaties ho rewith 
submitted ; hut in relation to pecuniary obligations there is a material 
departure, which will be more fully referred to in its appropriate con- 
nection. Tho general provisions of all the treaties are similar, and in 
each the Con fed orate States assume tho guardianship over the tribo 
and become responsible for all the obligations to the Indians imposed 
by former treaties on tho Government of the United States. Impor- 
tant modifications are proposed in favor of the respective local govern- 
ments of these Indians, to which your special attention is invited. 
That their advancement in civilization justified an enlargement of 
their power in that regard willscarcoly admit of a doulit; butwhothor 
the proposed concessions in favor of: their local governments are 
within the bounds of a wise policy may woll claim your serious con- 
sideration. In tii is connection your attention is specially invited to 
the clauses giving to certain tribes tho unqualified right, of. admission 
as a State in l.o the compact of the Confederacy, and in tho meantime 
allowing each of these tribes to have a delegate in Congress, -those 
provisions are regarded not only ns impolitic but unconstitutional, it 
not being within the limits of tho treaty-making power to admit a 
State or to control the House of Representatives in tho matter of. 
admission to its privileges. I recommend that the former provision 
bo re jected, and that the latter bo so modified as to leave tho question 
to the future action of Congress ; and also do recommend tho rejection

No. 20. f Richmond, December 12, 1861. 

The attention of officers commanding- troops is called to General 
Orders, No. 17, Adjutant and Inspector General’s Office, November 7, 
1861. The numerous cases presenting- themselves in Richmond with- 
out other evidence of discharge than a few lines, in manuscript, merely 
stating that fact, entails great distress upon the discharged, from 
absence of proper papers securing payment of their dues, and great 
embarrassment to the Quartermaster’s Department, striving to do jus- 
tice to the Government and soldier. Humanity and justice to the sol- 
dier demand from company commanders the papers necessary to secure 
to the soldier his rights, both in cases of discharge and when detached 
from his company. It is therefore earnestly enjoined upon regimental 
and battalion commanders, in every instance of discharge, to seo that 
“final statements” accompany the “discharge,” filled out for his sig- 
nature, before signing the latter, and where men are detached, from 
sickness or other causes likely to occasion long absence from their 
companies, that descriptive rolls be furnished. Failure in compliance 
with the foregoing requirements will be promptly reported to brigade 
commanders and made the subject of investigation and, if necessary, 
of a court-martial.

I am also assured by the Commissary- 
General that the purchases of our commissaries are conducted with a 
strict regard to economy, and that the reckless purchasing to which 
you refer, however much it maybe chargeable to others, has not been 
made by the C. S. Commissary Department.

imitate the example set in the act above recited by dividing it into 
two governments. 

Second. At tlio first session of the Congress an not was passed p,. () . 
viding for the sending of a commissioner to the Indian tribes north 
of Texas and west of Arkansas, with the view of making .such a rrange- 
ments for an alliance with and the protection of the Indians as were 
rendered necessary hy the disruption of the Union and our natural 
succession to tho rights and duties of the United States, so far as 
these Indians wore concerned. The supervision of this important 
branch of administrative duty was confided to the Stale Department 
by which Brig. Gen. Albert Pike was selected as commissioner. At 
a later period of the same session a Bureau of Indian Allah's was 
created by law and attached to this .Department, charged with the 
management of our relations witli tho Indian tribes. The corre- 
spondence of this Department and the report of General Pike exhibit 
fiill proof of the real, energy, and fidelity with which lie conducted 
Jus arduous mission and tho succoss with which it was crowned. Me 
has made treaties with tho entire Indian population of the Territory 
m question; lias secured their alliance; has enlisted several regi- 
ments of their warriors in our service, and has shown a rare mid 
adnnrablo combination of the qualities chiefly required for success in 
such a mission, namely, sympathy and friendship for the Indians 
blended with devotion to tho interests of his Government. Those 
treaties, coupled with the report of General Pike, will form the sub- 
ject of a spooial communication to Congress, and f now submit onlv 
tho report of tho head of the bureau in this Department, containing 
a succinct narrative of the entire administration of Indian affairs 
from tho establishment of the bureau to the present date. 

Third. The operations of the Army since the adjournment of Con- 
gress, on August <TI, alford renewed cause of congratulation, of grati- 
tude to Divino Providence, and of admiration for the gallant defend- 
ers of our righteous cause. Successful in a large number of minor 
engagements, signal victories have crowned their arms at Leesburg 
aiul Bolmont. I regret that, for some unexplained reason, the report

barbarities, disgraceful oven to savages, which characterize tho war- 
fare of Mm enemy. Tlm name of Mol. Harvey Drown must bo remem- 
bered with execration, when it is known that without the slightest 
warning his opening lire was specially directed against tlm navy-yawl, 
i moo pied, to his knowledge., by women, children, and non-combatants; 
and that on tlm evening of tlm second day ho gave vent to his rage

gave mo no control over tho movements of tho ship before reaching a 
Oonfodorato port. Tho cargo, as you are doubtless aware, is very 
valuable, consisting of Knliold rides, munitions, medicines, Ac., cost- 
ing in England, I was informed byOoloneLM., something lilce$S/)0,000. 
On tho voyage out we encountered much rough weather and shipped 
Homo heavy seas, one of which carried away the I'orohatchway. I 
have, however, made several personal exam i llations of the cargo, so 
far ns it was possible, and have the honor to report it apparently in 
good condition and the ship free from leakage. 

AVo reached Tonorillo on the morning of the ihkl of November, 
where the captain was ordered to take in Huffleiont additional coal to 
carry him across tho Atlantic. He could only got forty tons, however, 
out of 100 ho required, and this, too, only after a delay of two days. 
To this delay and failure to got coal must be in a great men sure 
ascribod our being hemmed in hero at present. We arrived here on 
the morning ol: tho Dth instant. II. was necessary, ns I have just inti- 
mated, to take in coal to make up the deficiency of supply ctTnun- 
riffo. Tho captain’s orders were to make the port, however, in any 
caso, where Mr. Helm, the agent of your Department al. Havana, was 
to meet us for the purpose of giving the latest information of the 
U. S. blockading vessels, to designate our port of entry, and to fur- 
nish us a pilot. Wo, however, found neither Mr. Helm', nor instruc- 
tions or pilot Fortunately, the Isabel (Flla Warloy), from Chnrlcs- 
ton, was hero, and Captain bird succeeded in engaging their pilot. 
Two days were required to ship our coal, and before it was in the II. s! 
gun-boat Flambeau came into the harbor under eireiimstniiees that 
leave no doubt that she came expressly for us, and will in all proba- 
bility wait to take us when we go out. ‘ Her u Hirers have been heard 
to say that they shall not move an inch for the Theodora, or Klin 
AVnrloy, as the Cladiator is tho one they canto for and intend to have, 

I mil perfectly satis lied, and so is Captain bird, that information of 
the sailing of this vessel (Cladiator) was tmusiniUcd from England to 
Washington. Captain .bird says tho custom-house nllicors in hondnn 
intimated to him their virtual knowledge of our destination ami gave 
Him friendly warning that several persons had been making' a very 
critical examination of the custom-hoimo books. Tim chief mate was 
told two or three days before wo sailed, as a secret, that the Cladiator 
was to run the blockade. The second mate received similar informa- 
tion from another source, and two days before sailing two persons in 
aBimill. boat wore oil! broadsides in l.ho stream for several hours, appar- 
ently engaged in making a careful sketch of her build, rig, A,e.

AN ACT to provide for a Corps of EngimwH for the Provisional Army. 

The Oonyrexx of the Confederate Males of America do enact , That 
the I ‘resident he, and lie is hereby, authorized to appoint officers of 
engineers in tlm Provisional Army, to a number not exceeding fifty, 
and of rank not higher than captain, whose pay and emoluments 
shall 'ho the same as those allowed for ollicors of a like grade in tlio 
permanent Army of the Confederacy, and whose appointments shall 
expire at the end of the pending war. 

Approved December !M, 18151. 


AN ACT to amend “An net; to authorize the President to confor temporary rank 
and command for service with volunteer troops on oilicorH of tho Confederate 
Army,” approved May twenty-Ilrst, eighteen hundred and aixty-ono. 

Be it, enacted by tlui Oonyrexx of the Confederate States of America, 
That tho above-entitled act he so amended that, in addition to tho 
power therein granted, the President of tho Confederate States ho, 
and ho is hereby, authorized to confer temporary rank and command 
upon officers of the Confederate Army on duty in tho several buroaus 
of the Adjutant and Inspector Cenoral, Chief of Engineers, and Chief 
of Ordnance, to cease at tho end of the war; the same to ho hold 
without prejudice to tho positions in said Amy.

A N ACT to provide for tho payment of eortnin Indian troops. 

The Comjrcxx of the Confederate Slates of America do enact , That the 
proper i|unrtorinnslor in tlio Military Department of Indian Territory 
he authorized to pay the officers and men of the company of Crook 
mounted volunteers, raised in the month of August, oightoon hundred 
and sixty-one, by authority of the commissioner of the Confederate 
Stales, for local purposes, at the North Fork Village, in tho Creek 
country; and of flic Cherokee regiments of Cols. Stand Watie and 
John Drew, and of the Choctaw and Chickasaw regiment of Col. 
Douglas 11. Cooper, and of the Creek regiment of Col. Daniel N. 
McIntosh, and of the companies of Soini noies raised by the chief, by 
authority of (Ins same commissioner, and of the other troops called 
into the service by Col. Douglas 11. Cooper, to aid in suppressing the 
insurrection of a part of the Creeks, and of any called into service

gestions, which, if carried info effect, will fully meet the emergencies 
that may arise from the now more severe bloekado of all tho Southern 
const, which is causing all individual enterprises rapidly to cease. 

Until recently numerous vessels on private account were employed 
in running fliobloekudo from our principal ports, but now very few 
nan be induced to mu the risk in consequence of tho number which 
have been recently taken by the enemy. Wluit I propose is that the 
Government should undertake to do what individual enterprise will 
certainly hereafter be unwilling to do. I would proposo to have, in 
charge of proper agents, three or fourdepots near by in the West 
Indies constantly supplied from Europe with such articles as may bo 
needed lor the prosecution of the war. These would thus, being easy 
of access, afford our vessels an opportunity of supplying thomsolvos, 
and the advantage of having several would be that in caso there should 
bo obstacles to the approach to one another might bo made available. 

T "would suggest, among other plums, Mat-tin xus or Cardonas, in tho 
northwest, and (Jihnra, in flic northeast of Cuba, as suitable locations 
for two of these depots. As tho inhabitants of that island sympathize 
with us, all of flic supplies needed could be got from Spain at very low 
rates, and by i.h tin importing from tho mother country a largo amount 
would be saved in the shape of duties. These supplies, after boing 
placed in tlmso depots, which would have to be superintended with 
groat prudence and caution so as not to attract attention or suspicion, 
could bn brought into the Confederacy by some of our public vessels 
or private steamers which are occasionally chartered, or perhaps most 
effectually by small craft of light draft, oven were thoy Imt fishing 
smacks (good sailors), that could bo mado to run to 
importation of tho supplies most needed.

lie and his Cabinet Imvo seized large numbers of our citizens, wit 
drawn them from their homes, their fnmPios, and their business, <*a 
them into loathsome prisons, refused to inform them of the cause ar 
nature of the accusation against them, denied to them the right ai: 
opportunity of consultation with friends or counsel, and have wit, 
held from them a speedy and public trial by an impartia l jury. Tin 
would neither confront them with the witnesses against them, u< 
would they allow them lo have compulsory process for obtainii 
witnesses in their favor. 

The conduct of President Lincoln has been us tyrannical an 
oppressive toward the Confederate States as the aids of I, lie King< 
Great Britain, which caused our first revolution, were toward tl 
colonics. The com pa risen cannot fail to make its impression upc 
the mind even of the casual observer. 

President Lincoln has plundered the public treasury and 1ms deli’ 
ered at least $'10,000 to Peirpoiut to enable him and bis trnitorm 
associates in the Commonwealth of Virginia to overthrow the Stori 
government and to organize within the limits of this Stain a new go> 
eminent. He has thus been guilty of the unprincipled conduct. < 
using the people’s money to lavish upon traitors and encourage tliei 
to perseverance in their work of treason. 

“The history (of Abraham Lincoln) is a history of repented ini uric 
and usurpations, all having in direct object the establishment of a 
absolute tyranny over these (Confederate) States.” To this end “h 
1ms affected to render the military independent of and superior to th 
civil power,” 

lie has combined with Peirpoiut and other traitors in Virginia “t 
subject us to a jurisdiction foreign l.o our Constitution and uim< 
knowledge! I by our laws, giving his assent to their nets of protonchv 
legislation.” 

lie is endeavoring to ipmrtcr “large bodies of troops amongst us. 
lie is endeavoring to cut oil’ “our trade with all parts of the world. 
Tlo is endeavoring to impose “taxes upon us without our consent. 
He is endeavoring to deprive us “in many eases of the benefit 
of: trial by jury.” 

“Helms abdicated government here by declaring us out of his pro 
toction ami waging war against us.” 

“Ho has plundered our seas, ravaged our const, burned our towns 
and destroyed the lives of our people.” 

“ He is at this time transporting large troops of mercenaries to coin 
ploto the work of (loath, desolation, and tyranny already begun wit! 
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ojreumstaiiees of cruelty mul perfidy scarcely paralleled in tlm most 
barbarous ages ami l.oljilly unworthy the head of: a civilized iwiiion.” 

Ilo Inis endeavored to excite domestic, insurrections amongst us by 
proposing In put anus in Mio hands of ourNlnves, and thereby encour- 
age 1.110111 l.o an “ undistinguished destruction. of all agos, sexes, and 

conditions.” 

Ilo Ims violated laws human and divine to gratify liis passions, to 
glut Ids prejudices, and l o wreak his vengeance upon a people who 
ask only hlndr rights, ami who are struggling to preserve their liber- 
tins. < In n a Government conducled upon such principles endure? 

In ovary stage of l.lieso oppressions, attempted or consummated 
prior In the secession of the State, wo warned President Lincoln and 
the Northern people ol' the inevitable consequences of their course, 
and admonished them that if justice wore not neeordod to us the Union 
must lie dissolved. In every stage of these oppressions sinco tho 
secession of the Slate we have resisted them as became a fro© people 
asserting independence. Our admonitions and resistance have been 
answered by repeated injury and oppression, aggravated by war and 
bloodshed, and by the assumption and exercise of power which oven 
an autocrat would hesitate to assume and exercise. 

A President “whose character is thus marked by every act which 
may define a tyrant, is unlit to be the ruler of a free people.” 

I have thus presented — 

h’irst. Tho considerations that influenced and controlled the action 
of Virginia in separating herself from the Govern moat of tho United 
States ami resuming her sovereignty. 

Secern I . The results which 'I ’resident Lincoln's policy gavo us fearful 
reason to apprehend, and which are now matters of history, stamped 
indelibly upon its pages. In these I enumerate his ropoatod violations 
of a ( 'destitution which he had solemnly sworn to support. 

Third. I have run a parallel between tho conduct of President Lin- 
coln and George III, and have demonstrated that tho former has 
shown himself not less a tyrant and usurper than tho latter. 

The Constitution of the United Slates has had no binding efficacy 
upon us since the 17th day of April last. On that day wo repudiated 
it, and declared to the world that we would not bo longer bound by its 
provisions. Prom that day Virginia dates a new ora. Iler own con- 
stitution, her laws, and her ordinances constituted tho rule for hoi* 
guidance from that day forward until her union with the Confederate 
States wns consummated. While she occupied a position as an inde- 
pendent .State she deported herself with a grace and dignity that 
became “ the Mother of States,” and after her union with tho Confed- 
erate Government she fulfilled her obligations faithfully in lier new 
relation. 

The occurrences of the past nine months huvo demonstrated conclu- 
sively that we can net live together as equals under tho Government of 
the United Slates; and the habitual violation of tho provisions of the 
Constitution and the open disregard of tho laws by President Lincoln 
and his ollieiuls render governmental associations between us impos- 
sible. Mutual respect between the citizens of tho Southern Confed- 
eracy and those of the North has ceased to oxist. Mutual confidence 
has been succeeded by mutual distrust, and mutual good will by 
mutual aversion. No government can bo onduring which does not 
possess the a ffection and respect of the governed. It cannot be that 
the people of the Confederate States can again entertain a fooling of 
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affection and rospoet for tho (4ovoi*n m<5ii(> of tho United States. Wo 
have therefore separated from them, and now lol. i(, he understood 
that tho 80 partition “ is and ought to Im final and irrevocable,” 
Virginia “will under no circumstances entertain any proposition I'rom 
any quarter which may have for its object a restoration or recon- 
struction of tl 10 Into Union, on any forms and conditions whatever ” 
Wo must) ho oon font wit, h nothing loss than tho unqualified roeo«nii- 
tion of tho independence of tho Southern Confederacy and its nalTon- 
ality by tho Government of tho lato United States; and to this ond wo 
must mooli tho issue they have tendered to us with spirit, energy and 
determination, and with a firm resolve on the part of each of the 
Confederate States that everything shall lie done that may be neeos- 
sary to insure the triumph of our arms, and thus soeuro iibortv ami 
indepondeneo for the South. 

In conclusion! roeommond that before your adjournment this day 
you reaffirm by solemn vote in each house the resolutions adopted bv 
tho General Assembly of Georgia, The Umpire State of the South 
has spoken. Let not the Mother of States remain silent on a subject 
of so much significance and importance to tho Southern Confederacy

Sir- In compliance with the resolution of the House of Delegates 
passed January 10 , 1802, I have the honor to submit horowith 
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abstract showing tho liumbor, l)}' companies, of tho Virginia Volun- 
teers who ■ ontorod tho service prior to 1st of July, 1801. Tho roturns 
to this office only comprise such companies as entered service prior to 
July 1, 18(11, up to which perio<l they wore paid by the .State. I am 
therefore unable to say what number are now in the Held. Tho 
reports subsequent to 1st of July were made,, I presume, to the.,. 
Adjutant-General of the Confederate States. He would therefore 
l)e able to give this in formation, as well as the points at whieh the 
troops are stationed. In some instances I found a difficulty in fixing 
tho exact date of entry into service, owing to tho neglect of the olli- 
oors making tho rolls not stating in the caption of such rolls when 
and for how long the company was mustered in. In such eases I took 
the comimmeomont of pay as the date of entry, and twelve months 
thereafter as the termination of service. T have understood that 
some few of: tho companies embraced in my abstract have been dis- 
charged, hut never having received official notice of the ’fact, T can- 
not, of course, report thorn so. Many of the companies were largely 
increased by recruiting after the 1st of July, and a good many men 
have been discharged — to what extent in either case 1 am unable to 
state.

. I regret that these features of the bill compel its return, as some of 
its provisions would bo valuable adjuncts to existing legislation in 
enabling the txovemment to aid in tho establishment of manufactures 
ol arms and the creation of artilicial saltpeter beds.

meiits. This Bureau has been eondueted on tho prineii>le that the J 
essential duties of its chief are to ascertain and to anticipate’ t.hTfTnmwrf- 
out and future wants of tho commissariat in general and particular; 
thereon to apply to the .Secretary of War for tho means, ami to appoint 
tho agents deemed most competent to accomplish these objeels; then 
to clteet them. On commencing the organization in Montgomery it 
was known that supplies, especially of salt meats, could not be obtained 
to an adequate extent except in the enemy’s country. Accordingly 
appropriate steps wore taken to roach tlmiii! Tim stores of bacon and 
pork thus acquired, at a cost to the (lovornmoiit of much less than 
one-hall; the current rates, are still being issued. In considering the 
question of a future supply of salt meats the inapplicability of the 
rules of purchasing prescribed by the Army Regulations was us obvi- 
ous ns the difference between peace ami extensive Holds of supply on - 
the one hand and revolution on the other. Under existing circum- 
stances an absolute dellcieney of pork in the (ionfederacy^idded to 
the contrast. To meet this vital necessity and the competition that 
was inevitable only one way was open; that was to anticipate its oper- 
ations and contend with its development. This was determined on 
and arrangements were initiated early in duly. In the middle of 
August certain papers were sent to me with directions to return them 
with my remarks in relation to their respective contents. After dis- 
posing of the subjects included T closed my communication with this 
paragraph:

Though not — .so fin* as looking' ami curing was involved— in accord- 
ance with tho rules prescribed by tlio regulations for purchasing sup- 
plioH, tho War Department concurred in these views, and they havo 
Inum prosecuted vigorously, to make use of tho whole season and 
withdraw Urn prod nets as soon as possible from the hostile front along 
which they have been prepared. 

Tho abstract, of contracts and the statement of Major Ruffin thereon, 
from the data which wo had collected, exhibit the nature of the oper- 
ation. Tho responsibility of roeommending it and tho expenditure 
of suc.li large sums— the ‘products being necessarily laid so near the 
enemy's lines — 1ms been heavy and is tho hest guarantee that every 
plan of meeting the necessity that was on us had been carefully con- 
sidered. There appeared no alternative. Tho existing establishments 
and the experts best adapted to semiring tho end had to be employed 
in the interests of the Government, or to be its antagonists. Among 
Ihn agents there was one exceptional case, whoso action having long 
censed, and the entire results of it been taken off tho hands of tho 
Government before its extent was known, his name does not appear, 
but. tho correspondence is on tile in the department. Serving without 
compensation, and not intended for any sped lie action, lie was not 
appointed by the War Department as othor agents are. Iho follow-

tion when and whom required, timely notion having boon given to 
this department. It is known to tho War Department that from the 
time I oamoto Richmond I urged tho opinion that tho railroads would 
bo found unoqual to tho domands that soon would bo made on tlmm 
and that subsistence stores must sometimes fail to reaeli their destina- 
tion. Thin terminated my duty, but not my approliensions, Fre- 
quently I have had oeeasion to make such representations. To illus- 
trate it, sugar is now needed in tho (tamps, and there are invoiees Imre 
of thirteen different shipments from Now Orleans of near 1,100 hogs- 
heads on tho way, starting from November 27 onward, and stores have 
been on the road from Nashville from one to three months. On the 
1‘Jth fifty barrels of pork arrived that wore shipped on tho 22d of 
August, 1801. In this oomnumieatiou I referred previously to papers 
sent to me in the month of August, with directions to make remarks 
thereon.

HALT MEATS. 

The supply of salted meats was that which the department felt 
most solicitous to secure. Provisions of that kind have been herete- 
(oreniannyscnt tij the South from States now foreign to us, or the scat 
ot active hostilities. Reliance on that was out of the question after 
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the amount that coulcl bo got early in the war had been obtained. In 
the packing season of 1.8 GO-’ 01 upward of 3,000,000 head of hogs were 
packed at the various porkeries of the United States, besides those 
packed by farmers at home; of which loss than 20,000 were packed at 
regular establishments south of the lines of our armies. Ur tins 
whole number experts estimate that the product of about 1,-A ,( 
hogs was imported in the early part of the last year from beyond our 
present lines into what is now the Southern Confederacy, this was 
accomplished, and to the extent of a bountiful supply, by the action 
of State authorities in some eases, by the enterprise of private par- 
ties, and by this department through agencies of its own. Ot tins 
number it is estimated that about 300,000 hogs, in their bacon oquiv- 
lent, have been consumed by our State and Confederate armies since 
the commencement of hostilities. p 

Tennessee then became the main reliance for a supply tor the tutu re 
use of the Army, which, together with the accessible portions ot Ken- 
tucky, had beon so ravaged by hog cholera and injured by short corn 
crops for three years preceding the year just, closed that the nuinbu 
slaughtered at the porkeries had dwindled from 200 000 head to loss 
than 20,000. It was into this field, just recovering from these disas- 
ters, and almost the solo resource of the Army, the planters, unu Alie

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The omy clangor would bo that under the stimulus of gain 1.1 to con- 
tractors might compote wit.li each other and so run up prices. 'Phis, 
however, was partly prevented by the practical difficulties of the 
undertaking, sueli as the impossibility of obtaining cooperage for 
unusually large quantities of lard and the risk of preserving ol'f'al. It 
was further endeavored to be provided against by districting the coun- 
try, as far as an imperfect knowledge of its agriculture would permit, 
assigning each contractor to certain limits. lint even if such compe- 
tition has existed, its effect has certainly boon to secure more bacon to 
the Government and at lower prices than the opposite system could 
possibly have brought; and the main object was to secure afull supply, 
cost, however important, being secondary to that. That object is 
accomplished. Tho number secured is about 200,000 head of unusu- 
ally large hogs, including some 20,000 which have boon obtained from 
Kentucky within tho Federal lines by Government agents, acting 
under the instructions of this department, at much risk and with 
occasional losses to those undertaking it. The above number is 
increased by others obtained at other points ami mostly on similar 
terms, as may bo seen by reference to tho abstract of purchases of hogs 
and beeves herewith transmitted. 


At Thorough faro, in the roar of Manassas, hi notion, a packing estab- 
lishment has boon put in operation 011 Government account and the 
same has been done in Richmond, and at each of those points every 
product is saved to the Government, because it either finds ready sale 
or prompt and grateful consumption by the Army. Tin* management 
of this important work has been intrusted to agents under official 
bonds, or under contracts secured by bonds. To these the money has 1 
been advanced as needed, when it could be obtained from the Treas- 
ury 1 and while no greater advance has been made than necessary no / 
greater risk 1ms been incurred than the usual confidence repusdtUn/ 
officers of tho Army disbursing large sums of money. If is duo to the 
patriotism of theso agents to say that in Severn l‘ cases when funds 
were scarce they have freely advanced both their funds mid credit to 
their respective trusts. Thus Wilson & Johnson and Wilson & Arm- 
strong have advanced at various times about 8/>2u,nm, J. ![. Craig- 
miles and J. F. Cummings, respectively, §878, K7H and 82,:.M).|,«»77, and 
all these have strained their credit to its utmost tension fo case the 
strain upon the Treasury; others have assumed obligations of the 
same character. These agents wore severally instructed lo set the 
prico, first at (J, subsequently at 8 < touts per pound, and if these prices 
would not secure the hogs, then to give such ns would do it, but in no 
instance to go higher than was absolutely necessary. Under these 
ciroii instances prieos have ranged from (}.! to I U cents, the hitter in a 
tew eases, and of late they have receded from these llgures, These 
prices have been high, but the rule of rise i.s not greater than in other 
Icindsol produced prime necessity ami scan I; supply, and not as great 
it the greater scarcity be considered. They could not have been kept 
lower except by a .military order prohibiting exportation. Such an 
order was applied tor, but refused, to the great enhancement of prices. 

11 7 ,im ; mwm . 4 became necessary to get military authority to enforce 
..ontracts against, numerous parties to whom higher prices Imd been 
ioncodod on contracts for lower rates, but who were only emboldened 
,)y such concessions to make still higher and move dishonest demands. 

I he compensation of these agents has boon in kind— as when they 
issii me (1 the character of agent and contractor— or in money alone, 
,vlnch has occurred in two cases, and in both those the rate is W ) 0 per 
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month for tho time of service, being a much loss sum than could have 
boon made by Mm same parties operating on private account. 

If frauds have been committed under this system they have not 
been hoard of except in rumors, which, upon investigation, liavo either 
failed or declined to assume a proper accusatory form, or in the hints 
and insinuations of scandal or slander. The whole course of the 
department in obtaining its supply of hogs has been guided by the 
policy disclosed in the above. To complete the supply of salted 
meat, beef has also boon engaged, to be packed at di If event places, 
stated in tlm accompanying paper, marked B, at prices adapted to the 
various localities. The establishments at which this work is done 
arc all under the charge of agents (or, in cases whore the amount 
packed was deemed too small to justify the appointment of an agent, 
it is intrusted to the parties themselves) who are under bonds to fur- 
nish a morelmn table article. Further contracts will be made, or 
existing contracts extended, so as to insure enough beef to subsist the 
troops until tlm returning summer shall again afford an abundance of 
fresh beef. 'Pile different agents and contractors have been instructed 
to put ns much of this beef as was practicable into barrels or tierces, 
but it Ims been impossible to put it ail into such packages. Cooper- 
age is scarce and high, and enough coopers cannot be had at any 
price to make' the requisite number of barrels. To meet this diffi- 
culty Mm packers who arc convenient to the different forces havo 
been instructed to use boxes in which the hoof, after having boon brined 
in Mm usual way, is salted down and diroctod to be distributed for 
speedy consumption. 'Pirn plan has now boon tried sufficiently tc 
prove* its efficacy, and if timely transportation can bo had thoro is no 
doubt of its success. Tlm barreled boot will be kept for later con- 
sumption and moved as fast as prepared, and when transportation 
can bn had, either direct to its destination or to secure depots for 
future consumption and distribution. The bacon will ho reserved, 
us far as can be, for summer and fall supply. Tho price paid for this 
beef lias varied, according to locality and tlm condition of tho animal, 
from ;l| to 4,1 cents gross par pound, averaging less than 4 cents, and 
will g< i higher us tho season advances. Tho contractors and agents 
have linen instructed in Umir purchases to consult economy up to tho 
limit, of fair market rates, and never to exceed them. Tho compen- 
sation lms been llm ilfth quarter, as it is called, which was tho usual 
butchers’ profit from time immemorial. In the case of It. A. Porter, 
of Louisiana, it is different, because he had to erect, upon short 
notice, an immense establishment, and had to furnish his own salt 
and cooperage, and his hides, requiring a larger amount of salt to 
preserve them, would yob bring less than those nearer to tho manu- 
facturers. 1 1 is compensation, timm Coro, has been apparently increased 
by I A cents per hundred weight gross. .Still the beef cured by linn 
will not amount to 10 cents per pound laid down at Memphis, a far 
less sum than it can be had for in the general market. The depart- 
ment lias establishments of its own of this kind at liichmond and 
Thoroughfare, erected for the same reasons and conducted on the 
same principles as for hogs at tho same places. 


FRICHII BEEF. 


Whenever it has been practicable the commanders of the different 
forces havo not been interfered with in obtaining fresh beef m their 
several bounds. As a general rule, local officers can make such pur- 
chases ns well as this department, and with moro satisfaction to tho 
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generals. It is so difficult to control commissaries who arc under the 
special orders of such officers that it has not boon attempted except 
when doomed advisable in special cases, and it has been compelled 
to lot those purchases rest upon the administrative responsibility of 
the commanders. All that has been done in such eases has been to 
approve the contracts made by such commissaries as have submitkyl 
them to this department. As in some eases this has not been dou<C 
and the purchases made have only appeared through returns of com- 
missaries to this office, a statement of such contracts as have been 
submitted is not given, since it might mislead as to the quantities of 
provisions that have boon or are being purchased. But where the 
commands had to bo supplied from a distance, or where, from the 
vast size of the force or the probable conflict of purchase among the 
commissaries of dilfcront commands, difficulties might arise, a differ- 
ent course has been pursued; officers or agents of the department 
have been appointed or detailed, and they have been instructed to 
furnish by direct purcluiso and through such sub-agencies as they 
might deem necessary, in districts geographically prescribed and 
whore they woro the solo purchasers, the proper number of boof- 
cattlo at their appointed depots. General instructions have boon 
}»ivcii to all these parties to discourage speculation by refusing to 
buy at second-hand whenever practicable, but no minute instructions 
wore necessary in these cases from the character of the officers and 
agents and their thorough acquaintance with their duties. Wherever 
that has been done the price of cattle has been kept at a moderate 
rate and arrangements have boon made with more or less complete-/ 
ness and celerity, as the exigencies of the case or of public business/ 
would permit to save to the Government all or a very large shnnn

FLOUR. 

Want of money has prevented such contracts for flour as would have 
secured contracts for the whole year when wheat was low. In the v 
absonco of funds it was nooossary to attempt some plan by which 
after supplying its immediate wants, the department might 'regulate 
its future prices. All that it could do in that direction Ims been to 
adopt a system by which its purchases could be arranged for present 
and future supply on a basis which would be safe for the Government 
and ought to bo satisfactory to the seller. That basis was simply the 
application of the universally accepted commercial law that the price 
of any artic o not at a ruling market must be the price of that market 
loss cost and charges. As our ports were all blockaded different Hour

the dmUncc of the seller from his usual market, and all such markets 

weio sonorously put upon the footing of the best, though there had 
always been a very considerable difference among them. In addition 
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1,0 Mi in i(. wan also determined l.o adopt in such contracts as might bo 
made a. sliding scale by which (lour should rise with any anticipated 
rise in the price of wheat, thus guaranteeing the contractor against loss 
and guarding the Move run tent against applications for relief— a most 
fruitful source of corruption. The price of Hour under this policy 


price of Hour under this policy 

was fixed upon the price of wheat at $1 per bushel, at. which the Gov- 
ernment stipulated it should commence in this market. If this 
course lias produced discontent it was because it was not understood, 
or because parties who had wheat to sell could not comprehend that 
a, very abundant article must rate low in the market, whilst articles 
of as much relative consumption but of absolute scarcity should 
coin maud far greater prices. 'I’ll is policy of the department lias 
boon somewhat interrupted by speculation, though that is now 
believed to bis subsiding, but it was mainly thwarted by the want of 
money and transportation, with which at command it could have 
made largo purchases before the rise in Hour took place. 

'Pile only large contract the department has made has boon with 
Messrs, lliixall, Crenshaw & Co., a copy of which is horowith trans- 
mitted, marked I),* and the officers and agents of this department 
have been instructed to observe its principles in their own similar 
transactions. As this contract has been the ground of much unjust 
animadversion upon the department and the contractors, it may not 
be amiss to stale, in justice to the propriety of its selection and their 
liberality, that where they had an admitted right to a compensation

Tts full working capacity is Mo 
barrols of flour or 2H0 barrels of hard bread pnr day of twenty-four 
hours. .Since tho bakery has boon in operation l.he wants of ( ho Army 
for hard bread have decreased and therein no won hand hero a. stock of 
2,700 barrels of hard bread and 8:10,000 pounds at Manassas. This 
bread, made of superior flour, is cheaper by 1 2 A per eonl, than if eould 
haye boon bought from outside parties making a very inferior nrfiele. 

Sugar and molasses are purchased and only await transportation to 
be furnished in full supply at all the camps. Those articles are had 
at New Orleans from first hands. Rice is being purchased under 
agencies which arc now in the course of completion, and it is hoped 
bonds can be used exclusively in payment. In addition to the oimnti- 
ties of salt reported, contracts have been niudo with Messrs. Stuart, 
Buchanan tfc Co., at the salt-works near Saltvillc, in Southwest Vir- 
gnna, to secure an ample quantity of salt for army supplies and for 
packing purposes.

Besides the above-recited purchases or arrangements to 
purchase supplies of all kinds, local commissaries at various places 
nave made and are making similar purchases by the direction or 
under tho sanction of their respective commanders, whose duty if is, 
by Army Regulations, to give proper supervision in tho case, 

It will bo observed that this department has not been coin! tided (>' 
on the system ot contracts by bids. That system as a whole is not { 

approved of, though in some cases and in favorable stances if/ 

maybe advantageously blended with the system of purchases dimeffy 
or through agencies. But if it had boon the best, as a general rule it 
could not have obtained in the administration of this department in 
the circumstances which have surrounded it.

MARKS TO DISTINGUISH RANK. 

Four gold braids for general officers, fclirco for field offieors, two for 
captains, and one for lieutenants, to extend from the band on the 
front, back, and both sides to the top of the cap, and the center of the 
crown to be embroidered with the samo number of braids. 

For enlisted men the cap will be of the samo pattern; the band to 
1)0 dark blue, and, as in the ease of offieors, the sovoral arms of service 
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will l)o designated by tlio color of! the sides and crown-red for artillery, 
light blue for infantry, and yellow for cavalry. The number of the 
regiment will be worn in front in yellow metal. 

In hot weather a white duck or linen cover, known ns a have Jock, 
will be worn— the apron to fall behind, so as to prol.net the earn and 
neck from tlie rays of the sun. In winter in had weather an oilskin 
cover will be worn, with an apron to fall over the coat collar.

ransit, and that tlio Government trains should run day and night, 
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T would til ho stipulate that it the Government should supply its own 
ours, they should lio transported at a contain rato per mile with their 
loads of not exceeding 10,000 pounds. If a groator weight is con- 
tained in a ear, tho excess to bo paid for at a prico to ho agreed upon, 
and these ears to have profonmeo over all other freight cars as to time 
of transportation. I would also suggest that ono, two, or three gon- 
ei'ul freight agents he appointed in different sections of tho Confed- 
eracy as sunoi'inhmdontsol: Government transportation, and to seo that 
the conditions of the contracts were complied with, and that these 
general agents should have power to select messengers to travel with 
Government trains to prevent delays and secure spoedy delivery. 
Those messengers to grant to each company a certificate sotting forth 
the quantity of freight transported, tho distance carried, and tho 
amount to which it is entitled thorofor. Those certificates to ho the 
only voucher required for services performed. Thus simplifying tho 
mode of settlement now in use, and preventing overcharges of weight 
or price to be paid. 

Ah to Government cars, I think contracts could ho made with tho 
several railroad companies and individuals for tho manufacture of 
(100 or <1:00 or more cars il! springs or materials for springs can bo 
obtained. The shops of tho South Carolina road at Charleston, tho 
Georgia Central at Savannah, the Georgia road at Augusta, tho Mem- 
phis and Charleston road at Huntsville, and tho Mississippi Contral 
road at Holly Springs, perhaps others, could all manufacture cars. 
Besides these thorn are simps at Charleston, Augusta, Go., Atlanta, 
Gu., at Nashville, Tonn., near Amite City, Miss., belonging to indi- 
viduals (hat would doubtless contract to deliver oars. In addition to 


these there have boon cars manufactured at tho Georgia Penitentiary 
for yearn. Wheels and axles can bo obtained in a reasonable time at 
Lynchburg, Richmond, and Knoxvillo. As to locomotives and otlior 
engines, as I stated in conversation, there are but few railroad shops 
on long roads hut wluit are capable of turning out engines with a small 
increase of mechanical force if materials can bo procured. Tho mate- 
rials most in demand are steel bollor-plato, shoot-iron, and linos for 
boilers. I think all but the steel may bo supplied within tho Confed- 
eracy within a few months. Engines liavo boon made at tho railroad 
shops in Charleston, Havanuali, and Atlanta, and could bo at those 
in Richmond, Lynchburg, Petersburg, Nashville, Memphis, and Itolly 
Springs, and probably nt Vicksburg. Rolling-mills aro required for 
rolling railroad iron and many otlior articles oonnootod with the manu- 
facture of engines. A mill to do effective work would cost from 
$100,000 to * I r>(),< )(H). II! two or threo wore erected in as many differ- 
ent sections of the Confederacy it would result in great saving of 
frit asportation. Mark A. Cooper, in Western Georgia, has a rolling- 
mill and nail factory. By some additions it could soon bo made to 
supply many articles now needed. It is in close proximity to a lino 
quality of iron ore and coal, and possesses water-power of great supe- 
riority. Mr. Cooper, I understand, is somewhat embarrassed, and it 
is probable bis works could be purchased on favorablo terms as to 
price. 1 think Huntsville, Ala., oilers many advantages for rolling- 
mills, workshops, *«. It possesses an abundant supply ol water tor 
steam power, is inclose proximity to iron and coal, a healthy situa- 
tion, and easily accessible. Tho same rein arks would porhaps apply 
to TuHcimihia, Hhmmco, Decatur, and Nashville. Mr. I annor, of

There is a convention of railroad presidents called in this oily on 
the fith proximo. Tlio object of the meeting, as 1 understand it, is to. 
doviso some method whereby they may obtain such supplies as will 
soon Iwcome a noeossity. The period of that meeting will be a favor- 
able time to ascertain the disposition of tbo several companies to 
enter into contract with the Government for transportation of freight, 
and to give aid and assistance in erecting rolling-mills. The ability 
of tlio several companies to manufacture engines could Mum bo also 
ascertained.

I could not say less; perhaps should have added more, but for the 
trespass on your time and patience.

said State, entitled “An act to provide for the defense of said State, j 
and for other purposes,” which bonds shall lie hold by the Score- ' 
tary of the Treasury until the accounts of the State of Missouri 
for advances made for military purposes are adjusted us Gongress 
may direct. 

Seo. 2. That upon the llnul adjustment of the accounts of the State 
of Missouri against the Gonfederate States, the sum hereby advanced 
shall he deducted from the amount found duo to said State. 

Sec. 8. The sum hereby appropriated shall lie applied by the State 
of Missouri to the payment of troops in the service of the said State 
prior to their muster into the Gonfederate service.

afforded thorn by tho officers m ohargo for tho favorable prosecution of their 
inquiries. 

Tho resolution comprise s all that relates to the supply and transportation of 
troops in tho field or in camp, or that tends to promote tho health and comfort of 
tho soldier — it embraces the administration of the civil polity of the Army, as 
distinguished from its command. 

Tho labors of thoso departments penetrate the entire military establishment, 
breathe life into tho Army, nurture its growth, give it strength and efficiency in 
the hold, maintaining its health and facilitating its movements ; vigilant, pre- 
pared, and present, it moves unnoticed amid the stirring events of tho field, and 
obscured by the dust mid smoke of the combat it remains unobserved oven while 
collecting tho fruits of victory. 

To insuro success in a military enterprise, its civil administration should be 
harmonious with and subordinate to its command. The inefficiency of a quar- 
termaster or commissary may effectually check the progress of an army, and tho 
demands of an officer may destroy the most perfect administration, through his 
inability to comprehend the difficulties or even the facilities for procuring sub- 
sistence ox* transportation.

quartermaster's department . 

Tho Quartern! aster’s Department is expected to give o fleet to the movements and 
oporations of tho Army, proparo quarters, hospitals, camp and garrison equipago, 
transportation, and all military stores, provisions, ovdnnnce, and ordnance stores, 
furnish storage for all military supplies ; provido fuel, forage, and straw; supply 
blankets, shoes, and clothing; procure cavalry and artillery horses, purchase and 
liavo tho custody of all horses, mules, and oxen, harness, wagons, carts, boats, 
and other moans of transportation ; contract for and regulate tho transportation 
of troops and supplies upon railroads and steam-boats. It is responsible for tlio 
prompt and safe transmission of all supplies ; for the payment of the troops when 
in sorvico or discharged, and in genoral contract and pay for such services as are 
not specially designated in the duties of any other department. 

Tho committee was greatly assisted in its investigations by tho systom of entries 
and analysis of estimates and disbursements in the office of tho Quarterinuster- 
Gonovnl at Richmond, by which it is enabled to determine not only the supplies 
and transportation on hand and where located, but also the exact state of tho 
account of every officer attnehed to that department throughout the Army. 

Those returns and entries show that clothing, camp and garrison equipago aro 
accumulated at depots situated in Richmond, New Orleans, Memphis, Charleston, 
Savannah, San Antonio, and Port Smith, to be distributed, upon requisition, to tho 
troops in their vicinity. These supplies, together with shoos and blankets, are on 
hand, or have been distributed in such quantities as, with the aid given by the 
contributions of States and individuals, to place our troops beyond the danger of 
suffering during tlio present winter; while tho experience of the past, the knowl- 
edge of tho resources of tho country, and tho power to husband, systematize, and 
rondor thorn available, furnishes an encouraging prospect for tlio future. 

Clothing and commutation . — It is the duty of the Confederacy to have the Army 
well clothed and, to attain this end, no commutation in monoy should bo allowed 
until it appears that the volunteer lias a supply of clothing at least equal to tho 
amount allowod by tlio regulations. If furnished from private resources with 
tlio principal articles, the commutation money duo might bo paid to the captains 
to bo oxponded, first in procuring such articles as are necessary to make up the 
(lofioioncy, and the balance given to the volunteer. 

.Depots far supplies . — The number and extent of tho depots for arms, ordnance, 
clothing, and stores for tho consumption of the Army should bo greatly increased 
and established at securo places near tho fields of operation. 

Hail road transportation ,— The amount of transportation required demands that

To maintain an abundant and regular supply of provisions for tho soldier is the 
paramount duty of tho commissary of subsistence, and to it everything elso 
must bo subordinate. To economize tho public money and to justify expenditure 
and disbursement by woll-authonticated accounts aro important considerations, 
hut oven those must yield to tho ono groat object of military administration— 
to keep the soldier in lighting condition at all times and under all circumstances. 

Without Hystom in tho administration of this department the most fertile 
genius would provo powerless, and tho most abundant resources insufficient ; yet, 
so varying aro tlio circumstances attending active warfare, so much influenced 
by tho character of the operations, tho resources and extent of the country, the 
disposition of tlio population, the confidence and credit in tlio Government, that 
far more rolinneo must bo placed upon tho intelligence, tho ability, and tho zeal 
of tho commissary than upon any system established for general guidance. It 
is in availing himself of ovory oxpodiont, in soizing overy opportunity, in guard- 
ing against nil risks and providing for all contingencies that tho highest quali- 
ties of a good officer aro put to tho tost. Ho must not roly on rumors or trust to 
preluihilitioH ; ho must depend upon his own judgment and onergy, and, by exert- 
ing all his foresight, skill, and decision, anticipate tho wants of tho troops in 
whatever position they may lio placed. 

The machinery, perfectly adapted to a season of peace and a country roploto 
with resources, would entirely fail during a stato of war with tlio ordinary 
source of supply stopped or diminished. 

The returns of this department show that although its chiof supply lias boon 
obtained within the Confederacy, heretofore considered insufficient to support 
its population, with an untiring, vigilant, and remorseless enemy surrounding 
luuf endeavoring by ovory means to starvo as well as snbjugato, we have had our 
Army well fed, anu with an amount on hand so lar^o as to place us boyond tho 
roach of want for tlio ensuing campaign, and trusting in a kind Providence for 
our usual seasons and tlio preparations that aro mado throughout tho Confeder- 
acy for tho noxt crop, wo need fear no coming want.

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a number of sick too great for any one man to attend properly, placed under his 
care. The diseases prevalent in the Army are camp fever, measles, pneumonia, - 
diarrhoea, and dysentery. All of them partook of the depressing character of 
the camp fever, being of a typhus tendency. In some localities the typhoid fever 
■was found greatly aggravated in its progress by the general morbid influence of 
the atmosphere of the camps. 

The armies on the Potomac and in Western Virginia suffered greatly; those 
troops in Cheat Mountain and in the vicinity of the Kanawha Valley most 
intensely. The wet and changeable climate, the difficulty of transportation, 
exposure to cold and rain, without tents, the necessary consequence of the fre- 
quent forward and retrograde movements, ns well as the impossibility of always 
obtaining suitable food for either sick or well mou, produced most of the sickness 
and greatly aggravated it after its accession. 

There were no hospitals in reach of those armies, and it became necessary to 
subsidize all suitable buildings in reach for the use of the sick, who often accu- 
mulated so rapidly as to fill them to crowding. 

The rapid movements of armies hourly expecting battle created a necessity for 
the removal of tho sick into the rear at a time when transportation was greatly in 
demand and at all times insufficient. Under these circumstances tho sick in all 
stages of disease — sometimes when merely moving them must ho fatal — were 
crowded into wagons and delivered at points where, from tlieir unexpected num- 
ber, there was no adequate provision either for their food or shelter, and in such 
cases tho suffering as well as the mortality was' greatly increased. 

The diseases in the Peninsula were exceedingly severe and the cases very nu- 
merous. They were usually of the miasmatic character, to which men from tho 
upper country would ho subject. These, too. were greatly aggravated by measles, 
which also scourged these camps, fn tho early part of the campaign there was 
a great deficiency of hospital accommodation there, but now, in Yorktown and 
Williamsburg, that want 1ms been in a great measure supplied. 

Whenever hospital accommodation was possible, and a clue regard paid by those 
in charge, much of the suffering of the sick was avoided, especially where those 
hospitals wore within a convenientdistance, and tho transportation at all adequate 
to the gentle and merciful removal of the sick and helpless. 

Your committee were impressed with several evils which, as they are clearly 
within tho reach of remedy by the present laws, will he mentioned, as thoso which 
could bo obviated by a more full administration of their provisions. 

First, upon examination of the medical stores at tho various hospitals and 
camps, with a few exceptions, they wore incomplete and insufficient in many of 
the leading and necessary articles for the prevailing diseases. Second, there was 
a great deficiency in surgical instruments, and those in possession of the surgeons 
often very inferior and ill adapted to the service. This they, however, feel assured 
was tho result in a great measure of the almost insuperable difficulty of obtaining 
a supply in the present stato of our commercial atrophy. But it is presumed that 
sufficient encouragement would secure the manufacture of instruments within 
the Confederate States. The Surgeon-General assured the committee that this 
difficulty was in a fair way to he overcome. Third, the great insufficiency of 
transportation to he devoted to the service of the Medical Department, in the 
camps and at tho hospitals, A great increase is indispensable ; the want of it has 
produced much of the mortality and much of the suffering. Sick men, on the 
advance of tho enemy, are crowded into common wagons and ambulances, moved 
rapidly over bad roads, jolted and rendered uncomfortable, the maladies aggra- 
vated, and, in many instances, dying in the removal. Fourth, the regulations 
requiring reports from the regiments us to the number of sick, their diseases and 
the wants of tho medical station, have not been complied with. The result of 
this neglect is that, upon a change of position in the Army, it lias been the unhappy 
consequence that the number of sick greatly exceeded that indicated by the reports. 
They have been hurried to the rear, where tho accommodations, both as to food, 
shelter, and medical attendance, being all insufficient, there has been groat suffer- 
ing and great mortality. Upon inquiry the committee learned from the depart- 
ment of the Surgeon-General that on various occasions, without sufficient notice, 
large numbers of sick have reached Richmond in the cars, when attention to them 
was impossible. Your committee also found upon examination that the regula- 
tion requiring that the regimental surgeon should, whenever a sick soldier was 
sent to tho hospital, his descriptive roll as well as the nature of his disease, 
should accompany him, has been sadly neglected. The evil of this neglect is 
felt in the impossibility of prompt medical treatment, as well as the almost 
insurmountable difficulty which obstructed every effort of friends to find 
and identify those to whom their attentions were so desirable. No legisla- 
tion is necessary to cure this evil. Tho fault is with the surgeons and the 
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observation by the hospital surgeon, w non to tins is a uueu ui«.u utu ,

Homo modifications of tho law and regulations on thin subject in indispensably 
necessary, or wo may look with apprehension tor tho recuperation of our Army 
by voluntemn in tho spring. They would venom tumid mien loginlatiou an would 
reach all eases removed from tho regiments to hospitals hy authorizing those in 
oomniandof stations to grant furloughs or discharges and simplify the process 
hy which they are obtained, whilst siolr, under the immediate observation of 
regimental authority. 

Tho oommittoo cannot clone this part of tho mihjoot without; a testimonial to 
tho kindness and patriotism of our citizens at homo, manifested in their unre- 
mitting efforts to supply the wants and relieve tho sull'eriugH of the soldiers, sick 
and well. The supply of money, clothing, and hospital stores derived from this 
generous source is not only of immense value in itself, hut. the most cheering 
indication of the spirit of our people in the cause of our independence. The 
women of the country, with tho tenderness and generosity of their sox, have not 
only loaded the ears with all those appliances for tho cjoml’ort of tho siclc which 
their patriotic ingenuity could devise, but have also come to the rescue in cloth- 
ing those who are well and hearing arms in the Held. They have made large 
pecuniary contributions, taken charge of the hospitals established by the States, 
and, as matrons ol! those institutions, have carried cleanliness and comfort to the 
gallant soldier far from home and kindred. To the women of the country simple 
gratitude demands that public tlmnlcs bo given and a public acknowledgment of 
thoir faithfulness in tho glorious work of oifeotlng our imlopondonen. As a part 
of their duty, tlm oommittoo visited and examined the prisons and hospitals of 
the prisoners in Richmond. The sick and wounded are fully cared fur, and the 
fonct furnished for all was both wholesome and amnio. There wan no cause of 
complaint in tho entire management. Both medical attention and I ho supply of 
necessaries for food were such as justice and humanity demanded. 

.TnHMQlum and re) tori it . — Tho health, comfort, and olllcioncy of Hie Army 
results less from defects in legislation than tho proper enforcement of the Regula- 
tions and a regular and thorough system of inspection, 

The olllces of adjutant and inspector general, now united, have distinct and 
separate duties. Tito labors of the adjutant generally coniine him to his desk; 
those of tlm inspector demand his active presence in tho Held. Tim adjutant is 
tho channel of communication in all matters relating to the discipline and organ- 
ization of the Army, and these olllcers are constantly occupied wit h I he details 
of service and in otlloo duties. The duty of the inspector is, hy personal investi- 
gation, to learn whether the rules and regulations of tho Army are properly 
enforced, and to report when, where, hy whom, and in what manner they have 
been neglected. 

A detail of the duties and the requirements of the reporls are embraced in the 
following sections of the Army Regulations :

“'1(111. Inspection reports will show the disciplined’ tho troops, i heir instruction 
in all military exorcises and duties; the stale of (heir arms, clothing, ripiipmonls, 
and accouterments of all kinds; of their kitchens and messes; of Hie barracks 
and quarters at the post; of tile guard-house, prisons, hospital, bakehnUHo, maga- 
zines, store-houses, and stores of every description ; of tho stables ami horses; the 
condition of tho post school, Iho management and application of t he post and 
company funds; tho statu of the post and regimental and company hooks, papers, 
and tiles; tho zeal and ability of Urn olllcers in command of troops, the capac- 
ity of the ofiloors conducting the administrative and stall’ services, the Ihlelity 
and economy of their disbursements, the condition of all public, property, and Hie 
amount of money in the hands of each disbursing oflicer ; the regularity of issues 
and payments ; tho mode of enforcing discipline by courts nmrlial, and by tho 
authority of thooflluorn; tho propriety and legality of all punishments indicted • 
and any information whatsoever concerning tho service in any matter or pur- 
tioular that may merit notice or aid to correct defects or introduce improvements. 

“ 4(111. Inspectors aro required particularly to report if any ollirer >s of intom- 
porato habits, or unlit for active service hy infirmity or anv other muse." 

Tho importance and extent of these duties show that all (he lime, allemhmee, 
and labor of an offloiont corps is necessary for their performance, with such rank 
as to induce respect and obtain able and energetic oillcers.

Dear Sir: In my last annual report (see. 5, p. 8) I stated the neees- 
sitv for organizing a relief force for the troops in the held, and hoped 
that requisite measures would he promptly adopted. 1 ho Legislature 
met the first Monday in December. The last Monday in January has 
come and gone, hut nothing is yet agrooil upon. J ho experience of a 
lifetime, with no little active service in time past, may shield me from 
the charge of presumption in saying that all the legislation which is 
actually necessary now is perfectly simple and might be written on a 
single page; please refer to the report. I think tho whole arm -hear- 
ing' force not in the Held should he immediately drafted for service, 
organized into companies of 100 men, rank and file, and either he 
allowed to elect their olllcors or assign company oiheers hygradesov 
in commission. Tho llrst perhaps is preferable. In-om t Ins force » so 
adopted for service Jill up tho volunteer force now m the Hold by full 
companies, when needful, or by any less number which may bo 
re<i uired to (ill up tho volunteer company liy so much ns it may hayo 
been reduced from any cause. As to any forco winch may remain 
afler lllling up the volunteer force, rotain tlie organization hy compa- 
nies, even where a company has been reduced by drafts into tho yol- 
n n{ (.ar force. It will make tho reserve more effective, and if a call 
upon if en masse should be made then fragments of companies may 
lie consolidated. It is not possible to provide by legislation lorcww 
contingency that may arise. The coimnandcr-m-ohicf, if he haw it 
not already, should be vested with authority to act in all such cohos. 
I am not informed of the details of any of tho several plans which if 
is said are before the Legislature. Senator Douglas showed me one 
prepared by himself, sensible and practicable, that is said to lnvvo 
undergone many changes, so that I do not knowhow it staiicls now. 

Hut there is one feature which it is said has been ingrafted upon 
all of them which is fraught with tho most fatal coiisoquoncoB. I am

The Slate lias now the 
best militia law it ever had, and the most striking and undeniable 
evidence of its efficiency is afforded by the gallant army now in the 
Hold. I cannot express my anxiety and alarm at the prospect before 
ns, Is there no remedy, are there no means by which the legislation 
upon this important subject can he brought within the ad uni require- 
ments of the case, without the inlliienco of llm various fancies and 
prejudices which seem to rule everything? If it can, the serious mis- 
chiefs which throalioii Hie cause may yet hoaverled. I rely upon your 

indulgence to excuse this which is prompted only by 

anxiety and serious alarm for the Stale.

Second. In practice, tho assignment of brigadier-generals has boon 
made by the '.President whore the body of troops did not exceed the 
number sufficient for a single brigade; as, for instance, General 
Withers, at Mobile, or General Lawton, at Savannah. But where 
large bodies are gathered together the President, after ascertaining 
that the number of troops was sufficient to require the formation of 
an additional brigade, has not mi frequently permitted the command- 
ing general of the Army to assign the brigadier to such brigade us he 
thought proper, and of this examples are found in the Army of the 
Potomac and of General A. S. Johnston, at Howling Green. A briga- 
dier is never appointed without ascertaining in advance that there 
are a sufficient number of regiments ready to form a brigade for tho 
general so appointed.

Dear Sir: The steamor Kate arrived here on the 18th and brought 
me your letter of the fitli instant. I am gratified to perceive that my 
action is approved. According to your instructions I immediately 
arranged for the transshipment of the Gladiator’s cargo, and, as before 
intimated, I bad no dilhoulty in obtaining the requisite permission 
from the authorities. You may readily imagine how intensely dis- 
gusted the Yankees are at this partiality, as they style it. It is called 
another flagrant violation of neutral rights. Owing to the boisterous 
weather that prevailed for some days wo were unable to commence 
until the day before yesterday. The Gladiator lies at the upper 
anchorage, some live miles from here, whither I had her moved a few 
weeks ago in consequence of the large amount of powder on hoard, it 
being contrary to the port regulations to allow vossols with powder to 
remain in the harbor. I. accordingly steamed up early on tho 138th 
and superintended tho transshipment of the following portion of the 
Gladiator’s cargo, now on board of tho Kate, as per bill of lading 
inclosed:

This consideration appears 
to l)e decisive, for tho most serious evils would result if the obligations 
now imposed upon the railroad companies wore lessened or removed. 
It is suggested "by Mr. Goodman that tlieso agents or messengers 
should give certificates of tho quantity of freight transported, tl\o 
number of miles traveled, and tlio amount earned by tho road, which 
should be the only vouchers used in settlements with tho companies. 
It would seem that this objoot could not bo attained, as it would not 
be practicable for tho messengers traveling in charge of tho trains to 
superintend tho weighing of freights at way stations unless tho trains 
were delayed until they could inspect and noto tho shipments. Under 
tho present systom tho railroad transportation accounts aro adjusted 
upon vouchers signed by officers and agents of the Government, and 
only actual weights and distances aro paid for. All orders for trans- 
portation specify tho points from and to which freights aro carried, 
and a freight list or bill of lading is sent by the consignor to the 
consignee. The policy of building cars has been adopted to some 
extent, but it is doomed more advisablo to transfer thorn to the rail- 
roads, as thereby tho necessary inspection and repairs aro attondod 
to, white if loft in tho possession of tho Government and used upon 
tho various roads no particular company could bo made responsible 
for their being kept in good condition. Tho importance of oncourag- 
ing tho establishment of rolling-mills cannot ho overestimated, and I 
fully concur in tho suggestion that they should receive the fostering 
protection of tho Government whenever tho private ontorpriso of the 
country seeks to construct them. In what mode or to what extent 
this protection should bo afforded I am not prepared to suggest. 

The mill of Mr. M. A. Cooper, in Western Georgia, has not escaped 
my attention. Some time since application was made to Mr. Cooper 
to supply sheet-iron to meet requisitions mado on this department 
for various articles, but lio declined because his operations in the 
manufacture of bar iron and rails wore too profitable to justify » 
change in Ids present macliinory. Nor, judging from his estimate of 
tho profits to be derived from their manufacture, do I think his 
property could bo purchased upon favorable terms. Mr. Goodman 
conjectures that tho cost of erecting an offoctivo rolling-mill would bo 
from $100,000 to $150,000. Mr. Cooper’s calculation is that tho not 
profit upon his manufacture of bar iron and rails will bo $150,000 
during tho current year. If therefore tho policy of establishing such 
mills bo adopted, other localities should bo examined. 

In conclusion, whilo this department will receive with much satis- 
faction any suggestions or propositions looking to the adoption of a 
systom which will secure more complote, prompt, and economical 
transportation of public supplies than is afforded by that now in use, 
I must bo permitted to express tho doubt whether any substantial 
improvement can at prosent bo effected. Mr. Goodman’s letter is 
herewith roturnod. *

None can deny Mm wisdom 
of tins provision, nor the propriety of the exorcise of this power by 
the Congress m its full extent; but there is an obvious distinction 
between making rules for tlm government of Mm Army and imdertak- 
ng o administer the Army by statute.

general, in the face of superior numbers and with his capacity l.oi 
defense taxed to the utmost, may find his forces sti 1 furthiu* r«du«o<l 
by the action of his subordinates, not only against his consent, but 
without Ills knowledge, and in ignoranco of his necessities and tlio 
purposes of their Government. No more striking example could bo 
afforded of tlio impolicy of such a law than is presented by our cond - 
tion at this time. Our armies are in forco inferior in tin om y at 
the two points most vital to the defense of tlio countiy. the enlist- 
ment of the twelve-months’ men is soon to expire, and in ordei _ to 
secure their entry for a further term into the service you hav« directed 
that furloughs be grantod to them as far as compatible witli the saf ety 
of tlio respective commands. If the bill in question 
will at onoo bo necessary to diminish the nmnboi of f uil «#»»> ' 
might otherwise be granted as inducement to re-onlistinonts, an d to 
that extent the attainment of this most desirable object niust be 
obstructed. From the west and from the south, from many ami 
important points urgent calls for ro-onforcomonb are roimivod by the 
1 )opartmont of War which it is not possible to satisfy. At ibis i isis, 
without any cheek or control by commanding generals, fipor cent, ot 
their effective forces would lie withdrawn under the provisions of this 
bill. With conflicts impending against an onomy greatly «tu‘superu)r 
in numbers our safety is dependent on keeping in ho hold ovojy 
olfeetive man that can bo furnished with a weapon; tins bill, there- 
fore, it seems to me, is most inopportunely presented. 

If from these gonnrul objections we turn to the details oJ. the bill, 
other considerations are presented which would a ono prevent my 
giving it approval. 'Phis may be stated, briofly ns follows, viz: 

First. The fu rlougli for disability is to be granted upon the surgeon s 
certificate, not of the vital necessity for leave of .absence, but eJ. the 
surgeon’s opinion that the patient’s “health would be improved by a 
temporary sojourn at home.” It is plain that ovory man m the Army, 
to whose health camp life was thus believed to lie detrimental, could 
at once demand a furlough under this provision. 

Second. Tho colonel’s power to grant a furlough on such aeeitm- 
cjuto as is above mentioned is without the check or control el. higher 
authority, and is unlimited as to time and to number of cases. 

Third.’ Any soldier that can got tho certificate of any hospital sur- 
geon can be sent homo on. furlough or discharged without the knowl- 
edge or consent of any of his officers, either company or regimental. 
.Tlio surgeon has only to certify that tlio soldier ‘ is too remote from 
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liits commanding to procure his cert ilienb* I’m- a furlough or dis-

Tho largo number of soldiers Mint will bo amisianl ly l.ray- 
oliiif>* on tho railroad on tho proponed .system of a ten-days’ furlough 
for/) por oont. of all tho olVeetive men, together with I lm sick leaves 
provided for, will form an average of proltahly not. less than la, 001) or 
iH),0()0 men in constant luoveineut. This would occupy t he fra importa- 
tion faoi I itien, already in mdi loo limited, losneh an extentas seriously 
to impair the movement of troops and Htipplies. 

In whatever aspect the proposed legislation is e.ontemphited, I ean- 
not view it otherwise than ns dangerous In the pulilie safety, and I 
most earnestly reeom mend that in Inking it again into eonsideml ion 
Congress will weigh any possible advantage that ean result from this 
measure against the disasters that are not. only the possible, but, ns 
Hi appears to me, the probable, results of its adoption.

His Excellency Jefferson Davis, 

.President of Confederate Stales of America : 

Sir: The subject of permitting cotton to leave our Southern ports 
clandestinely has had some attention from me, and I have come to the 
conclusion that it is a Yankee trick that should have immediate atten- 
tion from the governmental authorities of this country. Tho pretense 
is that wo must hit it go forward to buy arms and. other munitions ol: 
war, and 1. fear the fate ol: the steamer Calhoun illustrates tho desti- 
nationnf those arms and munitions of war after they are bought with 
our cotton. Her commander set her on Aro and the Yankees put her 
out j list in time to secure the prize. This cotton power is a momentous 
question and one that claims consideration from tho greatest philoso- 
phers of the ago in political as well as Anancial matters, and I would 
ask that the attention of the Congress of the Confederate States bo 
called to the interdiction of the export, of cotton from all the Confed- 
erate ports until tho close of the war or tho negotiations of treaties of 
amity and commerce with the nations of Europe that may want cotton 
from us for their consumption. This leaky blockado system should 
be deprecated as one that the parties to it are oithor dupes or knaves, 
and not in the Tonsil calculated to demonstrate the fact that our cotton 
crops are a necessity to the commerce of the world. If it is not, the 
sooner we know it i.ho better, that wo may engage in othor proiltablo 
pursuits; and if if is, Kuropoan nations should know it, and should 
also know that our consent to their obtaining it is an essential part of 
flic transaction, and without which I fear we will lose the power that 
cotton ought to give to our country.

Establish your depot or principal rondo/, vous at some point witlviu 
Unit district eligible for its accessibility and abundance of the sup- 
plies which may be necessary for the support and eomfortablo main- 
tenance of the troops to be organized. These regiments you will 
organize and muster into service yourself, by companies, as soon as the 
latter reach their full complement of men and officers. I ho men ol: 
these regiments will he authorized to mount themselves on horses or 
mules for transportation to their field of action, receiving 10 cents per 
mile ns commutation of transportation and to cover risks of loss by 
the way. Upon reaching their destination these animals will bo 
appraised, purchased, and paid for by the Government in eurroncy, 
and in all cases must have been approved by a Government oiiicor to 
be designated for that purpose before leaving Texas, which fact should 
be indicated upon the muster-roll opposite each man’s name in the 
column of remarks. Those regiments will bo armed by the Govern- 
ment. A euai'tormustor and a commissary will be sent out, provided 
with the necessary funds to moot the current expenses ol: the troops 
as they are organized. In mustering and swearing in the troops have 
special regard to their physical capabilities, receiving no man likely 
l,o on tail expense upon the Govornmontby feeble health and probable 
incapacity to perform a soldier’s duty. Your reports will bo mad o 
directly to this oflice, and the troops organized under those instruc- 
tions will bo subjoot only to orders given by the Wav department 
while remaining in Texas, of which fact General Ilcbort will be 
advised. After deciding, report promptly the point ol rendezvous 
decided upon, giving the nearest post town and its county.

Resolved, That tho President of the Confederate States ho requested to com- 
mmiioato to Congress tho number of troops now in tho service of the Confederate 
States specifying tho States from which they come, tho period of service for 
which’ they enlisted, and also tho dates at which they wore mustered into service 
and at which they will go out of that service ; also the number of troops, if any, in 
tho Regular Army of tho Confederate States. 

The second resolution, which is distinct and in no way connected 
with that set out above, is as follows, to wit: 


Resolved, That the President he requested to have furnished tho Congress by 
tho heads of tho Hovoral departments a list of tho names of the different officers 
in each Department at the seat of Government, accompanied by a statement of 
the salaries they receive, and the State or country of which they are native.

J. h o <)v itrageous usu rpations of powor and aggressions upon our .rights 
committed by tiio Federal Government, and tlio absolute degradation

'Phis is required to sustain the honor of Georgia, her proud position as 
the Empire, State, and the immortality of glory already won for her 
arms by the brilliant deeds and heroic daring of her troops in the field. 
Let none bo discouraged on account of our late reverses. We cannot 
expect always to be victorious. We havo had the most cheoring evi- 
dences of the interposition of Divine Providence in our favor, whilo 
our arms have boon crowned with a succession of victories which find 
but few parallels in history. True, tho enemy has the advantage of 
us upon the waters, but before lie can subjugate us lie must oxposo 
his troops whore we can meet them hand to hand and drive them back 
by the use of cold steel in close quarters. Hero his courage fails him, 
and here it is that our troops have shown a wonderful superiority and 
a most remarkable heroism. Hero, then, lot every Georgian go forth 
resolved to grapple with him, and, with that true courage that nerves 
the patriot’s arm, liore lot us force him to decide tho contest. If we 
do this, and are ever mindful of the .strength of that Almighty arm 
upon whose assistance we should humbly and confidently rely, wo 
cannot fail, to drive the invader from our gonial territory back to his 
frozen home. In this hour of national peril, when our danger is 
imminent, trusting in God, who alone is able to give us victory, but 
who will not assist us unless wo humble ourselves in His presence 
and exert all the strength with which IIo has endowed us, I warn you 
of tho danger which surrounds you, my countrymen, and, as your 
conunandor-in-chief, I exhort you to lay aside, when necessary, every 
other employment, and I now summon you immediately to arms.

Sir: I have your two lottors of 11th itnd 13th ultimo, brought bj 
your brother. ' I regret that there should havo been any misunder 
standing in our arrangements. I havo no authority to make ai 
exchange of bonds with Texas, and for that reason arranged, and sc 
stated in my lettor, that tho State was to buy the arms and pay foi 
them in U. S. bonds, and this Department would receivo the arms ant 
pay for them in Confederate bonds. Your brother mentions you 
purpose to send to Europo to buy arms. I give you no authority t< 
do this. I gave you authority to buy arms in Mexico— to buy u 
Matamoras from merchants who would agree to deliver arms there- 
and placed in your hands $250,000 to pay for arms, giving you power 
to convert the' money into cotton in order to make payments, as on 
notes are not current in Matamoras. As fast as you oxhaust you 
means in purchases I will replenish, but I do not soo any noeossit; 
for placing funds of any kind in Matamoras to a greater amount thai 
you havo in hand until arms are there ready for delivery. Tlv 
amount in your hands is more than sufficient to satisfy any lions 
that you have authority and means to purchase, and tlioy can cor 
tainly require nothing further till tho arms are delivered, at whicl 
time they will bo paid for. I want your operations in tho purohiis 
of arms and munitions for the Government confined strictly withi 
tho limits heroin expressed, and dosire no shipment of cotton mad 
on account of Government except in payment, for arms already dohv 
ered nor any contracts except for the delivery of arms in Matamora 
or our own ports. I do not authorize you to buy arms abroad no 
contract for arms abroad, but only for arms delivered hero, %. e., n 
Matamoras or within the Confederacy.

1 of $50,000 from the bank at this place to pay the bounty and arrears 
i of pay due, without which, in all probability, they would not havo 
re-cn listed. 

In relation to tho clothing, also, I would [bog] leave to inquire if 
l,l,o issues by the Department to tho volunteers will includo blankets, 
shoes, and underclothing; and also if tho Confederate Government 
will bo able to furnish clothing in kind to all tlio troops from this 
State during the spring, summer, and fall. Information on those 
points is essential not only to answer the inquiries of the volunteers, 
hut also for the purposo of determining and regulating the action of 
the State in providing supplies of clothing for them in ease it should 
not ho furnished by the Confederacy. 

You will, my dear sir, readily appreciate tho motives which havo 
induced this rather lengthy communication, and excuse the liborty I 
liavo taken in pressing these matters on your attention. I. should not 
have done so had I not rogardod them as absolutely essential to the 
meeting the requisition in the shortest possible time.

Sec. 17. In all proceedings against debtors who fail or refuse to 
give information of their indebtedness within the time prescribed in

tried by them, shall certify that such debtor has willfully failed oi 
refused to givo information of his indebtedness, or tho truo amount 
'thereof,' "with the intent aforesaid, tho court shall award execution 
against such debtor on the decree or judgmont for tho whole amount 
of the debt and the interest duo thereon, togethor with tho costs; ii: 
all other cases, howovor, execution shall bo stayed until tho peace 
aforesaid, oxcopt for interest which shall accrue. 

Sec. 18. Iu cases whoro proceedings shall he instituted to seques-

Sec. 2. That upon tho final adjustment of tho accounts of the Stato 
of Missouri against tho Confederate States tho sum horoby advanced 
shall bo deducted from the amount found duo to said State.

and certified by the captain or commanding officer of tho company to 
which tho deceased was attached, Avliicli pay-roll tho captain or com- 
manding officer as aforesaid shall make out and deliver to tho person 
or persons entitled to such pay and allowance, or to his, her, or their 
authorized agent, attorney, or guardian, and shall state in such pay- 
roll tho name of tho deceased volunteer, the company and regiment 
to which ho was attached, and tho date of his onlistmont and death; 
and tho paymaster or officor to whom said pay-roll shall bo directed 
shall pay the same according to tho tonor thereof, and shall lilo such 
pay-roll with tho pay-rolls of tlio Army.

The Congress of the Confederate States of America do enact, That 
all negroes’ who are slaves, belonging to hostile Indians who are mem- 
bers or citizens of any ono of the tribes of Indians friendly to this Gov- 
ernment, and who have been, or may horoaftor bo, captured by troops 
or persons in the sorvico of the Confederate States, shall bo delivered 
to tho superintendent of Indian affairs west of Arkansas. 

Sec. 2. That said superintendent shall carefully inform himself of 
tho persons and tribes to whom each negro belongs, and shall promptly 
notify (he executive or head chief of tho proper tribe or tribes to 
receive tho same at some convenient plaeo, and shall deliver said 
negro or negroes to said executive or head chief of said friondly tribe 
or tribes as captured property, to be hold by said tribe or tribes until 
such provisions and orders shall be mado by this Government as shall 
seem just and wise, and shall take receipts for the same. 

Sec. 8. That tho said superintendent shall, at or before the time of 
such delivery, make out a record, showing tho name and ago and 
value of oaeh slave received by him, and shall report the same, and 
tho fact of such delivery, or other disposition of each of said negroes, 
to tho Commissioner of Indian Affairs; together with all the facts of 
time, plaeo, and circumstances of tho capture, and by whom captured; 
but in no ease shall any free negro who is so captured bo given up by 
virtue of this act.

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in nooessai’y to complete the road to Covington, is the delivery of eight 
miles of railroad iron at this point. The work is ready for tho rail, 
and there is about one mile of iron hero. I have writton to the Quar- 
termaster-General urging him to take some stops to secure tho com- 
pletion of the road, and stated to him that it would ho impossible-' to 
maintain an army west of Lowistmrg if wo had to transport all tho 
supplies from this point. It will be necoasary to transport not only 
supplies for the soldiers, but likewise forage for tho horses. Tho 
quartermaster at the White Sulphur is now hauling com from Monroe 
County, a distance of twenty and thirty milos. Tho quar tor master 
at the While Sulphur is now impressing corn, not being able to buy 
at a reasonable price. I believe that in a mouth or two all the sur- 
plus corn west of the Alleghany Mountains will lie consumed. If 
the railroad was finished to Covington we would save nine milos of 
the worst road of wagon transportation, and could so improve the 
road from Covington west as to enable us to supply a large army as 
far as Meadow Muff, a distance of forty-five miles from Covington. 
Covington would also become the point from which the army in Poca- 
hontas would be supplied. The distance from Covington to Hunters- 
ville is five miles less than from Millborough, and in addition to saving 
five .miles in distance we avoid crossing one or two high mountains. 
The Central, company have now on hand. the iron to lay this nine miles 
of road, bought for the purpose, but decline to use it for tho alleged 
reason that during the year or at the latter end of the year they may 
wish to relay a portion of their track east of Covington. It is doubt- 
ful whether they will want the iron for this purpose, but would it. not 
be better to complete the road to Covington and use it for tliosummor 
campaign, and thus save Western Virginia, if possible; and if at the 
end of; the year the eastern part of tho Central road needed repairing 
and the iron could not lie gotten elsewhere, to take up the nine miles 
west of Covington? I hope you will bring this subject to the atten- 
tion of tho Secretary of War. If it is proposed to build the road to 
Covington it should be done at once. In a month or two all tho 
rolling-stock of the Central road will be required for movement of 
troops and supplies, and they will not then bo able to transport the 
iron.

In obedience to tho constitutional provision requiring the I hrosidont 
from time to time to givo to tho Congress information of tho stato of 
tlio Confederacy and recommend to thoir consideration such measures 
as lie shall judgo necessary and expedient, I have to communicate 
that since my message at the last session of the Provisional Oontrmss 
ovonts have demonstrated that tho Government had attempted more 
than it had power successfully to achieve.

Regiment: or, wlioro tho numbers are sufficient, may bo organized 
into companies, squadrons, battalions, or regiments, which, with the 
First Maryland Regiment, will be formed into brigades to bo known 
as tlio Maryland Line.

the order of their muster into service, as fast as the batteries can bo 
furnished; but all our batteries are now pre-engaged for some time to 
come, so that it is not desirable at present to authorize now companies 
to bo organized, except whore their batteries can be furnished oithor 
by the companies themselves or by tho Stato from which they are 
raised, 

In this lattor case the organization of the companies will ho loft to 
the Stato authorities, the companies being then accepted from tho 
Stato iilco any other part of its quota for tho war. The Confederate 
law now requires that all companies, battalions, and regiments accepted 
directly by the Confederate Government shall elect their own officers, 
and the Department could therefore have no power of appointment in 
tho case of battalions or rogiments in any awn of the service. Tho 
Department does not, however, in any ovont, dosiro tho organization 
of battalions or regiments of artillery. This arm of tho service can 
bo employed most advantageously in single companies or distinct bat- 
torios, and tho organization of several companies together is therefore 
discouraged generally and permitted only in cases that present strong 
claims for exception. Your Excellency may accept, howovor, as many 
companies of heavy artillery as may bo offered. The number of expe- 
rienced gunnors and of persons suitable to command artillery com- 
panies is so few that it is very dosirablo to secure all such everywhere 
for tho artillery service so far as may bo practicable. I iiavo tho honor 
to inclose to Your Excellency a copy of tho last circular of this

Sir : I havo the honor to submit tho following report of the condi- 
tion of this Department and of tho operations of tho Army so far as 
officially reported: Tho lattor aro so well known to tho country that 
I shall confine mysolf to tho occurrences that havo taken place since 
my official report presented in December last; but tho inauguration 
of tho permanent Government sooms to rendor.it expedient that some 
gonorai sketch should ho given of tho previous history of tho Depart- 
ment and of its present condition for tho information of tlioso members 
of tho Congress who had no part in tho legislation of the past year. On 
the organization of tho Department, twelve months ago, there existed 
in the six States that then formed tho Confederacy no magazine of 
supplies, no establishments for the manufacture of ordnance, ord- 
nance stores, and small-arms; nothing, in fact, except about 
small-arms and a vory small supply of heavy guns and ammunition 
in tho few scattered arsenals then existing in those States. On tho 
Oth of March a law was passed to establish tho permanent or Regu- 
lar Army of tho Confederate States, to be composed of seven regi- 
ments, together witli two corps — one oi: engineers and one or 
artillery. On tho same day the President was authorized to call 
for volunteers for twelve months, to a number not exceeding 100,000.

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tlio first time enabled, with adequate appropriations, to commence 
operations for procuring arms and munitions of war on a scale at all 
commensurate with the urgent wants of tho service and the vast 
forces to which wo wore opposed. 

During the seven weeks which elapsed hot, ween the arrival of tlio 
Executive in Richmond and tho meeting of Congress, every effort of 
the Department was directed to tho re-enforcement of tho armies of 
Generals J ohnston and Beauregard, each confronted on tho northern 
border with greatly superior numbers; but such was tho absolute defi- 
ciency in supplios, arms, munitions, and means of transportation, and 
so short was the period for preparation, that tho total effective force 
of tho combined armies of our generals on the glorious 21st of July, 
i 8(il, was only 28,000 effective men, ns shown by the official reports; 
and ’so thoroughly exhausted and prostrated was tho army by tho 
exertions and fatigue of that dospornto struggle as to cause both its 
distinguished commanders to pronounce pursuit impossible and an 
aggressive movement totally impracticable. Tho President of the 
United States had, in his message addressed to the Congress of that 
nation prior to the battle of Manassas, avowed the purpose of making 
conquest of the Confederate States, and had succeeded in obtaining 
a grant of an army of 500,000 men and $50(),U00,000. In order to 
moot these vast preparations for our subjugation tlio act of tho 8tli of 
August, 18(51, authorized tlm President to call for 400,000 volunteers, 
and on tlio 21st of tlio same month an additional appropriation of 
$57,000,000 was made for tho public defense. Soon after tho romoval 
of tho seat of government, however, tlio health of my predecessor 
bad become impaired by tho incessant labors and responsibilities of 
his office, and both from this cause and tho want of adequate assist- 
ance the business of the Department was unavoidably in arrears 
when ho felt compelled, to resign his post in Soptombor last. Tho 
duties of his office woro then temporarily performed, at tlio request 
of the President, by the undersigned, then the head of another 
Department, and the double duties of the Attornoy-Gonoral and Sec- 
retary of War remained committed to his charge until tho 15th of 
November, when ho was relieved from tlio duties of Attornoy-Gonoral 
and placed permanently in charge of tlio Department of War. 

During this period of about five months the increases in tho armies 
on both sides; the expansion of the area over which hostilities are con- 
ducted.; tho addition to the Confederacy of tlio States of Kentucky and 
Missouri while both woro actually invadod by the enemy; the defense 
of the sea-coast, attacked by powerful naval expeditions at almost 
every assailable point; the desperate offorts of the enemy m putting 
forth the utmost of liis gigantic strength and lavishing all his available 
resources in tho vain hope of our spoody eonquost, have combined to 
throw upon the Department a weight of responsibility and a burden 
of labor almost beyond human endurance, liven with adequate sup- 
plies and instruotod officers the task would have been formidable 
in tho extreme. But far different was our condition. Wo were with- 
out tlio moans of manufacturing at home except in such establish- 
ments as private enterprise or Government patronage had called into 
existence since tho commencement of the war; wo wero m many 
instaneos without oven tlio raw material for manufacturing the need- 
ful supplies. Wo had lio navy to protect our commorco abroad and 
our enemy steamed without opposition along the waters i of our coast, 
Foroign nations acquiesced in tlio paper blockade proclaimed by the 
United States, and such arms and munitions as wo could purchase 
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abroad woro introduced in vessels speeiallv bomdil w n

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-would Boon bo exhausted. Contracts were made for extracting tlio 
ore from the mine and tho saltpeter from tlio earth, and the tempta- 
tion of a constant- market at remunerating prices soon induced tlio 
iron master to rekindle furnaces long abandoned. Independently of 
contracts for tlio importation of 2,000 tons of saltpetor from different 
points, our own citizens liavo engaged to furnish 1,105 tons, manu- 
factured at homo. Wo are already supplied with sulphur in abun- 
dance for working up the whole quantity of saltpeter, and there are 
powder mills in tlio Confederacy capable of affording at least ton tons 
of powder per day if supplied with tho raw material. The manufac- 
ture of powder recently has been at tho rate of threo tons per day, 
and no increase of that quantity will be made until some of tho car- 
goes ordered from abroad aro received. The outstanding contracts 
for iron amount to about 40,000 tons, while those for shot and shell 
amount to about 27,000 tons, independently of 050,000 projectiles for 
artillery. Sea-coast and siogo guns and mortars to tho nuinbor of 890 
are now under contract, besides all that have been issued, and tho 
number of Hold pieces delivered from the foundries in tho Confeder- 
acy has averaged three per diem since tlio 1st day of August last. 
More than 500,000 of infantry accouterments have boon issued, and 
contracts for tho manufacture of (5(5,500 muskets and rifles aro now 
in process of execution, besidos large numbers of pistols and sabers. 
The Department is also working three lead mines and is receiving, m 
addition, under contract, about 20,000 pounds of load per day. iho 
Government armories at Richmond and Fayetteville aro now supply- 
ing muskets and rifles at tho rate of 1,500 per month, and the supply 
could bo doubled but for tho deficiency of skilled labor and the groat 
demand for workmen in private workshops. In presenting this state- 
ment of the development of our home resources for tho delonso oi the 
country it is gratifying to fool tho assurance that with the single 


brief period which nas oinpsuu hiuuu unu mou, 
of providing all that is necessary to the maintenance of their uuio- 

P °Tho supplies of clothing, shoes, touts, and other articles embraced 
within the scope of tho duties of the Quartormastor’s Bureau, could 
not possibly have boon furnished in time for the wants of tlio present 
winter had not the entire population aided with common accord tlio 
offorts of the Government to prevent our bravo defenders from sull.or- 
ing for want of needful protection from exposuro. It will hereafter be 
in the power of the Department to furnish all that is required, not only 
from supplies of blankets, cloth, and shoos already imported from 
Europe, but from the productions of manufacturing establishments at 
homo. Tho supplies of woql recoivod from Texas and Mexico have 
proved sufficient to meet tho demand of tho woolen factories employed 
in tlio sorvioo of tho Department. A largo wagon factory is m full 
operation, while extensive manufactories of harness, tents, camp ana 
garrison oquipago and other quartermaster’s stores liavo been es a > 
lishod in Virginia, Georgia, Louisiana, North Carolina, Mississippi, 
and other States. The expenditures in tho Quartermaster 8 Depart- 
ment from the 3d of April to 31st of December, igOl, mo dwwi by 
the annexed exhibit from that officer to be nearly 802,000,000, and it 
will be observed that many hundreds of accounts returned by its 
officers still remain without examination by reason of dolicioncy m 
his clerical forco. The Commissary- General lias been eminently

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homos on ooixl i (.ion of bom# sent lit onoo to a field where battle was 
impending. Of t.ho operations of the war It is deemed scarcely neces- 
sary (jo vendor accounts for the period prior to the report submitted 
to 'the Provisional Congress early in .December. Sinco that dato 
adverse fortune lias attended our arms. Wo have suffered reverses 
at the battle of Pishing- Crook, where our army under Major-General 
Crittenden was repulsed with heavy loss; at Fort Henry, which fell 
after a gallant, defense against greatly superior forces; at Roanoke 
Island, where our loss was about 2,-100, besides the artillery and 
munitions of war, and at Fort .Donelson, where, after a heroic defense 
against overwhelming forces, the remnant of our army surrendered 
under circumstances not yet fully understood. Of tlieso several dis- 
asters the only official report yet received is that of Fort Henry. From 
the copy herewith transmitted * it will bo seen that Brigadier-General 
Tilgliman, in command of the fort, mounted with cloven guns, was 
attacked by a licet of gun-boats carrying fifty-four guns, and main- 
tained bis defense with steady courage until the number of guns lit 
for service was reduced to four and further effort became hopeless. 
The garrison which surrendered at this fort comprised 8 officers, 50 
privates, and some 20 sick. 

The defeat at the battle of Fishing Creek was, at the request of 
Major-General Crittenden, ordered to be nuido the subject of investi- 
gation by a court of inquiry. But the active operations of the oppos- 
ing armies in Kentucky and Tennessee, the attack on tho forts outlie 
Cumberland and Tennessee Rivers, and the movements consequent on 
the fall of these forts have thus far prevented any report of the pro- 
ceedings under this order from reaching the Department. Rumors 
industriously circulated to the prejudice of Gonoral Crittenden by tho 
iirs t fugitives from the battle-Iieldaronow believed to have boon with- 
out foundation, and little doubt is entertained that strict inquiry will 
elicit the fact that if thoro was misconduct on tho baUle-lield it can bo 
imputed neither to the general, to the surviving chief, nor to his sec- 
ond in command, who died a patriot’s death while lighting in tho cause 
of his country and of freedom — the lamented Felix Zollicoffor. 

Neither the fall of Roanoke Island nor of Fort Donelson have yet 
been communicated in official reports to the Department. f It is par- 
tially, no doubt, to the active movement of troops rendered necessary 
by these events that the delay in receiving tlieso reports is to bo attrib- 
uted. Both of the disasters were accompanied by circumstances 
which in my judgment require the strictest investigation. Yot during 
the active movements of a campaign it is palpable that tho Depart- 
ment is without the machinery necessary for such investigation. How 
is it possible, while every energy of every officer both in tho Depart- 
ment and in the Held is bent on the task of repairing these reverses, 
to detail officers of sufficient rank and in adequate numbers to consti- 
tute con rts f ( i r inquiry into the conduct of general officers ? How with- 
draw from active necessary duty not’ only the offlcorsof tho court but 
the witnesses? I am of opinion that no defeat, no disaster to our 
arms should be permitted to pass without rigid and thorough investi- 
gation. To make such investigation in all cases is the settled purpose 
of the Department, but to make that investigation prompt and effi- 
cient the aid of Congress is necessary, and the subject is respectfully

Secretary of War: 

Sir: Requisitions are daily made upon mo for pistols for cavalry 
service in this department, but I can now And none for sale at any 
point in the Confederacy. Many have boon bought up by tho infan- 
try (officers and privates), and I respectfully suggest that you disarm 
tho infantry and let tho cavalry get tho pistols now iii the hands of 
the former. In this way enough pistols could bo obtained for all the 
cavalry in this section and the infantry could got money for an arm 
that is of no service to thorn. Colonel Forrest, tho most efficient 
cavalry officer in this department, informs me that tho doublc-barrol 
shotgun is the best gun with which cavalry can be armed, and that at 
Fort Donolson one discharge of his shotguns, at close quarters, scat- 
tered 400 of the onomy whom tliroo of our regiments had vainly tried 
to dislodgo from tho stronghold in a ravine.

The passago of tho first bill is 
required to facilitate tho enrollment of the militia; the passago of the 
second is doinandod by a proper regard for the public peace and 
safety. I trust they will meet your approval and will lie passed 
without delay.

1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly, That tho eighth section of 
'chapter 2 ( J of tho Code of Virginia (edition of 1860) shall be amended 
and re-enacted so as to road as follows: 

Sko. 8. No person shall ahsonfc himsolf from Ms regiment after the comman- 
dant thereof lias received an ardor requiring a draft or detail to bo made and ot 
which such porson shall have boon in any way informed, until such detail or draft 
shall have been mado. Every person so offending who shall be subsequently 
■dotailod to march, unlosB ho join tho dotachment with which lie is detailed at its 
place of rendezvous, or show that he was provonted from so joining by unavoid- 
able causo, shall bo considered and treated as a doserter. Every person who shall 
refuse to givo his name to the proper officer when culled upon for enrollment 
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cordial disposition to execute it according to its letter and in its spirit, 

I fmd that it will bo impossible to do so in time to meet the existing 
omcrmniey. The preliminaries required to be observed in ascertain- 
ing the previous contributions made by the various cities, counties, 
a. nd towns, preparatory to ascertaining the contributions to be made 
by subsequent drafts, will consume more time than can be (under the 
pressing circumstances now surrounding ns) allowed without preju- 
dice to the interests of the Confederacy and the most serious results 
to the integrity of this Commonwealth. Wo must have something 
more expeditious, something more definite and direct in its results, 
than your bill promises to effect. It will take weeks, if not months, 
to place the troops in the field under the requirements of your bill. 
At this moment troops are imperatively required at Winchester, at 
Alleghany, at. Manassas, at Fredericksburg, on the Peninsula, and at 
Norfolk, and they must bo at those several points with the least pos- 
sible delay. Iain informed by the President that, they should bo at 
their posts now, bill; certainly there by the 1 5th day of this month. 
If I am required to conform to the requirements of your bill they can- 
not be in place before the last of April, if even then. I recommend, 
therefore, that to meet the demands now pressing so closely upon us 
you at once pass a law, in the preamble to which you shall appeal to 
j;] U) patriotism of the troops now in the field to remain in their present 
organized condition, and authorize me to draft at once from the loyal 
portions of the Commonwealth a number sulUciont to fill up the regi- 
ments to 1 ,000 men. each. This is the only mode by which troops can 
bo placed in the field at once, and my information leads mo to the 
conclusion that whatever is to be done must be done quickly. The 
enemy is pressing us upon all sides and must be met promptly, decid- 
edly, determinedly. We cannot spare those now in. tho field. They 
have been tried and the results show they can be relied upon. Their 
patriotism in this crisis of our fate will not be appealed to in vain by 
the General Assembly, bet them know that the freedom and liberty 
and independence of Virginia depends upon their remaining insorv- 
ice for two years more or the war, and we shall have a rosponso that 
will cheer and gladden the patriot’s heart and stimulate the despond- 
ing and wavering and doubtful to the performance of their duty.

1. \Ve are, under its operations, making up an army of hirelings of

!}. it, is hotter to rely upon our own citizens to fill tlio ranks of mu 
army, as our experience so far has shown thorn to be brave, reliable, 

J recommend, therefore, if the system of substitutes is to be con- 
tinued that it be so modified as to require the party offering the sub- 
stitute to furnish some man from his own county. In this mode we 
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the Secretary of War has authorized numbers of persons to raise com- 
panies and battalions to bo mu stored into tlio Confederate service 
direct. I give an illustration of tho manner in which this works: A 
first lion tenant in Captain Doyorlo’s company, of the Twenty-seventh 
Virginia Regiment, having received such authority from the Secretary 
of War, is now enlisting his company from tlio Twenty-first, Twenty- 
seventh, Forty-second, and For ty-oightli Virginia Infan try Regiments. 
If this system is to continue it is plain that our regiments :in the 
service are to bo disorganized and destroyed. I give this as one, and 
a fair one, out of many casos winch havo boon reported to me. Your 
bill requires mo to preserve the organization now in the field by regi- 
ments. How is this to be done i f parties authorized by the Secretary 
of War to do so are to be allowed to enlist companies out of regiments 
who have months yot. to servo V In the illustration I havo given, 
tlio regiments go out of service in the months of May, June, and 
July, if 1 am correctly informed. If the companies thus created are 
to be mustered into service so soon as they are formed, it is easy to 
porcoive that ou r regiments must bo broken up. When I spoke about 
the difficulty I was informed by the Secretary of War (to whom the 
bill was submitted boforo its introduction into the House) that ho had 
then stated to the committee that the two bills were in conflict, and if 
tlio Legislature desired him to suspend his policy in this respect ho 
would do so. He stilted that a resolution was subsequently intro- 
duced condemning his policy, which was voted down by a largo 
majority-all of which was news to mo. While tho War Department 
was consulted In regard to these military bills, all of which were con- 
sidered in secret. session, tlio Executive and tlio adjutant-general of 
tho State wore left in entire ignorance of nil that, was doing upon so 
important a subject. Whether this was tho result of accident or 
design I do not protend to know, nor have I considered it of sufficient 
importance to prompt an inquiry.

The Speaker of the House of Representatives : 

In response to the resolution of the House of yesterday, calling on 
the President to communicate “ what additional means in money, 
men, arms, and munitions of war are in his judgment necessary, or 
may bo within the present yoar, for tho public service, including 
operations on land and water,” I have to reply that tho military 
forces, whether land or naval, which will bo required must depend 
upon tlio operations of the enemy and upon contingencies which can- 
not 1m foreseen. Taking our present condition as the basis of tlio 
calculation, it maybe stated in general terms that our land forces 
should be increased by tlio addition of, say, 300,000 men in tho field 
and those for whom call has already been made; that tlio Navy 
should be increased by a number of vessels suited to rivor and harbor 
defense), say fifty iron-dad propellers, and a (loot of, say, ton of the 
most formidable war vessels to protect our commerce upon the high 
sons, with tho requisite armaments and crows. For this additional 
force, laud and naval, thero would bo required, say, 750,000 small- 
arms of all kinds, and of siege, and field, and sea-coast artillery, say, 
5,000 guns ; of powder, say, 5,000 tons in addition to that which can 
bo made within tho limits' of the Confederacy. The manufacture of

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pvoioetilos could, it. is believed, bo earned to tho requisite ox tout in 
our own foundries, at a cost which must, bo measured by the numbov 
of guns actively employed. l' , or further details I refer to tho

Tho President: 

Sm: I have the honor to acknowledge receipt from you of a resolu- 
tion passed by Congress requesting the President to column ideate at 
the earliest practicable moment “ what additional means in money, 
men, arms, and munitions of war are in his judgment necessary, or 
may be within the present year, for the public service, including 
operations on hind and water.” 1 am not at all sure that I understand 
the meaning of this inquiry. In order to conduct the war with the 
vigor and success required for the attainment of an early peace, or 
even for the prompt expulsion of the enemy from our soil, it would 
be both necessary and desirable to have in the Held an additional 
army of .‘150,000 men. Thin would involve the necessity Coral, least 
500,000 additional stand of small-arms, over !,(>(>(> pieces of Held 
artillery, with a due quantity of projectiles, tons of powder, 

and an appropriation of at least $ 1100 , 000,000 in addition to the regu- 
lar estimates. As all this is evidently beyond our reach, 1 suppose 
the inquiry must bo directed to the ascertainment of what practicable 
assistance Congress can render l.lm Kxooiitlve in 1,1m conduct of the 
war. If I am right in this conclusion, then I respectfully answer 
that the groat deficiency under which we suffer is the want of small- 
arms and powder. TfbyauyineanHwhlc.ii ( Congress in its wisdom 
can doviso tho Department could procure *100,001) muskets or 
rifles, 510,000 pistols, 500 IMukoly guns, and 1,000 tons of powder, I 
am convinced a brilliant and successful campaign would crown our 
arms. The existing legislation would Hullieo as regards men. The 
amount of money would depend on the additional number of arms 
obtained. In a word, whal. we need is the “ material ” of war. 
My report just submitted shows whal. has been done by tho .Depart; 
inonfc in order to secure arms and munitions. If tlmm be other means 
of procuring thorn, or other sources of supply that have escaped the 
Department, all additions that Congress oau make to the number of 
our small-arms, Held pieces, and ammunition would be, in tho lan- 
guage of the inquiry, “necessary for the public service in military 
operations on land.”

State of South Carolina, 

Executive Council Chamber, 

Columbia , March 6, 1862. 

■Whereas, tho President of the Confederate States has ascertained 
the military quota of South Carolina for tho existing war to bo 12,590 
man, in addition to tho number already furnished, to serve for and 
during tho present war, and has made his requisition upon the 
Governor for live regiments thoroof, 

Be it resolved , That in order to comply promptly with this requisi- 
tion, and for tho purpose of Idling all subsequent requisitions, the 
following system shall bo, and is hereby, adopted: 

I. It shall bo tho duty of tho adjutant and inspector general to 
cause all tho male citizens of tho Stato botwoon tho ages of eighteen 
ami forty-iivo, not now in active service, to be enrolled as soon as 
may be after tho passage of those resolutions, designating all exempts 
and tho cause of such oxomptions, including all refugees from dis- 
tricts now in possession of tho enemy, and designating such of them 
as have been in service, and tho term and place of such sorvico; and 
he is horoby authorized, under instructions from the chief of military 
department, to prescribe such regulations, in addition to those now 
established, as will onablo him promptly and efficiently to perform 
tlie duty imposed upon him; and to that end ho may require the 
services of tho sheriffs and tax collectors of tho several districts and 
parishes of tho Stato, or such other persons as he may doem necessary, 
to act in. conjunction with tho officers of the Stato militia. In making 
such enrollment it shall bo tho duty of tho adjutant and inspector 
general to ascertain and stato tho time, if any, for which the said 
militia or any portion thereof shall have boon in the servico of this 
Stato or of the Confederate States. 

II. It shall bo tho duty of o very person horomboforo declared liable 
to bo enrolled to report himself promptly to the officer or officers 
appointed for that purpose; and if any porson shall fail so to report 
himself within ton days aftor tho notice or order requiring' such 
enrollment shall have been posted or published at some public piaco 
within his ward or company district, ho shall, unless tliore be sufficient 
excuse for such failure, bo drafted among the first levies to be drawn 
from such district or corporations; and if any porson or officer shall 
fail to perform tho duty required of him xmdor those resolutions lie 
shall bo subject to a fine of not loss than $50 nor more than Ji, 000.

Search try of War , Richmond , Va.: 

Sm: You r fa vor of the bd of February reached me on the 25th of that 
month ali the city of Austin. On the day following (201, h) I issued my 
proclamation, in accordance with your requisition, for fifteen regiments 
, of troops for the war, a copy of! which proclamation I have the honor 
to inclose. I immediately repaired to Houston, and have boon arrang- 
ing with General Hebert to place the troops at proper points of ren- 
dezvous and have them subsisted, &e. I am informed by General 
llebert that his department is entirely destitute of moans to provide 
for these camps of instruction. The State is totally unable to make 
advances. Her treasury is in a lamentably depleted condition, and her 
people have furnished so much already to the Confederate and State 
governments on a credit that it is now a very difficult task to obtain 
supplies on the faith of: either. It must bo very apparent that to pur- 
chase on acred it is any thing but a wise policy, as the parties selling inva- 
riably charge a much h ighor price than they would if the money was paid 
at the time the trail suet ion was made. Under those circumstances I 
have taken the responsibility of sending on at the expense of the State 
a special messenger to assure your .Department of the immediate neces- 
sity of filling the requisition forwarded, that I may bo enabled at once to 
place the troops needed in flic field. In this requisition quartermaster’s 
stores and camp oqui page, wh ieh are very much needed, are not included, 

* and the department here is entirely destitute of thorn. The troops must 
and will be furnished. You will not understand me ns wishing to delay 
for a moment the raising of tlm men. Oil the contrary, I shall proceed 
at once to put them in camp and subsist them on a credit until I hear 
from you, 1 had the honor of addressing you somo time ago in relation 
to a call made upon me by General Van Dorn. I then informed you of 
the difficulties surrounding the Executive in keeping up anything like 
system i n f urn ishing men for the Army so long as parties wore permitted 
to come into the Btato with commissions to raise troops for Iho war, or 
for twelve or six mouths, as in some instances has been the case, without 
reporting to the Btato authorities as to where the men wore raised or

now forced by the Government (.<» keep a regiment in (.lie field at our 
own expen.se), ami General McCulloch wif.li his forces drawn from 
on r northern border, exposing us to an attack by Lane’s or Hunter’s 
command. In mblition to all this I have seen your order to General 
Hebert to disband all twelve-months’ men immediately, and receive 
no men into the. Con federate service for less than three years or dur- 
ing the war. This would break up almost the entire force the 
commanding general has in the Held. Two of his regiments having 1 
already been ordered out of his department, you will readily perceive 
that if your order is earned out our State will be left almost at the 
mercy of an invading foe. Should this be done the emergency you 
mention, under which it would be necessary to call out the people on 
masse, would have arisen, and it would oust the Government much 
more to get the men in the field, raw and undisciplined, than it would 
to retain those in the sendee now there until we eould get a force in 
for the war, which we will endeavor to do as speedily as possible. 

In consideration of these facts I have addressed General Hebert a 
letter requesting him not to disband the troops until my special, mes- 
senger can return from Richmond, because 1 cannot believe for one 
moment that you intended to strip this department of every shadow of 
defense, leaving our State entirely to the tender mercy ofour vandal 
foe. .Should the order you have given be carried out as understood, 
there would bo left in the entire department not 51,000 men, and they 
at some three different points. I am satisfied you did not intend to 
do this, though I shall await your reply with some anxiety. Let me 
assure you, my dear sir, that it is my purpose and intention to aid the 
Government in every way possible in furnishing men and means for 
the war, and to the utmost capacity of the State men shall he fur- 
nished. I believe that the cavalry regiments that arc in the service 
have all provided their own arms, and some of the infantry also;

Volunteer companies organized under tho act of 
18ob will be received as a whole. If they fail to volunteer they will 
be disbanded and enrolled with the State troops. 

Mon of Texas, will not this call meet with a hearty rosponso from 
you 't Your Government, the Government of your choice, needs your 
services and makes this call upon you. Thospirits of those brave and 
departed heroes who have shed their blood in your defense cry aloud 
that you drive the hireling 1 Iessians of a debased and corrupt Govern- 
ment from the soil they have polluted by their unhallowed touch.

To the HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES : 

In response to the resolution of the 2Gth ultimo calling for a state- 
ment as to the establishments under contract for the supply of small- 
arms and of powder, and what means are employed in furnishing 
percussion -caps, and whether the various manufacturing establish- 
ments now employed by the Government will bo able to furnish an 
amide supply of arms, powder, and percussion-caps for the use of our 
Army, I herewith transmit a roport to the Secretary of War,* which 
gives such information in relation to the ability of the establishments 
employed, as, it is hoped, will be satisfactory to the Congress. The 
Government has secured a supply of sulphur suflioiont for any prox- 
imate want; proper charcoal can ho obtained in. any requisite quan- 
tity and it only requires an adequate supply of saltpotor to insure 
the manufacture of more powder than can 1)0 profitably, used. In 
addition to the mills now in active operation a vory extensive one has 
boon constructed in Georgia, which wo have not started because the 
supply of saltpeter did not justify it. Establishments for tho manu- 
facture of small-arms are being constructed and developed, but, as 
was to have been anticipated, the progross has boon slow and tho 
want of mechanics does not permit us to hope for such oxteiisivo 
results as would satisfy existing necessities. Tho attention of Con- 
gress is called to the remarks of tho Secretary on tho subject of iron, 
and a method of increasing its production. For further inf orinati on 
reference is made to the tabular statement of the Chief of Ordnance, f 
which is annexed to the letter of the Secretary of War.

To the Speaker op the House op Representatives: 

Not being able to approve, T return with my objections, in accord- 
ance with the duty imposed by the Constitution, an act entitled “An 
act to create the oflico of commanding general of the armies of the 
Confederate States,” The act croates an oflico which is to continue 
during the pleasure of the President, but tlio tenure of office of the 
general to be appointed is without any othor limitation than that of 
the office itsel f. The purpose of tlio not, so far as it creates a military 
bureau the head of which, at the seat of government, under direction 
of the President, shall be charged with the movomont of troops, the 
supply and discipline of the Army, I fully approve; but, by what I 
cannot regard otherwise than as an inadvertence on the part of Con- 
gress, the oflieer so appointed is authorized to take tlio field at his 
own discretion and command any army or armies he may choose, not 
only without the direction but even against the will of tlio President, 
who could not consistently with this act provont such conduct of the 
general otherwise than by abolishing his office. To show that tlio 
effect, of this act would bo highly detrimental to the Army, it might 
be enough to say that no general would bo content to proparo troops 
for battle, conduct their movements, and sharo their privations during 
a whole campaign if lie expected to Find himself superseded at the 
very moment of action. But thorn is another ground which to my 
mind is conclusive. The Constitution vests in tlio Executive the com- 
mand in chief of the armies of the Confederacy; that command is 
totally inconsistent with the existence of an officer authorized, at lvis 
own discretion, to take command of armies assigned by the President 
to other generals. The Executive could in no just sense bo said to 
be (Jommunder-in-Chief, if without tlio power to control tlio discre- 
tion of the general created by this act. As it cannot have boon tlio 
intention of Congress to create tho oflico of a general not bound to 
obey the orders of tho Chief Magistrate, and as this seems to bo the 
effect of the act, I can but anticipate tho concurrence of tho Congress 
in my opinion that it should not bocomo a law.

Major: I have tho honor to inform you that tho owners of the 
Stephen Hart have taken steps for the recovery of their property, 
which they hope will prove successful.

Xt will be necessary in ease the contract is made to organizo a corps 
of inspectors of the work as it progresses from the forgings to the 
finished ride.

I have imported 
from Franco a set of artillery harness which lias some points of supe- 
riority over the .English, and in ease of ordering any more artillery 
harness in this country shall follow the French model in some 
particulars. If is quite impossible for me to send forward to the 
Department an accurate statement of each contract mado. 

Tim Department must be aware that with so much to attend to my 
lime is fully occupied. I Ibid it necessary to superintend everything 
personally, even to tho shipping of tho articles. To-morrow I go to 
Hamburg to attend to tho embarking of the artillery. I have secured 
four more butteries of artillery, which I am to have rifled and fitted 
complete for service. I have, however, no money to pay for thorn and 
I cannot borrow any more. As I have already informed the Depart- 
ment, the entire cargo of tho Bahama — 80 cannons, 4,500 sabers, 
M forges, and ,‘l buttery wagons— was purchased with money borrowed 
from individuals in Liverpool in sums of from £200 to £1,000. For 
those sums 1 gave my notes as agent of the Government, payable on 
the 1st of August.

His Excellency John Letcher, 

Governor of Virginia: 

Sir: In obedience to a resolution of the Ifouso of Delegates of tho 
18th instant I have the honor to report that up to this morning, 
inclusive, returns have boon received from 408 volunteer companies 
of tho State in the service of tho Confederate States, showing an 
aggregate of 27,808 men, rank and file, in service when tho reports 
were made, and requiring at that dato 13,046 men to increase tho num- 
bor of all those companies to 1.00, rank and filo, each. But sinco the 
passage of tho acts of the 8th and 10th of February last, and especi- 
ally since the proclamation calling out tho militia in mass, so many 
have volunteered that there is a fair prospect of the deficiency being 
•filled, up without a draft, or by a comparatively small one. 

It is," however, to lie apprehended that the largo class of persons 
which it lias been deemed necessary to exempt from whole or partial 
service, with the many who have boon and may bo improperly 
exempted by the boards appointed to pass upon claims for exemption, 
may diminish materially the number of recruits for the volunteer 
force. I have no means of ascertaining wluit number have joined that 
force since the returns were made. Many companies have recruiting 
officers in Richmond and other places, particularly the counties and 
cities whence they came. At this office 345 volunteers arc registered 
for different companies. Ninety-nine out of 108 regiments of militia 
of the line have made returns, many of them confused and imperfect. 
Corrections have been made, as far as practicable, at this office. The 
tabular statement which is herewith scut gives results, without names 
of counties and cities, which could not bo included without delaying 
this report at least another day. Tho whole can be gi ven, if required, 
now, or when all the returns are in. The portions of the State occu- 
pied by the enemy contain fifty-two regiments of militia of tho line, 
from which no returns are to be expected.

The following directions, received from the Governor of Virginia, 
for the recruiting of the volunteer regiments of the State now in 
service, are published for the information and guidance of the com- 
manders of armies In Virginia: 

General Headquarters, Adjutant General’s Office, Virginia, 

Richmond, March 20, 1802. 

Directions for oxoouting tlio several laws calling out a force to fill up the vol- 
unteer companies of Virginia now in sorvico ami for executing the proclamation 
of tho Governor calling out <10.000 militia : . . 

I . Ollleors commanding encampments of troops or places of rendezvous to which 
tho militia are ordorod aro authorized, if a sufficient number do not volunteer to 
(ill up tho companies from Virginia now in service to 100 each, rank and file, to 
order a draft from tho force so arriving sufficient for that purpose. As far as 
practical do each militiaman is to bo assigned to a company from tho county, city, 
or town from whioh ho comes, or from tho county, city, or town nearest thereto. 

3, If at tho time tho now men aro put into tho old companies any man in such 
old company shall rofuso to ro-onlist suoli man will ho ontitled to his discharge 
whon his term of sorvico oxpiros, and ono of tho now men shall ho retained to 
take Ills place. 

8. The men so rofusing to ro-onlist will ho reported to tlio adjutaut-goneral of 
tlio State, with their ages, rosidonco, time of oxpiration of service, and the com- 
pany and regiment to which tliov bolong. 

4. If! tlio nnmbor ofnion constituting tho militia force sont to tho rendezvous 
under tlio Governor’s proclamation is not sufficient to fill up tho companies now 
in sorvico to tho proscribed standard, that fact will ho reported to tho adjutaut- 
goneral of tho State, and tho number deficient will ho stated to afford data for a 
now draft to fill up tlieso companies. 

f>. Artillery companies oquipped as light battories of six pieces must not exceed 
1150 men, rank and fllo. When thoy contain not less than 190, rank and filo, they 
will bo entitled to an additional second lieutenant. 

0. All companies except artillery companies will have oach a captain and throe 
lieutenants. 

7. Tho term of sorvico of militiamon, talcing tho place of volunteers rofusing to 
ro-onlist, or who aro put into tho companies to fill thorn up to 100 each, -will bo for 
throo years, deducting therefrom any previous terms they may have served. 

8. Any militiaman hoforo ho shall bo mustered into the service of tho Confed- 

erate Statos will ho allowod to furnish an able-bodied man, not liablo to duty in 
this or another Stnto, woll clothed, as his substitute : but if a foreigner lie must 
liavo deelarod his intention of becoming a citizen or Virginia or of the Confed- 
erate Government. . 

9. Al’tor tlio companies now in sorvico aro filled up, as horemboforo prescribed, 
and whon now companies aro formed by consolidating remnants of companies of 
militia, thoy will bo organized by boing directed to olect their officers, Comman- 
dants of encampments are authorized to dotail suitablo officors to superintend 
those elections and sec that thoy aro fairly made. A majority of all tho men on 
tlio roll is required to make an election.

Gentlemen : I. sent you dispatch that the Government desired to 
take Hi o Economist at £1/5,000, and wroto that we would take £12,000 
lor tho Gladiator. Ah soon as wo hoar whether these proposals are 
accepted remittance will ho made of amount due. I have now to 
request that you assume control of the cargo of tho South wick, which 
must bo in Nassau now, in the same manner as you did for tho Glad- 
iator. By our letters the Southwiek was to leave for Nassau only five 
days after tho Economist, and was to stop at Nassau for orders. If 
she meets Mr. Ileyligor there ho will probably have assumed control. 
If deemed expedient sho might attempt to run the blockade without 
breaking bulk, but not knowing what her speed is, I dare not give 
any orders. If, therefore, you aro willing to assume control of her 
and will exorcise your own judgment as to tho best mode of getting- 
in her cargo, whether by running in or breaking bulk into small steam- 
ers, I, shall be greatly indebted to you. You have been so fortunate 
in your various attempts that I have tho fullest confidence in your 
j udgmont and prudence and in the agents you have selected. I inclose 
u letter for Mr. Heyliger, whoso advices, per Cecile, are just now at 
hand, informing him of my request to you and authorizing him to act 
as agent for the Government in regard to tho Southwiek in any mat- 
ters that may occur in Nassau.

Sir: The Secretary of War has referred to mo a letter addressed to 
you by Mr. Henry Wood, president of the Roanoke Valley Railroad 
Company, to which I have given careful consideration. Iii reference 
to (lie subject to which that communication relates I have the honor 
to submit the following statement, based upon examination and 
inquiries instituted by my direction with a view to obtain roliablo 
information in regard to the most advantageous routo for a lino 
of transportation botwoon tho railroads of Virginia and North Caro- 
lina: The track of the Roanoke Valley Railroad and all the bridges 
upon its lino aro in very bnil condition. The rolling-stock of: the 
company consists of only two engines and five or six. cars, all of 
which are represented to be in bad order. Tho affairs of tho com- 
pany are much embarrassed, tho road being under mortgage and 
unable to pay tho interest upon its bonds, its earnings being barely 
sufficient to meet current expenses. Its condition in this respect 
may be worthy of consideration in connection with tho proposition 
of Mr. Wood that tho Government should complete the onliro lino of 
that road. It is submitted that there exists at this time no public 
necessity for tho construction of tho Keysvillo connection, and 
that if made it might soon become entirely useless in view of tho

The on lire work of tho proposed extension was under con- 
tract and was progressing satisfactorily, and a very largo portion of 
i(. was actually done, wlien Hie present war began and the company 
was thereby compelled to suspend the operations on it. At that time 
Ion miles oT the road next to KeysviUe had boon graded and was ready 
to receive the superstructure, and throe miles and three-quarters of 
the rails actually laid on that part. Two miles of the road next to 
Clarksville had also been graded, and all the masonry for the bridge 
across the Roanoke River at that part of the line, reaching 1,200 feet, 
and the only costly work on the whole line, was completed. The 
whole residue of the line not so graded lmd been grubbed and cleared, 
and all the cross-ties for the wholo track had been delivered along the 
line ready for use. The whole line is thirty miles in extent. It will 
be seen, therefore, that to complete the entire line, and thus unite tho 
Richmond and Danville Railroad to tho railroads in North Carolina 
and south of it, along this line, nearly central between Richmond and 
Danville, will only require about eighteen miles of grading to bo done, 
which is all of light character and requiring very little, if any, masonry, 
the superstructure of the bridge over the Roanoke River to bo erected, 
and the iron to be procured and laid on twenty-six miles and a quarter 
of the road. The Richmond and Danville and the Roanoko Valley 
Railroad Companies can furnish the rolling-stock nccoasary for run- 
ning the road the moment it is ready, and it is confidently believed 
that the whole work which remains to be done can bo completed and 
the railroad put into actual operation by tho Government in a few 
months. It is understood that the Government is now contemplating 
the construction of a plank road from Clarksville to Homo point on tho 
Richmond and Danville Railroad, with a view to the proposed connec- 
tion by that means. No doubt is entertained that tho connection can 
be made by completing tho proposed railroad as suggested with as 
much facility and at very little, if any, moro cost than tho plank road 
commotion and with tho groat advantage of railroad transportation. 
Tho Government seems already awaro of tho advantages of this connec- 
tion in a military point of view, and a glance at tho map of tho coun- 
try would su lliciently demonstrate it. This representation is made on 
behalf of the Itoano Ice Valley Railroad Company, who will co-oporato 
in any manner the Government may desire, or aequiosco in any moans 
which may be adopted for the execution of tho work.

(I (seined it not improper to direct, your particular attention to these 
points, from the fact that many of our companies already in camp 
and mustered into service have not yet received their bounty money, 
and in many instances are unprovided with tents, axes, camp-kottles, 
and biankets — some of them almost without clothing. I need not 
say that the effect lias been not only to delay the completion of tho 
requisition, but greatly to depress the spirit of volunteering with 
our people. Tho Confederate quartermaster at this point has exerted 
himself to the utmost to supply these deficiencies, but is unable to 
procure the materials for tents, &e., in sufficient quantities to supply 
the demand for the different camps. At Tuscaloosa the material for 
tents can speedily bo manufactured, subsistence purchased at reason- 
able rates, and probably a sufficient supply of camp equipage obtained. 
If Captain Griswold, the acting quartermaster in command of tho 
post at Tuscaloosa, is at once authorized to contract for tents, subsist 
the troops, and pay tho bounty money, it will tend much to advance 
the public interests and facilitate mattors at that point. I would also 
suggest that ns the facilities for the communication of Tuscaloosa 
with Mobile are greater than with this place, that tho funds for the 
purposes referred to be procured from the Government depository at 
that point, rather than from the quartermaster's department here.

To tho Senate and House of Representatives of the Confed- 
erate States: 


The operation of tlio various laws now in forco for raising armies 
has exhibited t.lio noeossi f.y for reform. Tho frequent, changes and 
amendments which have been made have rendered the system so com- 
plicated as to make it often quite difficult to determine what the law 
really is, and to what extent prior enactments are modified by more 
recent legislation. There is also embarrassment from conflict between 
State and Confederate legislation. I am happy to assure you of tho 
entire harmony of purpose and cordiality of feeling which have con- 
tinued to exist between myself and the Executives of the several 
States; and it is to this cause that our success in keeping adequate 
forces in the field is to bo attributed. These reasons would suffice for 
inviting your earnest attention to tho necessity of some simple and 
general system for exercising the power of raising armies, which is 
vested in iihe Congress by tho Constitution. Blit there is another and 
more important consideration. Tho vast preparations made by the 
enemy for a combined assault at numerous points on our frontier and 
son-const have produced tho result that might have boon expected. 
They have animated tho people with a spirit of resistance so general, 
so resolute, and so sol f-saoriftcing that it requires rather to bo regu- 
lated than to bo stimulated. The right of the State to domand, and 
the duty of each citizen to render, military service, need only to bo 
stated to be admitted. It is not, however, wise or judicious policy to 
place in active service that portion of tho forco of a people which 
experience has shown to bo necessary as a reserve. Youths under 
the age of eighteen years require further instruction; men of matured 
experience are needed for maintaining order and good government at 
home and in supervising preparations for rendering efficient tho armies 
in the field. These two classes constitute the proper reserve for homo 
defense, ready to be called out in case of emergency, and to bo kept 
in the field only while the emergency exists. But in order to main- 
tain this reserve intact it is necessary that in a great war like that in 
which we aro now engaged all persons of intermediate ago not logally 
exempt for good cause should pay tlioir debt of military service to the 
country, that the burdens should not fall oxclusivoly on the most 
ardent and patriotic. I therefore recommend the passage of a law 
declaring that all persons residing within tho Confederate States, 
between the ages of eighteen and thirty-five years, and rightfully 
subject to military duty, shall bo bold to bo in tho military service of 
the Confederate States, and that somo plain and simple method be 
adopted for their prompt enrollment and organization, repealing all 
the legislation heretofore enacted which would conflict with tho sys- 


tem proposed.

Tim President 
tiirnod over our Intfnr to Mr. Benjamin, your prodooossoi in olhoo 
I bnvo again brought 1,1m bill to tlm atlnnfion of this Congress audit 
is now before tlm Military Oominiflno of tlm IIouso of Representative;/ 
i\|i-. Benjamin promised nm sonm days since to look up fho lotlnr and 
give us a response ifho could possibly lind fho finm. Mo did not 
however, do this, lming prevented, I supposo, by his mmmrous press- 
ing engagements, in a mom roeent correspondence with tlm Presi- 
dent on this subjeet lm again requests nm to eon for with fho War 
Department. 

This road, if completed, would ho of tlm utmost importance fo the 
Con federate States in tlm present war. A glance at tlm map exhibit- 
ing the district of country through which it is to pass would convince 
you of this . ,W r o have completed the road except between Madison 
and W Info River, a distance of about sixty miles. We do not ns k 
tlm (Government to build the road, to take stoek, or in any way to 
beemne interested in tlm road or liable for it, but merely to’loan tlm 
company a certain amount of her bonds, upon goo<l personal and real 
security, which tlm company can readily give to any amount. Tlm 
plan we propose, as we coneoivo, frees the sub jecf'of all tlm long 
vexed questions arising under the Constitution out of I he matter of 
mferual i improvements, ami we Imliovo there is no dillieulfy on this 
point. I ho (Government in this matter eannof even risk a loss, much 
less lose any thing, while she will do groat service to our cause and 
contribute in a huge degree to tlm means of defense of a very large 
and valuable scope of country now threatened to be overrun by the 
enemy. lumping an eye to the seat of war (or seals of war) in 
Ar mnsas at this time, I think I may safely say the early completion 
ol fins road is. a military necessity, if one can be said to exist at all. 

I omit ; me to request you to examine the letters above referred to at 
as early a day as you may be able to do so, and write me on the 
subject. .An indorsement by you of this proposition would not only 
have great weight, but would secure the passage of the bill before 
congress, in my opinion, and an early examination of tlm matter is

Jackson and Capt. John T. Slmaff 
(copies of which arc herewith inclosed), to which no answers have 
or ii i*' 1 * 1 10t50 ' vo< *' , following extract, made from report made on 
iJ)l,h ultimo to special committee House of Representatives, appointed 
under resolution of Hon. I). M. Currin, is given below, as embodying 
the information required, so far as attainable:

The commissary stores deposited in the city of Nashville were of two classes: 
hirst, those in the hands of Capt. John T. Shaalf, post commissary ; second, those 
m the packing- houses nmlor the charge of It. T, Wilson and J. F. Cummings, 
respectively. Tho paper marked A oxlnbits what Captain Shaaif had on hand on 
the diet ot Ootobor, 1801. His quarterly return up to the 80tli of September has 
recently come in ; that for tho fourth quarter of 1801 has not been rendered, It 
is to ho prosumod that thoro are sufficient reasons to explain the omission. 
His liaino was on a list of those failing to rendor returns, and was reported to 
tho Auditor on tho 10th of February. His duties were extensive. During tho 
month of October ho distributed supplies to Bowling Green, Columbus, Ky., and 
Homo to Montgomery, Richmond, Lynchburg, Knoxville, Chattanooga, and 
Atlanta, besides doing local duty, so that until tho reports called for on tho fall 
of Nashville aro reooivod from him nothing definite can bo stated as to the stores 
in his depot at tho surrender of Nashville. On tho 8tli instant ho was called on 
for a report of details and of tho measures taken by him to save stores. Tlio 
number of hogs to bo killed liy Wilson & Armstrong at Nashville, Clarksvillo, 
Bowling Groon, and Patriot was about 60,000. Of these about 30,000 were 
killed at Nashville, tho number at each of tho other places not being definitely 
known. Under General Johnston’s order for tho removal of the meat from 
Bowling Green, half of it is voportod as being sent to Nashville. Tho quantity 
saved from Clarksvillo is not definitely known. That at Patriot is reported all 
saved, having boon distributed through tho country. Of that at Nashvillo, includ- 
ing the half of that killed at Bowling Green, and reported as brought to Nashville, 
ono-half is stated to havo boon saved by R. T. Wilson, but his estimate is con- 
jectural. It is not known in what condition this meat was saved. On Monday, 
tho .1 7th instant, upon ascertaining the wislios of tho committee, Mr. Wilson was 
telegraphed to as follows : “ How much meat had you at tho various points from 
which it has boon moved? What has become of it? What proportion is saved, 
mid how much of that 1 b sound?" A similar telegram was sent on tho same day 
to J. I-I. Ornigmiles, who had chargo of tho hogs Tailed by other parties at Nash- 
ville. Mr. Wilson, in reply, thinks that probably ono-half of tho meat in his hands 
was saved. J. II. Craigmilos answorod on yesterday as follows: “Butchered 
110,01)0 hogs at Nashvillo'; half saved in Atlanta: 80,000 hogs at Sliolby villo ; all 
saved in Atlanta and I-Iuntsvillo; 18,000 at Chattanooga, removing rapidly to 
Atlanta; 1,000 at Cleveland, will remove to Atlanta; 1,000 at Shelby villo and 
Nashville, bub most of it can be.moved.” 

* * * # * * * 

Tho plan of procuring porlc was discussed in tho paper read on Monday to the 
committco. It was begun at Bristol last July. So soon as the meat should be 
cured and removable without injury it was to ho distributed throughout the 
country. It is believed that immediately after tho fall of Fort Henry General 
Johnston ordorod tho meat from Nashville to bo sent away, and when confusion 
reignod thoro ho directed J. F. Cummings to remove that at Shelbyville. In refer- 
ence to tho moat at Bowling Groon I inclose letters thereon which will explain 
themselves. Tho boot was mostly used as packed, No report of that has been 
made. 

Tho report to tlio Provisional Congress discusses tho necessity of 
scouring tlio moat, and shows that tho possible result was anticipated. 
Tho lottor to R. T. Wilson exhibits the opposition of tho department 
to Mho sending away to Bowling Green and to packing there; the letter 
to Major Jackson exhibits the controlling influence under which it was 
done, and the letters to Wilson show that, notwithstanding the meat 
was not ready to ho removed, it was determined to begin tho with- 
drawal from Clarksvillo before the attack on Henry. In respect to 
Roanoke Island, tho supplies sent wore for immediate use, and prob- 
ably consumed. The stores subsequently sent went forward after tlio 
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.surrender of the island, but before the schooners wore unloaded they 
were wi(;ln raw n, and after two narrow escapes returned to Norfolk iii 
safety. J lie report of Major Noland regarding Thoroughfare shows 
wbiii, was lost, and how. Tlie place was well selected, in rear of and 
to support a threatening army, to drain from the country in advance 
ol our lines at a place locally defensible, and having running' water 
necessary tor a packing establishment, and having railroad connec- 
tions to supply the spareribs, heads, and other offal to the men.

Colonel: I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your let- 
ter of the 1st instant, inclosing a copy or your communication to Mr. 
Wilson respecting the orders of General Johnston for salt, meat from 
Clarksville, and his orders to pack pork at this place. I have pre- 
sented the matter to the general, and ho instructs mo to say that lie 
fully appreciates the expediency of economizing the salt meat which 
you are having prepared throughout the country, but that circum- 
stances demand the immediate storage of a good supply of that article 
at this point, not for present use, but as a security against . embarrass- 
ment should the enemy succeed in rendering the supply of fresh meat 
uncertain, a contingency which ought not to bo disregarded, and 
which from the preponderating force of the enemy may bo appre- 
hended. The orders of the general to your agents for salt meat from 
Clarksville and his order to pack pork here, though imperative, are 
not, he believes, incompatible with your views of the necessity oi. 
holding as much of it as possible to meet the wants of the Army 
during tho ensuing spring and summer.

Thoro worn also burned about 500 hides and a largo amount of tal- 
low which had boon sold and delivered to George 8. Ay.ro; also two 
largo slaughter-houses and seven bonne ears. Tho packing and 
smoko houses were so near to private property that they could not bo 
burned without destroying It, and they were therefore ordered to bo 
torn down and carried off. All the neafc’s-foot oil, about 1 J 00 gallons, 
was sent to Warronton. As for the reasons for the loss exhibited by 
the foregoing statement, I consider it sufficient to state tho facts con- 
nected therewith, and to express the opinion that it was not the result 
of roinissnosH of any one eonneeted with your department. I received 
from you notice of the proposed evacuation of Manassas on tho 2.1st 
of February, two weeks before it occurred, and could I have obtained 
the transportation by railroad which was promised all the property 
at Thoroughfaro could have been remove <1 during the first wook; or 
had I been told that such transportation could not be had V could 
have removed it all by wagons to Warronton within the time, hut I 
was not aware of that fact until the day boforo tho evacuation 
occurred. I came to Thorough fare on the 22d. Orders wore given 
to stop the slaughtering of cattle and hogs au<l arrangements made 
for sending the meat to Mount Jackson and Orange. Court-House. 
Mr. Stuart went on the 24tli to Mount Jackson, appointed an agent, 
and had a house erected to receive the meat. Mr. Hunton was sent 
to Orange Oourt-IIouse to get buildings and to secure tho meat as 
sent. By the 20th M r. Stuart had made arrangements with, the super- 
intendents of the railroads for tho transportation of at least 200, 000 
pounds per day. The meat was taken from the houses and placed on 
platforms for convenience of loading the ears. Tho force of hands 
was increased, and every possible arrangement on our part was made 
for sending off tho property. Tho cars promised by the superintend- 
ents wore not furnished because, ns I was informed, the Government 
had taken control of the transportation. 

On the 2Rth ultimo, at the instance of Major Cole, we had an inter- 
view with Major Barbour, chief quartermaster, who promptly gave an 
order for such transportation as I needed; hut although every olfort 
was made both by Major Cole and myself, as well as by Mr. Stuart 
(who proved himself in this, as lie has in all other matters of business, 
a . most efficient and industrious agent), but forty-live mm could be 
had, which were promptly loaded and sent off. Up to the 8th instant 
continual calls wore ineffectually made for cars. They were contin- 
ually promised and oxpoctod. Tho meat was all taken from the 
houses and placed on scaffolds ready for loading, ami remained in 
that exposed condition for six days. During this time only seven 
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t '^ : wore furnished and they were novel* taken away, although many 
ins passed the point and several of them were entirely empty,

8., and i,o hoik! mo under special orders f.o raise 
live regiments off infantry in the portion of Texas lying east of the 
Trinity River. Tho Secretary off War assured me time and again 
that except those five regiments, which wore permitted by the orders 
given, to mo to mount themselves to their place of dual destination, 
at which point the Government was to take their horses and pay for 
them, no other troops would be received as cavalry from Texas, and 
none for a shorter term than the war. Under tins assurance I 
expressed both to you and to the Secretary entire confidence in my 
ability to raise the regiments in a very short time. I returned home 
as expeditiously as possible, and immediately set about the task 
assigned me. I had hardly gotten my circulars before, the people 
when recruiting officers sprang up all over the country calling for 
twelve-months’ mounted men. Some two or three regiments were 
soon formed under orders given, as I understand, by M. T. Johnson, 
and now form, what is known as Johnson’s brigade, a portion of which 
lias been encamped since last fall somewhere near Johnson’s resi- 
dence, the whole, i. c., two regiments, now being encamped in lied 
River County, near Clarksville. Hoskins this Johnson’s brigade, one 
of the same kind (twelve-months’ mounted) has since my return been 
formed by Colonel .Darnell, and one called ’Taylor’s second, regiment, 
formed, so far as F can learn, without other authority than Colonel 
’Taylor’s order. 'Those last regiments have crossed over into the 
Indian 'Territory, and are, 1. understand, at Washita. Hoskins those, 
three other mounted regiments have been authorized by the Hoerotary 
of War since the date oil my orders, viz, one to Colonel Ochiltree, one 
to Colonel .Do Morse, and one to Colonel Clark. Those, I believe, are 
for the war, but they are to enter as cavalry. All off those regiments 
bavo boon and am being organized within the limits assigned to me 
to raise infantry. In. Home, doubtless, are unauthorized, but that 
makes hut little difference if the Government will receive them on 
their own terms. Ft would have been very easy to raise such troops 
as are wanted, viz, infantry, if the policy which I assured every one 
on my return, had been adopted by the War Department had been 
unflinchingly adhered to. As it is, the fine military material of this 
country has gone olff helter-skel ter, mounted on every description of 
animal, and generally for a short term of service. ' Two-thirds of 
their 1 torsos, even off the troops for the war, arc totally unlit for any 
military service, while the expense to the Government of feeding 
them is enormous. I have never yet known a horse rejected by any 
mustering officer. 'The ordinary ponies of the country are now prin- 
cipally used. 'They have eaten Northern Arkansas to the starvation 
point, and are now falling back to bo within reach of tint supplies so 
abundant now in this section of country, but which, in my opinion, 
are too precious for Iheso pony regiments. 

I forboar making any suggestions— they would be unbecoming in 
mo. X merely state a few facts which the Government ought to 
know, that some of the evils .may be provided against, and to explain 
why my confident assertions that I could immediately raise Iho live 
regimen is of infantry havo not boon realized. T sti'll hope to suc- 
ceed, however, under all disadvantages. Some of my minor troubles 
arise from tho neglect in the Department to appoint a quartormnste 
and commissary, as promised me in my orders. .Repeated letters 
tho Department on this point have olieitod no answer, and I have n 
yet boon placed in possession of a dollar to pay the bounty, nor f„ 
any other purpose. I hope, howovor, this will bo spoodily roinodiot 
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annual salary of §25,000, payable quarterly in advance, to commence 
on the twenty-second day of February, oightoon hundred and sixty- 
two, the time at which ho entered upon the duties of his office. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted , That until a suitable Executive 
Mansion shall be provided for the President, tho rent of one suited to 
the purpose shall be paid by the Government.

The captain says she is a Government vessel, but 
all the correspondence in relation to hormust have been addressed to 
Mr. I mlitlo, the agent of Fraser it Co. Unfortunately Mr. Lafitto is 
absent, and no one is authorized to open his letters. Messrs. 11 y. 
Addorly it Co. are also, entirely without instructions. II: there are 
any advices for me (hey musl.be under cover to balitte. The Econo- 
mist requires coal, as the captain says the understanding is he is to 
proceed to England. Just now there is no coal here, but a supply is 
daily expected. I shall commence discharging the ttoutlnviek’s cargo 
and storing it on Monday, the day after to-morrow. The captain is 
disposed to be ugly, and both to avoid difficulties and to save the 
Government a demurrage of §200 per day I. consider it the best policy. 
Everything in my power will be done to protect the Government 
interest.

As security for tho repayment of the sum loaned tho company odors 
its bond, secured by a mortgage on its entire road, including rolling- 
stock, fixtures, machine-shop, depots, <&c. That the security offered 
is amply sufficient the following approximate statement of the condi- 
tion of the company wilL show: . 

From Solum, on tho Alabama River, to Domopolis, on tho I ombig- 
bce River, is fifty miles, of which forty-five miles are in running 
order, with rolling-stock now sufficient for the present and ordinary 
business of tho road. Tho balance of this distanoo is already graded 
and prepared for the superstructure. At Domopolis it is contem- 
plated to connect temporarily by a steam-boat with McDowell s Bluff, 
a distance of about five miles. From McDowell’s Bluff to Reagan, on 
tho Northeast and Southwest Railroad, is about twenty-four miles, of 
which noarly one-half is now graded, and the contractors still at 
work. From this it will be readily perceived that tlioro has boon 
already expended on the road more than $. 1 , 000 , 000 , to which is to bo 
added’ as a part of the assets of the company more than $900,000 of 
good stock notes, now unavailable because duo by planters whoso 
means of payment are obstructed by the blockade. Upon tho first 
thirty miles of road there is a mortgago to secure the payment <>t 
bond's of the company to the amount of $1.50,000, of which about 
$1115,000 have now been used. Besides this, tlioro is a mortgage upon 
the whole road to secure tho repayment to tho 2 per cent, fund or 
probably $150,000 more. Thus it will bo soon that the soeurity offered 
presents assets reasonably worth about $1,500,000, encumbered by 
liabilities amounting to about $300,000. If required, personal secu- 
rity will be given for the faithful application of tho money and for 
the completion of the road as speodily as possible. As this matter 
detains me from other important business, I venture to hope that you

To the Senate and House of .Representatives of the Confed- 
erate States : 

I deem it my duty to call your attention to some practical dilliculbios 
which will occur in tho oxocul, ion of tho law just passed for the con- 
scription of all persons subject to military duty between tho ages of 
eighteen and thirty-five years,’ 1 ' and to x>oint out some omissions that 
it seems wise to supply. First. There are a number of troops in the 
service of the sovoral States for which no provision is made. They 
have been organised for State dofonse, which is necessarily the public 
defense, but are not a part of the armies of the Confederacy. It 
would not bo politic to break up those organizations for the purpose 
of taking out of them such of the men as are subject to conscription 
for distribution among other tmopH. I suggest that power be granted 
to the Executive to accept a transfer of such regiments, battalions, 
squadrons, or companies now in tlio sor vice o I! the respective States 
as may be tendered by the States, according to any organization con- 
sistent with the Confederate laws. Second. In the tenth soctlon of the 
bill there is a seeming conflict botwoon two clauses, one of which 
requires that in all cases elections shall bo held to fill the lowest 
grade, while anothor gives powev to promoto from the ranks to any 
vacant office a private who may have distinguished himself conspicu- 
ously. I would be glad to have tho intent of Congress on this point 
stated in an amendment to tho bill. Third. Under tho fourth section 
of tho act of tho nth of December, 1801, it was declared that all 
troops revoluntooring or re-enlisting shall, at the expiration of thoir 
prosont term of sorvice, have tho powor to reorganize thomsolvos into 
companies and elect thoir company officers ; and that said companies 
should have tho right to reorganize themselves into battalions or regi- 
ments, and elect thoir Hold officers, <fco. By tho second section of tlio 
act just passed, 10th of April, 1802, it is prohibited to include in the 
organization of such new companies and regiments as may ho cora- 
ploled within thirty days, “any persons now in tho sorvice.” It is 
submitted whether bare justice to tho men who first ontored tho mili- 
tary service, and who have again voluntarily onrollod thomsolvos to

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merchantable! articles manufactured, to be delivered at such times 
ami in such quantities as may bo agreed upon, tlio same, in all cases, 
to bo inspected by a Government officer before it is received, until ho 
or they shall fully repay to tlio Confederate States, in the article and 
at the price stipulated for the sum advanced; that the contractor or 
contractors shall subscribe a written oath, indorsed upon the back of 
said bond, which may bo administered by any one authorized to 
administer an oath, that said advance is asked for tlio purposes 
specified in this act, and no other, and that he or they will so apply 
said funds, which may thus be advanced; and a willful and corrupt 
violation of this oath shall be deemed perjury, and punishable by 
imprisonment for not loss than three nor more than ton years. 

The provisions of this act shall apply to cases of enlarge- 
ment or j of j manufactories of saltpeter and of small-arms, now estab- 
lished or being established within the Confederate States, but the 
advances made in such cases shall only he 50 per cent, upon the 
amount proposed to be invested in the enlargement of such manu- 
factory or manufactories; and no now oxisting investment in such 
manufactory or manufactories shall be computed or taken into 
account in determining such 50 per cent.

Said notes shall bo issued m such 
proportions of each, to the aggregate sum heroin authorized as tho 
said Secretary may determine, payable to bearer six months after the 
ratification of a treaty of peace betweon tho Confederate States tun 
the United States. Said notes shall be receivable in payment of i\ 
public dues, including postage, except the export duty on cotton. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted , That the Seerotary is hereby autho 
teed to have said notos printed ns he may doom, most practicable iu: 
advisable in effecting a speedy issue and circulation of said notes. 

Sec. 8. Be it further enacted , That tho Secretary of the .1 return 
is hereby authorized to issue Treasury notes payable in six mont 
after the rntilienthm of a treaty of peace bobweon tho Confodori 
States and the United States, of a denomination not loss than $1< 
bearing interest at the rate of two cents per day for each $.100; CL 
said notes when issued to bo a substitute for so much ol tin 
$.105,000,000 of bonds authorized by tho act of Congress, passed at 
the present session; and said notes shall bo receivable iu payment ol 
all public dues except the oxporfc duty on cotton. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That tho said Secretary shall mako 
report to Congress of the amount of each denomination ol notes, 
herein required to l>e issued, which ho may put in circulation. 

SEC. 5. Be -it further enacted , That tho twenty-first and twenty- 
third soetions of “An act to authorize tlio issue of Treasury notes, 
and to provide a war tax for their redemption ” bo, and tho same are 
hereby declared to apply to the Treasury notes heroin authorized, as 
fully, in all respects, as if tho same constituted a part oi: tins act,

Ibid you called 
upon her Executive for 30,000 more (if her just quota), they would 
have been furnished without delay. The plea of necessity, so far at 
least ns this State is concerned, cannot be set up :in defense of the con- 
scription act. When tlio Govern men I. of the United States disregarded 
and attempted to trami>lo upon tho rights of tho States Georgia Hot its 
] lower at defiance, and seceded from the Ifni on rather than submit to 
tho consolidation of all power in the hands of tlm contra! or Federal 
Government. The conscription act not only put it in the power of 
the Executive of the Gonl’cdcracy to disorganize lmr troops, which she 
was compelled to call into tlio Held for her owndofmise in addition to 
her just (junta because ol: the neglect of the Confederacy to place 
sullieient troops upon hoi* coast for her defense, which would have 
required less than half the number slm has sent to the Held, but. also 
places it in. his power to destroy her State government by disbanding 
her law-making power.

Sin* In obedience to your instructions handed to me at Richmond, 

I proceeded at once to the line of the railroad from Selma, m Ala- 
bama, to Meridian, in Mississippi, and up to the present time have 
endeavored to obtain such information us I could as to tho present, 
condition of the road and prospects of its early completion. I nave 
delayed a report to you until now so that l could obtain an interview 
with the president and directors of the Alabama and Mississippi 
Rivors Railroad Company and ascertain their prospects and plans or 
the early completion of their road so as to connect at Meridian. On 
yostorday I attended a session of the board of directors and had a 
conference with them on. the subject of the road. The first and. most 
important oh joet of! the company was to obtain the advance of: l-lie 
$'! 50,000 authorized by Congress, and to tills end the following papers 
woro prepared and submitted to my examination, to wit: hirst, the 
note of the company, payable to the Confederate States of America, 
for $100,000, ten years after date; second, a mortgage on the entire 
road bed, fixtures, rolling-stock, depot property, machine-shops, 
to secure the payment of the note; third, the obligation of tho com- 
pany, with ample personal security, for the prompt and laithful appli- 
cation of the money toward the completion of the road; lourth, an 
agreement by the company in the meantime to transport promptly 
over their road, or any part of it, any and all troops, munitions oL 
war, provisions, or other articles which the Government may desire 
to forward, and to credit any expense thus incurred by the Govern- 
ment on tho note of the company till the amount thereof be extin- 
guished. ......

Most of tho planters in this part of tho country have 
nrettv much abandoned tho cultivation of cotton and put their lands 
n corn. This state of things will dimin ish the labor usually employed 
in the cultivation of crops, and hands can on many plantations lie 
snared for other purposes. Negro laborers could to a considerable 
extent be impressed by tho Government without much public injury. 
If therefore you deem it advisable to cause the road from Selma to 
Meridian to be completed at tho oarliost possible day, and think proper 
to give the necessary order for impressing laborers, your order will be 
promptly and carefully executed.

Sir: I desire your opinion upon the following questions arising 
undor the conscription net: The first section requires the discharge of 
all persons under eighteen and over thirty- live years of age in the 
regiments, battalions, Am. , to bo reorganized undor the provisions of 
the act. Those regiments and battalions are the twelve-months’ vol- 
unteers (section 1) and regiments and battalions composed of twelve- 
months’ companies and war troops combined (section 2). Most of the 
Virginia troops who re-enlisted for the war and received tho bounty 
are in one or the other of the two classes above mentioned, and many 
of them come within the letter of the provisions granting the discharge 
of all persons under eighteen and over thirty-live years of ago, while 
most of the same elans at the South are in war regiments and are not 
entitled to their discharge. As such a discrimination as this could 
not have been intended by Congress, it is 'questionable whether the 
letter of the act in this particular should be observed, and I must 
request your opinion as to the right of a volunteer for the war over 
thirty-live years of ago to his discharge, if ho is in a corps to be reor- 
ganized under the act.

I eonfess myself at a toss to perceive in what nmnner these eamfJi 
ami well-defined provisions of the Constitution regnlatino- the ormi 
i/.ation and government of Llio militia <tnn he understood as apply „ 
in tiie remotest degree to the armies of I, lie < ton fed eraey ■ nor can T 
conceive how tlm grant of exclusive power to deelare and carry m!

During our whole past 
history as well as during our recent one year’s experience as anew 
Confederacy, the militia have been called forth to repel invasions in 
numerous instances, and they never came otherwise than as bodies 
organized by tho States, with their company, Held, and gonoral oih- 
eors- and wiion tho emergency had passed they went home again. 1 
cannot perceive how any one can interpret the conscription law as 
taking away from tho States the power to appoint officers to tlioir 
militia. You observe on this point in your letter that unless your 
construction, is adopted “ tho very object of the States in reserving 
tho power of appointing the officers is defeated, and that portion of 
tho Constitution is not only a nullity, but tho whole military power 
of the States and the entire control of the militia, with the appoint- 
ment of the o llicers, is vested in the Confederate Government when- 
ever it chooses to call its own action ‘raising an army, and not 
‘calling forth tho militia.’ ” I can only say in reply to this that tho 
power of Congress depends on the real nature of tho act it proposes 
to porform, not on tho name given to it; and I have endeavored to 
show that its action, is merely that of “raising an army, and boars 
no semblance to “calling forth the militia.”

Can 
ono and the samo law bo construed into a “calling forth the militia” 
if tho war bo dofonsivo, and a “raising of armies,” if tlio war bo 
offonsivo? At some future day, after onr independence shall have 
boon established, it is no improbable supposition that onr prosont 
onomy may bo tomptod to abuse his naval power by depreciations on 
our eommorco, and that we may be compel led to assort onr rights by 
offensive war. How is it to be carried on? Of what is the army to 
bo composod ? If this Government eannot call on its arm.s-boaring 
population otherwise than as militia, and if the militia can only bo 
called forth to ropol invasion, wo should 1m utterly helpless to vindi- 
cate our honor or protoct our rights. War has been well styled “the 
torriblo litigation of nations.” Have we so formed our Government 
that in this litigation wo must never be plainti 11:? Surely this cannot 
have boon the intoivtion of the framers of our compact. In no aspect 
in which I can view this law can I find just reason to distrust tho 
propriety of my action in approving and signing it, and the ques- 
tion presented involves consequences both immediate and remote too 
Humorous to ponnit me to leave your objections unanswered. 

In conclusion I tako great pleasure in recognizing that the history of 
tho past year affords tho amplest justification for your assertion that 
if tho question had boon whether the conscription law was necessary 
in order to raise men in Georgia the answer must have boon in tlio 
negative. Your noble State has promptly responded to every call 
that it has boon my duty to make on her, and to you personally, ns 
her Executive, I acknowledge my indebtedness for the prompt, cordial, 
and offootivo co-operation you have afforded mo in the effort to dofond 
our common country against the common, enemy.

I. General officers and oillcers in command of dopartmonts, dis- 
tricts, and separate posts will make a detail of men from their com- 
mands to work tho niter caves which may be situated within tho 
limits of their respective commands. Theso details will bo mado on 
the requisition of tho officer in charge of the Niter bureau in tin 
War Department. Tire men thus detailed will bo organized tempo 
mrily under tlio command of tho nitor officer in charge of the par- 
ticular eavo, who will make monthly reports to the goneral or other 
oflieor commanding the department, district, or post in which fch* 
cave may bo located, in order that such commanding officer im 
treat as 'deserters such of tho detailed moil as may loavo tho worl 
without permission. And It is onjoinert upon gonorals and otln 
commanding oillcers to give protection, as far as possible and to th 
extent of their means, against any on croud invents of the enemy upon 
the nitor caves within the limits of their commands. 

II. All persons in the employment of the Nitor Buroau, whether 

contractors for manufacturing saltpeter, or laborers in their employ-

General: I have the honor to report that instantly on the rocoipt 
of my orders and Instructions under the conscript aet, which readied 
mo on tho 2(ilh of May, I made application to the Governor of South 
Carolina for permission to employ State enrolling oJlleers for tho pur- 
pose of tho enrollment of conscripts, and furnished His Excellency 
with a copy of my instructions in full. I have received no response 
to this application. The public exigency seeming to require prompti- 
tudo in the conscription 1 asl< instruction by telegraph. It Is proper 
to report that after tho passage of the conscript act — say about tlio 
1st of May— and in view of tho act the State of South Carolina began 
an enrollment, which 1 was odioially informed would he placed in my 
hands before the 1st of .f u no. I am now informed if will not ho 
returned before the 20th of .rune at the earliest. I am also informed 
that when returned it will bo expurgated of the names of persons 
exempt by State law. Shall I accept this enrollment, or shall I pro- 
ceed. at once to enroll by employing Confederate officers as under tho 
law? It is proper to represent that the authorities of the State havo 
given me to understand they will persist in every form to require 
oxompliion under the State law. Not less than twenty olllcers belong- 
ing to South Carolina regiments in Virginia have reported to me 
under orders from their colonels to obtain their quota of conscripts. 
Some I have ordered to return to their commands; others having fur- 
loughs I havo given leave of absence; others are held to duty. I sug- 
gest that tho two latter classes be employed by me in enrolling, and 
that colonels bo ordered not to send olllcers or rolls until applied to 
by tlio commandant of the camp of instruction.

Sir: Since my last report stating the result of ^ 
the Governor of Georgia I have the honor to inform you that I calk 
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upon Mrtjor-Gonoral Pemberton, commanding M Hilary I >epavtmontof 
South Carolina and Georgia, who in compliance with my instructions 
on that, point issued to l>rig. (Jon. A. It. Lawton, commanding Dis- 
tricli of Georgia, Special Orders, No. HI, a copy of which I inclose 
Agreeably to said order T prepared a list of enrolling officers and 
their assistants for each Congressional district for the approval of 
General Lawton, who caused the same to be detailed and to report to 
me for instructions. And in conformity with the last clause of the said 
Order No. (51 I have instructed oaeli district enrolling ollieer to employ 
not oxeeedingtwo competent conscripts to perform the enrolling duty 
under his direction and in accordance with instructions contained in 
my Gouoral Orders, No. :i , dated Savannah, Way .‘M , I N(52. I havo also 
had printed in pamphlet form for the use of lint enrolling and sub- 
enrolling officers the conscript net, General Orders, No. HO, and such 
other orders as are explanatory of the same, together with my Gon- 
oral Orders, Nos. I and 2, copies of which you will also find under this 
cover. The district enrolling ollieers havo entered upon the dis- 
charge of tlioir duties and are appointing sub-onrollors in each county 
who will be furnished with the necessary documents and instructions! 
The sub-enrolling ollieers will immediately commence enrolling and 
forwarding the conscripts to camp of instruction No. 1, Gamp Ran- 
dolph, which, after due examination and a thorough investigation of 
all the connecting circumstances, I have located on the Western and 
Atlantic Railroad at Calhoun, Gordon County, in the upper part of 
the State. 

It is my opinion that during the next ton days there will he assom- 
blod at camp about 0,000 troops organized into regiments, battalions, 
and companies, consisting of cavalry, artillery, and infantry, most of 
which are entirely unarmed and organized under many irregularities 
not strictly in accordance with authority and regulations. I shall 
l'QpOTt more fully the special organization, &o., of each after thoy 
arc established at camp. I am of the opinion that the number of con- 
scripts in the State will not exceed />,()()() or (5,000, which is not near 
enough to (111 out the skeleton regiments already in tins Hold. Tho 
authorities granted to individuals to organizes regiments, «&c., and tho 
various constructions placed by them upon the delusions of the Depart- 
ments regarding their power to continue to enlist volunteers will 
greatly diminish the number of conscripts, and will thereby frustrate 
in a measure the main object of tins act, viz, the Idling up of skeleton 
regiments already in the Held. I shall decide, and shall so instruct my 
enrolling ollieers, that all volunteering and all claiming of bounty 
a 111 /™, forthwith cease, except Hindi as is done in accordance with 
Article 111, sections 8 and. I), of regulations, entitled “ Volunteers for 
existing corps,” to which 1 beg to call your special attention. This is 
my construction of the above-named article, based upon the reading of 
the article itself and upon decisions and orders since issued by tlio 
Department.

The undersigned, president of! (ilio Alabama and Mississippi. Rivers 
Railroad Company, acting under instructions of the Board of Direc- 
tors of snhl company, respectfully shows that ib is indispensable for 
tho early completion unwell si-h efficient operation of tho railroad under 
his charge to bo supplied with iron spikos, chairs, and bolts required 
for the construction of Mm incomplete portion of the road, and in 
keeping the finished portion in repair, iron is also required for 
repairs of machinery, especially iron tiros for the wheels of locomo- 
tives, which on a portion of the locomotives have become so worn by 
constant uso as to render them almost unfit for service, and without 
new tires these locomotives will ere long become entirely unlit for 
service. Now locomotives cannot now be obtained in the Confederate 
States. Your memorialist has succeeded in procuring spikes suffi- 
cient for the construction of about one-third of the Incomplete portion 
of the road, but there is no further supply within his reach. Mo has 
mado application for the spikes and other iron necessary to the only 
iron manufactory where Micro seemed any prospect of procuring a 
supply — that is, the Shelby County Iron Manufacturing Company, 
a new company which is engaged in preparations for the extensive 
manufacture of iron. This company would agree to furnish the iron 
required, but say they are under obligation to deliver to the Govern- 
ment all the iron they will be able to make for the next twelvo months 
beyond what will be required to (ill certain contracts made prior to 
their contract with the Government; but that if permitted by the 
Government they will supply the iron required by film company of 
memorialist. This may be done without diminishing materially the 
supply of iron intended for Mm Government. As this is one of tho 
road s' deemed by Congress and the Government essential in military 
operations — “a military necessity” — it is un necessary that the under- 
signed should speak of the importance of its completion, as his com- 
pany is striving to do at the earliest day practicable, and that whim 
completed its machinery should 1m in a condition to furnish promptly 
and regularly means for the heavy and constant transportation winch 
will doubtless be required by the Government. To accomplish this a 
supply of iron is indispensable, and, as stated above, the only known 
source whence a supply can be obtained is the iron establishment 
referred to. Your memorialist therefore respectfully requests that 
permission be given to the .Shelby County Iron Manufacturing Com- 
pany to furnish this iron.

give tiie agent tlm power to destroy the principals. Tim agent was 
Expected to lm wither the servant of several masters Until the mastor 
of several servants. I apprehend it was never imagined that tho 
ti mo would come when Mm agent of the sovereigns would claim tho 
rower to take from each sovereign every man belonging to each able 
to bear arms and leave them with no power to execute their own laws, 
^suppress insurrections in their midst, or repel invasions. 

In reference to the practice of I ho United States Government undor 
tho Constitution, X need only remark that 1 do not presume it will bo 
contended that Congress claimed or exorcised the right to compel 
persons constituting the militia of the States by conscription or com- 
pulsion to enter the service of Mm General Government without the 
consent of their State government at any time while tho Government 
•yas administered, or its councils controlled by any of the fathers of 
tiio Republic who aided in the formation of the Constitution. If, 
then, tlm constitutionality of the conscription act cannot be estab- 
lished by the contemporaneous construction of the Constitution nor 
by the earlier practice of tlm Govern men t while administered by those 
who made the Constitution, tho remaining Inquiry is, can it be estab- 
lished by the language of the instrument itself, taking; the whole con- 
text and applying to it the usual rules of construction which wore 
generally received and admitted to ho authoritative at the time it was 
made. The Constitution in express language gives Congress the 
power to raise and support armies. Von rest tlm case here and say 
you know of but two modes of raising armies, to wit, by voluntary 
enlistment and by draft or conscription, and you conclude that tho 
Constitution authorises Congress to raise them by either or both those 
modes. To enable us to arrive at an intelligent conclusion as to the 
meaning intended to be conveyed by those who used this language it 
is necessary to inquire what signification was attached to the terms 
used at the* time they wore used; and it is fair to infer that those who 
used them, intended to convey to the minds of others the idea which 
was at that time usually conveyed by the language adopted by them. 
Apply this rule and what did Mm convention mean by t ie term to 
raise armies? I prefer that the Attornoy-Uonoral should answer.

Sir: I have laid no reply to my letter of the ffOth ultimo, and to-day 
have to report tho arrival of Maj. William G. Swanson, supervisor and 
commandant of the camps of conscription to be established in this 
State. He calls upon me to furnish enrolling officers of. the State, and 
exhibits the instructions from General Cooper, in which hois directed 
to “ allow for enrolling conscripts the compensation allowed for enroll- 
ing t he milit ia of the State.” Unfortunately for an efficient enroll- 
ment of conscripts there is no compensation allowed by our laws for 
the enrollment, of the militia of the State, and the ordinary enrolling 
mditia officers, oven if they wore still in their places at homo, would 
not he efficient for the work. T propose, in order to dispatch the busi- 
ness and at the same time to secure thorough work, to subdivide the 
State into ten or eleven divisions and appoint a superintending enroll- 
ing officer for each division, with the rank and pay of captain of 
infantry. Ihcso officers will be directed to appoint not exceeding 
three enrolling officers in each county, with tho rank and pay of first 
and second lieutenants.
